REPORT. 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  2,  chapter 
108  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  it  becomes  my 
daty,  as  the  chief  officer  of  this  department,  to  report  in 
print  to  the  Governor  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
of  each  year,  in  relation  to  factories  and  public  buildings. 
In  the  performance  of  such  duty,  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit my  twenty-fourth  annual  report. 

The  number  of  officers  in  the  several  branches  of  the  force, 
including  the  chief,  is  now  fifty-seven,  of  whom  thirty-six  are 
detailed  for  service  in  the  inspection  department,  thirteen  are 
designated  for  detective  duty,  leaving  eight  for  the  important 
duties  of  the  fire  marshal's  depaitment.  Among  the  impor- 
tant changes  of  legislation  affecting  this  department  since  my 
last  annual  report  are  those  contained  in  chapter  142,  Acts 
of  1902,  entitled,  **  An  Act  to  transfer  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  State  Fire  Marshal  to  the  Massachusetts  District 
Police." 

Section  1.  The  office  of  slate  fire  marshal  and  all  offices  there- 
under are  hereby  abolished. 

Section  2.  A  new  department  of  the  district  police  is  hereby 
created,  with  the  powers  and  duties  heretofore  conferred  and  im- 
posed upon  the  state  fire  marshal,  his  deputy,  clerk,  assistants  and 
aids.  Said  department  shall  be  called  the  fire  marshal's  depart- 
ment, and  there  shall  be  assigned  to  it  the  following  officers,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  each  to  hold  office  for  the 
term  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  his  appointment :  —  A  deputy 
chief,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  daties  heretofore  conferred 
and  imposed  upon  the  state  fire  marshal,  and  shall  have  charge  of 
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the  said  department  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  of  the  district 
police,  at  a  salary  of  twenty-four  hundred  dollars  a  year ;  a  chief 
aid,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  heretofore  conferred 
and  imposed  upon  the  deputy  state  fire  marshal,  at  a  salary  of  fif- 
teen hundred  dollars  a  year ;  and  not  more  than  six  additional  aids, 
each  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  a  year.  The  chief  of  the 
district  police  may  appoint  for  service  in  said  department  a  clerk 
and  a  stenographer,  each  at  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  a 
year.  In  the  organization  of  the  fire  marshal's  department  any 
person  now  in  the  service  of  the  state  fire  marshal  may  be  appointed 
or  employed  without  civil  service  examination.  The  chief  of  the 
district  police  may  at  his  discretion  exercise  any  of  the  powers  and 
perform  any  of  the  duties  of  the  deputy  chief,  and  may  at  any  time 
detail  any  of  the  members  of  the  detective  department  of  the  dis- 
trict police  for  service  in  the  fire  marshal's  department.  The 
deputy  chief  shall  submit  the  annual  report  of  his  ofi9cial  action  to 
the  chief  of  the  district  police,  who  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the 
insurance  commissioner. 

Sbctiok  3.  So  much  of  section  two  of  this  act  as  authorizes 
the  appointment  of  the  members  of  the  said  fire  marshal's  depart- 
ment of  the  district  police  shall  take  effect  upon  the  first  day  of 
May  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  and  the  remainder  of 
this  act  shall  take  effect  as  soon  as  the  members  of  said  depart- 
ment are  appointed  and  qualified.     ^Approved  March  4^  1902. 

District  Police  Force. 

Inspection  Department. 

Some  idea  of  the  extent  and  nature  of  the  duties  may  be 
had  by  reference  to  the  statutes  defining  them ;  but  not  even 
the  detailed  reports  of  the  several  inspectors,  made  to  this 
ofiSce,  can  give  to  those  not  familiar  with  the  matter  an  ade- 
quate idea  of  the  vast  amount  of  labor  performed  by  this 
department.  The  district  police  force  is  divided  into  seven 
distinct  departments,  as  follows  :  — 

First.  — The  examination  and  Approval  of  plans  for  the 
proper  construction  of  school  and  other  public  buildings 
coming  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  relative  to  means  of 
egress,  fire-stopping  to  prevent  the  spread  of  fire,  the 
proper  heating  and  ventilating  of  school  and  other  public 
buildings,  and  examination  of  buildings  reported  to  be  un- 
safe to  life  or  limb.     This  work  is  assigned  John  T.  White, 
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Joseph   A.  Moore,  Edwin  Y.  Brown,  Joseph  M.  Dyson, 
Warren  S.  Buxton  and  Frederick  W.  Merriam. 

Second.  —  The  examination  and  approval  of  plans  of  fac- 
tories, apartment  and  tenement  houses,  also  the  proper  fire* 
stopping,  means  of  egress  and  sanitary  provisions.  This 
work  is  performed  by  Henry  Splaine,  Henry  J.  Bardwell, 
Ansel  J.  Cheney  and  John  E.  Foulds. 

TJiird.  —  The  enforcement  of  the  laws  regulating  the  em- 
ployment of  labor  of  women  and  minors  in  manufacturing, 
mechanical  and  mercantile  establishments  and  workshops; 
guarding  of  machinery ;  the  construction  and  safety  appli- 
ances of  elevators ;  ventilation  of  factories  and  workshops ; 
provision  of  water-closets  for  the  use  of  each  sex  employed 
in  factories  and  workshops,  and  various  other  sanitary  regu- 
lations ;  uniform  hours  for  meals  for  women  and  young  per- 
sons ;  communication  between  the  engineer's  room  and  each 
room  where  machinery  is  run  by  steam ;  proper  safeguards 
at  hatchways,  elevator  openings  and  well-holes  in  public 
buildings,  factories  and  mercantile  establishments;  forbid- 
ding the  use  of  portable  seats  in  aisles  or  passageways  in 
public  halls,  theatres,  schoolhouses,  churches,  public  build- 
ings, etc.,  during  any  service  or  entertainment  held  therein ; 
competent  watchman  and  red  lights  in  hotels;  gongs  or 
other  proper  alarms,  and  notices  posted  describing  means 
of  escape  from  fire  in  boarding  and  lodging  houses  above  a 
fixed  size,  &mily  and  public  hotels;  prohibiting  during 
working  hours  the  locking  of  any  inside  or  outside  door  of 
any  building  where  operatives  are  employed ;  weekly  pay- 
ment of  wages ;  and  sundry  other  matters  not  necessary  to 
describe, — are  entrusted  to  Malcolm  Sillars,  Charles  E. 
Burfitt,  Edward  B.  Putnam,  Joseph  Halstrick,  James  R. 
Howes,  Charles  A.  Dam,  John  J.  Sheehan,  John  F.  Tier- 
ney,  Frank  C.  Wasley,  Lewis  F.  F.  Abbott,  Arlon  S. 
Atherton,  Mary  A.  Nason  and  Mary  E.  Halley. 

Fourth.  —  The  granting  of  licenses  to  make,  alter,  re- 
pair or  finish  coats,  vests,  trousers  or  wearing  apparel  of 
any  description  in  a  room  or  apartment  in  a  tenement  or 
dwelling  house  is  entrusted  to  John  E.  Griffin  and  John  H. 
Plunkett.

[Chapter  413  ] 

An  Act  relative  to  Appointments  to  the  Detective  Depart- 
ment OF  the  District  Police. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  cts  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-one  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
^^  certified",  in  the  ninth  line,  the  words :  —  but  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  the  detective  department  of  the  district  police,  —  and 
by  striking  out  the  word  ^'  But",  in  the  same  line,  so  as  to  read  as 
f ollows :  —  iSecf um  21,  A  veteran  may  apply  for  examination 
under  the  rules,  and  if  he  passes  the  examination,  shall  be  pre- 
ferred in  appointment  and  employment  to  all  persons  not  veterans. 
The  commissioners  shall  cause  the  names  of  the  veterans  who  pass 
the  examination  to  be  placed  upon  the  eligible  list  in  the  order  of 
their  respective  standing,  above  the  names  of  all  other  applicants, 
and  to  be  certified  to  the  appointing  ofl9cers  for  appointment  and 
employment  in  preference  to  other  applicants,  and  the  appoint- 
ment or  employment  shall  be  made  from  the  list  so  certified,  but 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  detective  department  of  the 
district  police.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  certification  and 
employment  of  women. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  \_Ap' 
proved  May  22,  1902.

Employment  of  Children. 

During  my  service  as  chief  of  this  department  I  have  seen 
the  gradual  rise  and  progress  of  legislation  relative  to  the 
employment  of  child  labor.  The  development  of  the  labor 
question  brought  to  the  attention  of  successive  Legislatures 
facts  in  relation  to  the  employment  of  children  ;  and,  whether 
from  motives  of  humanity  or  from  other  considerations,  the 
Legislatures  have,  from  1874,  when  the  so-called  ten-hour 
law  was  enacted,  down  to  the  session  of  the  present  year, 
thrown  the  safeguard  of  law  around  the  child  workers,  and 
protected  them  from  the  evil  and  dangers  to  which  they  were 
exposed  by-the  cupidity  or  thoughtlessness  of  others. 

In  1876  an  act  was  passed  prohibiting  the  employment  of 
children  under  ten  years  of  age.  In  1883  the  limit  was  ex- 
tended or  raised  by  providing  that  no  child  under  twelve 
years  of  age  should  be  employed  during  the  hours  in  which 
the  public  schools  were  in  session.  Again  in  1885  another 
change  was  made,  which  provided  that  no  child  under  twelve 
years  of  age  should  be  employed  at  any  time  during  the  day 
in  which  the  public  schools  were  in  session.  In  1888  these 
several  statutes  were  repealed,  and  provisions  were  made 
that  no  child  under  thirteen  years  of  age  should  be  employed 
at  any  time  in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  estab- 
lishment, thereby  raising  the  limit,  without  any  qualification, 
to  thirteen  years ;  the  statute  also  providing  that  no  such 
child  shall  be  employed  except  during  the  vacation  of  the 
public  schools  in  the  city  or  town  where  he  resides,  unless 
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the  person  or  corporation  employing  him  procured  and  kept 
on  file  a  certificate  and  an  employment  ticket  for  such  child 
as  prescribed  by  law.  Again  in  1898  the  limit  was  raised  to 
fourteen  years,  and  so  remains  at  the  present  time.  Restric- 
tions as  to  the  age,  hours  of  employment,  schooling  and  sani- 
tary provisions  for  comfort  and  health  have  been  made  and 
enforced  with  a  view  to  lessen  as  much  as  possible  the  evils 
which  are  admitted  to  be  inherent  in  any  industrial  system 
which  permits  and  encourages  the  employment  of  child 
labor. 

It  is  instructive  to  note  one  fact.  Amid  all  the  changes 
in  our  politics  and  the  tendencies  of  legislative  bodies  to 
conservative  action,  there  has  been  a  steady  adherence  to  the 
policy  of  exercising  vigilant  oversight  over  the  welfare  of 
the  child  worker.  The  acts  of  successive  Legislatures  for 
needed  reforms  to  secure  protection  to  the  child  wage  earner 
have  resulted  in  benefits  whose  existence  even  had  not  been 
suspected.  In  former  years  I  have  traced  the  various  steps 
herein  indicated,  and  need  not  repeat  the  record.  Looking 
back  over  a  period  of  twenty-four  years,  it  can  be  seen  by  a 
careful  observer  that  great  progress  has  been  made  in  a  most 
wonderful  and  beneficial  degree,  until  to-day  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  can  boast  of  the  best  labor  and  in- 
dustrial laws  of  any  State  in  the  Union. 

Employment  of  Illiterate  Minors. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  problems  growing  out  of  the 
employment  of  illiterate  minors  is  that  providing  for  their 
education.  Several  methods  have  found  advocacy  since  the 
subject  has  become  of  general  interest,  but  all  have  agreed 
that  the  broadest  ideas  of  statesmanship  demand  that  a 
thorough  elementary  education  must  be  secured  for  all  minors 
compelled  to  labor.  General  legislation  for  the  free  evening 
schools  gave  promise  of  a  final  solution  of  the  matter.  An 
important  change  has  been  made,  perfecting  certain  pro- 
visions of  the  law  relative  to  the  employment  of  minors  over 
fourteen  years  of  age  in  any  city  or  town  where  a  public 
evening  school  is  maintained,  unless  said  minors  are  able  to 
read   at  sight   and  write  legibly  simple  sentences   in  the 
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English  language,  and  also  unless  a  proper  certificate  is 
shown,  or,  in  lieu  of  such  certificate,  a  record  of  his  school 
attendance  each  week  while  the  evening  school  is  in  session. 
It  has  been  contended  that  knowledge  of  the  English  lan- 
guage should  not  be  required  in  the  cases  where  adequate 
elementary  education  in  some  other  language  might  be 
shown,  but  this  objection  does  not  rest  upon  a  solid  founda- 
tion. Minors  whose  permanent  homes  are  to  be  in  this 
country,  who  expect  to  earn  their  living  here  and  become 
citizens,  should  be  required  by  law  to  learn  to  speak  and 
write  the  English  language.  Other  languages  may  be  deemed 
accomplishments,  but  the  English  language  should  be  a  legal 
necessity.  Citizenship  in  the  State  cannot  be  acquired  by, 
and  ought  not  to  be  granted  to,  any  who  are  unwilling  to 
learn  to  read  and  write  the  English  language.    The  amended 

law  is  as  follows :  —

Be  it  enadedt  etc.^  eta  foUow8 : 

SBcnoM  1.  Section  thirty-five  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  six 
of  the  Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  oat  the  word 
'* cannot",  in  the  third  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words :  —  does  not  have  a  certificate  signed  by  the  superintendent 
of  schools,  or  by  the  school  committee,  or  by  some  person  acting 
under  authority  thereof,  certifying  to  the  minor's  ability  to,  —  also 
by  inserting  after  the  word  ^'  caase  ",  in  the  seventeenth  line,  the 
words :  —  Any  minor  not  holding  the  certificate  described  above 
shall  famish  to  his  employer  a  record  of  his  school  attendance  each 
week  while  the  evening  school  is  in  session,  and  when  this  record 
shows  unexcused  absences  from  the  sessions  his  attendance  shall  be 
deemed  irregular  according  to  this  act,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
—  Section  35.  While  a  public  evening  school  is  maintained  in  the 
city  or  town  in  which  any  minor  who  is  over  foarteen  years  of  age 
and  who  does  not  have  a  certificate  signed  by  the  superintendent 
of  schools,  or  by  the  school  committee,  or  by  some  person  acting 
under  authority  thereof,  certifying  to  the  minor's  ability  to  read  at 
sight  and  write  legibly  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language 
resides,  no  person  shall  employ  him  and  no  parent,  guardian  or 
custodian  shall  permit  him  to  be  employed  unless  he  is  a  regular 
attendant  at  such  evening  school  or  at  a  day  school ;  but,  upon 
presentation  by  such  minor  of  a  certificate  signed  by  a  registered 
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practising  physician  and  satisfactory  to  the  superintendent  of 
fichools,  or,  if  there  is  no  such  superintendent,  to  the  school  com- 
mittee, showing  that  his  physical  condition  would  render  such  at- 
tendance in  addition  to  daily  labor  prejudicial  to  his  health,  said 
superintendent  or  school  committee  shall  issue  a  permit  authorizing 
the  employment  of  such  minor  for  such  period  as  said  superintend- 
ent or  school  committee  may  determine.  Said  superintendent  or 
school  committee,  or  teachers  acting  under  authority  thereof,  may 
excuse  any  absence  from  such  evening  school  which  arises  from 
Justifiable  cause.  Any  minor  not  holding  the  certificate  described 
above  shall  furnish  to  his  employer  a  record  of  his  school  attendance 
each  week  while  the  evening  school  is  in  session,  and  when  this  record 
shows  unezcused  absences  from  the  sessions  his  attendance  shall 
be  deemed  irregular  according  to  this  act.  Whoever  employs  a 
minor  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence  to  the  use  of  the 
evening  schools  of  such  city  or  town.  A  parent,  guardian  or  cus- 
todian who  permits  a  minor  under  his  control  to  be  employed  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  not  more 
than  twenty  dollars  to  the  use  of  the  evening  schools  of  such  city 
or  town. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [4p- 
proved  March  13 j  1902. 

Amended  Form  of  Printed  Notice, 

In  the  enforcement  of  the  law  relative  to  the  employment 
of  women  and  minors  in  manufacturing,  mechanical  and 
mercantile  establishments,  it  became  evident  that  the  section 
of  the  statute  as  to  the  form  of  the  printed  notice,  provided 
by  the  chief  of  the  District  Police,  after  the  approval  of  the 
Attorney-General,  was  liable  to  serious  misconstruction, 
and,  in  fact,  was  taken  advantage  of  by  some,  so  as  to  cover 
a  substantial  evasion  of  the  law.  <^  At  any  other  time  than 
as  stated  in  said  printed  notice  "  is  a  clear  and  definite  mean- 
ing  of  the  real  intent  and  purpose  of  the  law,  and  will  make 
its  enforcement  more  certain. 

My  experience  in  the  enforcement  of  the  so-called  labor 
laws  satisfies  me  that,  when  the  legal  requirements  are 
plainly  understood  by  our  manufacturers  and  business  men, 
there  will  be  no  spirit  of  evasion  or  opposition,  but  a  dis- 
position to  comply  in  good  faith ;  and  I  anticipate  the  best 
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resalts  from  the  amended  statute  in  the  direction  of  shorten* 
ing  the  hours  of  labor  for  women  and  minors  under  eighteen 
years  of  age.     The  change  in  question  is  as  follows :  —

IN  Manufactubing  and  Mechanical  Establishments. 

Be  it  enacUdy  ele.^  m  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-four  of  chapter  one  handred  and 
six  of  the  Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  ^*  for  a  longer  time  in  a  day  than  that  so  stated  ",  in  the 
seventeenth  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words :  —  at 
any  time  other  than  as  stated  in  said  printed  notice,  —  so  as  to 
read  as  follows :  —  Section  24.  No  child  under  eighteen  years  of 
age  and  no  woman  shall  be  employed  in  laboring  in  a  manufaotur* 
ing  or  mechanical  establishment  more  than  ten  hoars  in  any  one 
day,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  in  this  section,  nnless  a  differ- 
ent apportionment  of  the  hoars  of  labor  is  made  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  making  a  shorter  day's  work  for  one  day  of  the  week ; 
and  in  no  case  shall  the  hours  of  labor  exceed  fifty-eight  in  a 
week.  Every  employer  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  every 
room  in  which  such  persons  are  employed  a  printed  notice  stating 
the  number  of  hours'  work  required  of  them  on  each  day  of  the 
week,  the  hours  of  commencing  and  stopping  work,  and  the  hours 
when  the  time  allowed  for  meals  begins  and  ends  or,  in  the  case 
of  establishments  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  sections  thirty- 
six  and  thirty-seven,  the  time,  if  any,  allowed  for  meals.  The 
printed  forms  of  such  notices  shall  be  provided  by  the  chief  of 
the  district  police,  after  approval  by  the  attorney-general.  The 
employment  of  such  person  at  any  time  other  than  as  stated  in 
said  printed  notice  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  unless  it  appears  that  such  employment  was  to 
make  up  time  lost  on  a  previous  day  of  the  same  week  in  conse- 
quence of  the  stopping  of  machinery  upon  which  he  was  employed 
or  dependent  for  employment ;  but  no  stopping  of  machinery  for 
less  than  thirty  consecutive  minutes  shall  justify'  such  overtime 
employment,  nor  shall  such  overtime  employment  be  authorized 
until  a  written  report  of  the  day  and  hour  of  its  occurrence  and 
its  duration  is  sent  to  the  chief  of  the  district  police  or  to  an 
inspector  of  factories  and  public  buildings. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [4p- 
proved  June  3^  1902.

Wholesome  Drinking  Water  during  Working  Hours. 

Besides  other  considerations,  the  nature  of  certain  em- 
ployments in  manufacturing  establishments  makes  it  indis- 
pensable that  during  working  hours  the  operative  shall  have 
free  access  to  fresh  and  pure  drinking  water.  It  is  more 
than  a  question  of  comfort  and  convenience;  it  affects 
health,  and  makes  more  satisfactory  tlie  conditions  under 
which  thousands  labor.  The  recent  statute  is  in  the  line  of 
previous  legislation  for  health  and  sanitary  improvement  and 
protection  in  all  manufiEu^turing  establishments.  The  statute 
is  as  follows  :  — 

[Chaptbb  822.] 

An  Act  to  require  Manufacturing  Establishments  to  supply 
Their  Emplotees  with  Pure  Drinking  Water  during 
Working  Hours. 

Be  it  ejUMCledt  etc.,  asJoUaws : 

Section  1.  All  manufacturing  establiBhments  in  this  Common- 
wealth shall  provide  fresh  and  pure  drinking  water,  to  which  their 
employees  shall  have  access  during  working  hours. 

Section  2.  Any  corporation,  association,  firm  or  person  own- 
ing, in  whole  or  in  part,  managing,  controlling  or  superintending 
any  manufacturing  establishment  in  which  the  provision  of  this  act 
is  violated  shall,  upon  complaint  of  the  board  of  health  of  the  city 
or  town,  or  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  the  establish- 
ment is  located,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offence.     [^Approved  April  18j  1902. 

Elevators. 

Any  legislation  which  aflfords  additional  protection  to  life 
and  limb  deserves  the  careful  consideration  of  those  who  are 
in  any  respect  responsible  for  the  safety  of  others.  The 
carelessness  of  those  who  in  many  instances  operate  eleva- 
tors, and  who  have  the  safety  of  human  life  in  their  care, 
seems  to  be  the  source  of  very  many  accidents.  Misman- 
agement in  the  running  of  elevators  has  entailed  the  loss  of 
many  lives  and  the  maiming  of  many  persons. 

Very  seldom  are  so-called  elevator  accidents  on  passenger 
elevators  occasioned  by  the  breaking  of  the  hoisting  cable 
or  the  machinery  that  lifts  it.     The  safety  devices  employed 
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are  usually  so  effective  that  the  breaking  of  the  cable  does 
not  result  in  injury  to  the  occupants  of  the  car.  The  safe 
construction  of  elevators  used  for  passengers  and  freight 
and  the  requirement  of  suitable  mechanical  appliances  and 
devices  for  the  prevention  of  accidents,  such  construction 
work  and  devices  being  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  in- 
spector of  factories  and  public  buildings,  in  the  manner 
required  by  law,  has  resulted  in  the  prevention  of  certain 
accidents  that  formerly  were  much  too  common.  This  may 
be  seen  by  an  inspection  of  the  annual  reports  made  to  this 
department. 

As  the  use  of  elevators  rapidly  increased,  the  practice  of 
employing  incompetent  peraons,  in  many  cases  mere  boys, 
became  a  serious  evil.  It  became  evident  that  some  re- 
strictions should  be  applied  to  prevent  the  employment  of 
inexperienced  persons  in  the  operation  of  elevators.  The 
Legislature  accordingly  amended  the  law  as  follows :  — 

[Chapter  360.] 

An  Act  Relative  to  the  Operation  and  Custodt  of  Ele- 
vators. 
Be  it  enacted^  eic.^  as  follows : 

SscnoN  1.  All  elevators  for  the  carriage  of  freight  or  passen- 
gers, mnning  at  a  speed  of  more  than  one  hundred  feet  a  minate, 
shall  be  operated  by  competent  persons  not  less  than  eighteen 
years  of  age,  and  no  other  person  shall  operate  or  have  the  care  or 
charge  of  sach  an  elevator. 

Section  2.  No  elevator  for  the  carriage  of  freight  or  passen- 
gers shall  be  operated  by  or  placed  in  charge  of  any  person  ander 
sixteen  years  of  age. 

Section  8.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  act  by  operating  or  caasiog  an  elevator  to  be  oper- 
ated or  to  be  taken  care  or  charge  of  in  any  manner  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  panished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  of- 
fence. 

SscnoN  4.  So  much  of  any  act  as  is  inconsistent  herewith  is 
hereby  repealed.     [^Approved  April  29 j  1902. 
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Sanitary  Provisions  in  Factories  and  Workshops. 

While  groat  reforms  have  been  made  in  the  interest  of 
women  employed  as  operatives  and  in  similar  ways,  there 
are  special  reasons  why  incessant  vigilance  must  be  exer- 
cised to  secure  for  them  adequate  protection  from  injustice, 
and  the  best  sanitary  conditions. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  the  Commonwealth  is  indifferent 
to  the  welfare  of  women  employees.  The  legislation  in  pro- 
tection of  their  rights  as  workwomen  shows  the  contrary. 
The  most  rigid  sanitary  regulations  are  provided  in  the 
interest  of  comfort,  decency  and  health.  These  relate  to 
factories  in  which  five  or  more  persons  are  employed,  and 
factories,  workshops,  mercantile  or  other  establishments  or 
offices  in  which  two  or  more  young  persons  under  eighteen 
years  of  age  or  women  are  employed,  also  to  schoolhouses 
and  public  buildings.  It  is  required  that  they  shall  be  kept 
free  from  effluvia  arising  from  any  drain,  privy  or  nuisance, 
and  shall  be  provided,  within  reasonable  access,  with  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  proper  water-closets,  earth  closets  or  privies ; 
and  whenever  two  or  more  males  and  two  or  more  females 
are  employed  together,  a  sufficient  number  of  separate  water- 
closets,  earth  closets  or  privies  shall  be  provided  for  the  use 
of  each  sex,  and  plainly  designated,  and  no  person  shall  be 
allowed  to  use  a  closet  or  privy  which  is  provided  for  per- 
sons of  the  other  sex.  It  is  also  provided  that  factories  in 
which  five  or  more  persons,  and  workshops  in  which  five  or 
more  women  or  young  persons,  are  employed,  shall  during 
work  hours  be  so  ventilated  that  air  shall  not  become  so 
impaired  as  to  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  persons 
employed  therein,  and  so  that  all  gases,  vapors,  dust  or 
other  impurities  injurious  to  health,  which  are  generated  in 
the  course  of  the  manufacturing  process  or  handicraft  carried 
on  therein,  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  rendered  harm- 
less. 

The  inspectors  of  factories  and  public  buildings  are  re- 
quired to  enforce  such  sanitary  and  ventilating  provisions 
for  public  buildings  and  schoolhouses,  and  make  such  further 
changes  in  order  to  secure  suitable  ventilation,  which  may 
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be  required  and  which  can  be  provided  without  unreasonable 
expense.  The  power  of  the  inspectors  to  enforce  these  pro- 
visions is  ample,  and  the  results  of  their  inspections  have 
abundantly  shown  the  amount  of  good  accomplished. 

In  Relation  to  the  Inspection  of  Boilers,  and  Enoi* 

NEERs'  License  Laws. 

It  seems  fitting  that  a  few  words  be  said  in  regard  to  the 
State  law  which  governs  the  licensing  of  engineers.  This 
is  annually  the  subject  of  much  discussion,  which  on  the 
whole  is  generally  very  misguided  and  without  any  practical 
result.  Those  who  are  directly  affected  by  the  law  or  come 
in  contact  with  it  seem  to  be  perfectly  satisfied  with  it,  and 
consequently  the  Legislature  shows  no  disposition  to  alter 
it  to  suit  the  pleasures  of  a  minority,  who  are  opposed  to  it 
on  general  principles.  When  the  law  was  first  presented  to 
the  House,  its  framers  inserted  several  clauses  which  they 
believed  necessary  to  appease  certain  political  elements  of 
the  community,  and  which  had  very  little  bearing  on  the 
main  issue.  At  the  time  it  was  expected  that  these  different 
bodies  would  see  the  real  good  of  the  law,  and  consent  to 
its  being  amended  to  do  away  with  the  features  which  were 
necessary  to  insure  its  passage.  Instead,  however,  of  con- 
sidering these  features,  the  engineers,  through  their  repre- 
sentatives at  the  State  House,  have  been  trying  year  after 
year  to  have  presented  an  entirely  new  bill,  which  would 
completely  change  the  tenor  of  the  law,  and  seriously  alter 
its  effect.  The  result  quite  naturally  is  that  the  Legislature 
does  not  entertain  any  of  the  propositions  to  make  a  change. 
So  far  it  has  seemed  almost  impossible  for  the  engineers  to 
agree  among  themselves  as  to  what  changes  they  think  ought 
to  be  made.  Among  those  who  are  dissatisfied  with  the  law 
there  exists  a  great  diversity  of  opinion,  which  in  itself  may 
be  taken  as  an  indication  that  the  law  is  all  right,  or  its 
enemies  would  not  be  so  divided.  The  friends  of  the  law, 
and  they  are  very  numerous,  have  no  complaint  whatsoever 
to  make.  From  many  other  States  of  the  Union  have  come 
commendations  of  the  statute,  while  inspectors  and  examin- 
ers from  other  sections  speak  in  flattering  terms  of  the  com- 
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petency   of  the   Massachusetts   engineers   who   have   been 
licensed  under  the  present  law. 

The  boiler  inspection  law  still  remains  the  same,  and  has 
been  found  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  situation. 
Under  its  operation  there  have  been  no  explosions  of  steam 
boilers  in  Massachusetts  for  the  past  four  or  five  years. 
This  record  is  indeed  notable,  for  there  is  not  a  State  in  the 
Union  which  can  show  one  as  clean.  According  to  the 
figures  of  the  Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inspection  Company, 
the  following  explosions  have  occurred  in  the  United  States 
during  the  past  five  years  :  — 

Number  of  boiler  explosions, 1,600 

Number  of  persons  killed, 1,184 

Number  of  persons  injured, 2,448 

Total  killed  and  injured, 3,682 

Average  number  killed  and  injured  per  day, 2.52 

Average  number  of  explosions  per  day, 1 .  20 

No  record  of  the  destruction  of  property  could  be  made, 
for  obvious  reasons.  Wliile  all  this  destruction  of  life  and 
property  has  occurred  in  other  States,  not  a  single  instance 
has  come  to  light  in  Massachusetts.  This  is  something  upon 
which  we  should  congratulate  ourselves.  We  cannot  always 
entirely  eliminate  boiler  explosions,  but  the  number  of  this 
species  of  accidents  can  be  kept  down  to  a  minimum  by 
careful  boiler  inspection.  The  good  results  we  have  experi- 
enced so  far  are  due  largely  to  the  efficient  license  law, 
which  requires  that  a  man  shall  have  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  care  and  operation  of  boilers  before  he  receives  official 
permission  to  take  charge  of  them. 

Manutacture  of  Cotton  Fabrics,  and  Improvements  in 

Factories  and  Factory  Life. 

The  manufacture  of  cotton  fabrics  is  of  great  antiquity. 
The  army  of  Xerxes  in  India  were  clothed  in  cotton,  as 
were  the  priests  of  Egypt.  Virgil  speaks  of  the  cotton 
plant,  and  calls  it  '*  wool,"  and  says  that  it  was  combed  from 
the  leaves.  The  Arabs  in  A.D.  627  carried  it  to  Spain, 
where  it  was  cultivated  and  woven.     Columbus  found  the 
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Datives  clothed  in  cotton  cloth  when  be  landed  in  America 
in  1492.  It  is  first  mentioned  as  manufactured  in  England 
in  1641.  The  manufacture  was  most  primitive  until  1740. 
Between  these  dates  the  raw  material  was  beaten  with 
sticks,  the  fiber  was  straightened  and  paralleled  by  hand 
carding,  and  each  thread  spun  singly  on  the  old  spinning 
wheel,  which  was  in  almost  every  household.  The  yam 
from  these  wheels,  spindles  and  distaffs  was  woven  into 
cloth  on  hand  looms,  which  were  very  imperfect  machines. 
Between  1738  and  1780  the  revolving  cylinder  for  carding, 
the  revolving  rolls,  fly  shuttle  and  the  power  loom  in  1785 
by  Cartwright,  and  improvements  up  to  1803  and  1813  did 
for  weaving  what  Arkwright  and  others  had  done  for  spin- 
ning. For  figured  fabrics  came  the  drop  box  by  Kay  in 
1760,  and  the  Jacquard  loom  in  1800,  which  caused  a  revo- 
lution in  France  in  1801.  The  cotton  gin  of  Whitney  came 
in  1794,  when  only  four  pounds  or  less  were  separated  from 
the  seed  in  one  day  by  one  person ;  while  to-day  four  thou- 
sand pounds  are  a  day's  work  of  one  machine ;  and,  in  spin- 
ning, a  single  machine  of  to-day  will  do  what  one  thousand 
persons  did  at  that  time. 

Following  the  line  of  important  improvements,  we  have 
the  dressing  machine  and  warper  in  1803 ;  the  successful 
power  loom  in  1805 ;  cotton  opener  in  1814 ;  first  power 
loom  in  the  United  States  in  1815  at  Waltham;  machinery 
for  making  sewing  cotton  in  England  in  1818  ;  first  Egyptian 
cotton  imported  to  England  in  1823  ;  differential  motion  for 
roving  frames,  same  year ;  tube  speeder  in  1824 ;  self-acting 
mule  in  1825 ;  ring  spinning  in  1828 ;  stop  motion  for 
drawing  frames  in  1832 ;  ring  spinning  frames  by  William 
Mason  in  1833 ;  filling  stop  motion  for  looms,  automatic 
let-off  and  important  temple  improvements  by  Draper  in 
1840 ;  parallel  shuttle  motion  in  1846 ;  railway  evener  in 
1850 ;  card-cleaning  tops  by  Wellman  in  1853 ;  shuttle- 
changing  loom  by  Cheatham  in  1859 ;  first  spindle  patent  to 
Atwood  in  1866 ;  double  beam  let-off  Rabbeth  spindle,  thin 
place  preventer,  self-threading  shuttle,  spinning  frame  sep- 
arator in  1868 ;  bobbin  holder,  double-flange  spinning  rings, 
inside  catch  for  shuttles,  warper  stop  motion  and  the  Pearl 
spindle  in  1870.     This  covers  most  of  the  improvements  in 
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cotton  machinery,  and  will  give  the  reader  fair  information 
regarding  cotton  and  its  manufacture  until  the  year  1870. 

The  cotton  factory  of  the  year  1870  was  a  building  gen- 
erally of  brick  construction,  about  four  stories  in  height, 
low-posted  between  floors,  pitched  roof,  small  window  lights, 
rough  floors,  poor  means  of  egress  in  case  of  fire,  and  all 
rooms  from  basement  to  attic  filled  with  machinery.  The 
elevators  were  without  safety  devices.  The  sanitary  arrange- 
ments were  faulty,  and  the  closets  over  a  raceway ;  hot  rooms 
in  summer  and  cold  in  winter.  Ventilation  was  from  open 
windows.  Regarding  the  employment  of  women,  there  was 
no  restriction  as  to  hours  of  labor,  but  generally  sixty-six  per 
week  was  the  rule.  Children  under  fifteen  years  worked  sixty 
hours  per  week.  Children  under  ten  years  of  age  were  not  to 
be  employed  in  manufacturing  or  mechanical  establishments. 

There  was  very  little  labor  legislation  at  that  time  for  the 
elevation  of  factory  employees,  and  but  little  attention  paid 
to  what  laws  were  passed.  There  appeared  to  be  no  one  to 
enforce  them.  Children  of  eight  years  of  age  were  em- 
ployed without  question.  The  dinner  period  was  from 
thirty  to  forty-five  minutes,  many  taking  their  dinners  with 
them,  not  having  time  to  go  home  and  return.  Long  hours 
of  labor  with  poor  light  from  windows  and  lamps  at  dark 
prevailed.  These  are  only  a  few  of  the  complaints  that  may 
be  recalled  in  some  cotton  mills  of  the  early  seventies. 

In  comparison  with  the  factories  and  the  condition  of  the 
factory  operatives  in  1870,  attention  may  be  called  to  a 
modem  factory  and  modern  working  conditions.  The  mod- 
ern mill  is  of  brick  construction,  from  four  to  six  stories  in 
height,  one  hundred  feet  or  over  in  width,  from  twelve  to 
fifteen  feet  between  floors ;  flat  roofed,  with  large  windows 
close  together ;  ventilating  shafts,  fans  in  windows,  humidi- 
fiers to  regulate  the  atmosphere,  automatic  sprinklers,  hose 
and  pails  for  fire  use,  smooth  floors,  egresses  separate  and 
fire-escapes  well  located;  elevators  with  safety  devices, 
automatic  gates,  covers  or  sliding  hatch  covers,  electric 
alarm  when  in  use,  wire  cables  and  platform  under  driving 
machinery ;  communication  fi'om  all  rooms  to  where  power 
is  generated ;  separate  closets  for  sexes,  plainly  designated. 
The  rooms  are  clean  and  free  from  dust ;  belting,  shafting 
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and  machinery  are  guarded  as  far  as  possible ;  fire-stops  for 
prevention  of  spread  of  fire,  doors  to  open  out  and  not 
locked  or  obstructed  to  prevent  free  egress ;  explosive  or 
inflammable  compounds  not  to  be  placed  to  render  hazardous 
the  egress  of  operatives;  hatchways  and  hoistways  pro- 
tected ;  no  traversing  mule  carriage  to  travel  within  twelve 
inches  of  any  pillar,  column,  pier  or  fixed  structure ;  ele- 
vators running  over  one  hundred  feet  per  minute  are  to  be 
operated  by  a  competent  person  over  eighteen  years  of  age, 
under  that  speed  the  operative  must  be  sixteen  years  of  age. 
The  machinery  of  the  modern  mill  is  of  a  high  order,  includ- 
ing all  the  important  inventions  of  years  of  study  of  the 
manufacturing  art.  From  picker  to  loom  it  seems  as  if 
human  ingenuity  could  not  improve  more. 

MoDEBN  Schools. 

A  comparison  of  our  recently  constructed  schoolhouses 
with  those  of  fifty  years  ago  will  make  manifest  to  any  ob- 
server the  immense  improvement  which  has  been  made  in 
such  buildings ;  but  it  may  be  news  to  many  people  to  be 
told  that  most  of  this  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
last  fifteen  years,  yet  such  is  the  fact.     In  many  important 
matters,  such  as  ventilation  and  sanitary  work,  buildings 
erected  no  more  than  twenty  years  ago  will  be  found  to  be 
little  if  any  better  than  the  little  red  schoolhouses  of  the  days 
of  our  grandfathers.     In  ventilation  they  are  even  worse. 
The  older  buildings  were  generally  heated  by  stoves,  and 
insufficiently  heated  at  that ;  and  people  were  not  so  afraid 
of  a  cold  draught  of  air  as  they  are  now,  and  windows  and 
doors  were  more  freely  used  as  means  of  ventilation  than 
would  be  allowable  in  these  modern  days.     With  the  advent 
of  hot-air  furnaces  and  steam  boilers   the  heating  of  the 
schools  was  improved,  but  in  many  cases  the  ventilation  was" 
worse  than  before.     The  steam  heating  was  at  first  done  by 
what  is  known  as  the  direct  method,  and  of  course  furnished 
no  ftesh  air  to  the  pupils ;  while  the  aim  of  all  dealers  in 
hot-air  furnaces  seemed  to  be  to  supply  as  little  air  as  pos- 
sible and  heat  the  rooms,  and  generally  no  provision  was 
made  for  removing  the  air  from  the  rooms  when  it  became 
so  foul  as  to  be  unfit  for  respiration. 
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The  sanitary  appliances  in  these  more  recent  buildings 
coald  scarcely  be  called  an  improvement  in  any  way  over 
the  outside  privies  of  the  older  days,  and  on  the  score  of 
health  they  were  generally  much  worse.  Poorly  constructed 
water-closets  and  urinals  and  poor  plumbing  with  insufficient 
ventilation  were  all  that  could  be  expected. 

With  the  passage  of  the  law  requiring  school  buildings  to 
have  proper  ventilation  and  sanitary  appliances  (chapter  149 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1888)  began  an  improvement  in 
such  work  which  has  extended  to  everything  connected  with 
the  construction  and  arrangement  of  schoolhouses.  The 
law  of  1888  provides,  in  brief,  that  all  schoolhouses  shall 
be  properly  ventilated,  and  that  the  buildings  shall  be  kept 
free  from  effluvia  arising  from  any  drain,  privy  or  other 
nuisance.  This  latter  provision  was  at  first  deemed  by  many 
as  too  rigid,  because  impracticable ;  but  with  improved  ap- 
pliances, properly  located,  and  the  thorough  ventilation  re- 
quired by  this  department,  no  trouble  is  experienced  in 
complying  with  the  law,  at  least  so  far  as  odors  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  effluvia ;  and  our  best  schoob  are  as  free 
from  objections  in  this  respect  as  our  private  dwellings. 

Considerable  opposition  has  been  made  to  the  requirement 
of  this  department  for  a  supply  of  thirty  cubic  feet  of  fresh 
air  per  minute  to  each  person,  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
law.  At  this  time  it  is  a  sufficient  reply  to  this  objection  to 
note  the  fact  that  this  requirement  has  been  easily  met  and 
even  much  exceeded  in  recent  work,  and  that  the  regulations 
of  the  department  have  become  the  recognized  standard  for 
ventilation  not  only  in  Massachusetts  but  in  other  States. 

The  great  improvement  in  school  buildings  in  the  last  fif- 
teen years  has  not,  however,  stopped  at  ventilation.  Our 
schools  are  better  constructed,  better  lighted,  more  artistic- 
ally designed,  and  every  way  better  furnished  than  ever  be- 
fore. Every  appliance  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of 
pupils  and  teachers  that  money  or  skill  can  procure  is  pro- 
vided. Increased  safety  from  fire  has  been  secured  in  many 
cases  by  fireproof  stairs  enclosed  in  brick  walls,  these  walls 
being  lined  with  glazed  bricks  or  with  common  bricks 
painted  and  enamelled,  thus  eliminating  combustible  wood- 
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work.  This  construction  has  also  extended  to  the  corridors, 
where  the  wulls  are  of  brick.  Where  the  partitions  are  of 
wood,  hard  plaster  on  metallic  lathing  is  used  in  place  of 
wood  sheathing  for  the  dadoes,  the  result  being  decreased 
danger  from  fire  and  a  less  amount  of  absorbent  surface. 
The  wood  finish  used  is  generally  of  the  harder  woods,  such 
as  oak  or  ash,  or  perhaps  North  Carolina  pine,  simply 
moulded,  and  finished  in  shellac  or  some  hard  finish. 
Greater  attention  is  also  paid  to  the  lighting  of  the  rooms, 
more  and  better  arranged  glass  surface  being  used,  the  win- 
dows being  earned  up  to  within  a  few  inches  of  the  ceiling 
for  better  diffusion  of  light.  The  walls  and  ceilings  are 
generally  colored,  blue-gray  or  green-gray  on  the  walls  be- 
ing considered  best  for  the  eyes. 

In  the  matter  of  heating,  late  improvement^  have  been 
mostly  in  the  line  of  simplicity  of  construction  and  economy 
in  operation.  In  ventilation  recent  work  leaves  very  little 
to  be  desired  in  results  obtained.  The  following  report  of 
an  inspection  of  one  of  our  best  schools  will  show  what  is 
being  accomplished,  the  method  in  use  being  a  simple  gravity 
system  with  indirect  steam  heating :  —

Probably  in  no  department  of  our  legislation  affecting 
the  rights  of  our  manual  laborers  has  there  been  greater  ad- 
vancement than  in  that  of  sanitary  inspection.  Popular 
science  has  made  familiar  the  facts  relative  to  the  dangers 
of  bad  drainage,  insufficient  ventilation  and  the  like  sources 
of  disease  and  death,  but  not  until  the  facts  were  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  in  connection  with  our 
schoolhouses  and  other  public  buildings  used  as  places  of 
public  entertainment  or  assemblage. 

The  heating  and  alleged  ventilation  of  such  buildings, 
until  a  few  years  ago,  was  of  the  simplest  and  most  imper- 
fect character.  No  man  can  fitly  describe  the  actual  con- 
dition of  our  schoolhouses,  for  instance,  in  which  the  foul 
air,  bearing  disease-breeding  germs,  laden  with  infectious 
and  dangerous  gases,  filled  every  crowded  room.  The  in- 
spections made  by  the  inspectors  revealed  the  imperative 
necessity  of  immediate  action.  No  more  intelligent  com- 
munity exists  upon  the  face  of  the  earth  than  those  among 
whom  the  state  of  things  I  have  referred  to  was  found.  But 
it  was  not  an  easy  task  to  move  a  community  to  action  as 
an  individual.  Indifference,  selfishness,  incredulity  and  a 
general  unwillingness  to  believe  that  the  evils  complained 
of  were  actually  as  bad  as  had  been  represented  were  among 
the  obstacles  to  overcome.  But  those  difficulties  were  at 
last  surmounted,  and  we  have  stringent  laws  of  sanitation, 
enforcement  of  which  is  cheerfully  submitted  to,  and  tlie 
results  have  been  most  beneficial. 

It  has  been  the  rule  of  our  department  to  obtain  the  best 
scientific  information  that  is  available,  to  make  the  most 
thorough  tests  of  the  various  systems  of  ventilation  brought 
to  our  notice,  and  to  institute  the  most  searching  investiga- 
tion into  the  condition  of  the  schoolhouses  and  public  build- 
ings throughout  our  Commonwealth, 
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Ventilation  practically  considered. 

What  seems  to  be  the  most  important  essential  for  suc- 
cessful heating  and  ventilating  consists  in  the  invariable  pro- 
vision for  some  active,  continuous  and  controllable  motive 
power,  by  which  a  current  of  air  is  maintained  through 
occupied  space.  This  result  can  be  obtained  by  the  various 
mechanical  systems.  This  system  has  been  reconmoiended, 
provided  circumstances  would  warrant  and  it  could  be  done 
without  incurring  an  unreasonable  expense.  There  are  three 
classes  of  mechanical  systems  used  in  the  State ;  the  double 
mechanical,  or  both  mechanical  supply  and  exhaust;  the 
gravity  supply  and  mechanical  exhaust ;  and  the  mechanical 
supply  and  gravity  exhaust. 

The  double  mechanical  system  is  the  most  positive  and 
uniform  in  action  under  varying  conditions,  and  is  particu- 
larly adapted  to  large  buildings.  It  admits  of  taking  and 
discharging  the  air  at  desired  points  and  elevations,  of  a 
general  primary  heating  chamber,  which  is  of  great  advan- 
tage in  regulating  temperature  in  cold  weather,  of  more  uni- 
form adjustment  and  of  a  practical  return  circulation  for 
heating  when  the  building  is  unoccupied. 

The  gravity  supply  and  mechanical  exhaust  system  is 
adapted  to  small  or  medium  sized  churches,  halls  and  thea- 
tres ;  to  school  buildings  of  from  four  to  ten  rooms,  and 
particularly  so  to  such  school  buildings  as  have  an  assembly 
hall  in  the  upper  story,  as  the  exhaust  may  have  a  down- 
ward course  without  special  injury  to  the  velocities  and 
with  small  additional  expense  ip  power. 

The  mechanical  supply  and  gravity  exhaust  system  is 
adapted  to  a  great  variety  of  buildings,  and  has  the  advan- 
tage of  the  double  mechanical  system  in  taking  the  supply  at 
desired  points  and  elevations,  and  of  the  general  primary 
heating  chamber ;  also  an  advantage  over  the  gravity  supply 
and  mechanical  exhaust  system.  It  is  also  more  or  less  sen- 
sitive to  the  varjring  outside  conditions,  and,  if  installed  in 
extremely  exposed  locations,  it  should  be  provided  with 
approved  method  for  regulating. 
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In  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  in  my  visits  to  the  various 
buildings  from  time  to  time  I  find  that  those  having  mechan- 
ical systems  are  receiving  proper  care,  and  there  is  but 
little  disposition  upon  the  part  of  janitors,  engineers  and 
committees  to  experiment  in  line  of  supposed  economy. 

During  the  past  year  the  requests  for  information  on  the 
subject  of  heating  and  ventilating  school  and  other  public 
buildings  have  been  frequent.  To  all  interested  in  this  sub- 
ject I  present  in  this  portion  of  my  report  plans  showing 
reliable  methods  of  ventilation,  submitted  to  me  by  the  in- 
spectors assigned  to  this  scientific  branch  of  our  inspection 
work. 
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Description  of  Flans  for  hbatinq  and  yentilating  an  Eight- 
ROOM  School  Buildinq,  submitted  by  Inspector  Frederick 
W.  Merriam. 

The  plans  and  method  of  heating  and  ventilating  are  those  of 
the  Pleasant  Street  School,  Greenfield,  Mass.,  erected  the  past 
season,  Mr.  F.  R.  Richmond,  architect,  Springfield,  Mass. 

The  bailding  is  of  local  brick,  with  brown-stone  trimmings  and 
slate  roof,  finished  in  hard  wood  throughout ;  including  slate  black- 
boards and  modem  furnishings.  The  perspective  is  furnished 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  architect.  The  heating  and  ventilat- 
ing is  by  steam,  with  gravity  supply  and  mechanical  exhaust. 

Plate  1,  the  basement,  shows  location  of  the  two  horizontal 
tabular  boilers,  arranged  so  that  either  or  both  may  be  used  as 
circumstances  require  ;  the  main  steam  pipes  and  connections  with 
indirect  heating  surface ;  fresh-air  rooms  and  indirect  heating 
chambers ;  air  supply  for  foot  warmers ;  sanitary  fixtures  and 
vent  dacts,  and  a  small  electric  motor  and  fan  for  their  proper 
ventilation  at  all  seasons. 

Plates  2  and  8,  first  and  second  stories,  show  entrances  and 
stairways,  corridors,  with  coat  stalls,  and  foot  warmers  in  that  of 
first  story ;  four  class  rooms,  each  27  feet  10}  inches  by  82  feet 
4}  inches ;  ofiSce  and  teachers'  room ;  with  toilets,  reception,  retir- 
ing and  two  supply  rooms  off  landings ;  book  closets ;  and  the 
supply  and  exhaust  flues,  which  are  of  approved  size  and  location. 
Each  pass  between  class  rooms  is  provided  with  an  opening  through 
the  floors,  with  valves,  under  the  basins,  which  may  be  used  for 
returning  the  air  from  the  class  rooms  for  heating  when  the  build- 
ing is  unoccupied,  if  desired.  The  landings  and  small  rooms  are 
provided  with  direct  radiating  surface. 

Plate  4  shows  four  sectional  views;  for  locations,  see  their 
respective  letters,  on  Plate  2.  AA  is  through  the  centre  of  the 
bnilding  from  front  to  rear,  giving  the  genersd  arrangement  of  all 
the  flues  and  mechanical  apparatus ;  BB  is  through  the  indirect 
heating  chambers  and  supply  flues.  The  heaters  are  corrugated 
cast  iron,  all  prime  surface,  and  .the  mixing  valves  are  of  usual 
pattern,  operated  by  chains  in  their  respective  rooms.  CG  is 
through  the  exhaust  flues  of  class  rooms,  showing  connections 
with  fans ;  DD  is  through  the  sanitary  vent  ducts  and  flues  in 
basement.  Referring  to  this  plate,  EE  are  the  openings  through 
floors  in  passes  and  valves  for  returning  the  air  in  class  rooms  to 
indirect  heating  chambers ;  F  and  O  are  the  small  motor  and  fan 
for  ventilating  the  sanitaries ;  H  and  //  are  the  electric  motor  and 
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fans  for  exhaust  from  the  eight  class  rooms  and  corridors ;  J  J 
are  dampers  to  be  operated  by  the  janitor  for  regulating  the 
exhaust,  or  shutting  off  the  flues,  when  the  building  is  unoccupied, 
if  desired ;  KK  are  adjusting  dampers  over  each  of  the  class  room 
exhaust  grills,  to  regulate  the  velocities  of  their  respective  rooms. 
The  motors  and  bearings  rest  either  upon  the  basement  bottom 
or  in  masonry,  so  that  no  vibration  of  the  building  is  perceptible. 
The  present  speed  of  the  fans  and  adjustment  of  the  blades  are 
such  as  to  exhaust  from  each  class  room  2,500  cubic  feet  of  air 
per  minute ;  but  can  easily  be  changed  so  as  to  reduce  that  amount 
one-third  for  cold  weather,  if  desired.

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DssCRiFnoN  OF  Flans  for  heating  and  ventilating  a  School- 
house,  DRAWN  BT  Joseph  A.  Moore,  State  Inspector  of 
Public  Buildings. 

The  bailding  to  be  oonstruoted  of  red  brick,  with  granite  trim- 
mings, slated  roof  and  copper  gutters. 

There  are  four  class  rooms  and  one  large  assembly  room  or  hall, 
which  can,  if  desired,  be  divided  into  two  class  rooms ;  also  two 
small  rooms  in  the  second  story  for  use  of  the  teachers.  In  the 
basement  are  two  sanitary  rooms,  cold-air  rooms,  boiler  and  fuel 
rooms. 

The  class  rooms  are  of  standard  size,  28  by  82  by  12  feet,  the 
seats  being  arranged  to  receive  the  light  from  the  left  and  rear,  the 
doors  from  the  class  and  assembly  rooms  having  each  a  large  plate 
glass  panel  in  the  centre  and  transoms  placed  over  the  doors.  The 
corridors  are  fifteen  feet  wide,  with  the  pupils'  clothing  hung  on 
special  racks  on  the  sides. 

The  warm  fresh  air  is  taken  into  the  class  rooms  through  open- 
ings covered  with  wire  grills,  30  by  86  inches ;  in  the  assembly 
room  the  grills  are  80  by  54  inches ;  these  openings  are  8  feet 
above  the  floor.  The  warm-air  flues  to  the  class  rooms  are  24  by 
36  inches  (6  square  feet) ,  and  in  the  assembly  room  are  24  by  54 
inches  each.  Each  warm-air  flue  is  provided  with  a  galvanized- 
iron  mixing  damper,  to  regulate  the  temperature  of  the  incoming 
fresh  air  without  materially  decreasing  the  supply. 

The  foul  air  is  taken  out  at  the  floor  level,  through  wire'grills  24 
by  30  inches  (5  square  feet).  In  the  assembly  room  the  outlet 
grill  is  24  by  72  inches.  Each  outlet  foul-air  vent  in  the  building 
except  in  the  sanitary  rooms  is  provided  with  a  galvanized-iron 
damper,  to  regulate  the  outflow  or  shut  it  off  when  the  building  is 
not  occupied. 

In  each  class  room  vent  are  placed  four  sections  of  cast-iron 
radiators,  each  containing  five  square  feet  of  heating  surface  (20 
square  feet)  ;  in  the  assembly  hall  vent  are  9  sections  of  the  same 
kind  (45  square  feet).  This  radiation  is  placed  about  1  foot 
above  the  vent  opening  from  the  room.  A  vent  flue  24  by  24 
inches  area  is  provided  for  the  corridors,  both  corridors  venting 
into  the  same  flue,  and  15  square  feet  of  radiation  is  placed  above 
the  lower  corridor  vent  opening.  The  sanitary  vent  flues  are  each 
20  by  24  inches,  and  contain  15  square  feet  of  radiation. 

The  heating  is  by  a  horizontal  tubular  boiler,  54  inches  in  diam- 
eter, 15  feet  3  inches  long,  containing  60  8-inch  tubes  14  feet  long, 
and  rated  at  48  horse-power.  A  small  sectional  boiler  is  also  pro- 
vided, for  heating  the  vent  flues  when  the  large  boiler  is  not  in  use. 
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The  piping  for  the  vent  flues  is  so  connected  that  either  the  large 
or  small  boiler  may  be  used  as  desired. 

The  radiation  for  each  class  room  consists  of  400  square  feet  of 
cast-iron  indirect  radiators,  of  20  square  feet  per  section,  made  up 
into  three  stacks,  each  stack  being  separately  piped  and  valved. 
The  assembly  room  has  two  distinct  groups  of  radiation,  of  480 
square  feet  each,  and  each  group  made  up  of  four  stacks,  sepa- 
rately piped  and  valved.  Two  foot  warmers,  each  of  120  square 
feet,  of  the  same  kind  of  radiation,  are  provided  in  the  lower 
corridor.  The  sanitary  rooms  are  heated  by  four  lines  of  1^  inch 
pipe,  placed  near  the  ceiling.  Two  lines  of  1}^  inch  pipe  are  also 
provided  in  the  corridors,  and  are  placed  under  the  clothing  racks 
to  dry  the  clothing  in  stormy  weather.  Direct  radiation  is  also 
provided  in  the  teachers'  rooms  and  toilets.  If  desired,  direct 
radiation  can  be  placed  in  the  vestibules. 

In  the  floor  of  a  closet  in  each  first-story  class  room  is  placed  a 
register  connecting  with  the  cold-air  room  below.  A  tight-fitting 
shutter  of  galvanized  iron  is  placed  below  the  register,  to  shut  off 
the  cold  air  from  below  when  the  register  is  not  in  use.  When 
the  rooms  are  not  in  use,  and  it  is  desired  to  rotate  the  air  through 
the  building,  to  save  fuel,  the  outside  windows  in  the  cold-air 
rooms  are  closed,  the  register,  closet  and  class  room  doors  are 
opened,  the  vent  ducts  are  closed,  and  the  air  is  rotated  through 
the  building.  The  rotating  register  should  never  be  used  while  the 
school  is  in  session. 

The  ventilation  of  the  sanitary  rooms  is  through  the  fixtures, 
each  c^loset  having  a  4-inch  diameter  seat  vent,  connected  with  a 
galvanized-iron  duct  leading  from  each  line  of  closets  to  a  steam- 
heated  vent  flue.  The  air  from  the  sanitary  rooms  being  taken 
out  through  the  closet  and  urinal  vents,  prevents  odors  passing  out 
of  these  rooms  and  up  into  the  building,  as  is  sometimes  the  case 
when  the  room  is  vented  by  a  duct  separate  from  that  provided 
for  the  fixtures,  or  when  air  is  forced  into  the  room  by  a  fan  or 
gravity  supply  from  the  heating  system.  A  plenum  condition 
should  not  be  allowed  in  such  rooms,  but  an  exhaust  should  be  used 
instead.  Sufficient  air  to  keep  the  rooms  free  from  odors  will  be 
taken  into  the  sanitary  rooms  through  the  basement  corridor  doors, 
if  a  large  wire  grill  is  placed  in  the  lower  part  of  the  door. 
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Description  of  Plaks  por  the  Ventilation  op  a  School  Build- 
ing,  SUBMITTED   BT  INSPECTOR  JOHN  T.   WhITE. 

No  partioalar  merit  is  claimed  for  this  plan,  which  is  similar  to 
that  of  many  six-room  bnildings,  the  object  being  to  show  the 
working  oat  of  a  simple  system  for  ventilation.  The  building,  as 
fihown,  might  be  used  for  a  four-room  school,  with  hall  on  second 
floor ;  or  for  a  high  school,  using  the  hall  for  an  assembly  school- 
room. By  putting  a  partition  across  the  hall,  we  have  three 
schoolrooms  on  the  second  floor,  all  well  ventilated. 

Plate  No.  1  shows  the  basement,  with  the  fresh-air  rooms,  indi- 
rect radiators,  boiler,  playrooms,  sanitaries  and  steam  piping. 
The  ventilation  may  be  by  a  simple  gravity  system  in  the  now 
usual  method  for  such  work,  or  a  plenum  fan  may  be  used,  as  I 
have  shown,  supposing,  of  course,  that  some  power,  as  electric  or 
water  motor,  can  be  utilized  to  drive  the  fan.  The  toilet  rooms 
are  ventilated,  in  the  manner  always  recommended  by  this  depart- 
ment, through  the  fixtures  into  a  heated  flue. 

Plate  No.  2  shows  the  first  floor  with  three  class  rooms,  corri- 
dors, wardrobes,  exits,  stairways  and  a  principal's  room. 

Plate  No.  8  shows  the  second  floor,  with  one  class  room  and  a 
large  hall  capable  of  seating  300  persons.  There  is  also  a  teach- 
ers' room,  with  toilet.  If  it  is  desired  to  have  a  small  class  room 
instead  of  the  teachers'  room,  provision  might  be  made  for  a 
supply  of  air  by  direct-indirect  radiators,  arranged  as  shown  on 
Plate  No.  4.  An  extraction  duct  for  foul  air  could  of  course  be 
easily  provided. 

Plate  No.  4  shows  details  of  the  system  of  ventilation,  sectional 
drawings  of  the  warm-air  ducts,  vent  flues,  dampers,  etc.  I  have 
also  shown  on  this  plate  a  direct-indirect  radiator,  which  is  like 
the  one  shown  on  my  plans  last  year,  except  that  this  one  has,  I 
think,  an  improved  arrangement  for  dampers.  This  radiator  may 
do  very  good  work  in  small  rooms  or  halls  where  it  is  difiScult  to 
ase  straight  indirect  radiation. 
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Building  Inspection  Department. 

Report  op  Inspector  John  T.  White.

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my 
work  as  an  inspector  of  public  buildings  during  the  past  year. 

I  append  hereto  a  summary  of  the  work  done,  as  far  as  it  can 
be  shown  in  such  form.  Of  course  the  amount  of  time  expended 
in  examination  of  plans  and  in  consultation  and  correspondence 
with  owners  of  buildings,  architects,  contractors  and  others  in 
regard  to  egress,  ventilation,  protection  from  fire,  and  other  re- 
quirements of  law  cannot  be  shown  in  any  tabulated  form,  and 
yet  this  constitutes  a  large  part  of  the  work  of  an  inspector  of 
public  buildings. 

The  work  on  ventilation  increases  with  every  year.  No  school- 
houses  have  been  built  in  my  district  for  several  years  without  the 
provision  of  some  system  of  ventilation,  and  during  the  past  year 
this  work  has  extended  to  other  public  buildings  more  than  ever 
before.  Many  of  the  older  school  buildings  have  been  provided 
with  modern  methods  of  ventilation,  and  the  work  is  generally 
satisfactory.  Much  time,  in  the  cooler  months,  is  devoted  to  the 
inspection  of  ventilation  in  schools,  as  this  work  is  now  usually 
guaranteed  by  contractors  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  depart- 
ment, and  committees  generally  desire  to  have  the  approval  of  the 
inspector.  The  orders  given  by  me  during  the  year  have  been  in 
general  cheerfully  complied  with.

Sir  :  —  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  brief  report  of  the 
work  performed  by  me  in  my  district  during  the  past  year. 

Of  the  eighty-three  plans  of  new  buildings  received,  forty-nine 
were  for  apartment  and  tenement  houses,  twenty-three  for  factories 
or  additions,  six  for  students'  dormitories,  two  for  hotels,  one 
business  block,  one  fire  station  and  one  police  station.  Some  of 
the  buildings  are  larger  and  more  costly  than  most  I  have  hereto- 
fore bad  plans  of,  and  all  have  required  careful  supervision  of  the 
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work  covered  by  the  State  laws.  The  ways  of  egress  have  been 
improved  in  many  of  them,  additional  stairways  being  placed  or 
outside  fire-escapes  provided. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  inspections  of  buildings 
which  came  under  the  State  laws,  and  inspections  of  many  others 
were  made  which  proved  not  to  be  covered  by  statute  by  reason  of 
there  not  being  a  sufficient  number  of  persons  lodging  above  the 
second  story. 

Fourteen  of  the  almshouses  in  the  district  have  been  inspected, 
and  in  five  of  them  additional  ways  of  egress  for  use  in  case  of  fire 
have  beea  provided. 

The  other  inspections,  classified,  are  as  follows:  thirty-four 
hotels,  thirty-one  factories,  twenty  halls,  seventeen  tenement 
houses,  ten  lodging  houses  and  five  students'  dormitories;  and 
seventy-eight  orders  were  issued  for  fire-escapes  or  other  better 
egress,  for  fire-pails  and  rope  fire-escapes.

Report  of  Inspector  Joseph  A.  Moore. 
Class  No.  1,    Districts  Nos.  2,  3  and  6. 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  work  performed 
by  me  during  the  past  year. 

The  greater  part  of  the  work  cannot  well  be  given  in  tabulated 
form.  Much  time  has  been  spent  in  visiting  buildings  in  process 
of  construction,  to  see  that  the  work  is  done  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  and  specifications  filed  with  the  inspector,  and  that  the 
ways  of  exit,  fire-stopping,  heating,  ventilation  and  other  parts  of 
the  work  are  properly  constructed.  Each  new  building  usually 
requires  several  visits  from  the  inspector  while  in  process  of  con- 
struction. Inspecting  and  testing  the  heating  and  ventilation  of 
Bchoolhouses  and  other  public  buildings  require  much  of  the  in- 
spector's time.  Consultation  with  architects,  owners,  committees, 
contractors,  heating  and  ventilating  engineers,  and  also  the  corre- 
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spoodence,  which  is  large,  keep  an  inspector  of  public  buildings 
fully  employed. 

Buildings  reported  by  the  local  authorities  as  unsafe  and  dan- 
gerous are  carefully  inspected,  and  either  removed  or  means  de- 
vised to  make  them  safe.  The  inspector  is  often  called  upon  to 
exercise  good  judgment  in  cases  where  human  life  may  be  in 
danger  if  he  makes  a  mistake  or  error  in  judgment.

Report  of  Inspector  Joseph  M.  Dtson.

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report 
of  buildings  inspected,  where  orders  were  issued ;  also  of  plans 
received  and  changes  recommended. 

These  reports  do  not  include  the  many  inspections  made  during 
the  year,  and  the  days  spent  in  working  out  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations, some  having  to  be  returned  to  architects  a  number  of 
times  before  being  approved  by  this  department,  making  it  neces- 
sary to  make  many  visits  to  both  new  and  old  buildings  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  that  specifications  and  requirements  have 
been  observed  and  the  orders  of  the  inspectors  complied  with. 
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There  has  been  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  buildings 
constructed  in  this  district  during  the  past  year,  with  the  exception 
of  public  schools.  These  still  require  the  same  careful  inspection 
in  order  to  keep  up  the  standard  in  regard  to  amount  of  ventila- 
tion, required  by  your  department.  But  few  inspections  have 
been  made  of  so-called  dangerous  buildings,  in  all  of  which  the 
orders  and  suggestions  made  have  been  faithfully  carried  out 
without  any  opposition  from  the  owners  of  the  same. 

As  to  the  laws  in  regard  to  the  employment  of  labor,  but  very  few 
complaints  have  been  made,  all  of  which  were  duly  investigated, 
and  the  matter  either  corrected  at  once,  or  complaints  made  at  the 
courts  and  the  parties  fined. 

Enforcement  of  the  laws  in  regard  to  the  inspection  of  buildings, 
taken  as  a  whole,  during  the  past  year  has  been  very  satisfactory, 
and  I  can  see  a  marked  gain  from  year  to  year,  as  the  laws  are 
better  understood  and  appreciated  by  the  public.

Report  op  Inspector  John  E.  Foulds. 

Class  No.  I.    District  No  6. 

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  your  orders,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  part  of  the  work  performed  by  me  in 
District  No.  6  during  the  past  year,  tabulated  as  far  as  possible. 

In  this  report  it  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  quite  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  new  buildings  constructed  in  this  district  during  the 
past  year,  both  for  business  purposes  and  tenement  houses. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  plans  received  during  the  past  year  have 
been  for  factories  and  hotels.  The  laws  governing  the  erection  of 
this  class  of  buildings  have  reference  to  quite  a  variety  of  details, 
and  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  inspector  to  devote  a  large  part 
of  his  time,  while  the  building  is  in  course  of  construction,  to  see 
that  the  provisions  of  section  25,  chapter  481,  Acts  of  1894,  are 
<K)mplied  with.  To  this  work  I  have  given  my  special  attention. 
Under  the  provisions  of  section  85  of  the  above  chapter  and  act  I 
have  carefully  inspected  a  large  number  of  hotels,  factories,  board- 
ing and  tenement  houses  in  this  district ;  and  where  such  buildings 
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have  not  already  been  provided  with  sufficient  means  of  egress  or 
means  of  extinguishing  fire,  I  have  issued  the  necessary  orders. 
In  most  cases  they  have  been  promptly  complied  with.  Those 
that  have  not  been  complied  with  are  mostly  in  summer  hotels, 
and  the  orders  will  be  complied  with  before,  opening  for  the  season 
of  1903. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  visited  the  different  theatres  and 
places  of  assemblage  in  this  district,  and  am  pleased  to  say  that  I 
have  had  no  complaints  as  to  seats  being  placed  in  aisles,  or  of 
overcrowding ;  and  believe  the  managers  in  general  are  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  section  24,  chapter  481,  Acts  of  1894. 
Relative  to  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  section  219, 
chapter  894,  Acts  of  1898,  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  call  the 
managers'  attention  to  the  fact  that  children  have  in  some  cases 
appeared  on  the  stage  in  violation  of  the  law,  and  I  have  had  said 
children  removed  from  the  stage. 

In  conclusion,  would  say  that  most  of  the  orders  issued  by  me 
have  been  promptly  and  cheerfully  complied  with.

Report  op  Inspector  Warren  S.  Buxton. 

Class  No,  1.    District  No,  7. 

Sir  :  —  An  annual  report  seems  at  times  a  tedious  affair,  a  repe- 
tition of  facts  which  seem  very  much  alike  from  year  to  year ;  yet 
there  are  differences,  even  in  the  sameness,  which  tell  to  the  ex- 
perienced eye  whether  progress  has  been  made  in  thoroughness 
and  attention  to  details.  This  year,  as  in  previous  years,  much 
time  has  been  spent  in  an  advisory  way  with  committees  and 
people  who  are  for  the  first  time  erecting  buildings  which  come 
under  the  law.  With  these  it  is  needful  to  explain  the  law  and 
give  them  the  reasons  for  the  requirements.  This  part  of  my  duty 
is  more  satisfactory  than  in  the  early  days,  when  the  newness  prej- 
udiced conservative  people  against  the  law,  and  it  sometimes  re- 
quired very  impressive  arguments  to  make  them  willing  to  comply 
with  the  requirements.  It  is  these  people  who  are  building  for  the 
first  time  in  their  lives  who  cause  trouble  and  delay,  by  not  filing 
the  plans  with  the  inspector  before  the  building  is  contracted  for, 
the  excuse  invariably  being  that  they  did  not  know  it  was  neces- 
sary to  do  so. 
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The  erection  of  apartment  hoases,  or  flats,  as  they  are  asaally 
called,  has  become  quite  a  feature  in  my  district.  AH  these  build- 
ings have  been  made  slow-burning,  while  some  of  the  larger  ones 
have  been  constructed  of  fire-proof  material. 

I^am  happy  to  report  a  steady  improvement  from  year  to  year 
as  to  material  and  construction  of  all  buildings  which  come  under 
the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  this  improvement  is  extending  to 
the  building  of  private  dwellings  as  well.  As  people  come  to  un- 
derstand the  many  benefits  to  be  derived  from  putting  in  properly 
constructed  fire-stops  in  all  partitions  and  outer  walls,  around 
water,  steam,  soil  and  gas  pipes,  that  it  makes  all  structures  not 
only  slow-burning,  but  prevents  vermin  of  all  kinds  from  infesting 
the  building,  they  are  very  willing  to  pay  the  small  additional  out- 
lay required  to  furnish  them. 

We  have  examined  about  the  usual  number  of  old  buildings  that 
had  been  previously  inspected  and  provided  with  outside  stairways. 
As  in  previous  years,  these  stairways  and  landings  have  sometimes 
been  found  laden  with  household  stuff  or  made  into  miniature  flower 
gardens,  rendering  them  unfit  for  use  in  case  of  fire.  The  people, 
on  being  made  to  understand  they  were  breaking  the  law  and  liable 
to  a  fine,  and  endangering  their  own  lives,  very  gladly  cleared  them 
of  all  obstructions. 

There  are  now  in  process  of  construction  in  this  district  school 
buildings  with  class  rooms  suflScient  for  the  accommodation  of 
some  three  hundred  pupils.  These  buildings  are  to  be  furnished 
with  the  best  modern  appliances  for  ventilation,  escape  in  case  of 
fire  or  panic,  and  sanitary  provisions.  Two  of  the  older  school 
buildings  in  this  district  have  been  provided  with  new  and  im- 
proved beating  and  ventilating  appliances ;  one  of  these,  the  high 
school  building  of  Westfield,  has  now  a  double  mechanical  system, 
and  when  completed  will  no  doubt  be  one  of  the  best-ventilated 
school  buildings  in  this  district. 

During  the  year  we  have  been  called  upon  to  examine  a  few 
buildings  that  were  supposed  to  be  unsafe.  In  all  these  cases  the 
structures  have  been  strengthened,  or  taken  down  and  new  ones 
erected  in  their  places. 

'  The  progress  in  proper  ventilation  in  public  buildings,  especially 
in  school  buildings,  has  been  very  satisfactory  since  the  laws  re- 
quiring such  improvements  were  enacted,  fifteen  years  ago.  No 
one  can  realize  this  better  than  the  inspector,  who  has  watched  it 
from  the  beginning ;  and  no  one  appreciates  these  changes  more 
than  the  teachers,  who  never  tire  of  expressing  their  personal 
gratitude  for  the  benefits  derived  from  the  change.

Report  of  Inspector  Ansel  J.  Chenet. 

Class  No,  I.    District  No.  8. 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows  the  work  performed 
by  me  in  District  No.  8. 

As  my  duties  place  upon  me  the  care  and  responsibility  of  pro- 
viding proper  egress  and  fire-stopping  of  all  new  buildings  coming 
under  the  head  of  hotels,  boarding  and  lodging  houses,  work 
shops,  mercantile  establishments  and  factories  having  ten  or  more 
people  above  the  second  floor,  as  well  as  providing  all  old  build- 
ings coming  under  that  head  with  proper  ways  of  egress  or  other 
means  of  escape  from  fire,  and  providing  proper  sanitary  arrange- 
ments and  means  of  ventilation  in  such  places ;  the  providing  of 
hotels  and  boarding  houses  containing  fifty  or  more  rooms  and 
being  three  or  more  stories  in  height  with  watchman,  portable  fire- 
escapes  in  sleeping  rooms,  means  for  extinguishing  fire,  notices 
describing  the  ways  of  egress  in  every  sleeping  room,  proper  fire- 
alarm  gongs  and  keeping  them  in  working  order,  red  lights  at  the 
head  and  foot  of  every  fiight  of  stairs  by  night,  and  other  things 
which  I  will  not  attempt  to  enumerate, — it  will  be  seen  at  a 
glance  that  there  is  enough  work  to  do  to  keep  a  man  busy,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  plans  of  old  buildings  that  we  are  expected  to  make 
in  our  leisure  moments. 

During  the  past  year  plans  for  over  fifty  buildings  have  been 
deposited  with  me  for  examination  and  approval.  A  large  num- 
ber of  these  have  been  tenement  or  apartment  houses ;  and  prob- 
ably more  than  one-half  million  dollars  have  been  invested  in  the 
factories  that  have  been  built  in  my  district  and  half  as  much 
more  in  tenement  houses  and  hotels.  While  a  great  deal  of  my 
time  has  been  taken  up  with  new  buildings,  about  two  hundred 
and  twenty-five  old  ones  have  been  inspected  and  fifty  or  more 
orders  sent ;  many  minor  matters,  being  attended  to  at  the  time 
of  inspection,  required  no  written  order. 

I  find  that  not  much  attention  is  given  to  fire-escapes,  after  they 
are  once  provided,  by  the  owners  or  agents  of  the  buildings ;  and 
in  several  cases  the  past  year  I  have  been  obliged  to  order  repairs 
made  on  them.  When  I  called  their  attention  to  the  onsafe  con- 
dition of  the  old  fire-escape,  they  told  me  that  they  paid  very  little 
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attention  to  these  matters,  as  they  expected  the  inspector  to  look 
out  for  each  things.  This  may  seem  all  right  to  them,  but,  with 
all  the  new  buildings  that  call  for  his  attention,  it  would  not  be 
surprising  if  s6me  of  the  fire-escapes  and  their  condition  escaped 
his  notice.    Thus  far  we  have  had  no  serious  accidents  or  mishaps. 

The  inspection  of  the  construction  of  new  buildings  occupies  a 
great  deal  of  time ;  and  the  buildings  in  my  district  being  largely 
tenement  houses  and  factories,  the  care  and  responsibility  is  great, 
the  factories  containing  a  mass  of  people  by  day  and  the  tenement 
houses  by  night.  However,  I  have  tried  to  attend  to  all  to  the 
best  of  my  ability  and  understanding. 

It  is  gratifying  to  hear  the  pleasant  comment  of  approval  of  our 
laws  in  relation  to  the  protection  of  guests  in  hotels.  In  the  per- 
formance of  my  duty  among  the  summer  hotels  in  my  district  I 
come  in  contact  with  many  people  from  other  States,  and,  in 
visiting  the  rooms  to  see  if  everything  is  provided  that  the  law 
requires,  the  guests  often  ask  me  to  explain  the  use  of  the  port- 
able fire-escapes  which  they  find  there.  After  explaining  how  to 
use  them,  and  that  they  are  required  by  law  to  be  there,  they 
often  remark  that  such  a  law  is  a  wise  provision ;  why  is  it  not 
required  in  all  States?  The  value  of  fire  gongs  in  hotels  to  alarm 
the  guests  in  case  of  fire  cannot  be.  too  highly  appreciated ;  and  I 
can  testify  to  their  practicability  and  worth,  for  when  testing 
them,  it  being  a  part  of  my  duty  to  see  that  they  are  all  in  order, 
we  usually  notify  the  guests  that  we  are  about  to  do  so ;  but 
if  there  is  a  room  that  has  been  neglected  or  a  guest  that  has 
failed  to  receive  the  notice,  at  the  first  click  of  the  gongs  they  are 
out  of  their  rooms  to  find  out  if  the  house  is  on  fire.  It  never 
fails  to  remind  them  that  the  strike  of  the  fire  gong  means  a  warn- 
ing that  they  can  ill  afford  to  ignore. 

I  have  made  it  a  rule  for  several  years  not  to  approve  a  plan  for 
a  factory  more  than  three  stories  high  unless  at  least  one  of  the 
two  or  more  stairways  were  made  fire-proof,  so  far  as  the  well  in 
which  it  was  constructed  was  concerned,  and,  if  many  people 
were  to  be  employed,  both  of  them.  The  stairs  being  as  far  apart 
as  circumstances  would  allow,  would  seem  to  eliminate  the  danger 
of  any  one  being  cut  off  in  case  of  fire.  The  amount  of  fire-stop- 
ping necessary  or  that  can  be  introduced  into  a  factory  constructed 
on  the  plan  known  as  ^^  mill  construction"  is  rather  limited,  as  the 
nature  of  construction  is  to  cut  off  all  places  where  fire  could  work 
up  through ;  but,  in  order  to  provide  all  the  protection  possible, 
these  fire-proof  stairways  are  insisted  upon. 

Tenement  houses  are  given  that  attention  in  their  construction 
as  will  best  protect  the  occupants  in  case  of  fire.     All  channels, 
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flues  and  pockets  are  fire-stopped  with  brick  and  mortar,  and  the 
spaces  around  the  chimneys  closed  bj  building  into  the  joints  of 
the  chimney,  on  a  level  T^ith  the  under  floor,  a  piece  of  sheet-iron 
about  six  inches  wide  and  long  enough  to  lap  on  the  corners. 
This  is  set  into  the  brick  work  about  two  inches,  and,  lapping  over 
the  under  floor,  makes  a  complete  cut-off.  In  tenement  houses  the 
danger  of  fire  from  the  chimneys  is  probably  greater,  barring  acci- 
dents, than  any  other;  and  around  chimneys  as  formerly  con- 
structed there  was  an  open  space  required  by  law  of  one  inch  from 
any  woodwork.  This  made  an  excellent  place  for  a  fire  to  go  up 
through  the  building,  if  it  occurred  from  the  chimney ;  but  by  the 
introduction  of  this  plan,  to  prevent  draft,  a  fire  occurring  around 
the  chimney  has  got  to  burn  through  the  fioor  before  it  can  get 
into  the  room  above. 

I  found  a  flagrant  violation  of  the  law  requiring  watchmen  to  be 
kept  in  hotels,  also  not  having  notices  posted  describing  the  ways 
of  egress  in  sleeping  rooms.  I  made  a  complaint  and  the  pro- 
prietor was  summoned  into  court  and  found  guilty ;  he  paid  a  fine 
of  fifty  dollars  on  one  account  and  twenty-five  on  the  other. 

My  associate,  Inspector  Sheehan,  who  has  charge  of  the  fac- 
tories in  my  district,  has  been  instructed  to  notify  me  of  any  place 
coming  under  his  observation  where  the  egress  is  poor  or  ob- 
structed. He  has  called  my  attention  to  several  places  where  it 
was  obstructed,  and  I  have  had  them  attended  to. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  say  that  those  with  whom  I  have  come 
in  contact  in  the  performance  of  my  duty  have  treated  me  with 
great  respect  and  consideration,  and  have  expressed  a  willingness 
to  do  whatever  in  my  Judgment  was  proper  and  right.

Sir  :  —  I  respectfully  submit  herewith  a  tabulated  report  of  the 
buildings  inspected  by  me  .during  the  past  year,  including  plans  of 
new  buildings  either  finished  or  in  course  of  construction,  and  of 
certificates  issued  to  owners  or  their  agents  of  new  buildings,  who 
have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  existing  building  laws. 
My  inspections  have  had  to  do  with  the  older  buildings,  such  as 
hotels,  apartment  houses,  boarding  houses,  factories,  dormitories 
and  others,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  there  is  con- 
tinued in  them  ample  means  of  egress  in  case  of  fire,  and  that 
apparatus  for  extinguishing  fire  is  properly  provided  and  always 
ready  for  use. 

My  examinations  of  plans  and  subsequent  observations  of  the 
new  buildings  during  construction  have  been  made  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  for  the  buildings  all  that  had  been  stipulated  in  the 
plans.  Many  orders  have  been  issued  and  suggestions  offered  to 
owners  of  buildings  during  the  year,  all  of  which  have  been  respect- 
fully received  and  complied  with. 

Most  satisfactory  results  have  come  as  a  reward  of  patient  and 
persistent  watchfulness,  which  warrant  me  in  believing  that  all 
the  completed  buildings  in  my  district  of  the  classes  above  de- 
scribed are  in  a  condition  to  enable  their  occupants  to  escape  un- 
harmed in  case  of  fire.

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
work  performed  by  me  during  the  past  year,  tabulated  in  part,  in 
usual  fornv 

The  number  of  plans  filed  for  new  buildings  is  about  the  same 
as  in  years  previous,  but  they  have  been  largely  for  business  and 
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manufacturing  purposes,  and  have  been  of  a  good  class  of  con- 
struction. 

Of  the  existing  buildings  visited,  several  have  undergone  quite 
extensive  changes  and  have  consumed  considerable  time  in  detail 
work.  Among  these  are  the  Hoosac  Street  School  of  Adams, 
which  has  been  provided  with  a  modern  mechanical  system  of 
ventilation  (the  old  Smead  system  being  abandoned)  and  approved 
sanitary  flxtures;  and  the  Academy  of  Music  of  Pittsfield,  which 
has  had  its  emergency  egresses  renewed  and  improved. 

The  usual  amount  of  time  has  been  given  to  the  testing  of  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  systems  of  public  and  school  buildings,  super* 
vising  new  construction,  and  consultation  with  architects,  owners,, 
committees  and  others.

Factory  Inspection  Department. 

Report  of  Inspector  Charles  E.  Burfht. 

DistHct  No,  1. 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  tabulated  report  of  District 
No.  1,  ending  Oct.  20,  1902. 

You  will  find  each  city  and  town  separately  reported  as  to  num- 
bers of  inspections  made  and  orders  given  in  factories  and  work- 
shops.    I  would  say,  in  addition,  that  the  general  condition  of' 
factories  is  good  and  healthful,  and  few  complaints  are  received 
as  to  sanitary  conditions. 

As  to  the  guarding  of  machinery,  we  always  find  more  or  lesa 
in  this  line,  as  changes  are  continually  being  made.  There  is  one 
point  in  this  connection  I  will  speak  of,  as  it  is  generally  neglected  \ 
and  that  is,  governors  on  small  steam  engines,  which  are  not  usu- 
ally automatic,  and  in  case  the  belt  that  drives  the  governor  breaks, 
the  engine  will  race,  and  endanger  the  lives  of  the  operatives.  I 
have  ordered  several  of  these  automatic  governors  placed  on 
engines,  with  good  results,  the  owners  expressing  themselves  well 
pleased  with  the  change.  Where  the  automatic  governor  is  used, 
the  engine  will  stop  if  belt  breaks.  There  are  several  kinds  of 
automatic  governors  in  use,  all  answering  the  desired  purpose. 
The  reason  I  speak  of  this  is  from  the  fact  of  an  engineer  having 
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been  killed  in  my  district  by  the  bursting  of  the  fly  wheel,  caused 
by  the  engine  racing. 

I  have  found  elevators  generally  in  good  condition,  but  with  the 
same  trouble  that  I  have  spoken  of  before,  in  regard  to  safety 
devices.  Safety  devices  that  depend  upon  the  slackening  of  the 
hoisting  rope  are  in  my  opinion  not  safe,  as  accidents  happening 
to  the  machinery  cause  the  hoisting  rope  to  remain  taut,  and  pre- 
vent this  kind  of  safety  device  from  working,  whereupon  the  ele- 
vator will  fall,  causing  damage  to  life  and  limb.  There  have  been 
devices  invented  that  work  independently  of  the  hoisting  rope, 
but  the  expense  is  so  great  that  they  have  not  been  in  general  use.

Sir  :  —  I  transmit  herewith  a  tabulated  statement  of  my  work  in 
District  No.  3,  for  the  year  past. 

As  an  inspector's  duties  in  this  department  are  necessarily  varied, 
a  report  can  contain  but  a  small  portion  of  the  work  actually  per- 
formed ;  in  fact,  an  inspector's  work  is  never  done,  even  to  making 
it  satisfactory  to  himself. 

I  find  a  general  willingness  to  comply  with  all  orders  of  the  in- 
spector, and  in  the  few  cases  where  in  my  report  orders  given  are 
not  marked  complied,  they  are  in  process  of  completion. 

I  find,  in  the  investigation  of  complaints  for  overtime  work,  that 
in  a  majority  of  cases  it  is  through  a  misunderstanding  of  the  law, 
and  that  the  employees  are  equally  to  blame  with  the  employers, 
in  that  they  are  anxious  to  work  overtime,  they  to  receive  extra 
pay  for  the  same.

District  No.  4. 

Sir  :  —  I  herewith  submit  a  full  report  of  the  work  done  in  this 
district  during  the  year. 

Of  the  587  inspections  of  factories  and  workshops  made,  I  found 
it  necessary  to  give  the  following  orders :  sanitaries,  54 ;  school 
certificates  for  minors^  97 ;  time  tables,  190 ;  general  orders,  mostly 
for  guarding  of  machinery,  189;  orders  for  illiterate  minors  to 
attend  evening  school,  10.  I  found  four  children  under  fourteen 
years  of  age  at  work,  and,  on  calling  the  attention  of  the  firm  to 
the  law,  the  children  were  discharged.  There  were  no  complaints 
received  as  to  the  heating  of  street  railroad  cars,  and  but  one  com- 
plaint as  to  violation  of  the  law  relating  to  the  weekly  payment  of 
wages.  The  law  regulating  the  hours  of  labor  of  women  and 
minors  in  mercantile  establishments  has  taken  considerable  time, 
and  I  find  each  year  that  new  time  tables  are  required  to  be  posted, 
as  they  become  soiled,  and  in  cleaning  up  very  often  they  are  torn 
down. 

I  have  inspected  46  elevators  in  my  district  outside  of  Boston. 
They  were  generally  found  in  good  condition.  The  elevators  in 
Boston,  East  Boston  and  Charles  town,  and  the  means  of  egress 
from  factories,  are  by  law  placed  under  the  building  inspector  of 
Boston.  There  have  been  five  fatal  accidents  in  my  district  since 
my  last  report,  all  in  Boston :  two  caused  by  falling  down  eleva- 
tor well ;  one  by  elevator  crushing  him  in  the  pit ;  one  by  trying 
to  get  on  an  elevator  while  in  motion ;  and  one  man  killed  by  being 
caught  in  belt  in  grain  elevator. 
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There  is  a  gratifying  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  water- 
closets  in  factories  and  workshops.  They  were  generally  found  in 
good  condition,  clean  and  well  ventilated.  In  the  matter  of  egress 
from  factories  I  have  found  several  that  were  in  bad  condition,  and 
those  I  have  reported  to  the  proper  parties.

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Report  of  Inspector  Lewis  F.  F.  Abbott. 

District  No,  5, 

Sir  :  —  I  forward  you  a  brief  statement,  as  ordered,  relating  to 
the  operation  of  the  labor  and  industrial  laws,  which  are  very  well 
complied  with  in  this  district. 

Complaints  have  been  very  few,  and  all  have  been  investigated ; 
some  of  them  have  been  found  groundless,  but  when  the  complaint 
has  been  found  to  be  true,  the  cause  for  such  complaint  has  been 
stopped,  or  the  violators  proceeded  against  in  court. 

In  relation  to  the  condition  of  the  elevators,  I  have  inspected 
all  except  in  the  towns  of  Ashburnham,  Clinton  and  Warren, 
which  have  been  inspected  by  other  officers,  and  report  made  to 
headquarters.  In  my  inspection,  if  at  any  time  the  elevators  ap- 
pear in  my  judgment  to  be  in  a  safe  condition,  they  are  so  reported ; 
if  some  small  adjustment  is  all  that  is  needed,  and  it  can  be  done 
at  the  time,  so  as  to  be  made  safe,  it  is  done ;  when  there  is  work 
like  putting  on  a  new  cable,  it  is  ordered  attended  to  without  delay. 
Elevators  are  a  constant  source  of  anxiety  to  me,  as  they  are  liable 
to  get  out  of  order  at  any  time,  generally  through  ignorance  or 
carelessness  on  the  part  of  those  using  them.

Report  of  Inspector  John  F.  Tierney. 

District  No.  6. 

Sir  :  —  The  following  report  is  respectfully  submitted  as  to  the 
condition  of  District  No.  6,  of  which  I  am  one  of  the  inspectors. 

In  presenting  my  annual  report,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say 
that  the  factories  and  workshops  in  this  district  are  very  much 
improved  since  my  last  report,  as  regards  the  running  time,  sani- 
tary and  school  laws.     The  latter  law  is  well  obeyed  by  the  super- 
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intendents  and  overseers,  and  a  great  many  are  adopting  the  rule 
of  hiring  older  children  than  formerly,  they  say  with  better  re- 
salts. 

The  elevators  in  my  district  I  have  found  or  have  had  placed  in 
good  condition  as  regards  safety  devices,  new  ropes  and  gears ; 
and  there  is  not  now  to  my  knowledge  one  in  my  district  that  is 
not  supplied  with  some  form  of  safety  device,  or  is  in  process  of 
being  supplied.  Not  an  accident,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  has  oc- 
curred during  the  year  from  the  giving  way  of  rope  or  gear.  I  am 
convinced  that  the  great  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  accidents 
from  the  number  occurring  in  former  years  is  caused  in  a  great 
measure  by  the  employment  of  better  hoisting  machinery,  more 
frequent  replacement  of  ropes  and  better  understanding  of  the 
dangers  attending  careless  running.  In  regard  to  the  guarding  of 
elevator  wells,  none  are  without  some  provision.  In  all  cases  where 
there  is  a  large  number  of  employees,  especially  where  women  and 
children  are  employed,  where  the  openings  were  not  so  supplied,  I 
have  ordered  self-closing  hatches  or  automatic  gates ;  and  in  all 
cases  where  I  have  found  an  evident  carelessness  or  neglect  to 
keep  other  guards  in  position,  I  have  followed  the  same  course.

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Report  of  Inspector  James  R.  Howes. 

District  No.  7. 

Sir  :  —  In  coDnection  with  the  tabulated  reports,  I  submit  the 
following  report  in  reference  to  the  work  placed  in  my  hands. 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  minors 
employed  who  are  under  sixteen  years  of  age  is  the  largest  of  any 
year  in  the  last  decade.  I  am  also  glad  to  report  that  employers 
have  received  chapter  186  of  the  Acts  of  1902  with  a  great  deal  of 
satisfaction. 

Many  of  the  elevators  in  this  district  are  so  well  constructed 
that  very  little  attention  is  required  to  keep  them  in  a  good  and 
safe  condition.  On  the  other  hand,  the  elevators  in  paper  and 
print  works  require  constant  attention,,  due  to  the  corrosive  actioD 
of  the  chlorides  and  dyes  upon  the  cables  and  springs.  Some  fatat 
accidents  have  occurred  on  elevators  during  the  past  year,  but  in 
no  case  has  a  defect  in  the  elevator  or  in  the  safety  appliances  beea 
the  cause. 

To  keep  the  machinery  properly  guarded  requires  constant  atten- 
tion. When  belts,  gears,  shafting  and  drums  are  changed,  I  find 
that  proper  guards  in  many  cases  are  not  replaced,  and  I  am  con- 
stantly giving  orders  for  their  replacement.

District  No.  8. 

Sir  :  —  Herewith  I  transmit  a  tabulated  report  and  summary  of 
work  done  in  District  No.  8  for  the  past  year. 

The  laws  which  are  entrusted  to  the  factory  inspectors  of  the 
Massachusetts  District  Police  to  enforce  are  well  complied  with  in 
this  district,  and  it  is  certain  that  a  very  large  majority  of  manu- 
facturers are  not  only  willing  but  anxious  to  avoid  giving  the 
inspector  occasion  to  issue  any  orders.  Of  course  changes  are 
being  made,  machinery  relocated,  new  shafting  and  gearing  put 
up  and  new  machinery  installed.  With  alterations  in  and  addi- 
tions to  factories,  and  with  new  factories  being  built,  it  is  not  to 
be  supposed  that  everything  will  be  left  to  the  entire  satisfaction 
of  the  inspector,  hence  more  or  less  orders  are  issued  every  year. 

Elevators  in  the  district  are  in  good  condition,  generally  speak- 
ing, none  having  had  to  be  placarded  during  the  year.  Hoisting 
cables  and  safety  devices  are  closely  looked  after,  hoisting  gear 
and  sheave  wheels  tested ;  but,  after  all,  the  safest  safety  device, 
as  Inspector  Sheehan  said  in  his  report  to  you  some  three  years 
ago,  is  a  multiplicity  of  hoisting  cables.

District  No.  9, 

Sir  :  —  I  respectfully  submit  my  annual  tabulated  report  of  the 
inspection  wOrk  performed  in  District  No.  9,  and  a  short  review  of 
the  same. 

The  law  in  relation  to  the  employment  of  minors  is  generally 
observed,  although  it  is  hard  to  make  the  people  understand  that  a 
child  cannot  work  during  the  vacation  months  without  a  certificate 
kept  on  file.  This  does  not  apply  to  the  large  factories  and  mills, 
but  to  small  workshops  and  mercantile  stores.  I  was  obliged  to 
sammon  the  parents  of  a  minor  into  court  for  giving  the  firm  a 
false  statement  of  his  age,  and  they  were  found  guilty,  and,  after 
being  severely  lectured  by  the  Judge,  the  case  was  placed  on  file. 

I  have  visited  about  200  mercantile  stores,  and  found  the  time 
tables  posted.  I  have  received  but  very  few  complaints,  and  when 
I  investigated  them  I  found  that  the  girls  who  made  the  complaints 
through  their  friends  were  not  willing  to  admit  that  tbey  were 
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worked  over  fifty-eight  hours,  but  that  they  wanted  the  hours  ar- 
ranged to  suit  them,  and  not  the  people  they  worked  for ;  and  that 
I  have  no  power  to  do. 

A  large  part  of  the  time  is  taken  up  in  inspecting  elevators  and 
machinery.  The  invention  of  improved  machinery  is  fast  doing 
away  with  all  work  that  was  formerly  done  by  hand,  and  conse- 
quently the  factories  and  workshops  are  filled  with  machinery  oper- 
ated by  power.  In  a  great  many  instances  the  persons  employed 
to  operate  the  machines  receive  but  little  instruction ;  and,  while  I 
believe  that  a  greater  number  of  the  accidents  occur  on  account  of 
carelessness,  I  think  that  more  care  could  be  taken  when  men  are 
hired  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  machines.  Everything  in  the 
way  of  safeguards  is  provided  that  can  be  utilized  without  inter- 
fering with  the  manufacturing  process. 

The  hoisting  machinery  and  cables  of  elevators  receive  all  the 
attention  possible,  and,  considering  the  manner  in  which  a  great 
number  of  the  freight  elevators  are  operated,  it  is  a  wonder  that 
there  are  not  a  larger  number  of  accidents.  I  must  say  that  from 
observation  the  people  employed  in  factories  take  more  chances  of 
injury  in  operating  elevators  simply  because  they  do  not  know  how 
to  operate  them.  If  the  employers  were  obliged  to  have  an  ex- 
perienced man  in  charge,  there  would  be  more  safety. 

The  sanitary  conditions  in  the  factories  and  workshops  are  con- 
stantly improving  every  year,  and  when  the  plans  of  new  buildings 
are  submitted,  the  attention  of  the  builder  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
they  must  provide  a  suflScient  number  of  proper  closets  for  both 
sexes,  and  that  the  best  time  to  do  it  is  when  they  are  building. 

The  weekly  payment  law  has  been  generally  complied  with,  and 
I  have  not  received  any  complaints. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  a  cordial  reception  has 
been  given  the  inspector,  and  the  employers  of  help  and  the  owners 
of  buildings  have  cheerfully  complied  with  all  orders  and  sugges- 
tions.

Sir  :  —  I  most  respectf ally  sabmit  to  yon  my  annual  tabulated 
report  and  summary  of  work  performed  by  me  in  District  No.  11 
for  the  past  year. 

Nearly  all  the  manufacturing  establishments  in  this  district  at 
the  present  time  are,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  in  a  very  flourishing  con- 
dition. I  have  had  very  few  complaints  the  past  year  of  violations 
of  the  tifty-eight-hour  law,  and  those  that  I  have  had  have  been 
from  the  mercantile  establishments. 

With  a  continuous  changing  and  rearranging  of  machinery  in  the 
different  plants,  I  have  had  occasion  to  visit  many  several  times, 
as  I  find  they  are  apt  to  leave  some  of*  the  machinery  unguarded 
when  such  alterations  become  necessary. 

Theatres  and  all  places  of  amusement  are  carefully  looked  after 
in  regard  to  crowding  the  aisles  or  preventing  free  egress  to  and 
from  all  doors  connected  with  these  buildings.  But  when  the  polo 
games  were  being  played  last  winter  I  had  considerable  trouble 
with  some  of  the  halls  in  getting  exits  cleared,  and  posting  police 
oflScers  to  clear  the  entrances  in  case  of  accident,  as  these  halls  are 
very  much  crowded  at  these  games.  I  shall  look  after  this  busi- 
ness carefully  this  winter. 

All  orders  that  I  have  issued  have  been  promptly  and  fully  com- 
plied with  by  the  agents  and  managers  of  the  different  manufac- 
tories, and  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  I  consider  this  district 
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in  good  coDdition,  as  all  labor  laws  are  generally  obeyed  and  com- 
plied with.

Siu:  —  In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  herewith  sabmit  my 
fifth  annual  report. 

It  is  with  considerable  satisfaction  that  I  review  the  work  of  the 
past  year,  for  I  know  that  in  very  many  cases  my  visit  was  the 
means  of  decreasing  the  hours  of  labor  of  the  women  and  minors, 
and  bringing  about  other  changes  which  added  to  their  convenience 
and  well-being.  The  changes  wrought  by  the  law  making  fifty- 
eight  hours  per  week  the  limit  for  women  and  minors  in  mercantile 
establishments,  while  seeming  to  work  an  injury  to  some,  will,  I 
believe,  adjust  themselves  so  that  the  law  will  become  the  blessing 
it  was  intended  to  be. 
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I  have  before  mentioned  the  fact  that  there  is  a  constant  decrease 
in  the  number  of  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  employed,  and 
this  year  has  been  no  exception ;  in  fact,  merchants  themselves 
assert  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  procure  all  they  need,  —  a 

« 

fact  which  it  seems  to  me  is  a  cause  for  congratulation. 

Each  year  I  find  the  people  understanding  and  appreciating 
better  and  better  those  laws  which  tend  to  lighten  their  burdens 
and  bring  employers  and  employees  into  more  kindly  relations, 
thereby  rendering  their  enforcement  less  difficult. 

On  the  whole,  I  feel  that  we  can  think  of  the  past  without  regret, 
and  look  to  the  future  with  hopefulness  for  greater  and  better 
things  than  we  have  ever  yet  achieved.

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  your  request  for  a  written  statement 
of  the  work  performed  by  me  for  the  year  ending  Oct.  20,  1902,  I 
will  give  a  brief  outline  of  the  laws  given  me  for  enforcement. 

The  act  requiring  specifications  to  be  furnished  to  persons  em- 
ployed in  cotton,  worsted  and  woollen  factories,  of  which  I  have 
special  charge,  hAs  not  been  the  source  of  so  many  complaints  as 
formerly.  This  work  consists  in  examining  cloth  as  to  length, 
weight,  reed,  pick  and  price,  and  to  see  that  the  prices  are  posted 
for  all  piece  work,  as  carding,  spooling,  warping  and  web  drawing. 
As  this  work  does  not  appear  in  the  regular  tabulated  form,  it  is 
difficult  to  give  any  accurate  idea  of  the  amount  of  time  or  nature 
of  the  work  performed  in  this  special  branch.     Many  hours  are 
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spent  ia  measuring  and  weighing  cloth,  counting  picks,  reed,  etc., 
to  determine  whether  the  cloth  is  woven  in  compliance  with  the 
specifications  posted.  It  also  requires  keeping  on  file  the  different 
styles  and  various  lengths  examined  for  reference.  In  order  to 
correctly  secure  a  fair  estimate,  many  cuts  on  one  particular  style 
are  examined,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  five  per  cent,  limit 
fixed  by  law  is  not  exceeded ;  that  is  to  say,  that  the  maximum 
length  of  a  cut  or  piece  does  not  exceed  five  per  cent,  of  the  in- 
tended length  of  the  same.  Only  in  very  few  mills,  as  can  be  seen 
by  reports  kept  on  file,  are  orders  given  ^^  not  to  exceed  maximum 
length."  I  have  had  cases  reported  for  investigation  stating  that 
^^cuts  are  longer  than  maximum  figures  posted,"  and  upon  inves- 
tigation I  have  found  the  length  would  exceed  the  maximum  posted 
yet  had  not  reached  the  limit  of  five  per  cent,  allowed  by  law.  I 
would  say,  however,  that  on  high-picked,  fine  goods,  five  per  cent, 
seems  an  excess  of  length.  For  example,  a  sixty-yard  cut,  woven 
double,  usually  measures  from  one  hundred  and  twenty- four  and  a 
half  yards  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  a  half  yards ;  and, 
even  at  the  great  rate  of  speed  at  which  looms  are  driven,  it  must 
take  hours  to  weave  those  extra  yards,  if  the  goods  are  heavily 
picked,  yet  the  price  paid  is  based  on  •  the  minimum 'length  or  in- 
tended number  of  yards. 

The  mercantile  law  is  operating  as  well  as  is  consistent  with  its 
requirements.  In  restaurants,  where  seven  days  constitute  a 
week's  work,  some  proprietors  object  to  its  provisions.  It  is  un- 
necessary to  go  into  details.  Your'orders  are  to  enforce  the  law, 
and  proprietors  of  those  places  are  made  to  comply  with  it.  In 
some  places  women  have  been  displaced  by  men,  as  the  proprietor 
could  not  comply  with  the  number  of  hours  on  his  schedule,  and 
still  employ  female  help.     Those  cases  are  few,  however. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  most,  in  fact  of  all,  of  the  factories  in 
this  district  is  such  as  to  warrant  few  changes.  Occasionally  an 
order  to  clean  or  whitewash  closets  is  all  that  is  needed  to  keep 
them  in  proper  condition. 

The  usual  attention  is  given  to  securing  suitable  seals  for  women 
employed,  and  in  keeping  the  work  rooms  clean.  Though  many 
of  these  facts  and  observations  seem  to  have  but  slight  significance, 
yet  it  is  the  close  observation  of  little  things  that  will  keep  factory 
inspection  at  the  high  standard  which  it  is  your  desire  to  maintain.

Report  op  Inspector  John  E.  Griffin. 

Special  Duty, 

Sir  :  —  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  summary  of  my  work 
during  the  year  1902. 

The  conditions  governing  the  manufacture  of  clothing  in  the 
State  have  not  changed  any  from  last  year,  nor  the  law  relating 
thereto,  except  in  the  phraseology  made  by  the  revision  of  the 
Public  Statutes.  The  manufacture  of  men's  and  boys'  clothing  is 
still  mostly  done  by  contractors,  many  of  whose  workshops  are  at 
times  none  too  clean,  especially  as  regards  water-closets.  Most 
of  the  orders  sent  them  pertain  to  this  negligence  both  upon  the 
part  of  the  employer  and  employees.  The  finishing  of  trousers  is 
sublet  by  these  contractors  almost  entirely  to  our  foreign  popula- 
tion, residing  in  our  crowded  city  sections,  requiring  continual 
visits,  in  order  that  strict  attention  as  to  cleanliness  may  be  ob- 
served. The  home  workers  upon  ladies'  and  children's  garments 
are  mostly  of  the  English-speaking  class,  occupying  generally  clean 
tenements  in  the  suburbs,  and  requiring  only  an  occasional  visit. 
The  price  paid  for  this  latter  class  of  work  is  so  low  that  a  great 
many  applicants  for  a  license  only  manufacture  a  few  dozen  and 
then  discontinue  in  disgust.  This  requires  a  great  amount  of 
clerical  work,  as  each  one  receives  a  temporary  license  and  a  notice 
sent  them  after  thirty  days,  the  expiration  time  of  the  temporary 
license.  Many  who  are  sent  here  by  contractors  for  a  license 
reside  in  buildings  known  to  us  to  be  so  filthy  that  we  refuse  to 
accept  their  applications.  This  should  clearly  show  the  effective- 
ness of  the  license  law  in  preventing  such  contractors  from  having 
their  work  made  in  tenements,  regardless  of  cleanliness  or  danger 
from  contagious  diseases. 

During  the  year  there  were  only  ten  cases  of  contagious  diseases 
in  my  district  in  buildings  where  clothing  was  being  made,  and 
among  that  number  only  one  case  of  small- pox,  although,  as  is 
well  known,  that  disease  for  a  time  was  prevalent. 

One  building  containing  several  tailors  was  found  in  such  a  filthy 
state  as  to  be  unfit  for  the  manufacture  of  clothing,  and  the  occu- 
pants were  obliged  to  move  into  suitable  work  rooms. 

The  revision  of  the  law  relating  to  time  tables  will  be  of  ines- 
timable value  to  us  in  enforcing  the  ten-hour  law  during  the  coming 
year  among  these  contractors,  by  the  saving  of  time  heretofore 
lost  in  watching  them.

Special  Duty. 

Sir  :  —  A  report  of  the  work  performed  daring  the  year  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  law  relating  to  the  manufacture  of  wearing  ap- 
parel in  tenement  and  dwelling  houses  is  herewith  submitted,  to- 
gether with  a  summary  of  the  number  and  result  of  inspections 
made. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  time  is  required  to  be  devoted  to 
the  inspection  of  tenements  in  the  more  densely  populated  sec- 
tions. In  these  localities  reside  people  who  are  engaged  in  the 
making  and  finishing  of  men's  and  boys'  clothing,  and  where  there 
is  a  constant  changing  of  tenants  and  a  corresponding  change  in 
the  conditions  of  this  class  of  buildings.  The  majority  of  people 
engaged  in  the  other  branches  of  the  clothing  industry,  and  who 
perform  the  work  in  their  dwellings,  are  residents  of  suburban 
localities,  where  sanitary  conditions  are  better  and  where  cleanli- 
ness generally  prevails. 

The  license  feature  of  the  law  is  now  thoroughly  understood  and 
complied  with  by  the  people  who  are  engaged  in  the  many  and 
varied  branches  of  the  manufacture  of  wearing  apparel.  The 
conditions  upon  which  licenses  are  granted  for  the  making  of  gar- 
ments in  dwellings  are  generally  lived  np  to,  and  no  flagrant  vio- 
lation of  these  conditions  have  occurred,  due  to  the  negligence  of 
the  parties  holding  a  license.  The  large  amount  of  clerical  labor 
incident  to  the  enforcement  of  this  law  cannot  of  coarse  be  shown 
by  any  summary  of  work  performed.  Hundreds  of  women  pro- 
cure a  license,  and,  after  working  a  short  time,  find  that  they  are 
unable  to  earn  sufficient  to  warrant  their  continuance  in  this  occu- 
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patlon,  and  the  temporary  license  which  is  given  them  is  seldom 
returned  until  they  are  notified  to  do  so.  It  is  surprising  in  this 
connection  to  find  that  hundreds  of  women  can  be  secured  to  de- 
vote their  spare  time  to  the  making  or  finishing  of  garments  for  a 
compensation  so  small  that  competition  in  these'  lines  from  women 
who  are  obliged  to  earn  their  own  living  is  practically  impossible. 
I  find  that  there  is  some  slight  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
the  regular  workshops  which  I  have  inspected  over  former  years  ; 
some  have  moved  to  cleaner  and  better  buildings,  but,  in  order  to 
have  a  proper  standard  of  cleanliness  maintained,  frequent  visits 
seem  to  be  the  only  remedy.

Fire  Marshal's  Department. 

The  transfer  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  State  Fire 
Marshal  to  the  Massachusetts  District  Police  has  shown  the 
wisdom  of  the  Legislature  in  its  efforts  to  make  more  effi- 
cient the  important  work  of  that  department.  Under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  able  deputy  in  charge  the  duties 
devolving  upon  that  department  have  been  performed  in  a 
most  satisfactory  and  efficient  manner.  The  provisions  of 
the  statute  creating  this  new  department  of  the  District  Police 
require  that  the  annual  report  of  the  deputy  chief  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Insurance  Commissioner, 

Recom3iendation. 

The  constantly  increasing  demand  for  the  services  of  the 
officers  of  the  detective  department  of  this  force  justifies  me 
in  recommending  that  six  additional  men,  qualified  to  per- 
form the  duties  devolving  upon  the  officers  of  that  depart- 
ment, be  added  to  the  force,  and  that  a  deputy  chief  be 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  said  department,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  chief  of  the  District  Police. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  two  additional  men  be  ap- 
pointed to  the  inspection  department  of  the  District  Police, 
qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  said  office.

I  have  commanded  the  steamer  **  Lexington"  from  the  first  day 
of  April  until  the  twelfth  day  of  October,  when  said  steamer  went 
into  winter  quarters  at  Edgartown.  With  the  exception  of  one 
trip  to  Boston  to  make  repairs  to  the  machinery,  the  steamer  has 
been  cruising  in  Buzzard's  Bay  during  the  entire  season.  There 
have  been  very  few  bluefish,  but  a  great  abundance  of  squeteague, 
mackerel  and  menhaden  all  through  the  summer.  Menhaden 
steamers  have  been  sighted  at  different  times  in  the  bay,  but  no 
attempt  has  beeiT  made  to  violate  the  law.  The  present  lobster 
law  is  no  protection  to  the  lobster,  and  in  my  opinion  should  be 
changed  to  a  close  season  from  July  1  to  January  1 ,  or  a  regula- 
tion of  the  traps.

REPORTS  OF  ACCIDENTS  IN  MANUFACTURING   AND 

MERCANTILE  ESTABLISHMENTS. 


In  proportion  to  the  total  Dumber  of  accidents  reported 
daring  the  year,  those  arising  from  causes  other  than  in  the 
operation  of  machinery  constitute  almost  two-fifths,  or  nearly 
forty  per  cent.,  of  the  accidents  reported  from  all  sources. 
These  cases,  it  may  be  assumed,  are  not  of  that  class  to  which 
the  law  has  application,  and  to  enumerate  their  causes  will 
not  be  necessary  in  this  report,  but  in  a  general  way  the 
nature  and  circumstances  of  their  happening  will  be  shown 
later  on  in  the  figures  given.  While  there  would  seem  to  be 
no  legal  requirement  in  sending  reports  of  such  occurrences, 
they  have  served  to  indicate  a  desire  and  purpose  to  observe 
the  law  in  its  widest  scope,  rather  than  make  a  possible 
breach  in  any  of  its  provisions.  About  the  same  proportion 
exists  in  this  respect  as  has  been  the  average  of  preceding 
years  with  their  similar  conditions  and  results,  making  a 
much  greater  total  in  the  record  of  the  accidents ;  but  the 
facts  connected  with  them  being  clearly  shown,  it  will  readily 
be  seen  that  no  provision  could  possibly  be  made  to  meet 
those  contingencies. 

With  the  best  known  appliances  for  safety  provided,  and 
the  consequent  elimination  of  much  danger  and  risk,  protec- 
tion from  injury*in  the  running  of  dangerous  machinery  is 
in  a  very  great  degree  ensured,  the  number  of  accidents 
lessened  thereby,  and  more  serious  consequences  averted. 
To  render  a  full  compliance  with  the  law  relating  to  these 
safeguards,  the  work  of  the  inspectors  of  this  department  is 
at  all  times  directed,  and  constant  vigilance  to  that  end  on 
the  part  of  every  inspector  is  enjoined.  Of  all  such  work 
performed  written  reports  are  filed  in  this  office,  and,  wher- 
ever inspection  has  revealed  defects  in  their  nature  likely  to 
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cause  accident,  the  attention  of  those  in  charge  is  at  once 
called  to  the  fact,  and  notice  thereupon  served  to  make  such 
changes  or  alterations  as  will  render  the  machinery  safe  for 
operation,  and  in  every  way  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of 
the  statute.  From  the  number  and  extent  of  their  reports 
as  submitted,  and  the  resulting  work  based  on  their  investi- 
gations, there  is  much  to  indicate  that  the  efforts  of  the 
inspectors  in  this  direction  have  been  earnest  and  diligent. 

The  law  requiring  reports  of  accidents  to  be  sent  to  the 
chief  of  the  District  Police  is  now  contained  in  section  17 
of  chapter  106  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  reads  as  follows  :  — 

Section  17.  All  manufacturers,  manufacturing  corporations 
and  proprietors  of  mercantile  establishments  shall  forthwith  send 
to  the  chief  of  the  district  police  a  written  notice  of  any  accident 
to  an  employee  while  at  work  in  any  factory,  manufacturing  or 
mercantile  establishment  operated  by  them,  if  the  accident  results 
in  the  death  of  said  employee  or  in  such  bodily  injury  as  to  pre- 
vent him  from  returning  to  his  work  within  four  days  thereafter. 
The  chief  of  the  district  police  shall  forthwith  transmit  to  the  sender 
of  such  notice  a  written  or  printed  acknowledgment  of  the  reoeipt 
thereof,  and  he  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  accidents  so  reported  to 
him,  of  the  name  of  the  person  injured,  of  the  city  or  town  in 
which  the  accident  occurred  and  the  cause  thereof,  and  shall  in- 
clude an  abstract  of  said  record  in  his  annual  report.  Whoever 
fails  to  send  notice  of  an  accident  as  required  by  this  section  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

The  number  of  accidents  which  have  occurred  while  op- 
erating machinery,  reported  to  this  office  during  the  year,  is 
1,491.  This  number  includes  those  caused  by  elevatoi-s  and 
hoistways.  The  other  casualties  of  which  mention  has  been 
made,  and  which  had  their  origin  in  causes  not  due  to  run- 
ning machinery,  number  990,  and  are  not  enumerated  in  the 
list  given  of  those  which  were  due  to  motive  power.  Of 
the  latter  class,  the  list  is  here  presented,  stating  the  causes 
of  their  occurrence,  with  the  number  of  cases  happening 
from  each  cause.  The  fatal  accidents,  being  more  fully 
referred  to  in  another  part,  are  not  included  in  the  list  which 
follows.

Of  the  number  not  enumerated  in  the  foregoing  list,  the 
causes  which  led  to  the  injuries  in  most  of  the  cases  will  be 
here  shown.  In  439  of  these  cases  the  accidents  happened 
to  persons  who  were  at  the  time  employed  at  work  not  done 
by  machine,  who  were  making  repairs  as  carpenters  or 
machinists  in  some  part  of  the  factory  or  workshop,  or  who 
were  engaged  as  laborers  in  the  yards  and  in  storehouses 
handling  goods  for  shipment,  in  moving  machinery,  lumber, 
receiving  stock  for  manufacture,  in  the  loading  and  unload- 
ing of  cars  and  trucks,  and  in  the  various  duties  performed 
in  the  general  work  or  business  of  factories.  There  were 
96  cases  resulting  from  scalds  or  burns,  mainly  received  in 
dye  houses  in  the  one  instance,  and  in  the  other  from  molten 
iron  in  foundries ;  63  persons  were  injured  by  splinters  in 
their  hands  or  feet,  or  by  stepping  on  nails  projecting  from 
floor ;  56  others  suflfered  cuts  and  bruises  in  handling  tools 
at  their  work ;  and  65  were  hurt  by  the  falling  of  weights 
of  various  descriptions.  Falls  from  ladders,  stagings  and 
platforms  caused  injuries  to  54  persons;  falls  from  other 
sources  increased  the  list  by  92  more ;  and  pieces  of  steel 
or  other  materials  flying  from  anvils  and  forges,  flying 
sparks,  etc.,  added  32  others  to  the  number;  the  remaining 
cases  being  made  up  of  innumerable  mishaps  incident  to' 
every-day  life,  and  not  confined  to  any  particular  limits. 
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A  most  regrettable  and  disappointing  fact,  as  shown  from 
the  reports  of  accidents,  is  the  large  number  injured  in  a 
heedless  and  careless  moment,  while  cleaning  machinery  Jit 
the  time  in  motion,  or  in  trying  to  pick  out  waste,  bobbins 
or  other  materials  which  had  in  some  way  fallen  into  the 
machinery  or  become  caught  therein.  The  number  of  per- 
sons injured  in  this  manner  was  fully  thirty  per  cent,  of  the 
entire  number  injured  by  machinery,  the  accidents  occurring 
from  this  source  being  443.  In  consequence  of  this  thought- 
less and  reckless  action  on  the  part  of  so  many  operatives, 
contrary  to  the  rules  regulating  the  cleaning  of  machinery, 
and  seemingly  oblivious  to  the  danger  always  present  in 
such  surroundings,  the  list  has  been  greatly  augmented,  and 
much  pain  and  suffering  endured  which  ordinary  care  and 
watchfulness  would  have  avoided. 

The  more  serious  cases,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  some 
member,  are  here  mentioned,  some  of  them  with  special  ref- 
erence to  the  facts  attending  their  occurrence.  Injuries  to 
the  hand  were  in  the  greatest  number,  1,332  being  reported ; 
and  of  these,  976  were  to  the  fingers  and  thumb.  In  each 
of  23  cases  one  finger  was  taken  off,  and  in  each  of  7  cases 
the  thumb  was  lost.  In  12  cases  each  of  the  persons  lost 
two  fingers,  in  4  cases  each  person  suffered  the  loss  of  three 
fingers,  and  in  2  cases  each  all  four  fingers  were  lost.  In 
4  cases  each  the  thumb  and  one  finger  were  taken  off,  and 
in  1  instance  the  loss  of  the  thumb  and  three  fingers  occurred. 
Loss  of  one  finger  and  portions  of  others  was  sustained  in 
each  of  3  cases,  and  partial  loss  of  the  thumb  or  fingers  was 
suffered  in  each  of  98  cases.  Seven  persons  each  lost  one 
hand,  5  cases  being  the  right  hand.  Eleven  had  wrists 
broken.  Two  hundred  and  thirteen  persons  received  in- 
juries to  the  arm  or  shoulder.  In  6  cases  each  person  lost 
an  arm,  3  of  which  being  the  right  arm.  There  were  19 
others  who  had  arms  broken.  In  21  cases  the  leg  or  ankle 
was  broken  or  fractured,  and  the  ankle  sprained  in  several 
more.  About  450  persons  were  injured  on  the  leg  or  foot, 
and  these  accidents  were  mainly  to  those  who  were  employed 
as  laborers,  and  among  the  ones  classed  as  not  enumerated 
in  the  list  which  has  been  presented.     In  1  case  the  right 
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foot  was  amputated.  Injury  to  the  head  was  reported  in  243 
cases,  in  21  of  which  occurred  scalp  wounds  of  more  or  less 
serious  nature.  Loss  of  one  eve  occurred  in  each  of  4  cases, 
in  2  of  which  by  pieces  of  wire  striking  the  eye,  in  another 
being  struck  by  a  breaking  belt,  and  in  the.fourth  case  being 
struck  by  a  flying  shuttle.  In  2  cases  the  jaw  was  broken, 
one  caused  by  belt  shipper,  and  the  other  by  an  elevator. 
The  collar  bone  was  broken  or  injured  in  6  cases,  in  20  cases 
one  or  more  ribs  were  broken,  and  general  bodily  injuries 
resulted  in  a  dozen  or  more  instances.  Other  injuries  re- 
sulting were  of  temporary  effect  only,  and  slight  in  their 
nature. 

An  engineer  was  injured  by  fly  wheel  of  engine  bursting. 
Part  o(  the  wheel  struck  main  steam  pipe  running  to  engine, 
knocking  steam  pipe  down,  and  causing  his  right  foot  to  be 
pinioned  between  the  same  and  the  floor,  crushing  the  bones 
of  the  ankle ;  amputation  of  the  foot  was  necessary. 

A  woman  employed  as  a  weaver  met  with  a  most  painful 
and  serious  accident,  and  one  which  was  a  narrow  escape 
from  being  fatal.  She  was  caught  by  the  hair  on  a  shaft. 
She  had  gone  to  the  cellar  of  the  mill  to  get  some  hot  water, 
in  which  cellar  are  several  lines  of  shafting  to  drive  the  looms 
above.  She  started  to  return,  when  her  head  struck  a  shaft, 
and  her  hair,  being  loose,  caught  on  this  shaft.  With  rare 
presence  of  mind  she  pressed  both  hands  on  her  head  and 
held  on  fast  until  the  hair  which  was  caught  was  torn  out 
by  the  roots,  some  of  it  being  burned  off  by  contact. 
She  sustained  in  consequence  several  bad  scalp  wounds,  but 
the  injuries  are  not  thought  of  a  permanent  nature.  It  was 
a  most  fortunate  escape  from  death. 

An  operative  lost  his  right  hand  on  a  picker  machine.  He 
was  trying  to  clean  one  of  the  cylinders  while  the  machine 
was  in  motion,  and,  lifting  the  small  door  on  the  top  of  the 
picker,  he  put  his  hand  between  the  cylinders.  His  hand 
was  caught  and  mangled  in  a  terrible  manner.  He  was 
taken  to  the  hospital  immediately,  where  the  hand  was 
amputated  at  the  wrist. 

An  employee  in  a  wire  factory,  while  taking  a  piece  of 
wire  off  the  block,  the  pin  on  the  block  caught  in  his  mitten. 
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twisting  his  arm  around  the  block,  and  taking  the  arm  off  at 
the  shoulder  before  the  block  could  be  stopped. 

In  another  case,  while  a  man  was  examining  a  piece  of 
machinery,  he  accidentally  lost  his  footing,  and,  in  his  effort 
to  save  himself  tvom  falling,  got  his  clothing  wound  around 
a  shaft,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  his  right  arm. 

A  man  had  his  left  hand  cut  off  by  a  band  saw.  A  log 
was  being  opened.  The  sawyer,  whom  the  man  injured  was 
helping,  was  backing  the  carriage  containing  the  log,  and  the 
other  man  was  removing  a  wedge  which  had  been  placed  in 
the  saw  kerf  in  front  of  the  saw ;  and,  in  doing  so,  he  swung 
his  hand  on  to  the  saw,  and  his  hand  was  severed  instantly. 

While  at  work  at  a  paper  machine,  an  operative  received 
injuries  resulting  in  the  loss  of  his  right  arm.  He  stepped 
in  back  of  the  first  dryer  on  the  machine  to  pick  off  a  piece 
of  paper  from  the  dryer.  Instead  of  putting  his  arm  over 
the  felt  roll  and  the  paper  roll  to  reach  the  paper,  he  put  his 
arm  over  the  first,  or  dryer  felt,  roll,  which  runs  about  two 
inches  from  the  face  of  the  dryer.  In  some  manner  his  arm 
caught  and  was  drawn  in  between  the  dryer  felt  roll  and  top 
of  dryer.  The  arm  was  so  badly  injured  that  it  was  ampu- 
tated about  five  inches  from  the  shoulder. 

A  female  employee  in  a  manufactory  where  confectionery 
was  made  was  injured  so  badly  that  loss  of  the  left  arm  resulted. 
The  machine  on  which  the  accident  occurred  consisted  of  two 
large  cylinders  of  about  five  inches  in  diameter  and  eighteen 
inches  long.  In  some  manner  unknown  she  got  her  hand 
and  arm  between  these  rollers  or  cylinders.  Her  duties  in 
the  room  were  to  remove  goods  from  the  cutting  machine 
and  place  them  in  trays.  This  task,  it  is  said,  did  not  neces- 
sitate her  getting  within  five  or  six  feet  of  the  rollers  by 
which  she  was  injured.  The  girl  was  taken  to  the  hospital^ 
where  it  was  found  necessary  to  amputate  the  arm. 

Another  female  operative,  in  a  shoe  factory,  while  stand- 
ing on  a  bench  to  open  a  window,  had  her  hair  caught  on  an 
overhanging  shaft,  causing  a  large  portion  of  her  hair  to  be 
torn  out,  and  inflicting  a  scalp  wound.  She  was  fortunate 
in  freeing  herself  from  the  shaft,  receiving  only  a  bruised 
finger  in  doing  so. 
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Still  another  accident  under  like  circumstances  occurred, 
and,  although  not  with  fatal  result,  causing  the  most  terrible 
suffering.  A  girl  employed  in  a  hat  factory,  desiring  to 
open  a  window,  mounted  a  table  in  order  to  reach  the  win- 
dow, and  was  caught  by  the  hair,  the  shafting  on  which  she 
was  caught  being  about  ten  feet  from  the  floor.  From  this 
shafting  she  hung  until  the  speed  was  shut  off,  which  was 
immediately  done  when  her  screams  attracted  attention. 
She  then  fell  to  the  floor.  A  doctor  was  at  once  summoned, 
who  upon  examination  found  that  not  only  the  scalp  had 
been  torn  off*,  but  portions  of  the  skin  and  flesh  had  been 
torn  from  the  back  and  sides  of  the  neck,  and  also  parts  of 
both  ears.  She  was  sent  to  the  hospital,  and  it  was  reported 
that,  notwithstanding  her  terrible  injuries,  she  was  making 
favorable  progress. 

While  cleaning  a  calender  roll  which  was  running,  the 
cloth  used  by  the  operative  was  caught  in  the  roll,  causing 
his  left  hand  to  be  drawn  into  the  machine,  injuring  the  hand 
so  badly  that  amputation  was  necessary. 

A  very  serious  accident  happened  at  an  elevator,  where  a 
female  operative  who  was  at  work  in  the  room  was  caught  by 
the  descending  car.  She  left  her  work,  and,  going  to  the 
elevator,  leaned  over  to  look  down  to  the  floor  beneath. 
The  elevator  was  descending,  and  a  cross-bar  on  the  same 
hit  back  of  her  head,  forcing  her  head  between  bar  and  edge 
of  flooring  next  the  elevator  opening,  causing  her  right  jaw 
to  be  broken.  The  elevator  was  reversed,  and  the  girl  was 
taken  out  and  removed  to  the  hospital  for  treatment. 

In  one  of  the  cases  where  loss  of  an  arm  occurred,  the 
man  was  on  his  way  from  the  office  to  the  mill,  and  was 
walking  beside  the  track,  when  he  was  struck  by  a  shifting 
engine  coming  from  behind,  which  knocked  him  down, 
dragged  him  some  distance,  and  crushed  his  left  arm,  making 
it  necessary  to  amputate  the  arm  at  the  shoulder. 

The  right  arm,  in  another  case,  was  lost  under  circum 
stances  as  follows.     While  a  girl  was  cleaning  a  spinning 
frame,  which  had  been  stopped,  but  was  accidentally  started 
by  the  girl  coming  in  contact  with  the  shipper,  her  right 
arm   was   caught  between   the   spokes   of  a  gear  and  the 
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stationary  part  of  the  machine.  The  girl  was  at  once  taken 
to  a  sargeon,  who  found  it  necessary  to  amputate  the  arm, 
two-thirds  of  the  upper  arm  being  taken  off. 

An  employee,  in  attempting  to  oil  a  part  of  a  loom  while 
the  machine  was  running,  got  his  right  arm  caught  and 
drawn  in  between  moving  gears,  resulting  in  the  arm  being 
cut  off  just  below  the  shoulder. 

Another  case  was  that  of  a  man  employed  in  a  publishing 
house  as  an  operator  on  a  covering  machine,  who  had  his 
hand  caught  and  drawn  into  the  machine.  His  hand  was 
badly  crushed,  the  wrist  was  broken,  and  the  forearm  so 
badly  broken  and  bruised  that  it  became  necessary  to  ampu- 
tate the  arm  two  inches  below  the  elbow. 

While  setting  a  belt  in  the  picking  room  of  a  factory,  the 
belt  shipper  caught  in  belt,  striking  a  man  in  the  jaw,  and 
causing  his  jaw  to  be  broken. 

The  fatal  accidents  numbered  48.  Of  these,  12  were 
caused  by  circumstances  not  in  any  way  related  to  the  oper- 
ation of  machinery,  and  happened  as  here  noted,  one  in  each 
of  the  following  causes :  fell  from  platform  in  power  house 
of  electric  light  company ;  killed  by  a  car  thrown  from  the 
track ;  fell  between  car  and  platform  on  to  track ;  struck 
by  a  falling  column,  in  iron  works ;  killed  by  collision  of 
car  with  engine ;  drowned  in  river  close  to  mill ;  died  from 
a  paralytic  stroke ;  fell  from  roof  of  mill  building ;  killed 
by  taking  hold  of  an  electric  wire  while  climbing  over  a 
sand  heap,  where  at  work  shovelling  sand ;  fell  from  a  plat- 
form or  staging  used  in  the  erection  of  a  building ;  struck 
by  a  piece  of  iron  which  fell ;  killed  by  a  car  which  tipped 
over. 

The  other  fatal  accidents  were  due  to  the  following  causes  : 
11  cases  were  those  of  persons  caught  and  crushed  by  eleva- 
tor cars ;  3  by  falling  through  elevator  wells ;  3  by  being 
caught  on  shafting  or  belting;  3  were  caused  by  circular 
saws ;  2  were  caught  in  the  beaters  of  picker  machines ;  and 
1  each  by  the  falling  of  an  elevator  car,  by  the  bursting  of  a 
machine  known  as  **  hydro  extractor,"  struck  on  head  by  a 
broom  handle  which  was  caught  between  belt  and  pulley, 
while  standing  on  closed  trap  door  of  elevator  well  was 
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thrown  from  the  same  by  the  ascending  elevator  lifting  the 
trap  door,  oaoght  in  gears  of  a  wool  soouring  machine,  fatally 
scalded  by  falling  into  cistern  of  hot  water,  crashed  by  a 
rotary  coloring  wheel  in  leather  factory,  caught  and  crashed 
by  cylinder  rolls  in  print  works,  killed  while  engaged  in 
connecting  an  electric  motor,  caught  in  carding  machine, 
run  over  and  crushed  by  an  electric  crane,  by  the  falling  of 
the  counter  balance  weight  of  elevator  killing  two  persons 
and  injuring  several  others,  by  an  explosion  at  fire  in  mill, 
fatally  injured  while  attempting  to  place  belt  on  machine. 

The  circumstances  in  these  cases,  as  far  as  could  be  learned 
by  investigation,  are  given  here  from  the  reports  of  the  in- 
spectors of  this  department,  with  the  name  of  the  person 
fatally  injured,  the  establishment  in  which  the  accident  hap- 
pened, and  the  city  or  town  where  the  same  was  located,  as 
follows :  — 

William  Fitzgerald,  Holyoke.  American  Writing  Paper  Com- 
pany, 6.  C.  Gill  division.  Date* of  accident,  January  11.  Fitz- 
gerald was  employed  in  the  rag  room,  so  called,  one  of  his  duties 
being  to  attend  the  rag-cutting  machine.  No  one  witnessed  the 
accident,  but  it  is  supposed  that  he  used  a  broom  handle  to  shift 
a  belt  from  the  loose  to  the  driving  pulley,  and  in  so  doing  the 
broom  handle  was  caught  between  belt  and  pulley,  breaking  the 
broom  handle,  a  piece  of  which  struck  him  over  the  left  ear, 
crushing  the  skull.  He  was  found  on  the  floor  in  an  unconscious 
condition,  and  was  taken  to  the  hospital,  where  he  died  within  four 
hours  after  the  accident. 

George  C.  Mitchell,  Pittsfield.  Nourse  &  Spooner.  Date  of 
accident,  January  13.  This  accident  occurred  in  the  grocery  de- 
partment of  a  general  market.  Mitchell  was  the  buyer  for  this 
department.  How  the  accident  occurred  is  not  known,  as  no  one 
witnessed  it,  the  first  knowledge  of  the  same  being  the  discovery 
of  Mitchell's  body  between  the  floor  and  the  door  casing.  It 
appeared  upon  investigation  that  Mitchell  pulled  the  shipper  cable 
to  start  the  elevator  from  the  basement  to  the  next  floor,  where  he 
was  standing.  The  elevator  was  provided  with  an  adjustable  lock 
to  stop  at  any  floor  desired.  Upon  the  approach  of  the  elevator 
he  must  have  failed  to  throw  the  lever  in  to  stop  the  car,  and,  as  it 
continued  to  rise,  it  is  probable  that  he  attempted  to  board  the  car 
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and  was  caaght  between  the  floor  of  elevator  and  the  casing  of  the 
door.  His  neck  was  broken  and  he  was  instantly  killed.  The 
report  states  that  he  was  familiar  with  the  operation  of  the  elevator.

George  McAsset,  Newton.  D.  H.  Robblee,  contractor.  Date 
of  accident,  January  16.  McAssey  was  at  work  at  a  circular  saw, 
cutting  a  groove  in  the  end  of  a  picture  moulding,  and  in  some 
way  the  piece  of  moulding  dropped  on  the  saw  and  was  thrown  by 
the  same  with  great  force,  striking  McAssey  in  the  abdomen, 
penetrating  two  or  three  inches,  and  bursting  a  blood  vessel.  He 
died  at  the  hospital  about  two  hours  after  the  accident. 

F.  T.  LoscKAMP,  Boston.  MacuUar  Parker  Company.  Date  of 
accident,  January  18.  Losckamp  was  at  the  time  of  the  accident 
employed  as  assistant  engineer,  one  of  his  duties  being  the  oiling 
of  machinery.  He  was  seen  going  to  the  elevator,  which  he  ran 
upward  some  ten  feet,  and  then  stepped  into  the  well.  Having 
been  missed,  search  was  made,  and  the  elevator  car  was  found 
'  down,  and  Losckamp  was  discovered  under  it,  dead.  As  to  how  the 
accident  occurred  is  not  known.  The  supposition  is  that  he  may 
have  been  at  work  on  shipper  rope,  and  in  that  case  did  not  notice 
the  plunger  descending,  the  elevator  car  coming  down  and  crushing 
him. 

John  St.  Peter,  Holyoke.  Connecticut  Valley  Lumber  Com- 
pany. Date  of  accident,  January  20.  John  St.  Peter  was  rolling 
logs  on  a  saw  carriage,  and  in  some  way  not  known  he  fell  on  car- 
riage frame  that  carries  the  logs  to  the  band  saw.  As  he  fell  he 
struck  the  operator,  causing  him  to  throw  lever  forward  and  the 
carriage  to  move  swiftly  toward  a  7-inch  band  saw,  which  was 
running  full  speed,  cutting  Mr.  St*  Peter  in  two. 

Joseph  Richards,  New  Bedford.  Pierce  Manufacturing  Cor- 
poration. Date  of  accident,  January  28.  Richards  was  a  boy, 
aged  fifteen  years,  and  was  employed  as  a  sweeper  in  the  spinning 
room.  He  was  leaving  the  mill,  and  in  going  through  the  weave 
rooni  he  walked  across  the  trap  doors  covering  the  elevator  well ; 
at  the  same  time  the  elevator  came  up,  lifting  the  trap  doors, 
which  are  flush  with  the  floor,  throwing  him  between  the  upright 
side  slide  or  guide  and  the  open  trap  door.  He  was  badly  crushed 
about  the  head  and  side.  He  was  taken  in  an  ambulance  to  the 
hospital,  where  he  died  on  February  1  following. 
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George  W.  Burgess,  Lowell.  Lowell  Machine  Shop.  Date 
of  aocident,  February  1 .  Burgess  w,as  a  young  man  employed  as 
a  painter.  He  was  working  on  a  staging,  and  in  reaching  by  the 
«nd  of  a  one  and  a  half  inch  shaft  his  jacket  caught  on  the  shaft, 
and  he  was  drawn  on  to  the  same  and  carried  around  it.  His  gar- 
ments were  torn  from  his  body,  letting  him  drop  to  the  floor.  His 
head  was  terribly  mangled,  and  his  body  was  otherwise  badly 
braised.  He  was  immediately  taken  to  the  hospital,  where  he 
•died  from  the  effects  of  the  injuries  he  received,  about  three  hours 
After  the  accident  occurred. 

James  H.  Barrt,  Peabody.  National  Calfskin  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  February  10.  Barry  was  at  the  elevator,  and  he  lay 
down  on  the  floor  and  placed  his  head  in  the  small  hole  in  the  floor, 
directly  under  the  counterbalance  weights,  and  through  which  the 
weights  must  pass  as  the  elevator  car  ascends.  He  was  evidently 
watching  the  elevator,  and  not  realizing  that  the  weights  were  so 
near.  Before  he  could  get  his  head  out,  the  three  hundred  pound 
counterbalance  weights  struck  him,  breaking  his  neck  and  killing 
him  instantly. 

Joseph  Berron,  Lowell.  Appleton  Company.  Date  of  acci- 
dent, February  10.  Berron,  with  three  other  men,  was  riding  on 
the  elevator,  when  through  some  cause  the  elevator  fell  two  stories. 
The  rope  did  not  break,  but  it  slipped  on  the  pulley  of  elevator 
machinery  overhead.  The  fall  was  thirty  feet.  The  elevator  man 
jumped  off  at  the  first  landing.  Two  of  the  other  men  were  not 
hurt.  Berron,  being  a  heavy  man,  weighing  over  two  hundred 
pounds,  was  shaken  up  badly  when  the  car  struck  the  bottom* 
He  was  taken  to  the  hospital,  where  he  died  the  evening  of  the 
following  day,  from  internal  injuries.  The  elevator  had  been 
inspected  and  tested  the  previous  month,  and  was  found  then  to 
be  in  good  condition. 

Enoch  Small,  Groton.  Groton  Leatherboard  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  March  4.  This  accident  was  caused  by  the  man  being 
caught  on  shafting.  His  purpose  for  going  near  the  shafting  is 
not  known,  his  duties  being  to  run  a  leatherboard  machine  at  the 
factory,  and  nothing  requiring  any  work  about  the  shafting.  He 
was  caught  and  earned  around  a  shaft  which  was  making  eighty 
revolutions  per  minute,  and  was  killed.  The  report  states  that  he 
was  sixty- two  years  of  age. 
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Waideck  Paidos,  Hardwick.  Greo.  H.  Gilbert  Manufacturing 
Company.  Date  of  aocident,  March  19.  Paidos  was  employed 
on  a  wool-BCOuring  machine,  when  his  sleeve  was  caught,  drawing 
his  arm  into  the  gears,  causing  the  arm  to  be  badly  torn  between 
shoulder  and  elbow.  The  injury  was  dressed,  and  the  next  morn- 
ing Paidos  seemed  to  be  doing  very  well,  but  later  in  the  day  fever 
developed,  and  he  died  of  surgical  fever  about  noon  of  the  second 
day. 

Morris  Shapiro,  Springfield.  Smith  &  Murray.  Date  of  acci- 
dent, April  14.  Shapiro  was  employed  in  the  tailoring  depart- 
ment of  the  establishment  and,  with  another  man,  had  returned 
to  work  in  the  evening.  After  finishing  their  work,  which  was 
on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  building,  they  took  the  elevator  and 
descended  to  the  basement,  where  the  other  man  stepped  off  into  an 
opening,  leaving  Shapiro  on  the  elevator.  Shapiro  then  pulled  the 
change  rope,  and  the  elevator  ascended  with  him.  In  trying  to 
get  off,  he  was  caught  between  the  elevator  platform  and  the  brick 
wall.  The  alarm  was  given  by  the  other  man,  and  assistance 
came.  After  an  hour*s  hard  work,  in  which  they  had  to  cut  out  a 
portion  of  the  elevator,  they  succeeded  in  removing  Shapiro  from 
his  position.  He  was  taken  to  the  hospital,  but  died  in  the  ambu- 
lance before  they  reached  there. 

James  Talbot,  Wakefield.  Smith  &  Anthony  Company.  Date 
of  accident.  May  6.  Talbot  was  employed  at  a  foundry  in  tend- 
ing a  machine  known  as  a  ^'  separator,"  used  for  the  purpose  of 
separating  coke  from  iron.  In  wheeling  some  waste  matter  away^ 
he  crossed  over  a  planking  which  covered  a  well  or  cistern  which 
was  used  as  a  catch-basin  for  the  exhaust  of  the  engine,  the  water 
in  said  well  or  cistern  being  at  times  boiling  hot ;  at  the  time  of 
the  accident  it  was  in  such  condition.  In  crossing  this  planking 
with  his  wheelbarrow  the  planking  gave  way,  and  Talbot  fell  into 
the  cistern.  He  was  scalded  so  badly  that  he  died  from  the  effects 
of  his  injuries  May  12,  six  days  after  the  occurrence  of  the  acci- 
dent. 

John  Keefe,  Peabody.  National  Calfskin  Company.  Date  of 
accident,  June  26.  Keefe  had  been  in  charge  of  two  rotary  color- 
ing wheels  in  the  leather  factory.  The  wheel  had  been  stopped 
so  that  he  could  take  out  the  skins  that  were  colored,  and  fill  it 
with  other  skins.  The  shippers  operating  the  wheels  are  provided 
with  chains  to  lock  them,  so  that  when  the  wheel  is  stopped  it 
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cannot  be  started  by  any  accident  to  the  friction  pulleys ;  but  it 
appears  that  the  wheel  at  this  time  was  not  locked.  Keefe  was 
removing  the  skins  from  the  wheel  through  a  hole  in  the  side  of 
the  wheel,  his  body  being  partly  in  the  wheel,  when  suddenly  the 
wheel  started,  and  before  he  could  get  out  he  was  crushed  between 
the  wheel  and  the  frame  on  which  it  rested,  and  was  killed  almost 
instantly. 

Walter  V.  Harbinotom,  North  Adams.  Arnold  Print  Works. 
Date  of  accident,  June  26.  Harrington  was  employed  as  tender 
in  the  padding  room,  so  called,  to  run  the  engine  that  drives  the 
cylinder  dryers,  and  to  clean  the  cylinders  when  found  necessary. 
This  cleaning  process  is  called  in  print  works  ^*can  cleaning," 
consisting  of  scraping  the  cylinders  with  a  piece  of  plate  imbedded 
in  wood,  about  nine  inches  long  and  one  inch  blade.  To  do  the 
work  properly,  a  man  ascends  to  the  top  of  the  machine,  and, 
with  his  feet  resting  on  a  stationary  bar,  and  one  hand  grasping  a 
bar  above,  he  uses  the  other  hand  to  scrape  the  cylinders.  Two 
men  are  required  at  this  particular  work,  one  to  watch  and  slowly 
run  the  engine,  while  the  other  does  the  cleaning.  Harrington 
was  on  top,  scraping  the  cylinders,  and,  in  manner  not  known,  his 
hand  was  caught  between  the  rolls  and  drawn  in,  causing  his  body 
to  be  also  drawn  into  the  machinery.  All  of  the  ribs  on  his  right 
side  were  broken,  his  head  was  badly  injured,  and  his  neck  was 
found  to  be  broken.  He  died  about  an  hour  after  the  accident. 
There  appears  to  be  no  other  way  to  clean  these  cylinders. 

Nicholas  Coupertilios,  Lowell.  Massachusetts  Cotton  Mills. 
Date  of  accident,  July  7.  Coupertilios  was  at  work  on  a  breaker 
picker  machine,  and  was  cleaning  the  feed  roll  while  the  machine 
was  in  motion.  He  lifted  the  cover  from  the  beater  and  put  in 
his  hand.  The  said  beater  was  revolviifg  at  the  rate  of  sixteen 
hundred  revolutions  per  minute.  His  hand  was  cut  off,  his  arm 
was  hanging  by  a  piece  of  skin  from  the  shoulder,  and  his  head 
was  badly  crushed.  He  was  conveyed  to  the  hospital,  where  he 
died  on  the  operating  table. 

Nicholas  Barras,  Lowell.  Lawrence  Manufacturing  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  July  30.  Nicholas  Barras  was  employed  in  the 
card  room,  and  was  fatally  injured  while  cleaning  a  card  which  at 
the  time  was  in  motion.  The  card  machine  was  driven  by  leather 
belts  and*ropes,  and  Barras,  in  brushing  the  machine,  in  some 
way  knocked  one  of  the  ropes  off  a  pulley,  the  rope  being  caught 
oil  a  leather  belt.     BaiTas  took  hold  of  the  rope  to  pull  it  from  the 
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belt,  when  the  rope  became  wound  around  his  right  arm,  pulling 
the  arm  completely  off  from  the  shoulder.  He  was  taken  to  the 
hospital,  where  he  died  from  loss  of  blood  soon  after  arriving. 
The  inspector,  in  his  written  report,  states  that  there  seems  to  be 
no  way  of  guarding  against  such  accidents  from  these  machines, 
except  great  care  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  operating  them. 
They  are  machines  in  general  use  in  other  mills. 

Charles  E.  Johnson,  Somerville.  Mason  &  Hamlin  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  August  1*  It  appears  that  Johnson  was  at 
work  sawing  strips  of  wood,  and,  as  he  passed  one  piece  of  the 
wood  between  the  saw  and  the  gauge,  the  wood  caught  on  the  back 
of  the  saw  and  was  thrown  back  with  such  force  that  it  struck 
Johnson  in  the  abdomen,  causing  injuries  which  resulted  fatally  in 
about  twenty- four  hours  afterward. 

Tift  Remoskt,  Easthampton.  West  Boylston  Manufacturing 
Company.  Date  of  accident,  August  22.  Remosky,  or  Ebnosky, 
was  a  boy  about  seventeen  years  old,  who  was  employed  as  a  back 
boy  in  the  mule  spinning  room.  He  went  to  the  elevator  to  see  if 
there  was  some  roving  coming  up,  and  stepped  on  the  elevator  hatch 
door,  the  elevator  being  equipped  with  automatic  gates  and  hatch 
doors.  As  he  stepped  on,  the  elevator  car,  ascending,  lifted  the 
hatch  door,  and  he  was  thrown  over  against  the  guide  post,  crush- 
ing him  to  death. 

Michael  Butts,  Boston.  D.  J.  Hallissy  &  Co.  Date  of  acci- 
dent, August  28.  Butts  was  about  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  was 
employed  as  an  errand  boy.  He  was  on  the  top  floor  of  the  build- 
ing, and  during  the  noon  hour  he  went  to  the  basement,  where  he 
was  seen  by  some  of  the  men,  looking  around.  They  shortly 
afterward  heard  his  cries,  and  found  him  caught  between  the  ele- 
vator and  the  flooring.  When  he  was  caught,  it  threw  the  elevator 
machinery  out  of  gear,  and  it  was  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  before  he 
could  be  released.  It  was  found  that  his  back  and  some  ribs  were 
broken.  He  was  removed  to  an  ambulance,  in  which  he  died  on 
the  way  to  the  hospital.  From  all  the  circumstances  which  could 
be  learned,  it  is  thought  that  he  either  started  the  elevator  himself, 
or  tried  to  get  on  to  the  same  after  some  one  else  had  started  it, 
and  was  caught  between  the  car  and  top  of  the  basement  door,  in 
which  position  he  was  found. 

George  Bezzetti,  Boston*  Exchange  Building,  53  State  Street. 
Date  of  accident,  September  4.     Bezzetti  was  a  boy  about  sixteen 
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years  of  age,  and  was  a  passenger  with  others  on  the  elevator  from 
the  street  floor  of  said  building.  As  the  car  ascended,  the  attend- 
ant called  the  several  floors  as  they  were  reached,  and  at  the  eighth 
floor  one  man  got  off  from  the  elevator,  and  the  door  was  then 
closed ;  but,  as  the  car  was  passing  up,  the  attendant  noticed  the 
Bezzetti  boy  standing  on  the  threshold  of  the  elevator  well,  when 
he  immediately  reversed  the  lever  and  attempted  to  catch  hold  of 
the  boy,  but  too  late,  for  the  boy  fell  backward  into  the  well  and 
was  instantly  killed. 

John  Dillon,  Boston.  L.  N.  Cushman,  291  and  293  Congress 
Street.  Date  of  accident,  September  8.  This  was  another  case 
where  the  person  killed  was  an  errand  boy,  and  met  his  death  by 
falling  through  an  elevator  well.  He  was  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  building,  with  some  bundles  to  take  out.  No  one  saw  him 
fall,  and  he  had  been  missed  only  a  few  minutes  when  he  was  found 
in  the  elevator  well.  It  appears  that  he  must  have  fallen  upon  the 
elevator,  which  was  filled  with  mail,  and  at  the  time  on  a  level  with 
the  shipping  floor,  and  from  there  again  to  the  floor  in  the  base- 
ment. The  boy  was  taken  to  the  hospital,  where  he  died  the 
following  morning. 

Anthony  Keinis,  Worcester.  Amencan  Steel  and  Wire  Com- 
pany. Date  of  accident,  September  27.  Keinis  was  working  on 
a  large  electric  travelling  crane,  on  which  he  was  repairing  an  oil 
cup.  He  was  caught  and  crushed  between  the  crane  and  the 
track.  The  flrst  that  was  known  of  the  accident  was  when  his 
body  fell  to  the  ground.  From  the  report  it  appears  that  the 
crane  was  started  without  the  person  who  started  the  same  know- 
ing that  E^inis  was  on  the  track.     He  was  instantly  killed. 

John  Batista,  Boston.  H.  Erikorian,  42  Thayer  Street.  Date 
of  accident,  October  1 .  Batista  was  trying  to  adjust  a  belt  on  a 
pulley,  using  a  pole  for  the  purpose.  The^belt  became  twisted  on 
the  shafting,  and,  taking  a  stepladder,  he  went  to  the  shafting  in 
order  to  unt¥rist  the  belt.  In  some  way  his  arm  was  caught  in  the 
belt,  and  he  was  thrown  from  the  step  ladder  to  the  floor,  break- 
ing his  arm  and  receiving  other  injuries,  from  the  effects  of  which 
he  died  at  the  hospital  the  evening  of  the  same  day. 

Brnjamin  O.  Crane  and  Frances  Herliht,  Lynn.  A.  £. 
Little  &  Co.  Date  of  accident,  October  3.  This  accident  was 
caused  by  the  counterbalance  weight  of  the  elevator  falling  and 
crashing  through  the  cage  of  the  elevator  car,  killing  two  persons 
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and  injaring  several  others.  Mr.  Crane,  the  assistant  superintend- 
ent, who  was  killed,  started  the  passenger  elevator  to  carry  a 
number  of  employees  to  the  stitching  room  on  the  fifth  floor. 
When  the  elevator  got  between  the  fourth  and  fifth  floors  it  sud- 
denly stopped,  and  he  pulled  the  shipper  rope ;  the  car  then  started 
down,  and  continued  on  to  the  first  floor.  While  the  car  was 
descending,  the  counterbalance  weight  was  going  up  in  the  run 
provided  for  it  at  the  side  of  the  well,  and  when  it  arrived  near  the 
top  of  the  well,  something  must  have  come  in  contact  with  it. 
The  great  strain  on  the  wii'e  rope  caused  the  sheave  and  its  sup- 
ports to  fail,  and  the  rope,  falling  on  the  top  of  the  partition, 
broke,  the  counterweight  started  down  the  run  a  distance  of 
seventy  feet,  and  when  about  ten  feet  above  the  top  of  the  cage  of 
the  car  the  run  opened  where  it  was  spliced,  and  the  counterweight, 
coming  out  of  the  run,  fell  on  the  top  of  the  cage  of  the  car, 
crashing  through  the  same,  and  striking  Mr.  Crane  and  Frances 
Herlihy,  a  girl  employee,  killing  them  both  almost  instantly. 
Investigation  found  that  the  hoisting  machinery,  hoisting  ropes  and 
safety  device  on  car  were  in  proper  condition  and  working  order ; 
the  tops  of  the  runs  were  lagged  to  a  piece  of  timber  four  by  six 
inches  size,  and  that  in  turn  was  lagged  to  an  ordinary  partition, 
which  could  not  be  very  strong.  Whatever  came  in  contact  with 
the  counterweight  struck  the  timber,  tearing  it  from  its  fastenings 
and  dropping  it  three  or  four  feet  between  the  runs  and  the  par- 
tition. 

£doar  L.  Estes,  Lynn.  William  Porter  &  Son.  Date  of 
accident,  October  28.  Estes  was  a  carpenter  and  was  engaged  in 
making  repairs  at  the  openings  to  the  elevator  well.  The  elevator 
coming  down,  caught  him  between  gate  and  car.  The  elevator 
was  reversed,  but  before  he  could  be  reached  he  fell  through  the 
well,  causing  injuiies  which  resulted  fatally  two  days  afterward. 

Frank  Raffa,  Lowell.  Tremont  and  Suffolk  Mills.  Date  of 
accident,  October  81.  Raffa  was  employed  in  the  picker  room, 
and,  while  at  his  work  at  a  picker  machine,  pulled  the  dust  box  out 
from  under  the  picker,  and  crawled  under  the  machine  while  it 
was  in  motion,  although  forbidden  to  do  so.  He  then  tried  to 
clean  the  grid  bars  close  to  the  beater,  when  his  left  arm  was 
caught  in  the  beater,  drawing  him  on  to  the  same,  killing  him 
instantly. 

Merton  L.  Alden,  Boston.  Walworth  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany.    Date  of  accident,  November  1*    Alden  was  a  boy  about 
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eighteen  years  of  age,  and  was  employed  on  the  fourth  floor  of 

the  building.     He  was  caught  between  the  elevator  car  and  the 

flooring,  while  trying  to  jump  on  to  the  elevator  while  it  was  in 

motion,  and  was  instantly  killed.     The  gates  to  the  elevator  were 

automatic ;  as  the  elevator  ascended,  it  carried  the  gates  up,  then, 

as  it  passed  on  upward  by  the  landing,  let  the  gates  down  to 

place.     No  one  saw  the  accident  occur,  but  it  would  seem  that, 

in  trying  to  get  on  to  the  car  before  the  gate  came  down,  he  was 

not  qnick  enough  in  the  attempt,  and  was  crushed  between  the 

elevator  and  gate.

William  J.  Fallon,  Revere.     D.  &  L.  Slade  Company.     Date 

of  accident,  November  14.     This  accident  was  the  result  of  an 

explosion  which  occurred  in  a  mill  where  the  work  of  grinding 

spices  and  herbs  is  carried  on.     It  was  during  the  night  time,  and 

Fallon  and  another  man  were  the  only  ones  at  work  in  the  mill. 

Fallon  discovered  that  in  the  receiving  box  connected  with  one  of 

the  mills  a  slight  flre  was  in  progress.     He  reported  the  fact  to  the 

other  man,  and  the  two  went  to  the  box  to  extinguish  the  fire. 

They   took  with   them   a  portable  flre  extinguisher;   but  before 

beginning  to  use  the  same,  and  while  removing  the  box,  a  slight 

explosion  took  place,  blowing  the  flame  into 'their  faces.     Both 

were  burned,  but  Fallon  evidently  received  the  greater  part  of  the 

flame.     It  is  supposed  that  he  either  breathed  some  of  the  flame 

into  his  lungs  or  was  suffocated  in  the  dense  smoke  which  followed. 

Being  unable  to  put  out  the  flames  with  the  extinguisher,  the  other 

man  sought  assistance,  rushing  to  the  nearest  fire-alarm  box  and 

ringing  in  the  alarm,  bringing  the  fire  department  to  the  place. 

Fallon  was  found  lying  near  one  of  the  windows,  and  efforts  were 

made  to  resuscitate  him ;  a  physician  was  sent  for,  but  when  he 

arrived  and  made  examination  he  stated  that  Fallon  was  dead. 

Alfred  Dbneault,  West  Springfield.  Mittineague  Paper 
Company.  Date  of  accident,  November  18.  Deneault  was  em- 
ployed on  a  paper  machine  as  back  tender.  The  part  of  the 
machine  called  the  ''  screen  shaker"  was  not  running,  and  he  was 
in  the  act  of  placing  the  belt  from  the  revolving  drum  to  the  drum 
on  screen,  when  in  some  way  he  was  thrown  to  the  floor,  where 
the  machine  tender  found  him  dead,  with  his  neck  broken.  As  no 
one  witnessed  the  accident,  the  exact  particulars  are  not  known. 

W.  A.  DoLBEARE,  Boston.  Board  of  Trade  building.  Date  of 
accident,  November  20.  This  accident  was  caused  by  being  caught 
in  elevator.     From  all  that  could  be  learned,  it  is  supposed  that 
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Dolbeare  signaled  the  elevator  on  its  downward  trip ;  that  the  ele* 
vator  boy  stopped  the  elevator  and  opened  the  door,  when,  as 
Dolbeare  was  entering  the  car,  the  lever,  from  some  anaceountable 
reason,  sprang  to  the  right,  and  the  car  started  downward  at  a 
rapid  rate.  The  boy,  noting  Dolbeare's  dangerous  position,  at 
once  sprang  to  his  assistance,  but  too  late,  and  he  too  was  drawn 
in,  being  caught  by  the  arms,  and  went  down  with  the  elevator, 
until  his  body,  being  wedged  in  by  the  side  of  car,  stopped  it  just 
below  the  second  floor.  Mr.  N.  W.  Mitchell,  superintendent  of 
the  building,  hearing  the  cries  from  his  office,  rushed  to  the  ele- 
vator, and,  seeing  the  boy's  legs  dangling  inside  the  car,  at  once 
with  the  janitor  sprang  into  the  car,  and  was  about  to  start  the 
elevator  up,  when  some  one  from  the  floor  above  cried  out  not  to 
start  up,  as  there  was  somebody  on  top  of  the  car.  The  door  was 
then  opened  from  above,  and  the  body  of  Dolbeare  was  found  and 
taken  off.  He  had  probably  fallen  on  the  car  when  the  floor  from 
which  he  started  was  passed.  Both  of  those  injured  were  taken 
to  the  hospital.  Dolbeare  died  soon  afterward.  The  elevator  boy 
was  badly  bruised,  but  not  seriously  injured. 

Louis  P.  Walthour,  Lawrence.  Briggs  &  Allyn  Manufactur- 
ing Company.  Date  of  accident,  November  21.  Walthour  was 
employed  as  a  painter,  and,  while  crossing  over  an  automatic  ele- 
vator hatch,  the  elevator,  as  it  was  ascending,  lifted  the  hatch, 
causing  Walthour  to  lose  his  balance  and  fall  against  the  partition, 
being  caught  and  crushed  between  the  hatch  and  partition  in  a 
space  of  eight  and  a  half  inches.  He  was  carried  to  the  hospital, 
where  it  was  found  he  had  received  a  compound  fracture  of  the  hip 
and  suffered  internal  injuries,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died  two 
days  afterward. 

Forfeited  Liquors. 

Section  80  of  chapter  100  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides 
as  follows :  — 

Section  80.  Any  liquor  so  foi*feited  shall,  by  the  authority 
of  the  written  order  of  the  court  or  trial  justice,  be  forwarded  by 
common  carrier  to  the  chief  of  the  district  police,  who  upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  same  shall  notify  said  court  of  justice  thereof.  Said 
officer  shall  sell  the  same,  and  after  paying  the  cost  of  the  trans- 
portation of  the  liquors  he  shall  pay  over  the  net  proceeds  to  the 
treasurer  and  receiver  general.  The  officer  who  serves  the  order 
above  named  shall  be  allowed  therefor  fifty  cents,  but  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  receive  any  travelling  fees  or  mileage  on  account  of  the 
service  thereof. 
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In  obedience  to  the  above  law,  I  have  received  from  the 
officers  of  the  Commonwealth  all  liquors,  and  the  vessels 
containing  the  same,  which  have  been  delivered  to  me  as 
having  been  seized  and  forfeited  by  virtue  of  said  act,  giv- 
ing my  receipt  for  the  same.

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By  virtue  of  the  aet  of  1902,  passed  on  the  recommendation  of  this 
Board,  the  report  is  presented  in  one  document  instead  of  being  submitted 
in  separate  parts,  as  heretofore.  This  change  in  the  law  has  permitted 
greater  condensation  than  has  hitherto  been  possible.  Statistics  which 
were  necessarily  presented  in  the  parts  referring  to  the  different  institu- 
tions and  then  recapitulated  in  the  general  tables  are  now  all  to  be  found 
in  one  place.  The  only  change  required  by  the  Board  of  Publication  is  the 
omission  of  certain  comparative  tables.  It  has  been  the  custom  to  print 
these  tables  for  the  convenience  of  persons  who  could  not  readily  refer  to 
the  reports  of  preceding  years,  but  as  that  Board  desired  that  the  state- 
ments should  be  substantially  limited  to  matters  of  the  present  year,  these 
tables  are  generally  omitted.  A  few  comparisons  with  the  preceding  year 
only  are  retained. 

The  subdivisions  giving  the  details  of  this  document  ar&  practically  the

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  R^resentaiives  in  General  Court 

assembled : 

The  second  annual  report  of  the  Prison  Commissioners,  covering 
the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1902,  is  herewith  presented. 

During  the  year  there  were  committed  for  non-payment  of  fines 
and  on  term  sentences  to  all  the  prisons  in  the  State  25,527  persons. 
Of  these,  156  went  to  the  State  Prison,  479  to  the  Massachusetts 
Reformatory,  231  to  the  Reformatory  Prison  for  Women,  1,433  to 
the  State  Farm,  and  23,228  to  the  jails  and  houses  of  correction. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  in  custody  in  the  State  Prison 
815,  in  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  840,  in  the  Reformatory 
Prison  for  Women  247,  in  the  State  Farm  841,  in  the  jails  and 
houses  of  correction  under  sentence  3,115,  and  awaiting  trial  478, 
making  a  total  of  6,336,  which  was  105  less  than  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  and  the  smallest  number  remaining  in  any  year  since 
1891.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  prisons  are  not  now  in  a 
crowded  condition. 

The  returns  show  that  81,876  persons  were  arrested  in  the  cities, 
and  of  these,  51,159  were  for  drunkenness.  Thirteen  thousand 
nine  hundred* and  thirty-seven  were  arrested  in  the  towns,  7,076 
being  for  drunkenness. 

The  number  of  persons  taken  on  probation  in  the  municipal, 
police  and  district  courts  was  7,360,  and  1,058  persons  were  put  on 
probation  in  the  superior  courts.  From  information  obtained  from 
the  justices  and  probation  officers  it  appears  that  the  probation  law 
has  now  become  an  exceedingly  useful  adjunct  to  the  work  of  the 
courts.  It  would  be  impossible  to  say  how  much  of  the  diminution 
in  the  prison  population  is  owing  to  the  probation  system,  but  it 
can  be  said  safely  that  the  results  have  amply  justified  the  experi- 
ment of  1891,  when  the  law  was  made  generally  operative. 
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At  the  })eginning  of  the  year  there  were  pending  in  the  superior 
courts  2,180  casow,  and  6,258  were  begun  during  the  ye^r.  The 
number  of  cases  coming  before  the  municipal,  police  and  district 
courts  and  trial  justices  was  97,915.  In  the  superior  courts  1,887 
sentences  were  imposed,  and  in  the  lower  courts  53,824. 

Improvejvients  and  Repairs. 

Chapter  32  of  the  Resolves  of  1902  authorized  an  expenditure  of 
$6,000  for  replacing  the  trap  entrance  and  providing  a  new  wall  at 
the  State  Prison.  On  September  30,  only  $174.96  had  been  ex- 
pended, but  since  that  time  the  work  has  been  practically  completed. 
The  same  resolve  provides  $2,000  for  repairs  on  the  roofs  of  the 
State  Prison  buildings,  none  of  which  work  was  done  prior  to  the 
first  of  October. 

In  the  superintendent's  report  will  be  found  the  details  of  the 
expenditure  of  special  appropriations  at  the  Massachusetts  Reforma- 
tory, which  include  $3,000  for  providing  additional  shop  room  and 
$19,700  for  repairing  and  improving  the  system  of  heating,  both 
authorized  by  chapter  471  of  the  Acts  of  1901.  The  superintendent 
also  gives  details  as  to  the  new  hospital,  laundry  and  bath-house 
appropriation,  authorized  by  chapter  53  of  the  Resolves  of  1900. 
No  expenditure  has  yet  been  made  from  the  appropriation  for  new 
books  for  the  library,  authorized  by  chapter  33  of  the  Resolves  of 
1902. 

At  the  Reformatory  Prison  for  Women  the  storehouse  authorized 
by  chapter  471  of  the  Acts  of  1901  has  been  completed  at  an  expense 
of  $8,999.80.  From  the  sum  of  $2,500  granted  by  chapter  83  of  the 
Resolves  of  1902  for  painting  buildings,  $753.45  has  been  expended ; 
and  of  the  sum  authorized  for  new  stairways  and  pther  means  of 
protection  from  fire,  only  $1,038.87  had  been  paid  on  September 
30,  but  the  work  is  now  practically  completed.  The  new  boilers 
authorized  by  chapter  83  of  the  Resolves  of  1902  have  been  installed. 

CoNDrnoN  OF  the  Prisons, 

The  details  as  to  the  state  of  the  prisons  are  set  forth  under  ap- 
propriate heads  in  the  various  parts  of  this  report.  It  may  be  said 
generally  that  the  prisons  are  all  in  good  order  in  respect  to  the 
discipline  and  other  featiu'es  of  the  management.  The  buildings  at 
the  State  Prison  and  reformatories  require  no  extraordinary  repairs, 
nor  do  they  need  enlargement  for  the  present  numbers  of  prisoners. 
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The  only  special  appropriation  needed  at  the  present  time  is  one  for 
enlarging  the  shop  capacity  at  the  State  Prison. 

The  addition  to  the  public-use  industries  of  the  hosiery  work  re- 
moved from  the  South  Boston  House  of  Correction,  and  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  other  industries  of  that  kind,  will  make  it  necessary  to 
have  additional  shop  room  ;  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  sum  of 
$3,000  be  appropriated  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  shop  which 
is  devoted  to  the  industries  carried  on  by  hand.  No  special  appro- 
priation for  this  purpose  would  be  necessary  if  the  General  Court 
would  give  permission  to  expend,  from  the  income  of  the  indus- 
tries, an  amount  sufficient  to  enlarge  the  shop. 

Aid  to  Discharged  Prisoners. 

The  law  in  relation  to  aiding  discharged  prisoners  is  now  con- 
tained in  sections  136  to  142  of  chapter  225  of  the  Revised  Laws. 
A  slight  verbal  change  that  was  made  when  the  statutes  were  under 
revision  renders  section  136  ambiguous  and  uncertain.  The  Arst 
part  of  the  section  seems  to  give  the  agents  of  the  commissioners 
authority  to  assist  prisonei-s  from  any  prison  in  the  State,  but  that 
part  of  the  section  which  authorizes  the  expenditure  of  money  limits 
the  expenditure  of  such  money  strictly  to  the  State  institutions.  In 
all  the  counties  but  one,  however,  the  law  has  been  construed  as 
authorizing  the  counties  to  continue  the  practice  of  giving  aid  to 
discharged  prisoners  when  necessary.  It  is  recommended  that  sec- 
tion 13B  be  amended  so  as  to  remove  any  uncertainty  in  this  respect. 

Expense  of  Removing  Prisoners. 

The  expense  of  removing  prisoners  to  and  from  the  State  institu- 
tions is  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  except  in  the  case  of  removal  to 
the  Reformatory  Prison  for  Women.  Attention  was  called  to  this 
incongruity  when  the  laws  were  under  revision,  but  the  change  was 
Dot  made  then,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  same  rule  of  pay- 
ment be  made  to  apply  to  all  cases.  Very  few  such  removals  are 
made,  and  the  expense  of  the  change  would  be  small. 

Sentences  to  the  Reformatory  Prison  for  Women. 

The  indeterminate  sentence  was  adopted  for  the  Massachusetts 
Reformatory  in  1886,  and  since  that  time  no  definite  sentences  to 
that  place  have  boon  imposed  by  the  State  couils  except  in  a  few 
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cases,  whore  the  court  desired  to  give  a  longer  sentence  than  five 
years,  which  is  the  maximum  fixed  by  the  law.  The  experience 
under  this  law  justifies  the  belief  that  a  similar  plan  would  improve 
the  methods  of  dealing  with  the  prisoners  at  the  Reformatory  Prison 
for  Women,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  indeterminate  sentence 
be  applied  to  that  place  in  substantially  the  same  form  in  which  it 
now  exists  for  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory. 

Destruction  of  Cattle  at  the  Massachusetts  Reformatohy- 

Some  time  after  the  superintendent  of  the  Massachusetts  Reforma- 
tory submitted  his  report  to  the  conmiissioners  the  foot  and  mouth 
disease  appeared  among  the  cattle  at  that  place,  and  all  the  cows 
and  pigs  have  been  killed  by  the  direction  of  the  United  States 
inspectors.  The  value  of  the  stock  destroyed  is  estimated  at  about 
$5,800,  and  it  is  recommended  that  a  special  appropriation  of  $5,000 
be  granted  to  restock  the  farm  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
cattle  inspectors,  the  danger  from  the  foot  and  mouth  disease  has 
passed. 

Age  Limit  for  Officers. 

Attention  is  especially  called  to  that  part  of  the  report  of  the 
superintendent  of  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  which  refers  to 
the  age  limit  for  officers  in  that  institution  ;  and  it  is  respectfully 
suggested  that  the  whole  question  of  the  appointment  of  officers  at 
the  different  prisons  should  be  carefully  considered,  with  a  view  to 
securing  the  service  of  young  men  as  &r  as  possible. 

Water  Sut»ply  for  the  Massachusetts  Reform atory. 

The  General  Court  of  1902  passed  a  resolve  authorizing  this  Board 
to  investigate  the  matter  of  supplying  the  Massachusetts  Reforma- 
tory with  water  from  Nagog  Pond,  so  called,  in  the  towns  of  Little- 
ton and  Acton.  Pursuant  to  that  resolve  the  commissioners  have 
caused  a  survey  to  be  made  of  the  land  situated  between  the  reform- 
atory and  the  pond,  and  have  now  on  file  a  plan  giving  the  eleva- 
tions, etc.,  with  a  report  of  the  engineer  estimating  the  cost  of  laying 
the  pipe  and  other  engineering  features.  The  estimate  on  this 
account  is  $58,000  in  round  numbers.  Part  of  the  way  the  pii^j 
could  be  laid  in  the  public  highway,  which  would  involve  no 
extra  expense  ;  for  a  portion  of  the  distance,  however,  it  would  cross 
private  land,  and  it  is  impossible  to  make  a  fair  estimate  of  the  land 
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damages.  Besides,  the  State  Board  of  Health,  who  made  an  exam- 
ination at  the  request  of  the  commissionei*s,  expresses  the  opinion 
that  in  order  to  protect  the  water  supply,  if  so  taken,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  take  a  tract  of  land  along  the  entire  shore  of  the  lake. 
This  pond  has  in  recent  years  become  a  sununer  resort,  and  land  is 
therefore  held  at' a  comparatively  high  value.  It  should  be  noted 
that  the  town  of  Concord  was  given  the  right  to  the  waters  of  that 
pond  by  chapter  201  of  the  Acts  of  1884.  One  section  of  that  act 
reserved  to  the  Conmionwealth  the  right  to  take  water  from  the  pond 
for  the  use  of  the  State  buildings  now  occupied  by  the  Massachusetts 
Reformatory.  It  was  provided,  however,  that  if  the  town  should 
renew  the  contract  then  existing  to  supply  the  buildings  with 
water,  or  should  tender  a  renewal  with  extension  for  twenty  years 
on  the  same  terms,  then  the  right  of  the  Commonwealth  should 
cease.  We  are  informed  that  the  town  of  Concord  has  complied 
with  all  the  conditions  of  the  act.  We  are  informed  also  that  in 
view  of  the  increased  needs  of  the  town,  and  of  the  fact  that  no 
greater  quantity  than  is  now  furnished  can  be  obtained  from  the 
present  source,  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  provide  a  further  supply 
from  elsewhere.  Considering  all  the  circumstances  it  does  not  seem 
advisable  to  reconmnend  any  appropriation  at  present,  but  the  matter 
is  stated  here  for  purposes  of  information. 

It  was  suggested  by  the  Board  of  Health  that  it  might  be  advisable 
to  seek  a  supply  nearer  to  the  reformatory.  Some  borings  and  tests 
have  already  been  made  in  the  vicinity  of  the  reformatory,  but  thus 
fiur  no  water  has  been  found  that  would  furnish  a  suitable  supply  for 
domestic  purposes.  Acting  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  however,  the  search  will  be  continued. 

Verbal  Changes  in  the  Laws. 

After  the  conmaission  on  the  revision  of  the  statutes  reported  in 
1901,  the  General  Court  passed  two  acts  which  made  it  necessary  to 
again  revise  certain  of  the  laws  relating  to  prisons ;  and  in  making 
the  later  revision  some  needed  verbal  changes  were  overlooked.  It 
is  therefore  recommended  that  section  28  of  chapter  225  of  the 
Revised  Laws  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "  state ''  from 
the  fourth  line  ;  and  that  section  51  of  that  chapter  be  amended  by 
changing  the  word  «*  he  **  in  the  eighth  line  to  "  they,  "  and  the  word 
"  him  "  in  the  ninth  line  to  *'  them.  "     The  first  of  these  changes  is

needed  to  make  the  law  operative  in  respect  to  the  Reformatory 
Prison  for  Women,  and  the  second  to  take  the  ambiguity  from  the 
section. 

Estimates. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  sum  of  $81,000  will  be  required  for  the 
salaries  of  officers  at  the  State  Prison  for  next  year,  and  that  $81,- 
000  will  be  needed  for  the  expenses.  These  estimates  are  made  after 
conference  with  the  warden,  and  the  detailed  items  included  in  the 
sum  of  $81,000  for  expenses  are  presented  in  his  report. 

The  estimates  for  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  are  $82,000  for 
salaries  of  officers,  $24,900  for  instructors,  teachers,  etc.,  and 
$109,700  for  other  expenses,  the  details  of  which  are  set  forth  in 
the  superintendent's  report. 

The  estimates  for  the  Reformatory  Prison  for  Women  are  as  fol- 
lows :  salaries,  $25,000,  and  other  expenses,  $32,000.  The  detailed 
items  of  the  expenses  as  reported  by  the  superintendent  are  as  fol- 
lows :  provisions,  $8,000;  fuel  and  lights,  $7,000;  clothing  and 
bedding,  $1,500;  hospital  supplies,  $400;  furniture  and  household 
articles,  $1,500;  books  and  stationery,  $400;  laundry  supplies, 
$200  ;  repairs  on  buildings,  $2,000  ;  stable  and  stock  barns,  $4,000  ; 
farm  expenses,  $3,500;  incidental  expenses,  $2,000;  engineer's 
department,  $1,500;  sewage  disposal,  $600.

WARDEN'S  REPORT. 


CHA&LB8T0WN,  Oct.  1,  1902. 

2b  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1902. 

The  average  number  of  prison  population  has  been  slightly  less^ 
and  the  expense  of  maintenance  eoiTespondingly  so,  than  that  of 
last  year.  The  health  of  the  institution  has  been  good.  During  the 
early  months  of  excitement  caused  by  small-pox  the  institution  was 
quarantined,  officers  and  inmates  vaccinated,  with  the  result  that 
the  disease  did  not  appear  among  us. 

The  new  wall  and  trap  entrance  and  repairs  on  roofs  of  the  officers' 
houses,  for  which  special  appropriations  have  been  allowed,  have 
not  been  completed.  Only  $174.96  has  been  expended  from  the 
appropriation  for  new  wall  and  trap  entrance,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
the  wall  will  be  completed  during  the  month  of  October,  and  the 
roofs  of  the  officers'  houses  repaired. 

The  prisoners  have  been  fairly  well  employed  during  the  year, 
contributing  something  to  reduce  the  expense  of  maintenance,  as 
will  be  seen  in  the  financial  report. 

I  recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  the  regular  main- 
tenance of. the  prison  for  the  coming  year:  salaries  for  officers, 
$81,000;  for  repairs  and  maintenance  of  the  real  and  personal 
property,  including  all  the  dwellings  on  the  prison  plant,  $7,000; 
for  provisions,  $35,000 ;  bedding  and  clothing,  $7,500 ;  education, 
$500;  discharged  prisoners,  $600;  fuel  and  lights,  $12,600;  water, 
$5,000 ;  contingent,  incidental  and  travelling  expenses,  $12,800 ; 
total,  $162,000.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners : 

Whatever  tends  to  make  a  prisoner  better  for  society  by  uplifting 
him  from  moral  degradation^  and  prompting  him  to  reflect  upon  his 
ways  that  are  evil ;  whatever  enables  him  to  realize  his  true  position 
and  the  true  purpose  of  life,  and  suggests  incentives  and  helps  tp 
attain  the  same,  —  cannot  be  said  to  be  unimportant  or  secondary  in 
prison  discipline.  In  prison  life,  as  elsewhere,  religion  accomplishes 
this.  All  else  of  moral  tendency  may  be  auxiliary,  but  any  attempted 
reformation  of  character  with  religion  omitted  must  in  the  end  prove 
unsatisfactory  or  a  failure.  Many  who  are  in  prison  have  never 
known,  in  home  or  life,  its  sweet  and  saving  power.  Some  who 
did  were  early  led  astray  to  paths  ending  in  prison.  Here,  then, 
both  these  classes  of  men  find  their  first  opportunity  to  accept  and 
develop  a  religious  life.  Here  they  may  awake  to  its  message  of 
peace  to  the  soul.  Here  religion  is  believed  to  bring  such  message, 
and  its  ministers  are  regarded  as  friends,  whether  they  are  obeyed 
or  otherwise.  How  many  men  have  been  heard  by  the  chaplain  to 
say,  '*  Had  I  but  lived  up  to  my  religious  faith,  I  would  not  be  here." 

"But  do  any  reform?"  Every  chaplain  knows  of  individual 
cases  that  have  left  the  prison  walls  changed  and  better  men,  and 
who  are  now  succeeding  in  living  good  lives.  If  some  do  it,  more 
may,  and,  though  not  under  the  eye  of  the  chaplain,  may  be  gaining 
credit  for  well-doing  wherever  they  are.  Such  instances  are  not 
wanting  in  the  history  of  ex-prisoners.  The  fact  of  reformation  is 
not  doubted  by  competent  judges.  How  many  have  learned  the 
truth  savingly  to  life  eternal,  no  one  may  say,  still,  all  thoughtful 
people  must  be  encouraged  by  men  daily  becoming  prayerful,  and 
daily  striving  to  overcome  evil  habits  and  gain  mastery  of  self,  in 
the  interest  of  religion  and  right  living;  indeed  this  is  reformation. 
Some  fall  away,  not  all  of  such  willingly,  but  because  met  by  cold 
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discouragements  and  hard  rejections,  thrust  upon  them  by  their 
fellow  men  because  they  had  come  from  prison. 

TThe  religious  instruction  afforded  in  the  prison  is  to  many  what 
the  sun  is  to  the  earth,  and  germs  of  truth  held  by  memory  are 
recovered  to  real  life  and  inspire  to  better  hope.  This  experience 
is  welcomed  as  the  power  perhaps  that  may  yet  win  the  conquest  of 
the  life,  all  for  the  truth.  Not  only,  therefore,  is  religion  essential 
to  the  moral  improvement  of  men,  but  for  this  reason  is  an  impor- 
tant factor  in  the  prison  discipline,  as  it  forms  the  basis  on  which 
the  highest  discipline  must  be  developed.  It  cheers  and  consoles 
the  heart  of  the  prisoner  in  the  dreary  monotony  of  his  painful 
existence,  and  teaches  him  to  bear  patiently  his  daily  trials,  to 
respect  authority,  to  render  willing  obedience  to  prison  life  and 
duty. 

The  foregoing  thoughts  and  suggestions  are  here  presented,  as 
submitted  by  the  Catholic  priest,  Rev.  J.  6.  Anderson,  in  charge 
of  the  Catholic  interests  in  the  prison ;  who  merits,  as  associated 
with  the  chaplaincy  of  the  prison,  constant  commendation  for  the 
excellent  spirit  and  intelligent  character  manifest  in  the  effective  and 
untiring  service  he  renders  the  prison  community. 

The  services  peculiar  to  the  prison  chapel  have  been,  as  formerly, 
a  chief  agency  for  the  moral  well-being  of  the  congregation.  Mass 
has  been  celebrated  each  Sunday  at  8.30  a.m.  ;  the  Sunday-school 
has  held  its  sessions,  excepting  in  July  and  August,  at  9.30;  the 
general  service,  with  sermon  or  address,  at  10.30.  Helpful  and 
vital  assistance  in  these  services  has  been  rendered  by  Mrs.  M. 
Ballington  Booth ;  Miss  Frances  B.  Adams ;  Bp.  William  R.  Law- 
rence; Rev.  L.  T.  Townsend,  D.D. ;  Miss  Josephine  Fiske,  Super- 
intendent Deaconess  Home ;  Miss  Cushman,  <<  Singing  Evangelist" 
of  same  Home ;  Col.  R.  C.  Gardner  and  Adjutant  Noonan  of  the 
Volunteers  of  America;  Ashman  Family,  Mr.  A.  A.  Ashman,  with 
quartette ;  Miss  B.  M.  Brownell ;  Miss  Rachel  Stevens ;  Mrs.  Vesta 
Lowe ;  The  Wallenthin  Sisters ;  Mr.  W.  E.  Iverson  ;  Miss  Josephine 
R.  Upham  and  her  friends ;  Male  Quartette  of  Hyde  Park ;  also  Miss 
Mahle  and  Mrs.  L.  Leisman.  Miss  Upham  has  constantly  presided 
at  the  piano,  and  besides  been  of  signal  service  to  our  orchestra, 
which  in  its  turn  has  been  a  decided  boon  to  our  chapel  services. 
The  congregational  singing  has  been  greatly  refreshing,  always  en- 
joyable and  sometimes  a  profound  inspiration,  —  our  only  power  of 
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vocal  music  in  the  prison.  Music  of  high  order,  valuable  in  eflfect, 
has  been  furnished  with  painstaking  goodness  of  heart  by  those 
mentioned  and  others,  and,  as  opportunity  has  offered,  it  has  been 
repeated  in  the  hospital,  to  the  great  satisfaction  of  its  inmates.  A 
glad  interest  always  awaits  its  coming. 

The  hospital  has  constantly  stood  for  aid  that  brings  repair,  stops 
waste  of  life  and  brings  rest.  It  has  seemed  equal  to  all  emergencies, 
and  a  ministry  of  comfort  has  made  it  to  be  desired.  Early  in  the 
calendar  year  the  hospital  cook,  — an  inmate,  —  who  had  been  relied 
upon  for  a  good  many  years,  for  the  preparation  of  all  dishes  served 
in  the  hospital  or  to  those  entitled  to  its  privilege,  died.  An  offer- 
ing was  made  by  the  prisoners,  sufficient  to  secure  a  lot,  burial,  and 
fine  monument  of  granite,  in  furtherance  of  their  wishes  and  good- 
will. Faithful  and  kindly  in  unwearied  service,  he  was  dear  to  all 
who  had  known  him  in  that  service,  and  remembered  and  honored 
in  the  end.  The  hospital  goes  far  to  deepen  the  sense  of  decency 
and  respect  so  necessary  to  human  life  and  hope  in  the  prison. 

The  Saturday  afternoon  prayer  meeting  has  developed  an  old-time 
interest  for  the  year,  revealing  some  excellent  work  in  laying  founda- 
tions for  joyful  life.  Sessions  have  been  held  on  most  of  the  holiday 
mornings  also,  to  the  great  satisfaction  of  its  members. 

The  school  continues,  with  a  limited  hand,  to  do  good  of  abiding 
character  for  the  illiterate  and  such  as  have  no  knowledge  of  English. 
Some  of  the  experiences  in  its  life  are  truly  pathetic,  some  of  sweetest 
joy.  It  seems  almost  impossible  that  with  so  few  facilities  such 
helpful  advantages  can  be  secured. 

The  school  and  the  prayer  meeting  are  the  two  oases  in  the  prison, 
where  men  are  heard  to  say,  with  deliberation  and  profound  feeling, 
**  Thank  God  that  I  ever  came  to  prison!"  These  two  agencies 
often  elicit  surprise  that  they  are  not  more  fully  developed. 

Among  the  encouragements  to  good  morals  in  oar  convict  life 
must  be  reckoned  the  cleanliness  of  the  prison.  One  of  the  first 
musical  composers  in  history  is  upon  record  as  —  when  preparing  to 
compose  some  of  his  masterpieces  —  taking  a  full  bath,  and  clothing 
himself  in  cleanest  and  brightest  of  linen  and  the  finest  of  his  gar- 
ments. Cleanliness  without  suggests  purity  within,  and  therefore 
perhaps  its  accepted  close  relation  to  godliness.  Where  filth  can 
do  its  worst,  cleanliness,  when  perfect,  scores  its  most  telling 
victories.

The  }^ardy  with  its  carefully  kept  walks,  squares  and  lawns,  seems 
as  if  reflecting  the  good  done  to  the  men  by  the  work  of  keeping  it 
in  such  inviting  condition.  The  ball  ground  is  not  excelled  any- 
where that  we  know  of.  The  games  played  are  a  godsend  of  life  to 
the  institution.  The  flowers  still  testify  to  living  sympathy  on  the 
part  of  the  friend  who  for  several  years  past  has  caused  them  to  be 
here.  We  know  of  no  set  of  men  who  are  more  quick  to  detect  any 
misappeai*ance  than  the  force  having  charge  of  the  condition  of  the 
yard.  The  liberty  enjoyed  in  it  all  is  «*  life  and  health  and  peace  " 
to  the  prison. 

The  correspondence  and  personal  assistance,  to  procure  work  and 
home,  rendered  discharged  prisoners  by  Mrs.  Ballington  Booth,  has 
brought  sweet  peace  and  a  good  start  to  such  as  sincerely  wrought 
with  her  to  this  end. 

Our  Hebrew  people  seem  grateful  for  religious  privileges  afforded 
them,  and  also  to  enjoy  improved  moral  conditions. 

The  Teachers'  Association  still  stands  as  a  means  for  increased 
efficiency  in  all  lines  of  thought,  mental  work  or  achievement. 

The  *'  Mentor"  is  a  real  quickener  and  minister  to  improvement 
of  the  mental  existence  of  the  prison.  As  the  stone  thrown  into  the 
pond  starts  waves  that  will  reach  the  shore,  so  this  monthly  publi- 
cation by  the  prisoners  stirs  their  actual  life.  Classes  are  conducted 
by  its  columns  in  music,  language,  mathematics,  penmaubhip,  etc., 
comprising  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  men.  In  its  iufluence 
it  enlarges  as  well  as  absorbs  intellectually  the  school,  and  methods 
of  study  in,  or  by  means  of,  the  library. 

The  library  has  been  the  centre  of  unusual  activity,  especially  in 
text  and  reference  books.  The  total  issues  have  been  37,725  ;  daily 
average  for  305  days  of  issue,  nearly  1 24 ;  deducting  number  who 
do  not  take  reading,*  193,  from  total  of  prisoners,  817,  shows  annual 
average  of  books  to  each  reader  60  volumes.  This  average  last  year 
was  53.  The  total  of  books  for  circulation  last  year  was  7,003; 
additions  during  the  year,  247;  losses,  27;  present  total,  7,223; 
books  rebound,  782 ;  books  covered,  2,656.  Among  the  additions 
are  many  gifts  from  prisoners  and  other  friends  of  the  library.  The 
books  donated  by  Mrs.  Sara  Theo  Brown  that  were  too  juvenile  for 
use  in  the  prison  have  been  sent  to  Rainsford  Island.  The  207 
volumes  of  recent  publication  mentioned  in  last  report  have  become 
306.  They  have  been  used  by  617  readers  in  6,304  issues,  averag- 
ing a  little  more  than  12  to  each  reader.     These  issues  are  contained 
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in  total  issues  of  library.  Nearly  200  of  our  best  books  are  out  of 
circulation  for  want  of  binding.  There  are  also  between  2,000  and 
3,000  volumes  of  school,  text  and  reference  books  not  counted  in 
the  circulation,  as  they  are  held  in  the  library  for  consultation  or 
loan  for  study. 

Special  literature,  provided  for  the  prisoners  for  Sundays,  holidays 
and  general  use,  has  consisted  of  **  Youth's  Companion,"  weekly, 
150  copies  (after  being  read  here,  these  papers  are  forwarded  to 
other  penal  institutions)  ;  **  Volunteer's  Gazette,"  gift  of  Mrs.  M. 
B.  Booth  to  members  of  Prison  League  and  others  in  the  prison,  100 
copies  weekly ;  '*  Sabbath  Reading,"  weekly,  100  copies;  **  Parish 
Visitor,"  fortnightly,  a  gift  from  publishers,  50  copies;  *« Gospel 
Letter,"  gift  of  publishers,  weekly,  50  copies;  *«Zion's  Herald," 
weekly,  gift  of  publishers,  10  copies ;  "Christian  Advocate,"  weekly, 
gift  of  publishers,  10  copies  ;  **  Union  Signal,"  weekly,  gift  of  pub- 
lishers, 12  copies;  **  Christian  Herald,"  weekly,  gift  of  a  friend, 
5  copies ;  **  Sunday-school  Times,"  gift  of  a  friend,  5  copies.  Addedi 
to  this  there  is  derived  from  private  donations  large  quantities  of 
magazines,  permissible  papers  and  pamphlets,  in  order  fully  to  meet 
the  demands  for  reading  on  holidays  and  days  when  no  books  are 
given  from  the  library. 

A  final  reflection  on  the  opportunities  offered  in  prison  life, 
physical,  mental,  moral  or  spiritual  in  character,  not  forgetting 
limitations,  inevitably  impresses  one  that,  if  any  prisoner  wishes 
for  real  reformation  and  true  life,  there  is  opportunity  here  to  gain 
and  to  develop  it.  If  living  examples  of  the  truth  of  this  impression 
are  desired  as  suggestions  or  inducements  for  the  timid  or  weak, 
they  also  are  here,  as  parts  of  the  light  given  for  the  salvation  of 
men.  **  Whosoever  will "  is  the  eflScient  call  to  all  who  are  here,  as 
to  all  others  elsewhere;  and  here  may  '*be  found  the  water  of  life- 
freely." 

In  the  spirit  of  thankfulness  to  all  who  have  striven  to  aid  the 
moral  life  of  the  prison  by  personal  work  with  individual  prisoners,' 
as  visitors,  whose  names  are  held  in  memories  of  goodness,  and  to 
the  government  and  officers  of  the  prison  for  all  acts  of  assistance  in 
the  work  of  the  chaplain  and  to  **  the  Father  of  Light,  from  whom 
cometh  every  good  and  perfect  help,"  this  twenty-second  annual 
report  is  now  respectfully  submitted.

The  eighteenth  annual  report  of  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory, 
required  under  chapter  225,  section  9,  of  the  Revised  Laws,  is  here- 
with submitted. 

Financial  Statement. 

The  appropriation  for  the  calendar  year  of  1902  was  $216,100. 
Of  this  amount  there  have  been  expended  $155,937.33.  There 
remained  unexpended  from  the  appropriation  of  1901,  when  the 
last  report  was  made,  $62,083.15,  of  which  there  was  expended 
$60,154.44,  making  the  gross  expenditure  for  the  institution  year 
from  Oct.  1,  1901,  to  Sept.  30,  1902,  $216,091.77.  Deducting 
from  this  amount  the  prolSts  from  the  industries,  $13,634.26,  and 
the  amount  received  from  rents  and  small  sales,  $5,593.71,  leaves 
the  net  cost  of  the  reformatory  for  the  institution  year  just  closed 
$196,863.70,  which  is  $1,284.45  less  than  the  preceding  year.  The 
average  number  of  prisoners  for  the  year  was  854,  making  the  gross 
per  capita  per  diem  cost  $0,693  and  the  net  per  capita  per  diem  cost 
$0,631.  While  the  expenditures  were  no  more  than  the  preceding 
year,  the  per  capita  cost  is  somewhat  higher,  owing  to  the  very 
marked  increase  in  the  costs  of  many  supplies.  There  remain  unex- 
pended from  the  appropriation  for  1902  at  the  date  of  this  report 
$60,162.67,  which  will  be  sufficient  for  the  remaining  three  months, 
unless  the  prevailing  high  prices  of  coal  are  maintained.

The  new  heating  system  is  practically  completed,  and  will  be  in 
readiness  for  use  during  the  coming  winter.  Its  installation  neces- 
sitated a  large  amount  of  tunnel  work  under  the  buildings,  the  exca- 
vations and  brick  work  being  done  by  prison  labor.  The  system  is 
complete,  and  will  add  very  materially  to  the  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  place,^  because  of  the  frequent  changes  of  air  made  possible  by 
the  blast  system. 

The  hospital  is  practically  ready  for  occupancy,  and  is  a  building 
which  seems  specially  fitted  to  our  needs.  It  is  cruciform  in  shape, 
one  story  in  height,  constructed  of  brick  and  stone,  containing  sixty 
beds,  with  suitable  bath  rooms,  operating  room  and  room  for 
domestic  purposes.  It  also  contains  rooms  for  the  separate  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis  and  other  contagious  diseases.  It  has  the  most 
approved  system  of  heating  and  ventilating,  is  well  lighted,  is 
sanitary  in  every  respect,  and  well  fitted  with  hospital  appliances. 

The  bath  room  and  laundry  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  within  a 
short  time.  This  is  a  brick  and  stone  structure,  one  story  in  height, 
containing  eighty  shower  baths  in  separate  compartments.  The 
laundry  is  spacious  and  well  appointed. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  upon  the  new  shop  room,  but  work 
upon  it  has  been  delayed  on  account  of  the  building  of  the  hospital 
and  bath  room,  which  have  drawn  largely  upon  the  work  of  the 
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prisoners  assigned  to  this  kind  of  labor.  Now  that  these  buildings 
are  completed,  the  new  shop  can  be  rapidly  constructed. 

A  survey  is  being  made  to  determine  the  practicability  of  taking 
water  from  Nagog  Pond  for  the  supply  of  the  reformatory,  but  so 
far  no  money  has  been  expended  from  the  appropriation. 

There  will  be  required  for  the  maintenance  of  the  reformatory, 
for  the  year.  1903,  $216,600.  This  is  the  same  amount  as  was 
recommended  for  maintenance  last  year.  The  appropriation  of  the 
above  amount  should  be  asked  of  the  Legislature,  divided  as 
follows :  —

I  recommend,  if  the  investigation  and  survey  of  Nagog  Pond 
shows  that  a  favorable  water  supply  can  be  obtained  from  there  for 
the  reformatory,  that  the  Legislature  be  asked  for  an  appropriation 
for  this  purpose. 

A  small  parcel  of  land  situated  on  the  road  leading  from  the 
reformatory  buildings  to  the  farm  has  recently  come  upon  the 
market.  This  land,  of  about  two  acres  in  extent,  upon  which  two 
dwelling  houses  are  situated,  is  surrounded  on  three  sides  by  land 
of  the  reformatory.  It  seems  desirable  to  have  it  included  in  the 
reformatory  premises.  The  buildings  could  be  remodelled  and 
occupied  by  employees  of  the  reformatory,  and  the  boundaries  of 
the  farm  straightened  thereby.  I  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$2,250  for  the  purchase  of  this  land. 

I  also  renew  the  recommendation  contained  in  my  last  annual 
report  for  the  establishment  of  an  age  limit  in  the  appointment  and 
retirement  of  officers  to  the  reformatory  force. 
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General  Statement. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  different  tables  for  a  statement  concern- 
ing prisoners  committed  to,  in  custody  of  and  discharged  from  the 
reformatory. 

The  industries  have  been  maintained  during  the  past  year,  so  that 
all  the  inmates  have  been  employed  constantly.  The  productive 
industries  consist  of  shoe,  chair  and  cloth  manufacturing.  The 
shops  are  well  equipped,  and  the  product  has  been  satisfactory  for 
the  year.  A  large  number  of  the  younger  prisoners  are  employed 
in  the  trades  schools,  which  are  of  ample  variety  and  eflSciency  to 
furnish  a  number  of  valuable  trades  in  which  a  prisoner  may  acquire 
a  good  degree  of  proficiency. 

The  farm  has  furnished  labor  for  a  large  number  of  prisoners,  and 
the  crops  have  been  bountiful  and  of  good  quality.  A  large  number 
of  prisoners  have  been  employed  in  construction  work ;  they  have 
installed  the  new  heating  plant  and  built  the  new  hospital  and 
laundry  buildings,  work  upon  which  has  been  of  good  quality,  and 
compares  favorably  with  the  work  of  ordinary  mechanics. 

Evening  schools  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  with 
good  results,  and  practically  all  the  prisoners  are  enrolled  therein. 
The  branches  pursued  have  been  the  same  as  in  former  years,  and 
good  progress  has  been  made. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  on  the  Sabbath  throughout  the 
year  by  both  the  Catholic  clergyman  and  the  chaplain,  and  Sunday- 
schools  and  other  religious  meetings  during  the  week  have  been 
constantly  held  and  well  attended.  The  chaplain.  Rev.  William  J. 
Batt,  the  oflSciating  Catholic  clergyman.  Rev.  Edward  J.  Moriarty, 
and  the  students  from  the  Andover  Theological  Seminary,  are  all  to 
be  commended  for  their  meritorious  labors  in  the  moral  work  of  the 
reformatory.  We  are  also  greatly  indebted  to  many  others  who 
have  come  to  give  various  addresses  throughout  the  year. 

I  am  ever  reminded  of  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  oflScers 
and  employees  in  the  work,  for  which  I  wish  to  thank  them,  and 
also  the  commissioners  as  a  Board  and  individually  for  their  kindly 
consideration.

superintendents  report. 


Shbbbobn,  Oct.  1, 1902. 
To  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  twenty-fifth  annual  report  of  the 
Reformatory  Prison  for  Women. 

The  closing  of  this  prison  year  completes  the  labor  of  one-quarter 
of  a  century.  Twenty-five  years  ago  the  eyes  of  the  world  were 
looking  with  incredulity  on  the  experiment  of  a  woman's  prison, 
governed  by  women ;  to-day  the  experiment  stands  pre-eminently  a 
grand  success,  — a  monument  of  woman's  work  whose  foundations 
are  very  strong,  for  in  the  very  beginning  they  builded  stronger  than 
they  knew. 

It  is  fitting  at  this  anniversary  season  to  make  mention  briefly  of 
those  who  labored  so  earnestly  and  unremittingly  in  the  work,  and 
to  make  for  it  a  name  whose  power  should  be  felt  for  good  through- 
out the  ages.  With  the  present  incumbent  there  have  been  five 
superintendents.  To  Mrs.  Eudora  C.  Atkinson  was  given  the 
honor  of  opening  the  prison,  Nov.  7,  1877.  The  appointment  was 
made  in  June.  Her  three  years  of  earnest  labor  were  rewarded 
with  a  good  degree  of  success,  even  in  midst  of  serious  di£Sculties. 
Her  resignation  took  effect  Aug.  31,  1880,  and  her  death  was 
recorded  June  8,  1890.  Eliza  M.  Mosher,  M.D.,  received  the  next 
appointment,  Aug.  31,  1880;  resigned  Feb.  1,  1883.  In  the  very 
beginning  of  this  administration  were  established  the  probation 
department  and  the  graded  system,  which  has  steadily  grown  in 
favor  and  improved,  until  our  system  stands  second  to  that  of  no 
other  institution  in  the  world.  Miss  Clara  Barton,  of  Red  Cross 
fame,  received  the  next  appointment.  May  1,  1883,  and  resigned 
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Jan.  1,  1884.  The  late  Mrs.  Ellen  C.  Johnson  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy,  Jan.  19,  1884,  serving  till  her  death,  which  occurred 
in  London,  June  28,  1899. 

Early  in  this  administration  the  frequent  recreations  were  found 
to  be  sources  of  great  evil,  and  detrimental  to  discipline,  and  were 
from  time  to  time,  as  seemed  advisable,  abolished,  until  but  one 
remained.  Very  much  was  done  to  bring  the  prison,  with  its  various 
reformatory  methods,  to  the  knowledge  of  the  world,  and  thereby  gain 
for  the  work  friends  whom  I  trust  will  remain  life-long  friends,  in 
the  interest  of  recovering  and  reforming  fallen  women.  A  peculiar 
coincidence,  and  worthy  of  note,  is  that  there  have  been,  with  the 
present  incumbents,  also  five  chaplains  and  five  physicians  during  the 
twenty-five  years. 

For  the  three  years  now  closing,  efforts  have  been  made  each 
year  to  raise  the  standard  a  little  higher,  and  improve  the  discipline. 
The  women  show  their  appreciation  of  the  interest  taken  in  them 
for  their  future  well-doing.  Many  are  the  expressions  of  a  new  hope 
awakened  for  a  better  life,  both  by  word  and  by  letter.  All  of  the 
women  show  a  kindly  disposition  to  obey  rules,  and  close  attention 
is  given  to  all  educational  efforts  in  their  behalf,  proving  most  clearly 
to  my  mind  that,  had  the  majority  of  these  women  received  the 
proper  restraining  influences,  and  a  strong  parental  will  power  been 
exercised  to  have  kept  them  as  children  in  schools,  instead  of  allow- 
ing them  to  grow  up  in  street-schools  of  vice,  I  venture  to  say  fully 
one-half  would  not  have  become  victims  of  such  gross  ignorance, 
degra'dation  and  crime. 

Attention  is  given  to  fit  our  women  to  do  general  housework. 
Our  list  of  families  who  apply  to  us  for  domestics  is  long.  Careful 
thought  is  given  to  place  the  right  woman  in  the  right  place.  I  am 
glad  to  report  a  growing  interest  on  the  part  of  the  families  to 
uplift  and  inspire  womanly  self-respect  in  those  whom  we  have 
intrusted  to  their  care.  The  work  of  our  industries  is  of  a  high 
order.  Women  are  taught  to  do  whatever  kind  of  work  may  he 
given  to  the  very  best  of  their  ability  and  in  an  orderly  manner. 

The  women  are  given  a  variety  of  exercise  in  the  open  air.  Al- 
most daily  during  the  season  women  are  sent  out  in  squads  to  weed 
in  gardens,  plant,  pick  small  fruits,  harvest  vegetables  and  larger 
fruits,  raking  lawns,  husking  corn,  filling  beds ;  and  not  infrequently 
are  all  the  women  taken  out  on  the  lawn  together  for  a  half  hour. 
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On  warm  summer  evenings  our  evening  devotions  are  held  in 
Mulberry  Park.  All  this  is  beneficial  to  health,  as  well  as  greatly 
enjoyed  by  the  women. 

The  farm  is  slowly  coming  into  good  condition ,  and  each  year 
rising  in  value.  We  have  a  large  and  valuable  herd  of  stock,  from 
which  we  are  already  beginning  to  draw,  to  help  on  our  maintenance. 
Had  we  not  had  this  source  at  hand  during  this  year  of  high  prices  of 
meats,  overrunning  our  appropriation  could  not  have  been  avoided. 
The  yield  of  all  crops  will  average  well,  notwithstanding  the  un- 
usual cold  and  wet  season. 

During  the  year  a  large  amount  of  repairing  has  been  done  on 
the  inside  of  the  institution  for  which  special  appropriations  were 
granted.  Two  new  boilers  have  taken  the  places  of  three  small 
ones,  worn  out.  Metal  dry-bars  are  being  put  in  both  laundries, 
replacing  the  wooden  bars,  which  were  liable  to  ignite  any  moment, 
endangering  many  lives.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  wooden 
hot-air  boxes  underneath  hospital  and  probation  buildings ;  galvan- 
ized-iron  boxes  and  pipes  have  been  supplied.  The  work  of  making 
better  protection  from  fire  is  nearly  completed.  While  we  cannot 
be  absolutely  fire-proof,  we  shall  be  so  well  guarded  that,  in  the 
event  of  a  fire  starting,  all  life  will  be  practically  safe.  The  fresh 
coat  of  paint  has  brightened  as  well  as  improved  the  general  appear- 
ance of  all  our  buildings. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  is  good ;  severe  sickness 
is  almost  unknown  among  our  people.  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  repeat 
the  urgent  need  of  a  new  hospital  building.*  Each  year  the  great 
need  is  more  and  more  apparent.  At  the  present  time  we  have  no 
place  apart  from  the  hospital  for  the  growing  class  of  old  women, 
some  of  whom  must  have  a  nurse  to  care  for  them  during  their  en- 
tire sentence;  too  old  and  enfeebled  in  body  or  mind,  sometimes 
both,  to  care  for  themselves.  These  cases  are  crowded  into  our 
hospital,  as  we  have  no  other  place  for  them,  together  with  the 
weak-minded,  of  whom  we  never  have  had  so  many  as  at  the  present 
time ;  and  the  usual  number  of  incorrigibles  keep  our  hospital  filled 
with  people  who  are  only  fit  subjects  for  asylums  or  almshouses. 
I  plead  for  a  new  hospital  building  in  the  near  future. 

A  grateful  acknowledgment  is  extended  to  our  many  friends  for 
the  continued  sending  of  magazines  and  papers ;  these  are  given  out 
to  the  women  at  least  once  every  week,  and  are  eagerly  read  and 
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exchanged,  sometimes  carefully  preserved,  to  be  taken  home  to  chil- 
dren ;  quite  often  a  poem,  a  story  or  picture,  which  has  pleased  the 
reader,  will  be  cut  out  and  brought  to  me,  with  the  request  that  it 
be  placed  on  a  picture  card.  It  is  indeed  interesting  to  watch  the 
awakening  of  mind  through  these  avenues. 

The  gathering  with  us  on  different  occasions  of  friends  from  home 
and  abroad,  who  have  given  us  sweet  counsel  and  mingled  their 
voices  with  ours,  has  left  with  us  the  desire  for  more  frequent  visits, 
either  on  the  Sabbath  or  week-day  evening.  A  variety  of  volun- 
tary entertainments,  so  kindly  given  by  friends  in  our  chapel,  have 
given  their  share  of  pleasure. 

0£Scers  and  employees  in  every  department  have  performed  their 
respective  duties  cheerfully  and  faithfully.  I  take  this  opportunity 
to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  honorable  Board  of  Prison  Commis- 
sioners for  wise  counsel  and  advice,  always  cordially  given.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Shbrbobn,  Oct.  1,  1902. 
To  the  Board  of  Prison  Cammissionera : 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the 
work  of  my  department. 

The  School. 

Number  admitted  to  school  during  the  year, 56 

Number  totally  ignorant  (15  being  foreigners),        ....  32 

Number  who  could  read  but<little, 7 

Number  who  could  not  write, 56 

Number  at  present  attending  school, 27 

The  day  school  is  in  session  five  days  in  the  week,  from  1  to  3 
o'clock,  and  it  is  intended  primarily  for  illiterates.  The  proportion 
of  women  who  cannot  write  is  much  larger  than  that  of  those  who 
cannot  read.  Our  writing  class  is  always  full,  and  when  a  vacancy 
occurs,  by  reason  of  expiration  of  sentence  or  otherwise,  the  place 
is  immediately  filled  from  a  reserve  list.  I  have  been  astonished 
at  the  rapidity  with  which  foreigners,  who  have  been  educated  in 
their  own  language,  grasp  the  English,  and  their  close  application 
to  study  is  very  gratifying  to  me.  Our  school  has  been  an  impor- 
tant factor,  we  trust,  in  the  work  of  preparing  many  for  the  first  steps 
toward  an  upright  life,  for  the  ability  to  read  and  write  adds  greatly 
to  a  woman's  self-respect.  Almost  without  exception,  the  women 
are  eager  to  learn,  and  appreciate  the  privileges  afforded  them. 
The  progress  that  some  of  them  make  is  truly  remarkable. 

Evening  school  for  each  division  is  held  one  evening  a  week  for  a 
half  hour,  at  which  time  oral  instruction  is  given  in  the  common 
English  branches.  The  attendance  at  the  evening  session  is  not 
compulsory,  but  with  very  few  exceptions  the  women  attend  regu- 
larly, and  make  such  preparation  as  they  can. 

Each  woman  is  permitted  to  write  home  once  a  month,  and 
permission  to  write  special  letters  is  given  when  necessary.  * 
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The  Library. 

Closely  connected  with  the  work  of  the  school  is  that  of  the 
library,  which  is  a  strong  influence  for  good  in  the  prison.  Books 
from  the  library  are  furnished  to  all  those  who  desire  them,  and 
they  have  proved  a  valuable  source  of  recreation  and  eniployment. 
They  are  also  apparent  helps  to  discipline.  While  in  the  past  the 
demand  has  been  largely  for  books  of  fiction,  I  am  pleased  to  note 
a  change,  in  the  line  of  historical,  biographical  and  religious  books. 
This  may  be  due  to  the  interest  shown  in  our  school,  our  Sabbath- 
school,  the  temperance  societies,  and  a  desire  for  further  study  in 
those  lines  of  work  and  thought. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  thoroughly  overhauled,  classified, 
re-nurabered  and  re-catalogued  the  libraries.  It  was  deemed  advisable 
to  discard  some  of  the  books,  to  replace  many  that  were  very  much 
worn,  and  to  remove  several  volumes  of  bound  magazines  which 
were  too  large  to  be  carried  about  by  the  women.  The  latter  were 
placed  in  the  different  divisions,  where  they  could  be  used  to  better 
advantage.  Books  of  recent  publication  were  added  to  the  library. 
The  general  library  at  the  present  time  consists  of  1,328  volumes, 
of  which  161  are  books  containing  easy  reading  matter.  These  are 
designed  for  the  women  who  attend  the  day  school,  and  very  proud 
are  they  when,  upon  being  promoted  to  the  **  Third  Reader,"  they 
are  allowed  to  have  one  of  these  books.  The  hospital  library  con- 
tains 374  volumes,  and  is  well  patronized.  Further  reading  matter, 
in  the  shape  of  religious  papers  and  magazines,  is  distributed  among 
the  women  every  Sunday  morning. 

Religious  Services. 

Our  work  in  the  religious  department  has  been  carried  forward 
under  the  usual  forms.  The  plan  of  service  for  the  Sabbath,  spoken 
of  in  my  report  of  last  year,  has  been  faithfully  carried  out.  Mass 
at  7.15  A.M.  is  conducted  by  Father  Glennon  of  South  Framingham, 
who  has  faithfully  continued  his  ministrations  to  those  of  his  faith. 
A  Protestant  service  is  held  at  8.30  a.m.,  at  which  service  the  aim 
is  to  present  plainly  and  simply  the  truths  of  the  Bible,  so  that  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  the  women  may  be  turned  toward  a  loving 
Father,  who  watches  over  his  children,  and  is  not  willing  that  any 
of  them  should  perish.     At  1  o'clock  I  teach  alone  the  *'  Interna- 
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tional  Lesson  "  for  the  day.  A  fall  attendance  makes  a  large  class, 
but  the  work  is  made  easier  by  the  undivided  attention  which  is 
given.  In  fact,  at  all  our  religious  services,  attention,  quietness 
and  progress  have  been  the  rule  during  the  year.  At  1.45  p.m.  a 
Protestant  Bible  class  is  held  in  the  schoolroom.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  two  extremely  warm  Sundays,  our  Sunday-school  and 
Protestant  Bible  class  have  held  uninterrupted  sessions  during  the 
year.  Our  Sunday  evening  service  varies,  taking  sometimes  the. 
form  of  a  praise  service  and  at  other  times  that  of  a  Bible  reading. 

Wednesday  evening  of  each  week  is  devoted  to  music,  —  practis- 
ing old  hymns  and  learning  new  ones.  A  choir,  consisting  of  about 
twenty  women,  renders  valuable  assistance  in  this  work. 

Personal  visitation  of  the  women  in  probation  and  the  sick  in  the 
hospital  has  afforded  me  an  apportunity  for  better  acquaintance  with 
the  women  than  could  have  been  otherwise  obtained.  These  visits 
have  in  every  instance  been  cordially  received  and  appreciated. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Emrich  of  South  Framingham,  who 
addressed  the  women  one  Sunday  morning,  bringing  to  them  words 
of  cheer  and  comfort ;  to  Miss  Helen  M.  Cole,  the  Bible  reader ; 
and  to  other  friends  and  artists  who  have  favored  us  with  recitations, 
songs  and  instrumental  music.  We  have  been  liberally  supplied 
with  religious  papers  and  standard  magazines  by  publishers,  also  by 
friends  and  societies  in  the  various  denominations.  For  all  these 
favors  we  would  respectfully  tender  our  thanks ;  but  simple  thanks 
seem  a  poor  expression  of  the  appreciation  felt  by  the  women  and 
officers  for  the  thoughtful  sei-vices  so  generously  rendered. 

The  year,  upon  the  whole,  may  be  characterized  as  one  of  general 
orderliness,  industry  and  contentment,  with  an  increasing  degree  of 
religious  interest.  In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  the  year  has 
afforded  me  much  encouragement  in  the  work.

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The  Jails  and  Houses  op  Oorreotion. 


The  county  prisons  consist  of  five  separate  jails^  three  separate 
houses  of  correction,*  and  fourteen  prisons  each  having  a  jail  and 
house  of  correction.  These  prisons  are  briefly  described  in  the  para- 
graphs below,  under  the  head  of  the  respective  counties.  The 
expenditures  for  maintenance  and  the  receipts  from  various  sources 
are  shown  in  tabulated  statements  following  the  text. 

Barnstable  County. 

JaU  and  House  of  Correction  at  Barnstable, 

This  is  a  small  prison,  and  there  is  no  employment  for  the  inmates 
except  such  as  is  provided  by  the  work  of  keeping  the  buildings  and 
grounds  in  order.  The  nearest  approach  to  hard  labor  is  that  of 
pumping  water  into  the  top  of  the  court-house  near  by.  The  build- 
ings are  in  very  good  condition,  and  there  have  been  no  changes  in 
them  during  the  year.  On  September  30  there  were  16  prisoners 
in  custody,  5  more  than  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year. 

Berkshire  County. 

JaU  and  House  of  Correction  at  Pittsfield, 

Since  the  last  report  some  repairs  at  this  place  have  greatly  im- 
proved its  appearance.  These  consist  of  a  new  floor  in  the  guard 
room,  which  was  laid  by  the  prisoners,  and  some  needed  changes  in 
the  kitchen.  There  is  gi'eat  need  of  further  improvements,  particu- 
larly in  the  wing  devoted  to  the  women's  department.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  50  prisoners  in  custody,  against  79  last  year. 

*  One  of  these,  the  hoiue  of  correction  at  South  Boston,  was  closed  on  Oct.  1, 1902,  and  all 
the  prisoners  were  removed  to  the  house  of  correction  at  Deer  Island. 
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Bristol  County. 

Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  New  Bedford. 

This  is  a  remarkably  well-kept  prison ,  and  the  authorities  seem 
disposed  to  make  such  expenditures  as  are  needed  to  keep  it  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  buildings  this  year,  but  some  of  the  minor  repairs  made 
by  the  master  have  been  important  and  useful.  At  the  close  of  the 
year  there  were  314  prisoners,  an  increase  of  32,  as  compared  with 
last  year. 

JaU  at  Taunton. 

The  new  buildings  in  process  of  erection  when  the  last  report  was 
made  have  been  completed  during  the  year  and  are  now  occupied. 
This  is  a  good  jail,  and  well  adapted  for  its  purpose.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  55  prisoners  were  in  custody,  2  more  than  last  year. 

Dukes  County. 

JaU  at  Edgartown. 

This  jail  contains  12  cells,  but  at  the  close  of  the  year  had  no 
prisoners  in  custody.  At  the  beginning  there  were  2  prisoners  in 
jail,  both  awaiting  trial. 

Essex  County. 

House  of  Correction  at  Ipswich. 

This  prison  is  used  by  the  sheriff  mainly  for  the  old  and  infirm 
prisoners  who  cannot  be  employed  in  the  other  houses  of  correction. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  47  in  custody,  which  was  16  more 
than  last  year.  It  contains  a  large  number  of  cells,  but  many  of 
them  are  unfit  to  be  occupied  for  any  length  of  time.  It  seems  to 
be  a  needless  expense  to  continue  this  prison  in  the  county  of  Essex, 
when  there  are  two  other  houses  of  correction,  both  of  which  are  in 
shire  towns  and  therefore  more  convenient  to  the  courts. 

Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  Lawrence. 

This  prison  has  only  122  cells,  and  had  133  prisoners  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  about  the  same  as  last  year ;  half  of  the  cells,  however, 
are  of  double  size.  If  at  any  time  it  should  be  decided  to  close  the 
house  of  correction  at  Ipswich,  additional  accommodations  can  be 
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provided  at  Lawrence,  where  there  is  sufficient  land  for  that  purpose. 
The  present  buildings,  by  a  rearrangement  that  could  be  made  inci- 
dental to  the  enlargement,  would  be  greatly  improved.  During  the 
height  of  the  small-pox  epidemic  one  case  of  the  disease  appeared  at 
this  place,  and  the  prison  was  closed  to  visitors  for  some  weeks. 


/ 


Jail  at  Newburyport, 

This  is  one  of  the  small  prisons  of  the  State,  and  had  only  10 
prisoners  in  custody  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Last  year  there  were 
8  prisoners.  There  is  only  a  small  lot  of  land,  but  the  keeper  has 
utilized  the  labor  of  the  prisoners  to  cultivate  this  as  far  as  possible. 
The  jail  is  well  situated  for  court  purposes. 

Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  Salem, 

The  sheriiSr  reports  unusual  expenses  for  the  year,  on  account  of  a 
case  of  small-pox  which  appeared  in  January,  and  the  consequent 
precautions  that  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
This  consisted  of  destroying  all  the  clothing  and  books  and  thoroughly 
fumigating  the  prison ;  the  entire  cost  was  about  $1,000.  For  some 
time  after  this  case  appeared  the  prison  was  closed  to  visitors. 
Owing  to  the  prompt  measures  taken  by  the  sheriff,  both  here  and 
at  Lawrence,  no  other  cases  of  this  disease  than  those  already  named 
appeared  in  either  place.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  103 
prisoners,  against  129  last  year. 

Franklin  County. 

Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  Greenfield. 

This  is  a  clean  and  well-kept  prison,  and  the  master  keeps  the 
prisoners  well  employed.  During  the  summer  they  work  on  the 
land  adjacent  to  the  prison,  and  a  large  crop  of  vegetables  has  been 
raised  this  year.  In  the  winter  work  is  provided  at  cane-seating 
chairs.  Only  38  prisoners  remained  at  the  close  of  the  year,  4  less 
than  last  year.  At  the  date  of  this  report  this  prison  is  being  pro- 
vided with  electric  light,  which  will  doubtless  add  much  to  its  safety 
and  convenience. 
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Hampden  County. 

Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  Springfield. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  prison  buildings  here,  and  it 
will  be  many  years  before  any  large  outlay  is  needed  for  repairs. 
The  buildings  are  well  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  a  county  prison, 
and  the  place  is  well  kept.  There  were  219  prisoners  in  custody  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  16  more  than  remained  last  year. 

Hampshire  County. 

Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  Northampton. 

This  prison  was  occupied  fifty  years  ago.  Some  repairs  have  been 
made  this  year,  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  expend  considerable  sums 
before  the  buildings  can  be  brought  to  a  satisfactory  condition.  The 
master  keeps  his  prisoners  well  employed,  but,  owing  to  the  small 
price  that  is  now  received  for  cane-seating  chairs,  the  only  occupa- 
tion practicable  for  that  place,  only  a  small  income  is  derived  from 
the  work.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  37  prisoners,  11 
more  than  last  year. 

Middlesex  County. 

Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  Cambridge. 

This  is  one  of  the  largest  prisons  in  the  State  as  far  as  accommo- 
dations go,  but  having  a  very  small  lot  of  land.  Consequently  the 
yard  room  is  exceedingly  limited.  The  sherifi*,  however,  makes  the 
best  possible  use  of  the  space  ajBTorded  for  the  purpose  of  exercising 
the  prisoners  under  sentence  and  also  those  held  for  trial.  There  is 
'  often  a  large  number  of  prisoners  in  the  jail  here  awaiting  the  crimi- 
nal term  of  the  superior  court ;  at  one  time  last  June  the  number  of 
such  prisoners  was  76.  Work  is  provided  for  a  few  prisoners  in 
making  brushes,  and  for  a  still  smaller  number  in  making  mats,  the 
only  industries  available  for  this  place.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  360  prisoners  in  custody,  19  more  than  last  year. 

Jail  at  Lowell. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  substantial  buildin^rs  of  all  the  countv 
prisons,  and  it  is  always  clean  and  in  good  order.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  it  had  134  prisoners,  23  more  than  last  year.     There  were 
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more  prisoners  than  cells,  but  this  was  only  a  temporary  condition, 
which  could  be  at  once  relieved,  in  the  discretion  of  the  sheriff,  bj'' 
removals  to  Cambridge. 

Nantucket  County. 
Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  NarUucket. 

The  buildings  here  remain  as  a  curiosity  in  prison  architecture. 
There  was  1  prisoner  in  custody  at  the  close  of  the  year,  the  same 
as  last  year.  During  the  year  the  keeper  reports  that  there  was  1 
prisoner  for  one  day ;  1  for  three  days,  held  to  be  transported  to  a 
prison  on  the  mainland;  and  1  held  for  fourteen  days,  awaiting  trial . 
As  fiir  as  the  jail  is  concerned,  there  is  very  little  criminal  business 
in  Nantucket. 

Norfolk  County. 

Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  Dedham. 

Repairs  on  this  prison  during  the  year  consisted  of  laying  a  new 
floor  in  the  wings,  which  greatly  adds  to  the  cleanliness,  and  im- 
proves its  appearance.  Some  wire  screens  have  been  placed  between 
the  wings  and  the  guard  room.  This  place  shows  the  constant  care 
and  attention  of  the  master.  At  the  end  of  the  year  71  prisoners 
were  in  custody,  9  more  than  last  year. 

Plymouth  County. 

Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  Plymouth. 

There  has  been  a  change  in  the  management  of  this  prison  since 
the  last  report,  the  new  sheriff  elected  in  1901  having  tscken  charge 
on  the  first  of  January.  During  the  year  a  large  room  heretofore 
unoccupied  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  hospital,  and  furnishes  a  con- 
venient place  for  that  purpose.  There  has  also  been  provided  a 
padded  cell  for  cases  of  delirium  tremens,  but  it  has  not  yet  been 
used.  There  is  great  need  of  a  bath  room  for  women,  which  could 
be  provided  at  a  small  expense.  The  kitchen,  too,  should  be  taken 
from  the  main  part  of  the  prison  and  put  in  a  small  building  in  the 
yard,  which  could  be  erected  at  a  slight  cost.  The  punishment  cells 
are  not  in  the  best  place,  but,  as  little  use  is  made  of  them  now,  it 
may  not  be  worth  while  to  change  them  until  other  repairs  are  pro- 
vided for.  Fifty-two  prisoners  were  in  custody  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  against  47  last  year. 
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Suffolk  County. 

Jail  in  Boston, 

The  new  prison  for  women,  which  has  been  under  construction 
here,  is  nearly  ready  for  occupancy.  The  new  gate  house,  com- 
menced in  August,  1902,  is  to  be  completed  according  to  the  contract. 
May  1,  1903.  Repairs  on  old  buildings  during  the  year  have  con- 
sisted of  putting  the  steam  pipes  in  order,  putting  in  new  tanks  and 
some  new  plumbing.  In  his  report  the  sheriff  makes  the  following 
remarks :  *'  The  new  prison  for  women  is  extended  from  the  north 
wing  of  the  Charles  Street  Jail  to  Fruit  Street.  The  main  building 
is  al>out  77  feet  long  and  about  56  feet  wide,  of  dark  Quincy  granite, 
to  match  the  wall  of  the  old  jail.  It  has  72  cells,  for  women  only, 
and  the  whole  upper  floor  is  to  be  used  as  a  hospital.  The  matron's 
house,  laundry,  padded  cells  room,  kitchen  and  boiler  room  are  of 
brick,  and  all  one  story  in  height  except  the  matron's  house,  which 
is  two  stories  in  height,  the  lower  story  being  used  for  booking  and 
receiving  rooms,  doctor's  office,  surgery  and  drug  rooms.  The  whole 
will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  about  Nov.  1,  1902. 
The  new  gate  house  was  commenced  Aug.  13,  1902,  and  the  con- 
tract calls  for  its  completion  May  1,  1903."  This  jail  has  large  cells, 
which  furnish  excellent  accommodations  for  prisoners  awaiting 
trial.  It  is  in  all  respects  well  managed,  and,  with  the  addition  of 
the  new  prison  for  women,  will  be  a  model  institution.  A  large 
majority  ot  the  prisoners  kept  here  are  held  for  trial.  The  whole 
number,  including  sentenced  prisoners,  on  Sept.  30,  1902,  was  229, 
being  3  less  than  last  year. 

House  of  Correction  at  Deer  Island, 

This  is  the  largest  prison  in  the  State,  and  on  September  30  there 
were  1,212  prisoners  in  custody ;  but,  as  this  number  includes  nearly 
the  entire  population  from  the  South  Boston  House  of  Correction,  it 
cannot  fairly  be  compared  with  the  number  of  prisoners  last  year. 
In  the  two  Suffolk  County  houses  of  correction  on  Sept.  30,  1901, 
there  were  in  custody  1,432  prisoners;  in  the  two  places  on  Sept. 
30,  1902,  there  were  1,291.  The  population  at  Deer  Island  iias 
heretofore  consisted  mainly  of  vagrants,  tramps  and  drunkards,  but 
there  has  now  been  added  to  it  a  large  number  of  more  serious  offend- 
ers removed  from  the  South  Boston  House  of  Correction,  which 
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has  been  dlBContinued.  The  new  prison  for  women  at  Deer  Island, 
begun  last  year,  is  well  under  way,  and  will  be  completed  as  speedily 
as  practicable. 

House  of  Correction  at  South  Boston. 

The  average  daily  number  of  prisoners  in  this  place  was  394,  but 
at  the  close  of  the  year  only  79  remained  in  custody.  This  small 
number  was  due  to  the  removals  to  Deer  Island,  as  a  preliminary  to 
the  closing  of  the  house  of  correction  at  South  Boston;  This  place 
was  discontinued  in  October,  and  hereafter  Deer  Island  will  be 
the  only  house  of  correction  in  this  county. 

Worcester  CouNTr. 

Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  Fitchburg. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  146  prisoners  in  custody,  11 
more  than  last  year.  The  prison  contains  170  cells,  which  are  all 
available  because  no  department  is  set  aside  for  the  imprisonment  of 
women  here ;  women  prisoners  in  this  county  are  all  committed  to 
the  Worcester  House  of  Correction.  The  master  here  makes  good 
use  of  the  labor  of  the  prisoners  who  cannot  be  employed  in  the 
shop  by  keeping  them  at  work  on  the  land  as  much  as  possible. 

Jail  and  House  of  Correction  at  Worcester. 

This  is  one  of  the  larger  county  prisons,  and  is  well  cared  for  in 
every  respect.  The  prisoners  are  as  fully  employed  as  is  possible, 
and  the  buildings  are  kept  up  to  a  good  standard.  On  September 
30  there  were  278  prisoners  in  custody,  21  more  than  at  the  close 
of  the  preceding  year.  A  small  outlay  has  been  made  for  extraor- 
dinary repairs  on  boilers  and  plumbing,  also  on  repairing  the  roofs 
of  the  stable,  etc.  A  case  of  small-pox  developed  here  last  winter, 
but,  owing  to  the  energy  and  care  of  the  sheriff,  the  disease  did  not 
spread  to  the  other  inmates.

Average  Cost  of  Prisoners. 

The  preceding  table  gives  the  average  cost  of  support  in  each  jail 
and  house  of  correction,  but  it  does  not  form  a  fair  basis  of  compari- 
son, because  the  conditions  in  the  different  prisons  are  so  widely 
varied.  No  just  estimate  can  be  made  without  taking  into  account 
all  the  circumstances,  such  as  the  stock  on  hand,  products  fi*om  the 
land,  etc.  Moreover,  in  dividing  the  expenses  the  larger  prisons  will 
always  make  the  better  showing.  Considerations  of  a  like  nature 
apply  to  the  State  institutions,  in  which  the  average  net  cost  of  sup- 
port for  the  year  was  as  follows :  State  Prison,  $143.69 ;  Massa- 
chusetts Reformatory,  $230.52 ;  Reformatory  Prison  for  Women, 
$189.14.

Relating  to  Prlsoners  held  in  Custody  Sept.  30,  1902. 

The  tables  immediately  succeeding  refer  to  the  prisoners  remain- 
ing in  custody  at  the  close  of  the  year  covered  by  this  report.  On 
September  30  the  whole  number  was  6,336,  being  105  less  than  at 
the  clo.se  of  last  year.  The  differences  between  the  prison  popula- 
tion of  this  year  and  last  may  be  stated  as  follows  :  the  State  Ptison 
this  year  had  31  less  ;  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory,  84  leas  ;  the 
Reformatory  Prison  for  Women,  3  more  ;  the  State  Farm,  30  more : 
the  jails  and  houses  of  correction,  48  less,  and  there  were  25  more 
awaiting  trial  in  jails. 

Many  tables  of  comparisons  that  have  heretofore  been  published 
in  the  prison  reports  are  omitted  this  year ;  only  such  of  them  are 
retained  as  are  needed  to  show  the  condition  of  the  prisons  now  as 
compared  with  their  condition  at  the  end  of  last  year.

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Probation. 

All  the  law  relating  to  the  subject  of  probation  before  the  courts 
for  adult  oflfenders  is  now  comprised  in  sections  81  to  97  of  chapter 
217  of  the  Revised  Laws,  which  took  effect  on  the  first  daj'  of  Janu- 
ary, 1902.  Under  this  law  there  is  a  probation  officer  in  each  of 
the  police,  municipal  and  district  courts,  and  in  the  municipal  court 
of  Boston  there  may  be  five  men  and  two  women  as  assistant  proba- 
tion officers.  In  any  court  an  officer ^7y>  tempore  may  be  appointed 
in  the  absence  of  the  probation  officer. 

Since  1898  the  law  has  authorized  the  superior  courts  to  appoint 
probation  officers,  and  under  that  act  seven  such  officers  have  been 
appointed.  The  General  Court  of  1902  passed  a  law  providing 
that  "  the  probation  officers  of  the  superior  court  shall  make  to  the 
board  of  prison  commissioners  such  reports  as  said  commissioners 
shall  require."  Returns  have  been  received  from  tliese  officers,  and 
are  included  in  the  tables. 

The  number  of  cases  taken  on  probation  in  the  lower  coui*t*s  for 
the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1902,  was  7,860,  and  24,775  cases  of 
drunkenness  were  investigated  by  order  of  the  court.  There  were 
also  referred  to  the  probation  officers  by  the  arresting  officers  47,373 
statements. 

It  is  interesting  to  notice  that  the  ages  of  persons  taken  on  proba- 
tion range  from  seven  to  seventy  years. 

Outside  of  the  court  work  the  probation  officers  ai-e  occasionally 
called  upon  to  investigate  applications  for  release  from  a  jail  or  house 
of  correction.  Heretofore  the  jurisdiction  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners to  release  such  prisoners  has  been  limited  to  those  serving 
for  misdemeanors  ;  but  the  last  General  Coiut  passed  an  amendment 
to  section  121  of  chapter  225  of  the  Revised  Laws,  so  that  it  now 
applies  to  all  offenders  having  terms  of  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
six  months,  or  longer  terms  of  which  not  more  than  six  months 
remain  unexpired.

NoTB. — The  probation  officers  of  Essex  and  Worcester  counties  have  not  yet  made  any  reports  In  detail. 
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Criminal  Prosecutions. 

The  statistical  tables  immediately  following  are  compiled  from 
the  returns  from  the  courts,  and  show  the  results  of  criminal  prose- 
cutions for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1902.  One  district  court  has 
been  added  to  the  list  during  the  year.  Chapter  416  of  the  Acts 
of  1902  established  the  district  court  of  western  Worcester,  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  towns  of  Spencer,  Brookfield,  North  Brookfield, 
West  Brookfield  and  Warren. 


Trials  for  Murder. 

All  criminal  cases  coming  before  the  courts  are  included  in  the 
table  of  statistics,  but  the  murder  cases  are  considered  of  sufficient 
importance  to  be  set  forth  more  in  detail  and  accordingly  a  brief 
statement  of  each  murder  case  disposed  of  during  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1902,  is  presented  in  the  following  paragraphs,  compiled 
from  the  returns  of  the  clerks  of  courts. 

John  C.  Best  was  tried  in  Essex  County  in  March,  1901,  and 
his  case  was  included  in  the  report  of  last  year.  The  exceptions 
pending  at  the  date  of  the  last  report  were  overruled  June  3,  1902, 
and  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  same  month  Best  was  sentenced  to 
sufier  the  punishment  of  death.  He  was  executed  at  the  State 
Prison  Sept.  9,  1902. 

Panfilo  Sussi  was  indicted  in  Suffolk  County,  Aug.  10,  1901, 
for  the  murder  of  Antonio  Paolilli,  alias  Antonio  Paulilli,  in  Boston 
on  July  28,  1901.  Oct.  3,  1901,  he  pleaded  guilty  to  manslaughter. 
This  plea  was  accepted  by  the  government,  and  Sussi  was  sentenced 
to  the  State  Prison  for  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  six  years. 

Charles  Alberto  was  indicted  in  Hampden  County,  Sept.  27, 
1900,  for  the  murder  of  Nathalie  Alberto  in  Holyoke  on  Sept.  2, 
1900.  He  was  brought  to  trial  Oct.  21,  1901,  and  was  found  guilty 
of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  was  thereupon  sentenced  to  the 
State  Prison  for  life. 
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Daniel  Leary  was  indicted  in  Berkshire  County,  Sept.  3,  1901, 
for  tlie  murder  of  James  W.  Fuller  in  Pittsfield,  July  17,  1901. 
Dec.  2,  1901,  the  defendant  was  brought  into  court,  and  was  ordered 
to  be  committed  to  the  asylum  for  insane  criminals  at  Bridgewater 
to  await  the  further  order  of  the  court. 


Benjamin  H.  Brown  was  indicted  in  Suffolk  County,  Aug.  10, 
1901,  for  the  murder  of  Alice  M.  Crowell  in  Boston  on  July  21, 
1901.  Dec.  20,  1901,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  to  murder  in 
the  second  degree,  and  was  thereupon  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison 
for  life. 


John  D.  Cassells  was  indicted  in  Hampden  County  on  May  9, 
1901,  for  the  murder  of  Mary  J.  Lane  at  Longmeadow  on  Feb.  26, 
1901.  He  was  brought  to  trial  Dec.  30,  1901,  and  was  found  guilty 
of  murder  in  the  first  degree  ;  he  was  thereupon  sentenced  to  suffer 
punishment  of  death,  and  that  sentence  was  executed  at  tlie  State 
Prison  on  May  6,  1902. 


Bernhard  Palz  was  indicted  in  Hampden  County,  Sept.  26, 
1901,  for  the  murder  of  Helena  Lederer  Fehring  in  Holyoke  on 
May  5,  1901.  The  defendant  at  first  pleaded  not  guilty,  but  an 
Jan.  2,  1902,  he  retracted  this  plea  and  pleaded  guilty  of  murder  in 
the  second  degree.  He  was  then  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
State  Prison  for  life. 


JoiiN  D.  MuTOH  was  indicted  in  Essex  County,  Jan.  11,  1902, 
for  the  murder  of  James  H.  Oakes  at  Haverhill,  Dec.  10,  1901.  On 
Feb.  3,  1902,  the  case  was  nol  prossed. 


Elizabeth  M.  Mowbray  was  indicted  in  Bristol  County,  Feb.  6, 
1902,  for  the  murder  of  John  Mowbray  in  New  Bedford,  Dec.  11, 
1901.  When  brought  to  trial  on  Feb.  12,  1902,  the  government 
accepted  the  defendant's  plea  of  guilty  of  manslaughter,  and  she  was 
thereupon  sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  five  years. 
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Leon  M.  Hapgood  was  indicted  in  Worcester  County  on  May 
15,  1902,  for  the  murder  of  Samson  Seaverns  at  Rutland  on  Jan. 
19,  1902.  When  brought  to  trial  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  to 
murder  in  the  second  degree.  This  plea  was  accepted  by  the  govern- 
ment, and  on  May  21,  1902,  he  was  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison 
for  life. 


Jane  Toppan  was  indicted  in  Barnstable  County,  Dec.  6,  1901, 
for  the  murder  of  Mary  D.  Gibbs  at  Bourne  on  Aug.  12,  1901.  The 
defendant  was  brought  to  trial  June  23,  1902,  and  was  adjudged 
not  guilty  by  reason  of  insanity.  She  was  thereupon  ordered  to  be 
committed  to  the  Taunton  Insane  Asylum  for  life.  This  defendant 
was  also  indicted  on  two  other  cases. 

Demetrio  Bagni  was  indicted  in  Plymouth  County,  Feb.  13, 
1902,  for  the  murder  of  Lizzie  Ferrioli  at  Plymouth  on  Oct.  22, 
1901.  The  defendant  was  brought  to  trial  June  23,  1902,  and  on 
July  3,  1902,  the  jury  reported  that  they  were  unable  to  agree  upon 
a  verdict.     The  jury  was  thereupon  discharged. 

Herbert  E.  Hill  was  indicted  in  Suffolk  County,  Aug.  9,  1902, 
for  the  murder  of  Alice  C.  Riley  at  Boston,  July  8,  1902.  On  Aug. 
1.5,  1902,  the  defendant  was  adjudged  insane,  and  was  committed  to 
the  Worcester  Insane  Asylum.

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Genei'ol  Description  of  the  Industries. 

In  the  State  Prison  and  the  Reformatory  Prison  for  Women  all 
the  industries  are  either  on  the  State  account  plan  or  the  public-use 
system  ;  and  in  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  all  the  work  is  done 
•under  the  same  methods,  except  that  of  chair  caning,  which  is  done 
by  the  piece  and  supplies  a  convenient  form  of  employment  for  the 
prisoners  in  the  third  grade,  who  do  not  work  in  the  general  work- 
shops.    Some  chair  work  is  also  done  at  the  State  Farm. 

In  the  houses  of  correction  at  Dedham,  New  Bedford  and  Pitts- 
field  all  the  work  is  also  done  on  public  account.  The  stone  work 
and  the  clothing  industry  at  Deer  Island  are  also  under  the  public- 
account  system ;  and  the  piece-price  industry  of  chair  caning  is 
established  there.  In  the  Lowell  jail  some  of  the  prisoners  are 
engaged  in  sorting  cotton  waste.  The  other  industries  are  on  the 
piece-price  plan,  and  consist  of  chair  caning  in  all  places  except 
Springfield,  where  the  manufacture  of  umbrellas  is  carried  on.

Making  Goods  for  Public  Use. 

Under  the  law  of  1898,  now  embodied  in  sections  45,  54  and  55 
of  chapter  225  of  the  Revised  Laws,  the  prisoners  are  employed,  as 
far  as  possible,  in  making  articles  and  materials  for  the  use  of  prisons 
and  other  public  institutions  of  the  Commonwealth,  of  the  counties, 
and  of  cities  having  a  population  of  40,000  inhabitants  by  the  latest 
census. 

The  articles  and  materials  that  it  is  now  practicable  to  make  by  the 
labor  of  prisoners  are  as  follows :  blankets  (all  widths,  all  colors)  ; 
boots,  shoes  and  slippers  (cloth,  felt  and  leather)  ;  brushes  (counter, 
floor,  scrub,  shoe  and  stove) ;  cloth  (cotton  and  woollen)  ;  clothing 
(all  kinds  of  outer  clothing) ;  furniture  (chairs  are  in  stock ;  other 
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furniture  is  made  to  order  whenever  practicable) ;  harness  (any  kind 
not  in  stock  can  be  made  to  order  when  requested)  ;  hosiery ;  .mats 
and  rugs  ;  shirts ;  yams  (cotton  and  woollen). 

Under  this  plan  the  State  Prison  manufactures  clothing  of  cloth 
made  at  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory.  In  the  clothing  shop  no 
power,  except  hand  or  foot  power,  is  used.  The  shoes  for  public 
institutions  are  also  made  here  by  hand  process  ;  and  some  kinds  of 
cotton  cloth  are  Woven  on  hand  looms.  A  few  prisoners  are  em- 
ployed in  making  blankets,  which  are  returned  to  the  reformatory 
to  be  finished  and  sold. 

The  Massachusetts  Reformatory  supplies  all  the  woollen  cloth,  as 
well  as  the  cotton  and  woollen  yarns.  The  cloth  is  woven  on  hand 
looms.  One  small  power  loom  has  been  installed  for  purposes  of 
instruction ;  and  two  large  looms  have  been  introduced  to  weave 
wide  blankets,  which  cannot  be  produced  on  hand  looms. 

The  Reformatory  Prison  for  Women  supplies  all  the  shirts  needed 
by  the  prisons  and  other  public  institutions,  and  also  makes  a  quantity 
of  clothing  for  women.  The  sewing  room  for  this  purpose  is  be- 
coming a  useful  adjunct  to  the  general  plan  of  industrial  training 
there. 

The  Cambridge  House  of  Correction  sells  some  brushes  to  the 
institutions,  and  what  are  not  made  there  for  public  institutions  are 
produced  at  the  State  Prison.  Anticipating  the  closing  of  the  South 
Boston  House  of  Correction,  the  hosiery  industry,  which  was  estab- 
lished there  some  years  ago,  was  removed  to  the  State  Prison  in 
September ;  the  work  has  been  extended,  and  will  eventually  furnish 
occupation  for  a  considerable  number  of  prisoners. 

The  great  variety  of  articles  required  and  the  small  quantity  of 
each  kind  used  make  it  difficult  to  produce  them  in  the  cheapest 
possible  way.  There  is  no  approach  to  uniformity  in  the  style  of 
the  goods  requested ;  and  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that,  if  such 
uniformity  could  be  obtained,  either  by  a  voluntary  agreement  on 
the  part  of  the  managers  of  the  different  institutions,  or  by  a  board 
of  classification,  it  would  be  possible  to  materially  cheapen  the  cost 
of  producing  the  goods.  One  plan,  and  perhaps  the  most  feasible, 
is  to  authorize  the  Governor  to  select  from  the  public  officials  a 
board  to  designate  the  kind  and  quality  of  goods  to  be  used  in  the 
public  institutions,  and  to  fix  absolutely  the  price  which  shall  be  paid 
for  them. 
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The  law  relating  to  making  goods  for  public  use  now  embraces  65 
different  institutions  ;  and  the  sales  from  prisons  to  other  institutions 
during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1902,  ai-e  shown  in  the  following 
statement :  —

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REPORT   OF   THE    AGENT    FOR    AIDING    DISCHARGED 

CONVICTS. 


To  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners : 

As  your  agent  for  aiding  discharged  prisoners  I  beg  to  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1902.  The  total 
number  of  released  prisoners  whom  it  was  found  necessary  to  fur- 
nish with  financial  assistance  was  1,370,  955  of  whom  had  been 
imprisoned  in  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory,  and  upon  whom 
$3,615.57  was  expended  in  helping  them  to  again  resume  a  place  in 
the  world  outside  of  prison.  From  personal  knowledge  I  know 
that  many  of  these  young  men  have  prospered  and  are  to-day  in 
honest  employment.  Assistance  was  also  furnished  to  415  men, 
198  of  whom  had  served  terms  in  the  State  Prison,  215  in  the  jails 
and  houses  of  correction  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  2  were  from 
prisons  in  other  States. 

The  following  statistics  in  relation  to  the  415  men  may  be  of 
interest:  84  were  of  American  parentage;  236  Irish;  27  English  ; 
30  British  Provinces ;  6  German  ;  4  Italian  ;  3  Scotch ;  2  French  ; 
3  Swedish;  3  Russian;  1  Finn;  1  Pole;  1  Portuguese,  and  14 
negi'oes.  One  hundred  and  thirty-two  were  married,  283  were 
single  ;  401  were  white  and  14  colored ;  293  were  intemperate  and 
122  temperate ;  403  could  read  and  write  and  12  were  illiterate^ 
One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  had  been  convicted  more  than  three 
times.  One  hundred  and  forty-seven  belonged  in  Boston,  145  in 
Massachusetts  outside  of  Boston,  61  in  other  States,  and  62  had  no 
homes.  The  average  age  at  time  of  release  was  35.27  years  ;  aver- 
age length  of  sentence  2  years  9  months  15  days.  Four  hundred 
and  fifty-four  items  of  aid  were  furnished  to  198  men  who  had  sened 
terms  in  the  State  Prison,  as  follows  :  —

During  the  same  period  I  have  rendered  assistance  to  304  dis- 
charged prisoners  from  the  funds  of  the  Massachusetts  Society  for 
Aiding  Discharged  Convicts,  at  an  expense  of  $1,199.22,  this  money 
being  applied  generally  where  the  State  ftmds  could  not  be  used. 

Three  out  of  the  160  men  released  from  the  State  Prison  during 
the  year  have  been  recommitted  to  that  institution.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  prison  population  of  the  State  is  still  diminishing, 
although  the  decrease  during  the  past  year  is  not  quite  2  per  cent. , 
as  compared  with  9.51  per  cent,  last  year.  The  discharged  prisoner 
from  our  State  institutions  is  well  clothed.  He  has  been  taught  to 
work  and  is  generally  improved  in  mind  and  body.  K  he  has  rel- 
atives who  can  be  reached,  the  way  is  smoothed  for  his  return  to 
them,  and  he  is  furnished  with  the  means  to  go  comfortably.  In 
all  excepting  reputation  he  stands  as  well  upon  the  day  of  his  re- 
lease as  many  a  worthy  man  who  is  looking  for  employment. 

Sincerely  thanking  all  who  have  contributed  to  the  success  of 
this  work  in  the  past,  and  hoping  for  their  continued  support  and

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REPORT    OF  THE   AGENT   FOR  DISCHARGED  FEMALE 

PRISONERS. 


Oct.  1, 1902. 
To  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners: 

Time  has  brought  us  to  the  close  of  another  year,  and  we  grate- 
fully acknowledge  that  the  hand  of  the  Lord  has  been  with  us,  and 
that  much  good  has  been  accomplished. 

I  assume  at  the  start  that  every  woman  who  obeys  the  moral  law 
and  earns  an  honest  living  is  a  benefit  to  the  world  ;  that  disregard- 
ing higher  motives,  to  make  of  a  discharged  prisoner  such  an 
individual,  rather  than  an  outcast,  a  pauper  or  a  confirmed  criminal, 
is,  as  a  matter  of  business,  profitable ;  that  the  average  prisoner  at 
the  time  of  discharge,  standing  at  a  point  where  the  downward  path 
opens  smooth  and  broad  and  the  upward  rugged  and  harrow, 
requires  assistance,  —  assistance  of  such  a  kind  and  given  in  such 
a  manner  as  experience  has  shown  that  each  particular  case  requires. 

This  assistance  the  State  has  generously  given  to  the  cause  of 
humanity,  and  for  humanity's  sake  the  Redeemer  suffered.  As  to 
the  desired  end,  there  is,  among  civilized  people  in  a  Christian  land, 
no  chance  for  controversy  ;  the  only  possible  contention  is,  how  that 
end  may  best  be  attained. 

There  are  women  to  whom  imprisonment  has  meant  something, 
who  if  they  have  sinned  have  also  suffered,  whose  repentance  is 
sincere  and  who  desire  to  live  blamelessly  in  the  future.  Of  this 
class  I  recall  67  cases.  This  number  may  appear  small,  but  the 
future  of  every  one  of  these  was  in  peril,  and  who  shall  place  a 
value  upon  a  human  soul  ?  It  was  the  one  lost  sheep,  and  not  the 
ninety  and  nine  safely  within  the  fold,  for  which  the  Shepherd  con- 
cerned himself. 

I  recall  thi'ee  instances  of  the  power  of  divine  love.  One  case 
was  that  of  a  girl  who  came  to  me  a  year  ago,  somewhat  under  the 
influence  of  liquor,  and  asked  me  to  save  her  from  her  friends.  I 
took  her  to  a  place  of  safety,  where  I  could  watch  over  her,  and  in 
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due  course  of  time  sent  her  to  a  Christian  home  in  Kansas,  where 
she  is  making  for  herself  a  name  above  reproach.  Another  case 
was  of  a  girl  now  being  educated  for  a  missionary ;  still  another 
started  last  week  for  the  south,  to  become  a  teacher  in  a  school  for 
girls.  These  living  testimonies,  and  the  thought  of  my  Master's 
example,  give  me  courage  to  press  on  with  renewed  effort  and 
watchfulness  over  these  hopeful  cases,  to  make  for  them  a  living 
reality  of  the  words  of  the  Master  when  he  said  :  ''  Come  unto  me 
all  ye  that  are  weary  and  heavy  laden  and  I  will  give  you  rest.'* 
Do  this,  and  to  many  a  storm-beaten  spirit  the  midnight  darkness 
of  despair  will  be  illumined  by  the  bright  sunshine  of  hope  fiilfilled. 

Of  1,507  women  who  have  been  helped  this  year,  893  have  been 
furnished  employment,  426  sent  to  home  and  Mends,  102  sent  tO' 
hospitals,  7  sent  to  insane  asylums,  58  have  died  and  21  have  been 
married. 

I  thankfully  acknowledge  the  many  kindnesses  and  assistance 
extended  to  me  by  the  matrons  and  superintendents  of  the  various 
institutions  with  whom  I  have  been  brought  in  contact,  also  to  the 
railroad  officials  for  their  courtesy  and  hearty  co-operation.

Legal  Service. 

Mr.  F.  R.  Bangs,  who  since  1895  has  been  counsel  to  the 
Board  of  Police,  resigned  on  May  1,  1902,  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Warren  was  appointed  in  his  place.  The  counsel  to  the  Board 
of  Police  has,  during  the  last  year,  attended  all  the  hearings 
before  the  Board  of  Police  to  assist  in  the  examination  of  wit- 
nesses, etc.,  except  when  he  has  been  engaged  in  court,  or 
on  other  important  business  connected  with  the  department, 
or  when  both  sides  have  been  represented  by  counsel.  He 
has  also  prosecuted  in  the  different  municipal  courts  over  40 
criminal  cases,  besides  attending  to  and  defending  all  such 
civil  suits  brought  against  police  officers,  arising  out  of  their 
official  acts,  as  have  been  brought  to  him.  He  has  defended 
one  criminal  prosecution  brought  against  a  police  officer.  On 
Jan.  1,  1902,  there  were  51  civil  suits  pending;  of  these,  5 
have  been  disposed  of  since  January  1.  Six  such  suits  have 
been  brought  since  Jan.  1,  1902;  of  these,  2  have  been  dis- 
posed of,  leaving  50  such  suits  still  pending.     He  has  also 
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attended  to  all  cases  that  have  been  brought  to  him  in  which 
police  officers  have  been  summoned  in  as  trustees,  or  otherwise 
proceeded  against,  on  account  of  property  which  has  come  into 
their  hands  as  police  officers.  On  Jan.  1,  1902,  there  were  5 
such  suits  pending,  none  of  which  has  since  been  disposed  of. 
Four  such  suits  have  been  brought  since ;  of  these,  1  was  not 
entered  in  court  and  1  has  been  disposed  of,  leaving  7  such 
cases  still  pending.  He  has  also  attended  to  all  proceedings 
against  the  Board  of  Police.  On  Jan.  1,  1902,  one  petition 
for  a  writ  of  mandamus  was  pending  against  the  Board  of 
Police,  which  has  since  been  disposed  of. 

Public  Parks. 

To  police  the  parks  during  the  past  year  it  took  a  permanent 
force  of  38  men,  consisting  of  1  lieutenant,  2  sergeants,  34 
patrolmen,  1  reserveman,  7  men  mounted  on  bicycles  and  16 
on  horses.  To  aid  this  force,  details  were  made  on  Sundays, 
holidays  and  special  occasions,  aggregating  995  men,  and  con- 
sisting of  4  lieutenants,  44  sergeants,  897  patrolmen  and  50 
reserve  men. 

The  arrests  in  the  parks  amounted  to  131,  113  being  men 
and  18  women.

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Public  Lodging-houses. 

Every  building  in  the  city  of  Boston,  not  licensed  as  an  inn, 
in  which  10  or  more  persons  are  lodged  for  twenty-five  cents 
or  less  each  per  night,  is  a  public  lodging-house,  under  chapter 
414  of  the  Acts  of  1894,  and  the  Board  of  Police  is  authorized 
to  grant  licenses  to  such  lodging-houses  after  the  inspector  of 
buildings  has  certified  that  the  building  is  provided  with  proper 
exits  and  appliances  for  giving  alarm  to  the  inmates  in  case  of 
fire,  and  the  board  of  health  has  certified  that  the  sanitary 
condition  is  satisfactory.  Under  this  law  22  applications  for 
licenses  were  received ;   17  were  granted  and  5  rejected. 

The  following  shows  the  locations  of  the  licensed  lodging- 
houses,  and  the  number  of  persons  lodged  in  each  during  the 
year :  —

Pure  Alcohol. 

Section  18  of  chapter  100  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides  for 
licenses  of  the  seventh  class  to  be  issued  to  dealers  in  paints 
or  chemicals  to  sell  alcohol  for  mechanical,  manufacturing  or 
chemical  purposes  only.  Twenty-one  applications  were  re- 
ceived for  licenses  of  this  class,  and  the  applicants  being 
•engaged  in  business,  as  required  by  law,  all  the  applications 
were  granted. 
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Small  Loans. 

Eighteen  applications  were  received  for  licenses  to  make 
small  loans,  secured  by  mortgage,  pledge  of  household  fur- 
niture or  other  personal  property  exempt  from  attachment, 
or  by  assignment  of  wages  for  personal  service,  for  less  than 
$200  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  greater  than  12  per  cent.,  17  of 
which  were  granted  and  1  withdrawn.

The  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  is  34,732,  being  an 
increase  of  23^  from  last  year,  and  2,161  less  than  the  average 
for  the  past  five  years.  There  were  19,167  persons  arrested 
for  drunkenness,  being  321  less  than  last  year  and  2,291  less 
than  the  average  for  the  past  five  years.  Of  this  decrease  in 
drunkenness  this  year  1.5  per  cent,  were  males  and  2.83  per 
cent,  females.     (See  Tables  XI.,  XII.  and  XIII.) 

Of  the  total  number  of  arrests  for  the  year  (34,732),  1,311 
were  for  violations  of  the  city  ordinances ;  that  is  to  say,  1 
arrest  in  26  was  for  such  ofience,  or  3.77  per  cent. 
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Fifty-eight  and  seven-hundredths  per  cent,  of  persons  taken 
into  custody  were  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  forty.  (See 
Table  XIV.)' 

The  number  of  persons  punished  by  fines  was  10,878,  and 
the  fines  amounted  to  $92,458.75.     (See  Table  XIII.) 

Sixty-nine  persons  were  committed  to  the  State  Prison, 
2,045  to  the  House  of  Correction,  71  to  the  Women's  Prison, 
129  to  the  Reformatory  Prison,  1,248  to  the  House  of  In- 
dustry and  916  to  other  institutions.  The  total  years  of 
imprisonment  were  2,4111%2»  the  total  number  of  days'  attend- 
ance in  court  by  oflScers  was  30,283  and  the  witness  fees 
amounted  to  $8,308.22. 

The  value  of  property  taken  from  prisoners  and  lodgers  was 
$42,732.87. 

One  hundred  and  nine  witnesses  were  detained  at  station 
houses  and  84  persons  were  accommodated  with  lodgings,  a 
decrease  of  17.64  per  cent,  from  last  year.  There  was  an 
increase  of  about  11.27  per  cent,  from  last  year  in  the  number 
of  insane  persons  taken  in  charge,  an  increase  of  about  59 
per  cent,  in  the  number  of  sick  and  injured  persons  assisted 
and  a  decrease  of  about  8.25  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  lost 
children  cared  for. 

•  The  average  amount  of  property  reported  stolen  in  the  city 
for  the  five  years  from  1898  to  1902,  inclusive,  was  $96,766.93  ; 
in  1902  it  waa  $93,509.69,  or  $3,257.24  less  than  the  average. 
In  the  same  period  the  average  amount  of  property  reported 
» stolen  in  and  out  of  the  city  which  was  recovered  by  the  Bos- 
ton police  was  $187,738.16;  in  1902  it  was  $299,609.86,  or 
$111,871.70  more  than  the  average. 

The  average  amount  of  fines  imposed  by  courts  for  the  five 
years  from  1898  to  1902,  inclusive,  was  $101,689.91 ;  in  1902 
it  was  $92,458.75,  or  $9,231.16  less  than  the  average.

Illegal  Gaming. 

Last  year  there  were  108  raids  made  on  policy  shops ;  this 
year,  25.  I^ast  year  there  were  300  raids  on  other  places  where 
gambling  was  suspected  of  being  carried  on ;  this  year,  133. 
Last  year  there  were  996  persons  arrested,  and  property  to  the 
amount  of  $1,680.84  seized  ;  this  year  there  were  1,143  persons 
arrested,  and  property  to  the  value  of  $2,305.58  seized. 


Bureau  of  Criminal  Investigation. 

The  ** Rogues'  Gallery"  now  contains  15,980  photographs, 
10,980  of  which  are  photographs  with  Bertillon  measurements, 
a  system  used  by  this  department  during  the  past  four  years. 
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In  accordance  with  an  act  passed  by  the  Legislature  March  28, 
1899  (cliapter  203,  sections  1  and  2),  we  are  allowed  photo- 
graphs, with  Bertillon  measurements,  of  all  convicts  now  in  the 
several  prisons  in  this  State,  and  of  those  who  have  been  con- 
fined there  and  who  are  measured  under  that  system  and  photo- 
graphs taken,  —  a  number  of  which  have  already  been  added 
to  our  Bertillon  cabinets  This,  together  mth  the  adoption  of 
the  system  by  this  department  in  1898,  is  and  will  continue  to 
be  of  great  assistance  in  the  identification  of  criminals.  The 
records  of  742  criminals  have  been  added  to  the  records  kept  in 
this  Bureau,  which  now  contain  a  total  of  24,670.  This  Bureau 
has  issued  384  prison  reports  of  discharged  convicts,  containing 
the  full  records,  description,  distinguishing  marks,  etc.,  of 
125  convicts  who  were  discharged  during  the  year,  and  whose 
records  were  considered  of  sufficient  importance  to  preserve. 
Other  police  departments  were  furnished  with  156  copies  of 
these  reports.  The  number  of  cases  reported  to  this  office 
which  have  been  investigated  during  the  year  are  10,364,  — 
2,470  of  which  are  recorded  on  the  assignment  books  kept  for 
this  purpose,  and  reports  made  on  these  cases  are  filed  away 
for  future  reference.  Letters  and  telegrams,  to  the  num- 
ber of  about  2,000  yearly,  are  now  filed  with  the  numbered 
reports  to  which  they  refer,  so  that  all  the  papers  pertaining  to 
a  case  can  be  found  in  the  same  envelope,  thus  simplifying  the 
matters  when  information  is  desired  on  any  case.  The  system 
of  indexing,  adopted  by  this  Bureau  for  the  use  of  the  depart- 
ment, now  contains  a  list  of  records,  histories,  photographs, 
dates  of  arrests,  etc.,  of  about  60,000  people;  there  are  also 
'^  histories  and  press  clippings,"  now  numbering  5,285,  kept  by 
this  Bureau,  in  envelope  form,  for  police  reference. 

The  statistics  of  the  work  of  this  branch  of  the  service  are 
included  in  the  statements  of  the  general  work  of  the  depart- 
ment ;  but  as  the  duties  are  of  a  special  character,  the  following

The  total  number  of  licenses  issued  of  all  kinds,  except  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor,  was  25,904  ;  transferred,  210 ; 
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cancelled  and  revoked,  2,741.  The  officers  investigated  466 
complaints  arising  under  these  licenses,  afid  5  hearings  were 
given  by  the  Board  on  these  complaints.  The  fees  collected 
and  paid  into  the  city  treasury  amounted  to  $48,011.40.  (See 
Table  XV.) 

Permits  to  deliver  Liquor, 

Holders  of  fourth  and  fifth  class  licenses  are  required  to 
obtain  permits  for  such  of  their  employees  as  are  engaged  in 
delivering  intoxicating  liquor  from  teams.  These  permits  have 
to  be  shown  to  police  officers,  on  demand,  and  are  revoked  in 
case  the  holder  is.  found  delivering  liquor  illegally,  or  under 
suspicious  circumstances.  During  the  past  year  356  such  per- 
mits were  granted  and  740  cancelled  or  revoked  ;  most  of  the 
cancellations  being  made  on  the  request  of  the  employers  dur- 
ing a  strike  of  brewery  employees. 

Drunkenness. 

Arrests  for  drunkenness  averaged  52.5  per  day  during  the 
year,  or  3.28  per  cent,  of  the  population.  There  were  321 
less  persons  arrested  than  in  1901,  —  a  decrease  of  1.64  per 
cent. ;  39.35  per  cent,  of  the  arrested  persons  were  non-resi- 
dents and  44.6  per  cent,  were  of  foreign  birth.  (See  Table 
XI.) 

Financial. 

Requisitions  were  made  on  the  city  council  for  the  sum  of 
$1,844,996.63  to  meet  the  running  expenses  of  the  department, 
including  the  pensioned  police  officers,  house  of  detention, 
station  house  matrons,  liquor  license  expenses  and  police  signal 
system  for  the  financial  year. 

The  total  expenditures  for  police  purposes  during  the  past 
year,  including  the  pensions,  house  of  detention,  station  house 
matrons  and  liquor  license  expenses,  but  exclusive  of  the  main- 
tenance of  the  police  signal  system,  were  $1,744,786.17. 

The  total  revenue  paid  into  the  city  treasury  from  fees  for 
licenses  over  which  the  police  have  supervision  was  $1,474,- 
619.67,  of  which  $1,426,608.27  was  received  for  liquor  licenses. 
(See  Table  XVII.) 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  police  signal  system  during  the 
year  was  $57,908.18.     (See  Table  XVIII.) 
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Pensions  and  Benefits. 

Dec.  1,  1901,  there  were  148  pensioners  on  the  roll.  Dur- 
ing the  year  11  died,  viz.,  1  superintendent,  1  captain,  1  lieuten- 
ant, 1  sergeant  and  7  patrolmen,  and  24  were  added,  viz.,  1 
lieutenant,  1  inspector,  1  sergeant  and  21  patrolmen,  leaving 
161  on  the  roll  at  date,  including  the  widows  of  6  and  the 
orphans  of  1  policeman,  who  died  from  injuries  received  in  the 
service. 

The  payments  on  account  of  pensions  during  the  past  year 
amounted  to  $94,240.28,  and  it  is  estimated  that  $98,598.75 
will  be  required  for  the  purpose  in  1903.  This  does  not  include 
pensions  for  2  captains  and  20  patrolmen,  all  of  whom  are 
sixty-five  years  or  over,  and  are  entitled  to  be  pensioned  on 
account  of  age  and  term  of  service. 

The  invested  fund  of  the  police  charitable  fund  on  the  30th 
of  November  last  amounted  to  $207,550.  There  are  66  bene- 
ficiaries at  the  present  time,  and  there  has  been  paid  to  them 
the  sum  of  $8,535.83  during  the  past  year. 

The  invested  fund  of  the  Police  Relief  Association  on  the 
30th  of  November  was  $61,567.57.  The  payments  for  the 
year  amounted  to  $23,164.50

Police  Signal  Service. 

In  compliance  with  chapter  454  of  the  Acts  of  1894  and 
chapter  249  of  the  Acts  of  1898,  19,600  feet  of  underground 
cable  have  been  laid  on  Divisions  9  and  10,  and  4,280  feet  on 
Division  15. 

On  account  of  the  growth  of  population  in  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts it  has  become  necessary  to  install  more  signal  boxes. 
One  has  been  placed  on  Division  11,  and  10  on  Division  13, 
making  450  boxes  in  service. 

There  are  in  use  in  the  signal  service  25  horses,  18  patrol 
wagons  and  12  pungs. 


I 
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During  the  year  the  wagons  made  22,280  rans,  covering  an 
aggregate  distance  of  19,925  miles.  There  were  21,392  prison- 
ers conveyed  to  the  station  houses;  1,100  runs  were  made  to 
take  injured  and  insane  persons  to  station  houses,  the  hospitals 
or  their  homes ;  and  613  runs  were  made  to  take  lost  children 
to  station  houses.  There  were  645  runs  to  fires  and  154  runs 
for  liquor  seizures.  There  were  450  signal  boxes  in  use, 
arranged  on  60  circuits.  There  were  906,514  telephone  mes- 
sages and  2,636,242  ''on-duty"  calls  sent  over  the  lines. 

Conclusion. 

There  were  slight  increases  in  offences  against  property  (16), 
the  currency  (8),  chastity  (48)  and  in  misdemeanors  (387). 

There  were  slight  decreases  in  offences  against  the  person 
(93),  against  the  license  laws  (34)  and  in  drunkenness  (321). 

The  Board  also  takes  this  occasion  to  commend  the  efficient 

and  faithful  work  performed  by  the  officers  during  the  past 

year.

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Police  Signal  Service. 

During  the  year  8,400  feet  of  underground  cable,  con- 
taining 35,568  feet  of  wire,  were  laid  in  the  following 
streets  :  Pocasset  Street,  from  South  Main  to  Canal  Street ; 
Morgan  Street,  from  Kidge  to  Fourth  Street;  Rodman 
Street,  from  Second  to  Third  Street ;  Second  Street,  from 
Eodman  to  Borden  Street;  Prospect  Street,  from  North 
Main  to  Hanover  Street.  An  additional  piece  of  cable  was 
laid  from  the  central  station  to  the  comer  of  South  Main 
and  Pocasset  streets,  connecting  the  department  with  the 
headquarters  of  the  fire  department.  Four  signal  boxes  and 
two  test  boxes  were  connected  with  this  cable. 

The  department  now  has  46,200  feet  of  underground  cable, 
containing  248,678  feet  of  wire,  all  of  which  is  working 
satisfactorily.  Twenty-six  signal  boxes  and  eleven  test 
boxes  are  connected  with  this  cable. 

Seventy -three  signal  boxes  are  in  use.  There  were 
24,716  telephone  messages  and  451,552  on-duty  calls  sent 
in  during  the  year.  Three  horses  and  two  wagons  are  used 
in  the  patrol  service.  The  wagons  made  2,602  runs,  covered 
3,842^  miles  and  conveyed  3,007  prisoners  to  the  station 
houses. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  police  signal  system  was

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Licenses, 

The  law  regulating  the  number  of  places  which  may  be 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all  cities  and 
towns,  except  Boston,  which  vote  to  grant  licenses  of  the 
first  five  classes,  provides  that  the  number  of  places  licensed 
shall  not  exceed  one  for  each  one  thousand  of  the  population, 
as  ascertained  by  the  last  preceding  national  or  State  census. 
The  number  of  places  licensed  during  the  year  was  106  ;  38 
druggist  and  3  special  club  licenses  were  also  issued. 

During  the  year  the  first  and  fourth  class  licenses  held  by 
P.  G.  Morgan  &  Co.  and  Ulric  Cote  &  Son  were  revoked  at 
the  request  of  the  licensees.  P.  G.  Morgan  &  Co.  went  out 
of  business,  and  first  and  fourth  class  licenses  were  issued  at 
the  same  place  to  Carroll  &  Dupuis  upon  the  payment  of  a 
license  fee  of  $1,300.  A  first  class  license,  as  an  innholder, 
was  issued  to  Ulric  Cote  &  Son  in  place  of  the  first  and 
fourth  class  licenses  originally  granted  to  them,  upon  the 
payment  of  an  additional  license  fee  of  $1,150.  The  original 
license  fee  paid  in  each  case  was  $1,800,  none  of  which  was 
refunded. 

The  total  amount  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  liquor 
licenses  was  $209,188.  Of  this  amount,  25  per  cent., 
$52,297,  is  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  the  balance,  $156,891,  is  the  revenue  to  the  city. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  licenses  of  all 
kinds  issued,  etc.,  during  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1902  :  — 
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FiNANOIAL. 

Requisitions  were  made  on  the  city  council  for  the  sum  of 
$140,462.19  to  meet  the  running  expenses  of  the  department, 
including  the  police  signal  system.  Deducting  $766.48, 
the  amount  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  uniform  ma- 
terials, leaves  the  net  cost  for  maintaining  the  department

COMMON^'EALTH   OF  MaSSACHL'BETTB, 

Adjutant  General's  Office,  Boston,  Doc.  31,  1902. 
To  Hia  Excellency  Governor  W.  Mukkay  Crane. 

Governor: — 1  have  the  honor  to  most  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  annual  report  of  this  department  for  the  year  1902. 

Militia. 

The  organization  of  the  militia  remains  the  same  as  at  last 
report.  The  duty  for  the  year  has  been  well  performed, 
showing  a  larger  attendance  than  in  former  years. 

The  militia  has  made  an  advance  during  the  year,  and  a 
few  weak  commands  should  be  made  to  do  better  by  their 
commanding  officers,  or  recommended  for  discipline  or  even 
disbandment.  Officers  and  men  who  are  earnest  in  their 
work  accomplish  good  results.  A  disposition  to  slackness 
and  lack  of  proper  supervision  is  noticeable  in  a  few  cases. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  duties  and  general  condition 
of  the  force  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  received  from  the 
Surgeon  General,  Inspector  General  and  the  Inspector  Gen- 
eral of  Rifle  Practice. 

The  following  companies  were  found  below  the  standard 
of  efficiency,  and  were  disbanded  on  reports  of  Inspector 
General  and  commanding  officers. 

Company  A,  Eighth  Infantry,  March  12. 

Company  K,  Fifth  Infantry,  June  24. 

A  new  company  in  Boston  was  mustered  into  service 
March  12,  in  place  of  Company  D,  Ninth  Infantry,  dis- 
banded in  1901.  A  new  company  in  Somerville  was  mus- 
tered into  service  March  24,  to  take  the  place  of  Company 
K,  Eighth  Regiment,  disbanded  in  1901. 

At  present  there  are  vacancies  for  companies,  one  each  in 
the  Fifth  and  Eighth  Regiments.     All  petitioners  for  new 
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companies  have  been  inspected,  and  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Inspector  General  two  will  be  selected  for  recom- 
mendation to  the  Commander-in-Chief  for  his  orders. 

Tours  of  Duty. 

All  organizations  of  the  militia  performed  the  annual  drill 
and  camp  duties  required  by  law. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Heavy  Artillery  performed  its  camp 
duty  at  Forts  Rodman,  Adams  and  Greble,  in  connection 
with  the  Army  and  Navy  manoeuvres. 

The  Naval  Brigade  performed  its  duty  with  the  fleet  com- 
manded by  Admiral  Francis  J.  Higginson,  in  connection 
with  the  Army  and  Navy  manoeuvres. 

Each  command  received  from  the  Army  and  Navy  oflBcers 
reporting  on  the  duty  praise  for  intelligent  performance  of 
duty. 

The  Second  Brigade  performed  its  camp  and  annual  drill 
at  Lakeville.  While  the  duty  was  well  performed,  I  doubt 
if  anything  could  be  done  in  such  camps  that  cannot  be  done 
at  the  State  camp  ground.  I  am  still  a  firm  believer  in 
regimental  camps,  for  at  least  one  year.  I  believe  the  force 
would  benefit  by  it,  and  commanding  officers  would  be  put 
more  upon  their  own  resources. 

In  addition,  the  following  duty  was  performed  under 
orders : — 

The  Naval  Brigade,  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  First  Bat- 
talion of  Cavalry,  and  Battery  A,  were  on  duty  at  the 
reception  of  His  Royal  Highness  Prince  Henry  of  Prussia, 
March  6. 

Headquarters  detail,  with  companies  A,  B,  C,  H  and  I, 
Ninth  Infantry,  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  headquarters  detail 
and  companies  A,  B  and  C,  Naval  Brigade,  and  Battery  A, 
Light  Artillery,  performed  duty  at  the  dedication  of  the 
Revolutionary  monument  at  South  Boston,  March  17. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Cavalry  was  on  duty  at  the  rece}> 
tion  of  French  guests.  May  31. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Cavalry,  and  Battery  A,  Light 
Artillery,  were  on  duty  at  the  reception  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  June  25.  The  First  Battalion  of  Cavalry 
and  detachment  of  Light  Battery  A  were  on  duty  at  Boston  on

the  occasion  of  the  reception  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  August  25  and  26. 

A  headquarters  detail,  and  companies  D  and  I,  Eighth 
Regiment,  and  Company  E,  Naval  Brigade,  with  Troop  F, 
Cavalry,  were  on  duty  at  Lynn  on  the  occasion  of  the  recep- 
tion of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  August  24  and  25. 

Details  for  funeral  escorts  have  been  made  during  the  year 
as  usual. 

Heavy  Artillery. 

The  First  Regiment  has  progressed  in  its  work  of  heavy 
artillery,  and  much  progress  has  been  made. 

An  appropriation  of  $1,500  was  made  by  the  Legisla- 
ture to  further  equip  this  command  in  appliances.  Of  this 
amount,  $984.50  has  been  expended. 

Active  Militia. 

The  force  now  allowed  by  law  is  484  officers  and  6,115 
enlisted  men,  and  the  force  is  well  up  to  law  allowance. 

Enrolled  Militia. 

Returns  from  cities  and  towns  show  the  number  of  en- 
rolled militia  to  be  473,278,  an  increase  of  4,629  over 
previous  year. 

Rifle  Practice. 

Rifle  practice  has  made  good  progress  during  the  year,  as 
will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  Col.  James  G.  White,  Inspector 
General  of  Rifle  Practice. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  this  work  was  $18,000.  Of 
this  amount,  $18,000  has  been  expended. 

The  Inspector  General  of  Rifle  Practice  reports  a  deficiency 
in  regular  appropriations  of  $1,392.24. 

An  appropriation  of  $2,000  was  made  for  a  team  to  take 
part  in  the  rifle" matches  at  Sea  Girt,  N.  J.  Of  this  amount, 
$1,999.79  has  been  expended. 

Armories. 

The  armories  of  the  militia  remain  the  same  as  at  last  re- 
port, with  the  exception  of  the  following  changes  :  — 

The  Second  Brigade  headquarters  have  been  removed  to 
120  Tromont  Street. 
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The  new  armory  at  Medford  is  now  occupied  by  Company 
E,  Fifth  Regiment  Infantry. 

The  cities  and  towns  are  providing  better  armories,  and 
more  attention  is  given  to  the  provisions  of  law. 

The  city  of  Everett  is  building  a  new  armory  for  the  com- 
pany located  in  that  city. 

One  city  and  three  towns,  after  repeated  complaints  of  in- 
adequacy of  armories,  do  not  remedy  defects,  and  rents  have 
been  reduced  accordingly. 

The  new  armories  being  built  in  Cambridge,  New  Bed- 
ford and  Somerville  will  be  completed  about  the  middle  of 
the  coming  year,  and  an  appropriation  will  be  required  to 
furnish  heat  and  light  for  the  same  and  for  the  employment 
of  janitors. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  for  armory  rents  was  $37,- 
000.     Of  this  amount,  there  has  been  expended  $37,000. 

Nine  armories,  erected  under  the  armory  law  of  1888, 
located  in  Boston,  Springfield,  Worcester,  Lynn,  Fitchburg, 
Fall  River,  Lowell  and  Lawrence,  are  in  need  of  constant 
repairs,  and  the  expense  is  increased  by  electric  lighting  and 
usual  repairs. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  for  care,  lighting,  heating, 
janitors  and  repairs  of  these  armories  was  $25,000.  Of  this 
amount,  there  has  been  expended  $24,989.55. 

Adjutant  General's  Department. 

All  money  accounts  received,  excepting  those  due  Jan.  1, 
1903,  have  been  certified  and  sent  to  the  Auditor. 

There  has  been  expended  for  pay,  transportation,  officers' 
and  board  meetings,  office  salaries  and  direct  expenses  of  the 
militia,  $205,098.96.  There  remains  in  the  various  appro- 
priations unexpended  the  sum  of  $7,330.20,  which  is  not 
available  to  pay  deficiencies. 

I  regret  that  there  is  a  deficiency ;  it  is  principally  in 
militia  bounty,  on  account  of  the  large  attendance  at  tours 
of  duty  and  care  of  armories. 

The  appropriation  for  janitor  allowance  was  $7,000.  Of 
this  amount  there  has  been  expended  $6,508. 

The  appropriation  for  allowances  for  repairs  to  uniforms 
was  $9,000.     Of  this  amount,  $8,947.44  has  been  expended. 
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Estimated  amount  paid  out  for  war  record  work,  pay  of 
clerks,  postage  and  printing,  is  $2,700. 

The  sum  of  $4,000  was  appropriated  for  instruction  in 
riding.     Of  this  amount,  $3,000  has  been  expended. 

There  is  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Commonwealth  at 
Washington,  from  appropriations  made  for  equipping  the 
militia,  $74,541.13.  A  small  amount  of  supplies  has  been 
drawn  during  the  year,  it  being  the  policy  to  increase  the 
amount  as  much  as  possible,  in  order  to  draw  uniforms  for 
the  militia. 

There  is  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Commonwealth  at 
the  Navy  Department,  out  of  appropriations  for  arming  and 
equipping  the  Naval  Brigade,  the  sum  of  $13,387.01,  a  limited 
number  of  supplies  having  been  drawn  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  preserving  war  records  has  been  continued^ 
under  untoward  circumstances,  owing  to  sickness  of  em- 
ployees and  other  unforeseen  delays.  The  original  enlist- 
ment papers,  so  far  as  found  on  the  files,  are  now  being 
bound,  the  bills  for  which  are  yet  to  be  rendered.  In  order 
to  continue  this  necessary  work  in  the  coming  year,  an 
appropriation  of  at  least  $1,000  and  the  unexpended  bal- 
ance of  last  year  will  be  necessary. 

The  rewriting  of  war  and  naval  records  has  progressed 
under  supervision  of  this  department,  controlled  by  a  com- 
mission, which  will  make  full  reports  of  progress  made. 

Quartermaster's  Department. 

All  troops  were  rationed  under  the  supervision  of  the    , 
Commissary  General,  and  I  refer  for  details  to  his  report. 

The  usual  repairs  to  buildings  have  been  made  during  the 
year  from  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  made  for  that  purpose  ; 
$1,499.08  has  been  expended,  but  in  the  coming  year  several 
buildings  built  in  1883  will  have  to  be  replaced  by  new,  or 
extensive  repairs  made,  for  which  an  appropriation  may  be 
asked. 

The  State  camp  grounds  are  in  good  condition.  The 
annual  appropriation  for  care  of  same  was  $1,000.  Of  this 
amount,  $949  has  been  expended. 

Sales  of  condemned  property  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  and  the  amounts  turned  into  the  treasury,  making  a 
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total  of  $1,718.87  which  was  available.  Of  this  amount, 
$1,201.29  has  l>een  expended. 

There  was  appropriated  for  the  care  of  the  U.  S.  S.  *'Inca" 
the  sum  of  $1,200.  Of  this  there  has  been  expended 
$1,191.30. 

The  bill  now  before  the  United  States  Senate,  having 
passed  the  House,  if  it  becomes  a  law,  will  provide  new 
arms  and  ammunition  without  charge,  leaving  the  appropria- 
tions to  States  available  for  uniforms  and  camp  equipage. 
This  will  make  a  large  saving  to  the  Commonwealth,  as  the 
appropriations  have  been  only  enough  heretofore  to  provide 
arms.  The  new  uniform  for  the  array  has  been  adopted, 
and  a  bill  of  dress  issued ;  and  as  soon  as  shades  of  cloth 
and  specifications  are  cietermined  upon,  I  would  advise 
drawing  uniforms,  which  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  asking 
for  an  appropriation  for  the  same  of  the  Legislature.  The 
troops  need  and  should  have  a  full  dress,  and  it  is  possible 
to  provide  it  as  above. 

By  a  resolve  of  the  Legislature  this  office  was  instructed 
to  arrange  for  the  medals  for  the  Minute-men  of  '61.  An 
appropriation  of  $3,000  was  made,  and  a  portion  of  the  medals 
have  been  received  and  are  l>eing  sent  to  applicants.  The 
appropriation  made  will  be  required  to  complete  the  work. 

I  desire  in  this,  my  last  report  to  you,  to  express  my 
sincere  thanks  for  your  confidence  and  continued  good  advice 
and  courtesy.  I  shall  always  look  back  to  my  three  years' 
service  with  you  with  great  pleasure.  To  the  staff  I  am 
indebted  for  an  intelligent  performance  of  duty  and  many 
courtesies.  To  the  attaches  of  the  department  I  desire  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  their  work.

The  Inspector  General  to  the  First  and  Second  Brigade  head- 
quarters, Ninth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  First  Brigade  Signal  Corps 
and  detachment  of  Ambulance  Corps;  Lieut.  Col.  Edward  J. 
Gihon,  A.  I.  G.,  to  the  Second  and  Fifth  Regiments  of  Infantry 
and  Second  Corps  of  Cadets;  Lieut.  Col.  Henry  L.  Williams, 
A.  I.  G.,  to  the  Sixth  Regiment  of  Infantry  and  First  Corps  of 
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Cadets;  Lieut.  Col.  Arthar  B.  Denny,  A.  I.  6.,  to  the  Naval 
Brigade ;  Lieut.  Col.  Geo.  H.  Benjon,  A.  I.  G.,  to  the  First  Regi- 
ment Heavy  Artillery,  First  Battalion  Light  Artillery,  Light  Bat- 
tery A,  Troop  F,  Signal  Corps  Second  Brigade ;  Lieut.  Col.  Paal 
R.  Hawkins,  A.  I.  G.,  to  the  Eighth  Regiment  Infantry  and  First 
Battalion  Cavalry.  Maj.  H.  P.  Ballard,  A.  I.  G.,  of  the  Second 
Brigade  staff,  was  detailed  for  service  in  this  department  during 
the  encampment  of  the  Second  Brigade,  and  performed  such  duties 
as  were  assigned  him  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  inspecting  officers  were  on  duty  4,059  hours,  and  travelled 
17,016  miles;  744  letters  were  written  and  451  received. 

It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  say  that  the  militia  as  a 
whole  has  made  continued  and  rapid  progress  during  the  year. 
With  a  very  few  exceptions,  the  several  organizations  have  attained 
a  higher  standard  of  efficiency,  and  a  very  commendable  spirit  of 
pride  and  loyalty  to  the  force  is  noticeable  among  the  officers  and 
men. 

In  my  report  last  year,  attention  was  called  to  the  need  of  more 
careful  supervision  of  the  companies  l^  their  field  officers.  The 
poor  companies  are  caused,  as  a  rule,  by  inefficient  officers  or  local 
conditions ;  and  the  inspecting  officer  should  ascertain  wherein  the 
trouble  lies,  and  report  same  promptly  to  the  commanding  officer, 
suggesting  such  remedy  as  in  his  judgment  will  change  the  con- 
ditions. Such  recommendations,  when  made,  and  if  approved  by 
the  commanding  officer,  should  be  promptly  carried  into  effect. 

The  commander  of  every  regiment  and  battalion  owes  a  duty  to 
both  the  Commonwealth  and  his  command  to  promptly  replace 
inefficient  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers,  and  to 
strive  at  all  times  to  maintain  the  organization  to  the  highest  degree 
of  efficiency. 

First  Brigade. 

The  tour  of  camp  duty  and  annual  drill  of  the  First  Brigade  was 
performed  at  Framingham,  June  7  to  14  inclusive. 

The  camp  was  well  laid  out,  plenty  of  room  being  available  for 
each  command ;  policing  excellent  during  the  entire  eight  days. 

The  weather  conditions  were  unsatisfactory,  but,  thanks  to 
the  excellent  sanitary  arrangements,  but  very  little  sickness  re- 
sulted. 

The  commissary  department,  under  General  Wellington,  was 
successfully  conducted  as  usual.  Plenty  of  good,  nourishing  food 
was  furnished,  at  a  minimum  cost,  and  apparently  to  every  one's 
satisfaction. 

The  attendance  was  very  satisfactory,  especially  in  the  Second 
Infantry. 
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Guard  daty  showed  a  decided  improvement  over  last  year,  but 
more  study  is  desirable  as  to  knowledge  of  sentinels.  Ceremonies, 
as  a  rule,  well  carried  out;  drills  faithfully  performed.  More 
attention  should  be  given,  however,  to  open  order  work  while  in 
camp,  leaving  the  close  order  drill  for  the  armory,  where  the 
facilities  for  the  former  are  necessarily  limited.  Military  courtesy 
very  good. 

Many  of  the  troops  arrived  on  the  grounds  a  number  of  hours 
before  the  official  opening  of  the  camp.  I  doubt  the  advisability 
of  the  companies  straggling  into  camp  after  dark ;  it  causes  much 
noise  and  confusion  in  getting  settled  quarters. 

A  decided  improvement  was  noticed  in  the  appearance  of  the 
enlisted  men  when  off  duty.  In  but  a  few  instances  were  men 
noticed  who  did  not  have  their  blouses  buttoned  and  clothing  well 
brushed.  More  attention  should  be  given  by  company  commanders 
to  the  smaller  details  of  dress. 

A  number  of  civilians  were  noticed  in  camp  after  taps,  contrary 
to  orders. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  desirability  of  placing  the  best- 
informed  and  most  soldierly  appearing  men  on  No.  1  post  of  the 
guard  at  all  times,  and  the  importance  of  officers  remaining  with 
their  guard  at  all  times  when  it  is  not  absolutely  necessary  that 
they  be  absent. 

The  review  on  Friday  before  the  Commander-in-Chief  merits  a 
great  deal  of  praise,  all  the  commands  passing  with  full  ranks,  and 
in  most  instances  at  the  proper  distance  and  cadence. 

On  Sunday  the  several  organizations  were  inspected  by  their 
commanders,  who  were  accompanied  by  officers  of  this  department. 
With  the  exception  of  some  dirty  uniforms  and  undeaned  rifles, 
everything  was  reported  as  satisfactory. 

Church  services  were  held  by  the  chaplains  of  the  Second  and 
Sixth  Infantry  at  their  respective  headquarters,  and  were  largely 
attended. 

I  renew  my  recommendation  of  last  year  as  to  building  a  new 
stable  at  State  headquarters. 

The  average  attendance  of  commissioned  officers,  enlisted  men 
and  band,  1845^. 

I  consider  this  tour  of  duty  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  very  best, 
ever  performed  by  this  brigade. 

Second  Bbigade. 

The  tour  of  camp  duty  and  annual  drill  of  the  Second  Brigade 
was  held  at  Lakeville,  Mass.,  July  12  to  19  inclusive,  and  was  a 
radical  departure  from  the  brigade  camp  usually  held  at  Framing- 
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ham.  There  is  a  wide  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  valae  of  the 
benefits  derived. 

It  was  announced  that  it  was  to  be  a  camp  under  service  condi- 
tions, but  Light  Battery  A  was  the  only  organization  to  stricUy 
comply  with  those  conditions. 

The  camp  of  the  Eighth  Regiment  was  the  most  complete  in  all 
its  details  of  any  on  the  field.  It  had  the  best  location,  and  plenty 
of  room.  Regimental  and  company  streets  were  properly  ditched, 
and  were  kept  absolutely  clean  at  all  times.  The  stables  were 
covered,  giving  protection  to  the  horses.  The  crematory  con- 
structed was  a  valuable  addition  to  the  camp. 

The  camp  of  the  Ninth  Regiment,  although  limited  in  size,  was 
the  best-looking  one  on  the  field.  Board  floors  were  ased,  making 
it  unnecessary  to  ditch  the  tents.  The  arrangement  of  the  tents 
could  hardly  have  been  improved. ,  The  stables  and  kitchens  were 
very  complete.  The  crude  arrangements  for  disposing  of  garbage 
would  have  proved  inadequate  if  the  tour  of  duty  had  been  of 
longer  duration.    The  drill  field  was  entirely  too  small. 

The  camp  of  the  Fifth  Regiment  was  the  most  undesirable,  the 
land  being  very  rough  and  uneven.  The  layout  could  have  been 
improved.  Headquarters  were  too  far  away  from  the  regiment 
The  arrangement  of  battalions  and  placing  of  kitchens  and  tables 
caused  undesirable  confusion,  and  loss  of  time  in  forming  regi- 
mental line.  The  company  streets  were  not  properly  ditched. 
The  stable,  as  constructed,  gave  too  much  of  an  opportunity  for 
injury  to  horses. 

The  cavalry  had  a  good  location  and  a  well-laid-out  camp; 
being  on  the  edge  of  the  woods,  the  horses  were  enabled  to  be  in 
the  shade  most  of  the  time. 

The  artillery  camp  was  a  model,  the  only  drawback  being  lack 
of  shade  for  the  horses. 

The  Signal  and  Ambulance  Corps  camps  were  well  located,  and, 
while  not  as  complete  as  the  other  organizations,  answered  all 
purposes  very  well. 

Brigade  headquarters,  situated  on  the  south  side  of  a  sloping 
hill,  was  in  an  ideal  location.  The  tents  were  well  arranged,  and 
contained  no  surplus  baggage.  The  horses  were  picketed  to  a 
rail,  without  cover.  I  question, the  advisability  of  exposing  green 
horses,  some  quite  valuable,  to  uncertain  weather  conditions. 

Early  in  the  week  the  water  supply  was  insufficient  for  the  needs 
of  the  brigade  ;  but  the  efficient  quartermaster.  Captain  Story,  was 
equal  to  the  emergency,  and  procured  a  supply  of  some  6,650 
gallons  per  day  from  the  town  of  Middleborough,  which  were 
delivered  to  the  troops  by  means  of  water  wagons. 
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The  cavalry  and  artillery  horses  were  watered  at  the  lake. 

The  location  at  Lakeville  is  an  excellent  one  for  a  camp.  It  is 
delightfally  cool  at  all  times,  and  the  bathing  facilities  are  unsur- 
passed, as  long  as  the  city  of  Taunton  allows  the  privilege. 

The  land  is  sandy  and  gravelly,  and  the  turf  is  so  light  that  the 
tent  pegs  do  not  hold  properly.  It  allows  much  fine  dust  to  arise 
when  stirred  up  by  the  troops  at  drill,  or  by  the  prevailing  high 
winds.  Some  complaints  from  inflamed  throats  and  eyes  were 
heard,  and  a  number  of  the  horses  were  coughing  from  the  same 
cause.  If  the  field  should  be  used  again  for  this  purpose,  quite  a 
sum  of  money  should  be  expended  in  putting  it  in  proper  con- 
dition. 

The  behavior  of  the  men  when  in  Middleborough  was  satisfactory. 

It  was  estimated  that  from  12,000  to  25,000  people  visited  the 
camp  on  Sunday.  The  local  street  railway  company  handled  about 
25,000  fares.  I  again  express  my  opinion  as  to  the  undesirability 
of  having  such  a  crowd  of  people  overrunning  the  camp,  turning 
the  Sabbath  into  a  holiday,  and  disarranging  the  plans  of  the  com- 
missary oflScers. 

The  most  direct  benefits  obtained  from  this  tour  of  duty  were  to 
the  quartermaster  and  the  commissary  oflScers. 

The  weather  was  an  important  factor,  contributing  to  the  success 
of  the  camp,  being  practically  perfect  throughout  the  week. 

The  commissary  department,  under  General  Wellington,  was 
conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner  under  somewhat  trying  con- 
ditions, what  few  complaints  were  heard  being  caused  as  a  rule 
by  inexperience  or  lack  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  commissary 
ofScers. 

Guard  duty  was  the  weakest  spot,  especially  at  brigade  head- 
quarters. The  plan  of  detailing  a  permanent  guard  did  not  give 
the  satisfactory  results  expected.  More  attention  should  be  given 
to  guard  duty  throughout  the  brigade. 

The  camp  as  a  whole  was  a  decided  success.  General  Whitney 
and  staff,  especially  the  quartermaster,  worked  hard  and  conscien- 
tiously to  make  it  so.  They  were  not  given  the  hearty  support  due 
them  by  some  of  the  battalion  commanders,  and  a  tendency  to 
eriticise  and  magnify  some  trifling  breaches  of  discipline  and  cour- 
tesy was  noticeable.  There  is  a  certain  lack  of  harmony  in  this 
brigade  that  is  not  desirable. 

I  do  not  believe  the  practical  results  obtained  on  this  tour  of 
duty  offsets  the  increased  cost  to  the  State  and  companies ;  and  I 
believe  better  results  can  be  obtained  by  holding  the  brigade  camp 
at  Framingham,  allowing  one  organization  each  year  to  hold  regi- 
mental camp  in  its  own  county,  where  all  the  experience  necessary 
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can  be  obtained  in  making  camp,  ditching  tents  and  living  under 
service  conditions. 

I  present  iierewith  a  brief  summary  of  the  condition  of  the 
several  organizations  of  the  militia,  as  shown  by  the  inspections 
by  this  department :  — 

First  Brigade  Headquarters. 

Inspected  April  28,  1902.  The  State  property  was  found  to  be 
in  good  condition,  all  books  and  papers  accurately  kept  in  both  the 
Adjutant  General's  and  medical  departments. 

Present  at  inspection,  9  commissioned  officers,  8  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  2  commissioned  officers  being  absent  with  leave. 

The  commanding  officer  and  his  staff  are  capable  and  energetic, 
and  are  performing  their  duties  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

Second  Brigade  Headquarters. 

Inspected  May  2, 1902.  The  new  headquarters,  at  120  Tremont 
Street,  are  centrally  located,  convenient  and  well  furnished. 
Property  was  found  to  be  in  excellent  condition,  especially  horse 
equipments.  Books  and  papers  in  good  condition.  Inspecting 
officer  made  some  suggestions  in  relation  to  keeping  property 
books,  copy  and  endorsement  books. 

General  Whitney's  staff  is  made  up  of  a  number  of  young,  effi- 
cient and  enthusiastic  officers,  who  are  working  hard  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  brigade. 

Present  at  inspection,  10  commissioned  officers,  7  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  2  non-commissioned  officers  absent  with  leave. 

First  Heavy  Artillery. 

This  regiment  is  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency.  The  zeal  and 
enthusiasm  of  its  commanding  officer,  supplemented  by  that  of  the 
other  officers,  together  with  the  exceptional  advantages  afforded 
them  the  past  year  for  practical  work,  have  been  of  inestimable 
value  to  the  members  of  this  organization. 

The  attendance  of  enlisted  men  at  armory  inspection  was  as 
follows :  Battery  A,  56 ;  Battery  B,  58 ;  Battery  C,  56 ;  Battery 
D,  55  ;  Battery  E,  56  ;  Battery  F,  55  ;  Battery  G,  51 ;  Battery  H, 
56  ;  Battery  I,  51 ;  Battery  K,  51 ;  Battery  L,  48 ;  Battery  M,  69  ; 
average,  54^,  2  men  being  absent  with  leave,  40  witnout;  Battery 
L  being  the  only  one  to  fall  below  50. 

The  headquarters'  inspection  found  everything  in  excellent  con- 
dition, books  and  papers,  alarm  list  and  commissary  department 
being  worthy  of  special  commendation. 
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In  the  batteries,  state  property  was  foand  in  very  good  condi- 
tion, excepting  batteries  I,  L  and  A. 

Drills  very  satisfactory,  excepting  batteries  I  and  L.  Knowledge 
of  guard  daty  good,  excepting  batteries  A,  B,  F,  I  and  L.  General 
instmction  excellent.  Books  and  papers  very  satisfactory,  except* 
ing  Battery  I.     Cash  on  hand,  $5,981.70.    Personnel  excellent. 

The  armory  accommodations  of  batteries  I,  B  and  H  were 
unsatisfactory,  and  the  batteries  quartered  in  the  Irvington  Street 
armory  are  crowded. 

The  regiment  performed  its  annual  drill  with  regular  troops  from 
August  30  to  September  6,  and  was  stationed  as  follows :  — ^ 

Headquarters,  band  and  batteries  A,  B,  C,  D,  I  and  E,  at  Fort 
Rodman,  New  Bedford,  Mass. 

Batteries  6,  H  and  L,  under  command  of  Major  Dyer,  at  Fort 
Adams,  Newport,  R.I. 

Batteries.  £,  F  and  M,  with  band,  under  command  of  Major 
Nutter,  at  Fort  Greble,  Jamestown,  R.I. 

The  attendance  of  enlisted  men  was  as  follows :  Battery  A,  62| ; 
Battery  B,  63  ;  Battery  C,  54| ;  Battery  D,  Glf ;  Battery  E,  61f ; 
Battery  F,  61| ;  Battery  G,  62 ;  Battery  H,  62} ;  Battery  I,  60| ; 
Battery  K,  59};  Battery  L,  62;  Battery  M,  62j ;  average,  61  g, 
an  average  gain  of  4  men. 

This  was  the  first  occasion  in  times  of  peace  when  State  troops 
have  taken  part  in  mancBuvres  with  regular  troops.  The  results 
amply  justified  the  experiment. 

The  heavy  artillery  work  of  the  regiment  has  since  been  very 
highly  commended  by  the  War  Department,  and  regular  officers 
on  duty  with  the  government  troops. 

The  manoeuvres  were  divided  into  two  periods,  the  period  of 
preparation  and  the  period  of  hostilities,  the  latter  extending  from 
midnight  of  August  31  to  noon  of  Saturday,  September  5. 

Fort  Rodman. 

Reliefs  for  &\Y  guns  were  drilled  thoroughly  both  morning  and 
afternoon  with  1,  6  and  15  bl.  R.F.  guns,  8  inch  B.L.R.,  and 
gatling  guns. 

Signal  stations  were  established,  and  a  most  vigilant  watch  was 
maintained  day  and  night  for  the  approach  of  a  hostile  fleet.  This 
was  discovered  at  7.30  on  Wednesday  morning,  and  in  less  than 
four  minutes  every  officer  and  man  was  at  his  assigned  station. 
The  engagement  continued  until  11.25  a.m.,  during  which  364 
rounds  were  fired  from  guns  of  all  calibres. 

Excellent  discipline  prevailed,  and  officers  and  men  were  in 
perfect  control  of  the  commanding  officer,  and  at  all  times  dis- 
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played  a  knowledge  of  their  duties  which  excited  favorable  com- 
ment from  regular  officers  and  inspector. 

Each  battery  commander  famished  rations  for  his  command. 

The  health  was  excellent,  no  accidents  or  injaries  occarring 
daring  the  week. 

Guard  daty  fair  only.  Military  courtesy  very  good ;  care  of 
quarters  good.  Ceremonies  at  first  fair  only,  but  improved  daring 
the  week.     Discipline  fair. 

Orders  were  issued  for  no  one  to  leave  camp,  but  on  three 
different  nights  many  enlisted  men  were  seen  on  the  streets  in  New 
Bedford. 

Roll  calls  and  setting  up  drill  unsatisfactory.  Lack  of  uniformity 
in  dress  was  noticeable  among  the  officers  and  men. 

The  band  was  no  credit  to  the  command ;  much  noise  was  heard  in 
its  quarters  after  taps,  and  the  music  furnished  was  unsatisfactory. 

FoBT  Adams. 

Details  were  made  for  outposts,  gun  and  mortar  detachments, 
also  for  signal. and  range  work.  During  the  week  the  battalion 
turned  out  seven  times  in  reply  to  the  ^'  call  to  arms,"  and  did  the 
work  in  a  manner  to  receive  commendation  from  the  district  com* 
mander. 

Ceremonies  fair.  Discipline  and  military  courtesy  excellent. 
Policing  of  camp  excellent  at  all  times. 

The  attendance  of  this  detachment  is  especially  commended,  192 
officers  and  men  being  present,  out  of  an  enrollment  of  193. 

Fort  Greble. 

The  batteries  assigned  to  this  fort  encountered  some  difficulties 
in  pitching  camp,  owing  to  the  poor  transportation  facilities. 
Details  were  made  to  the  10  inch  B.F.6.  and  12  inch  mortars, 
also  for  signal  and  range  work. 

The  battalion  had  an  active  tour  of  duty,  turning  out  eleven 
times  to  the  '^  call  to  arms." 

Discipline,  with  one  exception,  excellent.  Military  courtesy 
very  good.  Policing  of  camp  excellent,  although,  from  the  nature 
of  the  soil,  it  was  very  dusty. 

All  the  batteries  returned  to  their  home  stations  with  a  very 
satisfactory  tour  of  duty  to  their  credit. 

Quoting  from  the  inspecting  officer :  *'  The  artillery  work  as 
demonstrated  b}'  this  regiment  was  Just  what  was  looked  for. 
After  years  of  study  of  a  carefully  outlined  schedule  of  work,  the 
brains  and  energy  in  the  organization  developed  a  result  which  was 
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most  creditable.  This  resalt  has  been  attained  only  by  Bystematic 
and  earnest  effort,  and  at  no  small  personal  sacrifice  on  the  part 
of  many.  In  its  desire  to  rank  high  in  artillery,  the  regiment  has 
neglected  to  give  that  attention  to  details  in  other  lines  for  which 
the  organization  was  once  noted.  It  is  not  believed  that  this  con- 
dition will  be  allowed  to  continue  for  any  length  of  time." 


Second  Ikfantrt. 

A  marked  improvement  in  discipline  and  general  condition  in 
this  regiment  is  noted.  The  indifference  and  carelessness  reported 
last  year  having  disappeared,  military  coartesy  was  excellent. 

The  attendance  of  enlisted  men  at  armory  inspection  was  as 
follows:  Company  A,  58;  Company  B,  54;  Company  C,  58; 
Company  D,  52  ;  Company  E,  51 ;  Company  F,  54 ;  Company  6, 
58;  Company  H,  50;  Company  I,  53;  Company  K,  50;  Com- 
pany L,  48  ;  Company  M,  46  ;  total,  632  out  of  an  enrollment  of 
688,  or  an  average  of  52^  out  of  60  per  company,  a  gain  of  2, 
companies  L  and  M  being  the  only  ones  to  fall  below  50,  27  with 
leave,  29  without. 

Cash  on  hand  to  the  credit  of  the  several  companies  at  the  last 
audit,  $4,505.39. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  the  inspections  showed  a  marked 
difference  in  the  condition  of  the  companies.  The  condition  of 
property,  books  and  papers  was  found  to  be  good  in  companies  A, 
C,  F  and  6,  fair  in  companies  B,  E,  H,  K,  L  and  M,  and  poor  in 
companies  D  and  I. 

The  attendance  of  enlisted  men  at  camp  was  as  follows :  Com- 
pany A,  60  ;  Company  B,  60 ;  Company  C,  60  ;  Company  D,  57  ; 
Company  E,  52 ;  Company  F,  60 ;  Company  G,  60  ;  Company  H, 
58 ;  Company  I,  49  ;  Company  K,  58  ;  Company  L,  54  ;  Company 
M,  55 ;  total,  683  out  of  an  enrollment  of  707.  Average  per  com- 
pany, 56^  out  of  60,  a  gain  of  -f^. 

Boll  calls  well  attended.  Setting  up  drills  excellent.  Policing 
of  camp  very  satisfactory,  excepting  in  band  quarters. 

Drills  were  faithfully  performed  during  the  entire  tour  of  duty, 
and  gave  very  satisfactory  results.  The  performance  of  guard 
duty  was  a  decided  improvement  over  last  year,  and  showed  more 
careful  armory  instructions. 

Discipline  and  military  courtesy,  with  a  few  exceptions,  excel- 
lent. The  discipline  in  the  band  of  this  regiment  was  very 
unsatisfactory,  especially  on  Friday  night  after  taps,  some  of  its 
members  acting  in  a  very  unsoldierly  manner. 

Observance  of  taps  was  much  better  than  usual. 
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At  Sanday  morning  inspection  the  regiment  presented  a  very 
creditable  appearance. 

The  condition  of  the  riiOes  was  an  improvement  over  last  year, 
yet  were  not  in  the  condition  they  should  have  been.* 

The  regiment  as  a  whole  is  in  a  high  state  of  eflSciency. 

Fifth  Regiment  Infantry. 

Marked  improvement  has  been  made  in  enrollment  and  efficiency. 
The  commanding  officer  has  been  exceptionally  active  and  untiring 
in  his  work,  and  has  been  ably  supported  by  his  field  and  staff. 

Enlisted  men  present  at  armory  inspection :  Company  A,  58 ; 
Company  B,  58 ;  Company  C,  48 ;  Company  D,  58 ;  Company  E, 
58 ;  Company  F,  44 ;  Company  6,  48  ;  Company  H,  41 ;  Company 
I,  54 ;  Company  E,  46 ;  Company  L,  52 ;  Company  M,  50 ;  an 
average  of  50^},  against  44  for  the  previous  year.  Too  many 
absentees  were  reported,  however,  being  80  with  leave  and  45 
without.     Companies  C,  F,  6,  H  and  K  falling  below  50. 

The  drum  corps  passed  a  creditable  inspection. 

The  armory  accommodations  in  this  regiment  are  poor,  especially 
in  companies  A,  C,  D,  E  and  H,  and  the  companies  are  somewhat 
handicapped  in  consequence. 

Rifles  in  good  condition,  excepting  in  companies  B  and  D. 
State  property  in  good  condition,  excepting  some  of  the  blouses 
were  ill  fitting  and  some  small  articles  of  equipment  missing. 

Drills  very  good.     Guard  duty  fair  only. 

Books  and  papers  neatly  but  not  uniformly  kept.  Cash  balance, 
$4,670.89. 

Companies  A,  C,  E  and  H  were  found  in  the  best  condition,  and 
D  and  K  unsatisfactory.  Company  K,  having  fallen  below  the 
standard  of  efficiency,  was  disbanded  by  General  Order,  June  24, 
1902. 

Attendance  of  enlisted  men  at  camp  and  annual  drill :  Company 
A,  59  ;  Company  B,  60 ;  Company  C,  55 ;  Company  D,  57  ;  Com- 
pany E,  56  ;  Company  F,  56 ;  Company  G,  57 ;  Company  H,  53 ; 
Company  I,  60 ;  Company  L,  60  ;  Company  M,  55  ;  average,  57-i^. 

Roll  calls  were  not  well  attended,  as  a  rule ;  companies  D  and  M 
were  particularly  lax.  Setting  up  exercises  good,  excepting  small 
attendance. 

Policing  of  camp  and  quarters  excellent.  Drills  and  ceremonies 
very  satisfactory.  Guard  duty  was  unsatisfactory,  being  marked 
but  three  for  the  entire  regiment.  Discipline  and  courtesy  excel- 
lent. Observance  of  laps  satisfactory.  Uniformity  in  dress  needs 
more  attention. 
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Sixth  Regimbnt  Infantry. 

This  regiment  about  held  its  own  daring  the  year.  It  is  handi- 
capped by  two  or  three  weak  companies,  and  a  very  vigoroas  effort 
shoald  be  made  to  improve  their  standing.  The  enrollment  is  not 
as  high  as  it  ought  to  be. 

The  attendance  at  armory  inspection  was  as  follows :  Company 
A,  41 ;  Company  B,  58 ;  Company  C,  60 ;  Company  D,  46 ;  Com- 
pany E,  50 ;  Company  F,  48  ;  Company  G,  50 ;  Company  H,  54 ; 
Company  I,  43  ;  Company  E,  45  ;  Company  L,  47 ;  Company  M, 
46 ;  average  49 ;  companies  A,  D,  F,  I,  E,  L,  and  M  falling 
below  50. 

Total  number  of  enlisted  men,  692;  present,  613;  absent  79; 
29  being  without  leave,  which  shows  a  lack  of  energy  on  the  part 
of  some  captains.  Company  C  of  Lowell  with  full  enrollment  had 
every  man  present. 

The  arms  throughout  the  regiment  were  in  excellent  condition. 
The  mess  kits  were  generally  in  bad  condition,  the  noticeable 
exception  being  that  of  Company  A  of  Wakefield. 

Balance  of  property  in  satisfactory  condition.  Books  and  papers 
very  well  kept. 

The  armories  of  companies  M,  L,  E  and  I  are  not  as  convenient 
and  satisfactory  as  could  be  desired. 

Drills  as  a  rule  very  good.  The  inspectors  called  attention  to 
some  errors,  the  details  of  which  have  been  forwarded. 

Guard  duty  very  fair,  although  companies  E  and  M  were  below 
the  average,  and  need  instruction  in  this  branch  of  work.  General 
instruction  good,  excepting  in  companies  D,  E  and  M.  Enowl- 
edge  of  arms  excellent.  Personnel  good.  Administration  satis- 
factory.   Finances  in  excellent  condition ;  cash  on  hand  $7,165.06. 

Attendance  at  camp  and  annual  drill  averaged  less  than  previous 
year,  and  was  as  follows:  Company  A,  49| ;  Company  B,  56|; 
Company  C,  55| ;  Company  D,  56| ;  Company  E,  56| ;  Company 
F,  54|;  Company  G,  55|;  Company  H,  55|;  Company  I,  53|; 
Company  L,  55 1 ;  Company  M,  57| ;  average,  55^. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  small-pox  in  Southbridge,  Company 
E  was  ordered  to  remain  at  its  home  station  during  this  tour  of 
duty,  and  later  it  was  sent  to  the  camp  of  the  Second  Brigade  at 
Lakeville,  and  performed  its  tour  of  duty  with  the  Eighth  Regi- 
ment, having  an  attendance  of  50  enlisted  men  out  of  an  enroll- 
ment of  58. 

Attendance  at  roll  calls  satisfactory,  excepting  in  companies  I 
and  M.     Setting  up  exercises  could  be  improved.     Guard  duty 
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generally  satisfactory.  Inspection  of  qaarters  very  good.  Polic- 
ing excellent.  Drills  were  promptly  and  faithfully  carried  oat, 
especially  under  battalion  commanders. 

The  regiment  performed  a  satisfactory  toar  of  duty,  and  both 
oflScers  and  men  are  entitled  to  credit  for  the  results  attained. 


Eighth  Reqiment  Infantbt. 

This  regiment  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  both  officers  and 
men  working  faithfully  and  intelligently  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  command. 

The  attendance  at  armory  inspection  was  equal  to  that  of  last 
year,  yet  was  not  as  large  as  it  should  have  been :  Company  A, 
89 ;  Company  B,  55  ;  Company  C,  59  ;  Company  D,  48 ;  Company 
E,  54 ;  Company  F,  41 ;  Company  G,  48 ;  Company  H,  48  ;  Com- 
pany I,  57 ;  Company  K,  disbanded  ;  Company  L,  56  ;  Company 
M,  41 ;  average,  49^,  companies  A,  D,  F,  6,  H  and  M  falling 
below  50.  Seventy  men  were  absent  from  these  inspections,  34 
being  with  leave  and  86  without.  Company  A,  having  fallen 
below  the  standard  of  efficiency,  was  disbanded,  by  General  Orders, 
No.  7,  1902. 

Under  General  Orders,  No.  7,  dated  March  12,  a  new  Company 
E,  Captain  Whitten,  was  mustered  into  the  service  and  attached 
to  this  regiment.  It  starts  with  excellent  prospects,  and  will 
occupy,  together  with  Company  M,  the  new  State  armory  being 
constructed  in  Somerville. 

State  property  was  in  good  condition. 

The  adjutant's,  quartermaster's  and  medical  departments  are 
well  conducted.  Books  and  papers  in  excellent  condition.  Cash 
balance,  $2,292.47. 

The  headquarters  at  Salem  are  unsatisfactory.  Lieut.  Col. 
Hawkins,  A.  1.  G.,  made  a  special  report  on  the  unsatisfactory 
heating  arrangements  of  the  armory  of  Company  H  at  Salem. 

The  drum  corps  is  in  excellent  condition,  and  is  a  credit  to  the 
militia. 

Drills  very  good,  although  more  attention  should  be  given  to 
extended  order  work. 

The  companies  ranked  as  follows :  excellent,  companies  I,  L 
and  C ;  very  good,  companies  B,  D,  F,  G,  H  and  M ;  satisfactory. 
Company  E ;  poor,  Company,  A. 

The  attendance  of  eulisted  men  at  camp  and  annual  drill  was  as 
follows :  Company  A,  disbanded ;  Company  B,  55 ;  Company  C, 
58 ;  Company  D,  53  ;  Company  E,  56  ;  Company  F,  57  ;  Company 
G,  58 ;  Company  H,  59 ;  Company  I,  59 ;  Company  K,  56  ;  Com- 
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pan;  L,  60 ;  Company  M,  55 ;  average,  56{f ,  a  gain  of  8^  per 
company. 

Reveille  roll  calls  were  well  attended  and  Batisfactory,  bat  the 
tattoo  roll  calls  were  not  up  to  the  standard.  Drills  and  ceremonies 
excellent.  Setting  up  exercises  faithfully  carried  out.  Guard 
duty  did  not  come  up  to  the  standard  expected. 

The  camp  was  a  model  of  neatness,  policing  ot  camp  and  quarters 
practically  perfect,  and  State  property  well  cared  for.  Military 
courtesy  apd  discipline  very  fair,  but  was  marred  by  blanket  tossing 
and  ball  playing  on  Sunday,  and  fireworks  during  the  last  night  in 
camp. 

Ninth  Regiment. 

This  regiment  as  a  whole  has  made  very  satisfactory  progress 
during  the  year.  Its  oflScers  especially  have  worked  hard,  and 
should  be  commended  for  their  efforts. 

The  attendance  at  armory  inspections  was  as  follows :  Company 
A,  56  ;  Company  B,  51 ;  Company  C,  47  ;  Company,  E,  56 ;  Com- 
pany F,  58  ;  Company  6,  52 ;  Company  H,  45 ;  Company  I,  57 ; 
Company  K,  52  ;  Company  L,  52  ;  Company  M,  49  ;  average,  52^, 
companies  H  and  M  falling  below  50,  an  average  gain  over  last 
year  of  2  men  per  company.  There  were  5  absentees,  however, 
17  being  with  leave  and  41  without. 

At  headquarters'  inspection  everything  was  found  in  a  satis- 
factory condition,  books  and  papers  and  State  property  well  kept 
and  cared  for. 

The  drum  corps  is  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  only  4  drum- 
mers being  enlisted,  the  other  musicians  playing  on  brass  instru- 
ments, making  what  might  be  called  a  skeleton  band.  The  members 
are  mostly  professional  musicians,  who  show  lack  of  practice 
together.     Clothing  and  property  in  poor  condition. 

Among  the  companies  the  arms  were  well  cared  for,  excepting 
in  companies  C,  E  and  H.  Property  in  good  condition,  excepting 
many  blouses  were  ill  fitting  and  some  canteen  stoppers  and  cap 
devices  missing.  Drills  very  good.  Knowledge  of  guard  duty  fair 
only,  some  companies  bringing  down  the  average. 

Non-commissioned  officers  need  study  and  instruction. 

The  companies  passing  the  best  inspection  were  companies  6, 
F,  A  and  B ;  the  poorest,  companies  H,  K,  L  and  I. 

Under  General  Orders,  No.  7,  dated  March  12,  1902,  a  new 
Company  D,  Capt.  John  F.  Dunn,  was  mustered  into  service  and 
attached  to  this  regiment ;  not  being  equipped,  it  was  not  inspected. 

The  attendance  of  enlisted  men  at  camp  and  annual  drill  was  as 
follows  :  Company  A,  55| ;  Company  B,  57| ;  Company  C,  53^; 
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Company  D,  56 J ;  Company  E,  53| ;  Company  F,  54| ;  Company 
6,  5d| ;  Company  H,  56| ;  Company  I,  59 ;  Company  K,  50} ; 
Company  L,  57j  ;  Company  M,  49f  ;  average  daily  strength,  in- 
cluding officers,  men  and  band,  716 ;  average  enlisted  men  per 
company,  54f . 

The  regiment  performed  one  of  the  best  tours  of  duty  in  its 
history. 

Roll  calls  well  attended,  but  not  always  prompt.  Policing  of 
quarters  excellent.  Drills  and  ceremonies  very  satisfactory.  Dis- 
cipline good. 

The  weakest  spot  found  was  lack  of  knowledge  shown  by 
sentinels.  Non-commissioned  officers  and  men  need  study  and 
instruction. 

Uniformity  was  lacking  in  arranging  contents  of  quarters. 

Financially,  the  regiment  has  lost  ground.  The  total  expenses 
were  (12,764.70.  Last  year  the  several  companies  had  $2,921.75 
on  hand;  this  year,  but  $1,300.92. 

Naval  Brigade. 

The  brigade  has  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the  year, 
and  has  been  engaged  in  hard  practical  work. 

Attendance  at  armory  inspections  was  as  follows :  Headquarters, 
38  ;  Company  A,  49  ;  Company  B,  52 ;  Company  C,  56  ;  Company 
E,  53  ;  Company  F,  54 ;  Company  G,  54 ;  Company  H,  53  ;  Com- 
pany I,  53  ;  an  average  per  company  of  53,  a  gain  of  5  over  last 
year ;  8  absent  with  leave,  12  without. 

At  inspection  of  headquarters,  the  absentees  were  all  from  the 
Engineer  Corps. 

Property  was  in  good  condition,  excepting  a  few  cutlasses  were 
corroded,  although  clean. 

The  work  done  by  the  Signal  Corps  was  especially  commended 
by  the  inspector. 

Among  the  companies,  the  State  property  was  found  in  better 
condition  than  last  year,  yet  there  is  a  chance  for  improvement, 
especially  in  care  of  clothing. 

Books  and  papers  very  satisfactory.  Cash  on  band,  $2,361.01. 
Drills,  considering  the  number  of  recruits,  satisfactory.  Armory 
of  Company  G  reported  as  unsuitable.  Not  enough  attention 
given  to  details  in  preparing  for  armory  inspections.  Petty  officers 
need  study  and  instruction. 

The  tour  of  camp  duty  and  annual  drill  was  performed  on  vessels 
of  the  North  Atlantic  squadron  in  Long  Island  Sound  and  adjacent 
waters,  from  August  30  to  September  6  inclusive. 
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The  attendance  was  as  follows :  Field  and  stafP,  64 ;  Company 
A,  56  ;  Company  B,  57 ;  Company  C,  54 ;  Company  E,  55  ;  Com- 
pany F,  48  ;  Company  G,  57 ;  Company  H,  55}  ;  Company  I,  57 ; 
average  of  8  companies,  54  j ;  a  gain  of  1|. 

The  Signal  Division  with  a  few  details  was  assigned  to  coast 
signal  work.  The  rest  of  the  oi^anization  was  distribated  as 
follows :  companies  A  and  E,  under  Lieutenant  Commander  Dilla- 
way,  to  U.S.S.  "  Brooklyn  ; "  Company  B,  to  U.S.S.  "  Olympia ;  " 
Company  C,  with  part  of  the  Engineer  Division,  to  U.S.S.  ^*  Massa^ 
chnsetts ; "  companies  F  and  I,  to  U.S.S.  ^*  Eearsage  ;  "  companies 
6  and  H,  with  part  of  the  torpedo  division,  ander  Lieutenant 
Commander  Edgar,  to  U.S.S.  '*  Alabama." 

The  officers  and  men  were  as  a  rule  assigned  stations  on  their 
several  ships  with  the  ship's  company,  giving  them  exceptional 
advantages  in  gaining  practical  instruction. 

The  condition  of  the  service  during  the  manoeuvres  made  im- 
possibly a  personal  inspection  of  the  several  detachments ;  but 
reports  from  the  army  and  navy  officers,  under  whose  observation 
the  brigade  came,  went  to  show  that  its  work  was  well  performed 
and  the  character  of  it  profitable. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Denny,  A.I.G.,  reports:  ^^  The  attendance 
of  the  brigade  excellent;  its  progress  satisfactory;  its  defects 
mostly  in  process  of  elimination,  and  that  the  Commonwealth  is 
getting  good  value  for  its  outlay.*' 

First  Corps  of  Cadets. 

With  the  exception  of  enrollment,  the  corps  is  in  an  excellent 
condition.  The  personnel  is  of  the  highest  character,  and,  while 
many  changes  have  taken  place  among  its  officers,  the  year's 
work  has  been  satisfactory. 

A  determined  effort  should  be  made  to  increase  the  membership 
of  the  corps.  The  total  enrollment  at  the  time  of  armory  inspection 
was  288,  which  was  increased  at  tour  of  camp  duty  to  252.  More 
of  our  young  men  should  be  receiving  the  excellent  military  train- 
ing that  is  obtained  in  this  organization. 

The  attendance  at  armory  inspection  was  as  follows :  Company 
A,  41 ;  Company  B,  42  ;  Company  C,  55  ;  Company  D,  55  ;  average, 
48^ ;  a  gain  of  5^  over  last  year,  but  1  man  being  reported  absent 
without  leave. 

State  property  in  good  condition.  Administration  very  good. 
Books  and  papers  excellently  kept,  although  not  in  the  exact  lines 
of  other  organizations  of  the  militia.  Cash  on  hand  at  last  audit, 
$530.40,  which  did  not  include  cash  on  hand  to  pay  interest  on 
bonds. 
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The  theatricals  given  by  the  corps  jast  prior  to  these  inspectioDS 
no  doubt  prevented  its  higher  standing  in  drill  and  general  knowl- 
edge, jet,  under  the  conditions,  this  part  of  their  duties  was  very 
good. 

Guard  work  very  good.  Knowledge  of  the  sentinels'  general 
orders  was  especially  commended  by  the  inspector. 

Attendance  at  camp  and  annual  drill  at  Hingham,  July  12  to  19, 
was  as  follows :  Company  A,  d8| ;  Company  B,  50} ;  Company 
C,  67} ;  Company  D,  57| ;  average,  5df ;  a  gain  of  6^  over  last 
year.  There  was,  however,  too  large  a  percentage  of  absentees, 
especially  in  company  A. 

The  tour  of  duty  was  very  satisfactory.  The  inspecting  officer 
made  some  minor  criticisms,  also  some  recommendations,  which 
have  been  duly  forwarded. 

Guard  duty  and  drills  very  satisfactory.  Policing  of  camp  and 
care  of  quarters  excellent.  Military  courtesy  and  discipline  was 
of  the  highest  order.    Rifle  practice  saLisfaciory. 

The  work  of  the  quartermaster  and  commissary  departments  was 
deserving  of  special  praise. 

The  corps  spent  one  day  and  night  away  from  the  main  camp  in 
practical  field  work,  using  shelter  tents  and  the  buzzacott  oven. 
Much  practical  knowledge  was  obtained. 

Second  Corps  of  Cadets. 

The  organization  has  not  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the 
year.  Enrollment  remained  small,  and  measures  should  be  taken 
at  ouce  U)  recruit  the  several  companies  to  a  proper  strength. 

Present  at  armory  iuspections :  Company  A,  27 ;  Company  B, 
27;  Company  C,  84;  Company  D,  44;  average,  33.  Out  of  an 
enrollment  of  179  men,  31  were  absent  from  armory  inspection,  10 
without  leave. 

State  property  was  in  satisfactory  condition,  excepting  over- 
coats and  arms  of  companies  B  and  D.  The  poor  condition  of 
overcoats  was  reported  by  the  inspector  last  year,  but  no  apparent 
effort  has  been  made  to  improve  it. 

The  drills  wei^  fair  only,  and  the  inspector  criticised  the  military 
knowledge  shown  by  the  line  officers  and  the  irregularity  of  drills 
and  attendance. 

Cash  balance  on  hand,  $729.85. 

The  tour  of  camp  duty  and  annual  drill  was  performed  at  Box- 
ford,  July  19  to  26  inclusive. 

Present  for  duty :  Company  A,  41 ;  Company  B,  29  ;  Company 
C,  35 ;  Company  D,  42 ;  average,  36|,  Company  D  having  every 
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officer  and  man  present.  With  a  total  enrollment  of  184  officers 
and  men,  an  average  of  162|  were  present  for  duty. 

Weather  conditions  very  poor.  Drills  fair  only.  Ceremonies 
very  good.  Policing  of  camp  excellent.  Discipline  very  lax  in 
many  ways,  camp  being  very  noisy  after  taps.  Guard  duty 
throughout  the  tour  was  fair  only. 

Administration  of  the  several  staff  departments  very  satisfactory. 

More  discipline,  study  and  attention  to  details  is  needed  to  bring 
the  coi*ps  up  to  the  standard  expected  of  it,  and  it  is  imperative 
that  the  officers  make  a  determined  effort  to  bring  about  such 
results. 

FiBST  Battalion  Light  Artillery. 

Headquarters'  inspection  was  creditable.     Books   and  papers 
neatly  and  well  kept,  which  was  a  decided  improvement  over  last  ' 
year.     State  property  in  good  condition  and  well  cared  for. 

At  armory  inspection  Battery  B  was  in  a  very  poor  condition, 
but  improved  rapidly  before  camp. 

Attendance  of  enlisted  men,  54,  21  being  absent  without  leave ; 
of  this  number  8  were  in  process  of  discharge^. 

Battery  drill  good.  Knowledge  of  guard  duty  poor.  Nomen- 
clature of  the  piece  unsatisfactory.  Drivers'  examinations  poor. 
Much  of  the  State  property  was  in  poor  condition,  as  were  books 
and  papers,  and  the  general  condition  unsatisfactory,  for  which  the 
captain  was  mainly  responsible.  Assurance  was  given  the  inspect- 
ing officer  that  immediate  attention  would  be  given  to  correct  the 
existing  unsatisfactory  conditions.     Cash  on  hand,  $1,058.49. 

Battery  C  passed  a  very  satisfactory  inspection.  Attendance  of 
enlisted  men  79,  2  being  absent  without  leave,  but  reported  as  sick. 

Battery  drill  very  good.  Drivers'  examinations  very  fair.  Caps 
out  of  shape.  State  property  well  cared  for,  but  sabres  and  over- 
coats were  old  and  worn,  and  should  be  condemned. 

Administration  and  personnel  good.  Books  and  papers  satis- 
factory.    Cash  on  hand,  $274.30. 

The  gun  and  harness  room  is  damp  and  musty,  and  should 
receive  early  attention. 

Average  attendance  of  enlisted  men  at  camp  and  annual  drill  as 
follows :  Battery  B,  64 ;  absent,  15 ;  a  loss  of  8  from  last  year. 
Battery  C,  84 ;  absent,  none ;  a  gain  of  6,  which  was  an  excellent 
showing. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  men  of  both  batteries  at  Sunday 
morning  inspection  was  unsatisfactory. 

During  the  week  both  batteries  were  drilled  hard  and  faithfully^ 
which  gave  excellent  results. 
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Ceremonies  well  performed.  Roll  calls  were  not  well  attended 
early  in  the  week,  but  improved  later.  Military  courtesy  good. 
Guard  duty  poor. 

The  canvas  uniforms  of  both  batteries  were  ill  fitting  and  dirty. 

Headquarters'  stable  was  well  kept ;  battery  stables  fair. 

The  battalion  was  greatly  benefited  by  the  tour  of  duty,  and  I 
confidently  expect  a  better  report  can  be  made  the  coming  year, 
especially  of  Battery  B. 

Light  Battery  A. 

This  battery  is  in  the  same  high  state  of  efficiency  as  was  reported 
last  year. 

The  personnel  of  officers  and  men  is  excellent.  Untiring  zeal 
has  marked  the  year's  work,  and  the  results  must  be  very  satis- 
factory to  the  members  of  the  battery,  as  it  is  to  the  State. 

With  a  total  strength  of  5  officers  and  85  men,  4  officers  and 
76  men  were  present  at  the  inspection.  There  were  too  many 
absentees,  although  all  but  2  were  with  leave.  The  principal  cause 
for  the  small  attendance  was  the  fact  that  the  inspection  did  not 
take  place  on  the  regular  drill  night. 

State  property  was  in  good  condition.  The  3^  inch  rifles 
showed  careful  oversight,  as  did  the  harnesses  and  other  equip- 
ments.    The  carriages  would  be  improved  by  painting. 

Formations  excellent.  Drills  very  good.  Knowledge  of  guard 
duty  fair.  Administration  excellent.  Cash  on  hand,  $9,189.54. 
The  battery  also  owns  two  artillery  baggage  wagons  and  harnesses, 
five  large  conical  tents,  mattresses,  cots,  blankets  and  ponchos. 

Repairs  on  gun  carriages  to  the  amount  of  879,  and  S400  paid 
for  instruction  in  riding,  above  the  amount  allowed  by  the  State. 

The  organization  should  also  be  given  credit  for  its  proficiency  in 
revolver  shooting.  A  team  was  sent  to  Sea  Girt  in  1900  and  1901, 
at  an  expense  of  $600,  which  was  paid  from  the  battery  treasury. 

The  tour  of  camp  duty  and  annual  drill  was  held  at  LakeviUe 
and  Sagamore,  and  everything  was  perfectly  satisfactory  but  the 
attendance.     With  an  enrollment  of  90,  11  men  were  absent. 

The  battery  was  ordered  to  report  at  Lakeville  by  6  o'clock  p.m. 
July  12,  but  was,  however,  assembled  on  the  day  previous  at 
2  P.M.,  performing  an  extra  day's  duty  without  pay. 

The  battery  went  down  over  the  road,  and  Captain  Parker,  men 
and  horses  rode  into  camp  in  excellent  condition.  Four  days  were 
spent  in  camp  with  the  Second  Brigade,  and  all  duties  were  per- 
formed in  a  satisfactory  manner.  On  the  17th  the  battery,  by 
permission  of  the  brigade  commander,  left  Middleborough  by 
special  train  for  Sagamore,  where  an  excellent  camp  was  laid  out. 
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Target  practice  at  a  range  of  1,800  yards  gave  good  results. 
Firing  was  done  by  battery,  platoon  and  sections.  Cross-country 
drill  was  indulged  in,  giving  the  drivers  valuable  experience  in 
handling  their  horses  over  rough  ground. 

The  battery  returned  to  Boston  by  train  on  Saturday,  and  gave 
a  short  street  parade  from  the  station  to  its  armory. 

Battery  A  is  a  credit  to  the  Commonwealth. 

First  Battalion  Cavalry. 

The  battalion  is  in  a  fair  condition.  Administration  excellent. 
Books  and  papers  carefully  and  well  kept.  The  commander  is 
efficient,  and  has  a  capable  staff,  but  there  are  some  conditions 
existing  which  makes  it  almost  impossible  to  get  the  results  desired. 

The  battalion  has  suffered  from  lack  of  proper  equipment,  but 
since  camp  new  horse  equipments  have  been  issued,  and  the  sabres 
put  in  good  repair. 

Attendance  at  armory  inspection  as  follows:  Troop  A,  54; 
Troop  D,  58 ;  average,  56,  a  loss  of  4^  from  last  year.  One  officer 
and  14  men  were  absent  in  Troop  A,  being  without  leave,  and  15 
men  in  Troop  D,  5  without  leave,  —  surely,  an  unsatisfactory 
showing. 

All  State  property,  not  obsolete,  was  in  good  condition.  Per- 
sonnel very  good.  Drill  and  general  instruction  very  satisfactory, 
Troop  D  passing  the  best  inspection. 

Both  troops  are  in  excellent  condition  financially,  and  have 
spent  large  sums  during  the  year.  Cash  on  hand :  Troop  A, 
$1,856.08 ;  Troop  D,  $1,069.53. 

Troop  A  is  dominated  by  its  veteran  organization,  and  the  social 
spirit  is  more  prominent  than  the  military  spirit;  in  consequence, 
I  believe  the  active  troop  should  be  more  independent  of  the 
veterans. 

Attendance  at  camp  and  annual  drill  as  follows :  Troop  A,  61 ; 
Troop  D,  76  ;  average,  68^,  18  being  absent  from  Troop  A  and  2 
from  troop  D. 

The  battalion  went  to  Lakeville  over  the  road,  a  distance  of  41 
miles,  camping  in  Brockton  (22  miles)  the  first  night.  Both  men 
and  horses  arrived  in  excellent  condition.  The  road  march  was 
very  satisfactory,  not  only  in  discipline  and  drill,  but  to  the  com- 
missary and  quartermaster's  department.  At  Lakeville,  however, 
the  camp  conditions  were  not  as  satisfactory ;  sinks  and  cook 
houses  were  not  in  proper  condition  early  in  the  week. 

Discipline,  especially  in  Troop  A,  not  up  to  the  standard 
expected.     Drills  and  ceremonies  excellent.     Guard  duty  very  fair. 

The  battalion  marched  back  to  Boston  over  the  same  route,  leav- 
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ing  their  camp  at  Lakeville  in  a  very  uDsatisfactory  condition.  It 
took  two  battalions  of  the  Eighth  Infantry  several  hoars  to  properly 
clean  up  the  groand.  I  was  informed  that  Major  Perrin  gave 
proper  orders  to  have  the  abandoned  camp  properly  policed,  bnt 
through  carelessness  or  misunderstanding  they  were  not  carried 
out. 

I  am  confident  this  battalion  will  increase  in  efficiency  the  com- 
ing year. 

Troop  F,  Cavalry. 

This  command  has  greatly  improved  during  year.  Administra- 
tion excellent.  Officers  and  men  are  working  systematically  to 
advance  the  efficiency  of  the  troop,  which  is  harder  to  maintain 
than  in  city  troops,  owing  to  the  local  conditions. 

Attendance  at  armory  inspection,  58 ;  loss  of  2  from  last  year, 
5  being  absent  with  leave,  4  without. 

Condition  of  arms  and  clothing  satisfactory.  Books  and  papers 
excellent.  Cash  on  hand,  $749.09.  Equipments  unsatisfactory. 
(New  ones  have  since  been  issued.) 

Personnel  satisfactory.     Drill  and  general  instruction  very  good. 

The  attendance  of  enlisted  men  at  camp  and  annual  drill  was 
76J,  a  loss  of  2^. 

The  troop  performed  its  annual  drill  by  a  road  march  from  its 
home  station  to  the  camp  at  Framingham,  and  was  satisfactory. 

The  work  of  the  troop  in  camp  was  earnest  and  painstaking. 
Roll  calls  well  attended.  Military  courtesy  good.  Guard  duty 
poor,  sentries  as  a  rule  needing  instruction  in  drill  and  setting  up. 
Stables  fair.  Some  lack  of  uniformity  in  dress  was  noticed.  Camp 
was  somewhat  noisy  after  taps  early  in  the  week. 

Signal  Corps. 

Attendance  of  enlisted  men  at  armory  inspection  :  First  Brigade 
Corps,  20,  5  being  absent,  2  without  leave  ;  Second  Brigade  Corps, 
18,  4  absent,  2  without  leave;  average,  19,  a  loss  of  5^  from  last 
year. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  proper  equipments  for  this  special  line  of 
work,  the  inspections  were  necessarily  limited. 

First  Brigade  Corps. 

State  property  is  in  fair  condition,  excepting  belts  are  old  and 
not  properly  cared  for,  canteens  stained  and  dented,  blouses  ill 
fitting.  Books  and  papers  not  properly  kept.  Cash  on  hand, 
$450.75.  Formation  slow,  marehiug  and  manual  of  kit  satis- 
factory.    But  5  privates  could  '*  wig-wag  "  the  alphabet  correctly. 
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Second  Briqade  Corps. 

State  property  in  very  fair  condition.  Cash  on  hand,  $37.96. 
Personnel  excellent.  Drill  as  a  whole  satisfactory,  a  few  new 
men  not  familiar  with  the  code.  Messages  were  sent  with  reason- 
able speed  and  accuracy.     Administration  excellent. 

Average  attendance  of  enlisted  men  at  camp  and^annual  drill  as 
follows:  First  Brigade  Corps,  20|,  absent,  5J;  Second  Brigade 
Corps,  23  ;  absent,  2. 

A  new  and  up-to-date  equipment,  consisting  of  2  sets  of  helio- 
graphs, 20  3-joint  bamboo  staves,  20  sets  of  4-foot  flags,  10  sets 
of  6-foot  flags,  5  pairs  of  field  glasses  and  4  sets  of  Graham  and 
Meyer  torches,  were  issued  to  each  corps.  Marked  improvement 
was  noted  immediately. 

In  my  opinion,  both  corps  are  in  a  much  higher  state  of  efficiency 
than  ever  before.  Much  credit  is  due  First  Lieut.  Walter  C. 
Stevens  of  the  Second  Brigade  Corps,  who  was  also  detailed  to 
command  that  of  the  First  Brigade. 

Hard  work,  morning,  afternoon  and  evening,  characterized  the 
tour  of  duty,  and  excellent  results  were  obtained. 

Discipline  and  military  courtesy  excellent.  Inspection  of  quar- 
ters fair.  Policing  of  camp  excellent.  Attendance  at  roll  call 
very  good. 

Ambulance  Corps. 

Attendance  at  the  armory  inspections,  46  men,  7  absent,  2  with- 
out leave. 

State  property  was  found  to  be  in  good  condition.  The  duty 
pouches  are  too  small  for  the  required  contents.  Policing  of 
quarters  not  thorough.  While  formations  were  slow,  drills  were 
well  performed.  Litter  drill  well  executed.  Bandaging  and  the 
application  of  emei^ency  and  improvised  splints  for  a  large  variety 
of  injuries  was  shown. 

Administration  very  good.  Personnel  satisfactory.  Some  diffi- 
culty is  experienced  in  getting  the  right  kind  of  men  to  enlist. 
Books  and  papers  very  good.     Cash  on  hand,  (95. 78. 

One-half  of  the  corps  was  detailed  for  duty  at  each  brigade,  and 
the  average  attendance  was  as  follows :  at  First  Brigade,  31|, 
absent,  1| ;  at  Second  Brigade,  31|,  absent,  li. 

The  tour  of  duty  performed  by  the  detachment  detailed  to  the 
First  Brigade  was  the  most  satisfactory. 

More  attention  to  military  courtesy  and  promptness  at  roll  calls 
is  desirable,  also  set  up  of  the  men. 

As  prescribed  by  paragraph  566  of  the  regulations,  the  following 
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suggestions  for  the  improvemeDt  of  the  militia  are  respectfully 
submitted :  — 

I.  That  regimental  and  battalion  camps  be  held  every  other 
year,  or  at  least  once  in  three  years. 

II.  The  issue  of  the  dress  uniform  to  all  troops. 

III.  That  the  armory  act  be  so  amended  that  it  may  embrace 
cities  and  towns  where  only  one  company  is  located,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Adjutant  General. 

It  is  an  injustice  to  require  all  companies  to  come  up  to  the 
standard  under  such  varying  conditions  as  now  exists  in  facilities 
for  work. 

A  standard  plan  of  an  armory,  serviceable  and  practical,  could 
be  adopted,  subject  to  certain  modification  as  to  expense,  but 
practically  giving  equal  facilities  to  all. 

IV.  The  arming  of  all  infantry  troops  with  the  latest  service 
rifle. 

Y.  Systematic  instruction  of  officers  in  the  preparation  of 
military  papers,  and  a  sample  set  of  same  to  be  issued  to  each 
headquarters  and  company. 

YI.  That  all  enlisted  men  care  for  their  own  rifles,  and  become 
familiar  with  the  mechanism. 

YII.  That  every  man  entitled  to  wear  marksman  button,  do  so. 
If  this  is  not  done,  discontinue  awarding  them.  They  possess  no 
aigniflcance  at  present,  and  are  a  needless  expense ;  not  one  man 
in  five  wears  them. 

YIII.  That  the  rank  of  Assistant  Inspector  General  be  raised 
to  that  of  colonel. 

IX.  That  the  two  Signal  Corps  be  consolidated  under  the  com- 
mand of  a  captain. 

X.  That  field  officers  exercise  more  careful  supervision  over 
companies  in  the  armory,  reporting  promptly  everything  requiring 
correction. 

XI.  More  attention  to  instruction  in  guard  duty. 

XII.  Greater  attention  to  military  courtesy  and  knowledge, 
and,  as  a  help  to  bring  about  the  desired  result,  that  there  shall  be 
issued  to  every  non-commissioned  officer  in  the  Massachusetts 
Volunteer  Militia  a  copy  of  the  United  States  Drill  Regulations, 
and  a  Guard  Manual  to  every  enlisted  man  liable  to  such  duty. 

That  the  Adjutant  General's  report  be  kept  in  all  headquarters 
and  companies ;  also  that  all  headquarters  and  companies  be  fur- 
nished with  books  of  instruction,  such  as  the  United  States  Drill 
Regulations,  Wagner's  Security  and  Information,  Army  Examiner, 
Customs  of  the  Service,  Manual  of  Field  Engineering,  Manual  of 
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Court  Martial,  Quartermaster,  Paymaster  and  Subsistence  Manuals, 
and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

XIII.  That  the  habit  of  criticising  one  another,  which  is  alto- 
gether too  prevalent  among  officers  of  the  several  grades,  be 
stopped.     It  is  not  only  unsoldierly,  but  it  is  unmanly. 

Some  of  these  recommendations  were  made  last  year,  and  I 
respectfully  and  earnestly  urge  consideration. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you 
personally  for  the  assistance  you  have  given  me,  also  to  the  officers 
of  this  department,  who  have  given  faithful  and  conscientious 
service,  which  I  am  sure  has  been  a  benefit  to  the  militia  of  the 
Commonwealth.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON  GENERAL. 


Surgeon  General's  Office,  Boston,  Jan.  9, 1903. 

To  the  Adjutant  OenercU,  Commofiweallh  of  Massachusetts^  State  House, 

Boston, 

Sir  :  — I  have  the  honor  to  forward  my  report  for  the  year  1902. 

His  Excellency  W.  Murray  Crane,  Governor  of  Masscushusetts. 

Sir  :  — The  work  to  be  done  in  the  Surgeon  General's  office  has 
much  increased  during  the  last  four  or  five  years.  To  the  usual 
routine  duties  has  been  added  the  work  of  paying  the  medical 
officers  for  the  examination  of  recruits  and  re-enlistments.  There 
were  2,749  men  examined,  at  the  expense  of  90  cents  per  man ; 
this  is  4  cents  less  per  man  than  in  1901.  This  necessitates  the 
keeping  of  an  extra  set  of  books.  It  is  now  necessary  to  keep  a 
clerk  in  the  office  constantly. 

The  first  of  the  year,  as  usual,  the  medical  chests  were  called  in 
and  refitted,  and  at  the  proper  time  returned  to  the  various  com- 
mands. 

There  have  been  more  examinations  this  year  of  veterans  for 
military  aid  than  last  year.  Veterans  of  the  civil  war  who  present 
themselves  for  examination  are  usually  men  who  have  some  chronic 
ailment,  such  as  heart  difficulties,  kidney  derangements  and  the 
like,  which  incapacitates  them  for  manual  labor.  Most  of  these 
men  saw  long  service  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and,  as  far  as  I 
can  learn,  are  worthy,  respectable  men  (of  course  there  are  excep- 
tions, but  this  is  the  rule).  I  feel  that  the  State,  although  very 
generous  in  the  past,  should  be  even  more  so  in  the  future,  as 
these  men  are  fast  growing  old,  and  it  is  only  for  a  short  time  that 
they  will  need  help.  I  have  been  in  my  examinations  rather 
liberal,  giving  the  soldier  the  benefit  of  doubts,  if  there  were  any. 
I  shall  continue  to  do  this  as  long  as  I  hold  the  position  of  Surgeon 
General.  I  am  fully  convinced  that  the  time  has  come  when  the 
State  and  nation  should  liberally  provide  for  these  veterans.  The 
wealth  of  the  country  is  enormous,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
pittance  that  is  now  dealt  out  to  these  men  should  not  be  increased. 
I  should  advocate  this  very  strongly. 
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Inspections  of  the  varioas  commands  of  the  Massachusetts 
Volanteer  Militia  were  attended  to  in  their  course,  and  my  report 
on  the  condition  of  those  camps,  in  general,  is  very  favorable. 
The  First  Brigade  camp,  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  was  first 
class.  In  the  eight  years  that  I  have  been  annually  visiting  this 
camp  I  don't  remember  of  having  seen  so  clean  and  well-policed 
ground,  so  thoroughly  clean  cook  houses  and  sanitary  arrangements 
of  all  kinds  as  obtained  in  this,  their  last  muster.  The  surgeons 
deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  this  condition  of  things.  This 
condition  was  made  possible  by  reason  of  improvements  in  ground 
around  cook  houses  and  sinks.  I  would  congratulate  the  com- 
manding general  of  this  brigade  on  having  so  efficient  a  medical 
staff.  I  am  convinced,  however,  that  the  commanding  general 
had  much  to  do  with  this  very  satisfactory  condition.  It  shows 
good  discipline  obtains  in  the  brigade. 

The  Second  Brigade  camp  was  to  a  certain  extent  a  new 
departure,  and,  as  far  as  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  muster 
goes,  it  was  in  the  line  of  my  recommendations  last  year.  I  myself 
believe  this  to  be  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  military  outings  that 
we  have  had  since  I  joined  the  militia.  In  any  case,  this  came 
nearer  being  like  the  real  soldiering.  For  the  first  time  in  our 
department  all  of  our  camp  utensils,  bedding,  tents,  etc.,  were  put 
in  boxes  and  bags,  so  they  could  be  safely  transported,  and  every- 
thing was  very  carefully  looked  after  to  see  that  it  was  started  from 
Framingham  in  season  and  arrived  at  the  camp  in  season,  and  was 
there  properly  cared  for  till  turned  over  to  the  proper  officers,  that 
there  might  be  no  loss.  The  extra  experience  in  the  quarter- 
master's department  must  have  been  of  direct  benefit  to  the  officers 
of  that  department.  The  sinks  at  this  camp  were  kept  in  a  most 
admirable  manner.  This  was  at  the  expense  of  much  lime  and 
other  disinfectants.  The  water  supply  was  taken  care  of  and 
watched  with  the  greatest  care  by  Medical  Director  Devine,  and, 
on  the  whole,  as  far  as  our  department  goes,  this  campaign  was 
extremely  satisfactory.  My  clerk,  Mr.  Bradford,  was  on  the 
ground  in  season  to  see  that  the  medical  supplies  arrived  in  good 
condition,  and  that  they  were  delivered  to  each  command  promptly. 
He  stayed  throughout  the  whole  encampment,  and  returned  after 
the  supplies  were  packed  and  sent  away.  The  care  of  all  the 
medical  supplies  has  been  turned  over  to  this  department  by  the 
Adjutant  General.  A  building  was  constructed  to  receive  such 
supplies,  and  the  care  of  all  medical  property  is  now  under  this 
department.  In  away  this  makes  work  for  this  office,  but  is  more 
satisfactory,  for  the  reason  that  the  property  can  be  more  carefully 
looked  after  and  the  losses  noted  and  traced. 
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The  First  Corps  of  Cadets  camp  was,  from  a  medical  officer's 
stand-point,  as  usual,  a  model  ooe.  This  corps  needs  no  praise 
from  me.  The  camp  praises  itself.  It  is  always  found  in  a  most 
admirable  condition. 

The  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  likewise,  was  a  very  clean,  well- 
appointed  camp.  I  never  have  found  much  to  criticise  in  this 
command. 

Owing  to  illness,  I  did  not  have  the  honor  to  inspect  the  First 
Regiment  of  Heavy  Artillery  or  the  Naval  Brigade. 

On  the  last  of  May  I  received  from  Your  Excellency  instructions 
to  visit  Washington  and  attend  the  tenth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  of  Military  Surgeons,  which  was  held  in  that  city  on 
May  31,  June  1  and  2,  inclusive.  I  respectfully  requested  that 
Colonel  Marion  and  Colonel  Devine,  medical  directors  of  the  First 
and  Second  Brigades,  be  appointed  to  attend  this  association 
meeting  with  me.  Colonel  Marion  was  present.  This  meeting 
was  one  of  the  best  the  association  has  held  since  I  have  been  a 
member,  Washington  being  a  very  desirable  place  for  such  a  meet- 
ing, and  the  citizens,  representatives  of  the  government,  surgeons 
of  the  army  and  navy,  vieing  with  each  other  in  their  efforts  to 
show  hospitality  of  the  most  generous  kind,  made  this  meeting  not 
only  a  very  instructive  one,  but  a  very  pleasant  outing.  The 
papers  read,  as  usual,  were  worthy  of  much  praise. 

I  feel  that  at  the  present  time  this  association  is  doing  a  splendid 
work.  Of  the  amount  of  scientific  work  done  in  Cuba  during  the 
Spanish  war  and  subsequently  by  members  of  this  association  very 
little  is  known  outside  of  official  circles.  That  there  was  splendid 
work  done  by  our  surgeons  in  that,  at  the  time,  pest-house  of  a 
country  is  well  known  to  members  of  the  association.  The  work 
was  simply  magnificent,  and  should  be  known  throughout  the 
country.  The  amount  of  good  that  must  result  from  this  cleaning 
up  and  stamping  out  of  disease  in  Cuba  and  the  Philippine  Islands 
cannot  now  be  estimated,  but  it  must  be  enormous.  General  Wood 
made  the  remark  to  me,  when  at  our  camp  at  Framingham  last 
summer,  that  when  he  sailed  out  of  Havana  harbor  he  left  Cuba 
as  healthy  as  any  part  of  New  England.  That  statement  seemed 
almost  beyond  belief  to  me.  It  was  astonishing,  and  I  am  told 
upon  good  authority  that  there  hasn't  been  a  case  of  yellow  fever 
in  Cuba  for  twelve  months.  The  Association  of  Military  Surgeons 
is  well  aware  of  this  work,  as  all  or  nearly  all  the  men  who  have 
made  names  for  themselves  are  now  members.  As  the  official 
head  of  the  association  for  the  time,  I  desire  here  and  now  to 
thank  all  medical  officers  who  have  been  in  any  way  connected 
with  the  army,  navy,  Marine  Corps  and  volunteer  service  during 
the  war  for  the  splendid  work  done. 
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The  ABSOciation  of  Military  Surgeons  meets  in  Boston  May  19, 
20  and  21, 1903.  The  committee  of  arrangements  are  very  anxious 
that  this  should  be  made  one  of  the  best  meetings  ever  held  by  this 
association,  from  every  point  of  view.  Of  course,  to  do  ourselves 
credit  we  will  have  to  raise  considerable  money  for  expenses,  — 
$4,000  or  $5,000  at  least.  This  can  be  done  partly  by  subscription, 
but  as  this  is  a  national  affair,  and  as  the  association  is  made  up 
of  regular  army  and  navy  surgeons,  surgeons  of  the  Marine  Corps 
and  National  Guard,  with  representatives  from  all  the  superior 
powers,  Canada,  Japan  and  Mexico,  and  as  the  benefit  derived 
from  this  meeting  by  the  surgeons  of  the  Massachusetts  militia 
will  be  great,  it  should  induce  the  State  to  furnish  us  part  of  the 
money,  at  least,  which  will  be  required  to  entertain  the  association 
while  here  in  Boston.  I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be 
passed,  allowing  the  Surgeon  General,  as  chairman  of  the  financial 
committee  of  the  association,  not  less  than  $1,000  towards  the 
expense  of  this  meeting. 

I  feel  I  can  say  with  truthfulness  that  the  medical  department 
of  the  Massachusetts  militia  has  made  a  fair  share  of  improvement 
during  the  year,  but  that  we  are  still  far  from  perfect  is  evident 
to  all. 

All  medical  supplies  not  expendable  should  be  thoroughly  cared 
for  by  surgeons  and  assistant  surgeons  ;  they  should  be  very  par- 
ticular in  the  care  of  surgical  instruments ;  in  fact,  everything 
liable  to  deteriorate  from  rust  or  other  ways  should  be  looked 
after.  Surgeons  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  unnecessary  loss 
of  instruments  or  medical  supplies  of  any  kind. 

During  the  coming  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  furnish  the 
Ambulance  Corps  with  a  complete  outfit  of  duty  pouches,  and  also 
make  some  changes  in  the  ambulance.  I  believe  the  State  militia 
should  be  furnished  with  an  extra  ambulance  and  one  or  two  express 
wagons  that  could  be  used  in  case  the  brigades  were  out  for  a 
practice  drill. 

Your  Excellency,  in  closing  this  my  third  annual  report,  I  desire 
to  express  my  thanks  to  you  for  the  universal  kindness  you  have 
shown  me  while  a  member  of  your  staff.  The  duties  of  my  office 
have  always  been  pleasant.  It  has  been  a  great  honor  to  have 
served  with  you  and  the  gentlemen  of  your  staff  for  three  years. 
I  shall  always  remember  this  service  with  pleasure. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  thank  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts militia  for  the  faithful  and  intelligent  manner  in  which 
they  have  performed  their  duties. 

I  would  especially  commend  the  good  work  of  the  Medical 
Examining  Board.  The  number  of  officers  examined  by  this  Board 
for  the  year  was  87.    These  examinations  require  much  valuable 
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time,  and,  in  my  judgment,  the  compensation  is  not  sufficient. 
I  recommend  the  pay  for  this  work  be  increased. 

I  desire  again  to  thank  General  Dalton  for  many  favors.  The 
State  is  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  still  retain  his  services. 

I  am  much  indebted  to  Colonel  Capelle  for  advice  and  for  many 
little  favors  he  has  so  willingly  rendered  to  me  during  the  past 
year  and  for  all  the  years  I  have  occupied  this  office.  May  he  live 
long  and  continue  to  fill  the  position  he  now  holds  with  much 
credit,  as  he  has  done  in  the  past. 

Mr.  Bradford  has  rendered  good  service ;  he  is  a  valuable  man 
for  this  office.

Sib  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  my  annual  report  as  Com- 
missary  General  for  the  year  1902. 

With  the  exception  of  one  new  blank  (form  No.  11),  the  same 
blank  forms  adopted  for  the  year  1901  were  used. 

The  First  Brigade,  excepting  the  First  Regiment  Heavy  Artillery, 
was  in  camp  at  Framingham  June  7  to  14  inclusive.  The  same 
methods  as  last  year  were  adopted,  with  satisfaction  to  officers  and 
men.  Meals  were  ready  promptly  when  ^^  mess  call "  sounded. 
The  expense  for  the  brigade  was  36  cents  per  ration. 

The  First  Regiment  Heavy  Artillery,  being  detailed  for  special 
duty  with  United  States  troops,  was  rationed  independently  from 
this  department. 

The  Second  Brigade  was  in  camp  at  Lakeville,  July  12  to  19 
inclusive,  at  old  camp  ''Joe  Hooker,"  which  is  about  three  miles 
from  Middleborough,  Mass.  It  was  necessary  to  transport  all 
supplies  by  wagons  this  distance.  The  milk  supply  was  sent  from 
Boston  packed  in  ice,  as  it  was  not  obtainable  at  Lakeville.  Meats, 
etc.,  were  delivered  to  cook  houses  at  camp  fresh  each  day.  The 
cost  per  ration  was  38  cents,  which  sum  included  all  charges  for 
teaming. 

The  First  Corps  Cadets,  in  camp  at  Hingham,  July  12  to  19, 
purchased  supplies  and  rationed  itself  under  direction  from  this 
department.  In  accordance  with  Geoeral  Orders,  all  bills  were 
paid  by  the  Commissary  General,  as  per  report  forwarded  to  this 
department.     The  cost  per  ration  was  42  cents. 

The  Second  Corps  Cadets  rationed  itself  in  camp  at  Box  ford, 
Mass.,  July  19  to  26  inclusive,  and  forwarded  report  of  same  to 
this  department,  as  directed.  The  cost  per  ration  to  this  corps 
was  52^  cents. 
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By  the  adoption  of  blank  form  No.  11,  used  this  year  for  the 
first  time,  the  paymasters  of  the  different  commands  composing 
each  brigade  were  enabled  to  leave  the  camp  ground  on  Saturday 
with  an  itemized  account  for  all  supplies  receipted,  and  a  check  in 
their  possession  for  the  balance  due  them,  all  bills  for  rations 
being  paid  in  full.

Infantry,  which,  with  an  enrolment  of  58  ofiScers  and  men,  returns 
but  35  efficients,  and  has  qualified  and  requalified  only  21 ;  also 
Company  A,  Second  Corps  Cadets,  with  an  enrolment  of  42  officers 
and  men,  and  but  29  efficients,  only  qualified  and  requalified  16.

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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Troop  D,  although  it  has  again  won 
the  trophy  in  the  cavalry  competition,  returns  20  non-marksmen, 
—  exactly  the  same  number  returned  last  year, — 25  per  cent,  of 
its  total  enrolment. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that,  out  of  473  officers  allowed 
by  law,  72  (over  15  per  cent.)  failed  to  realize  the  importance  of 
setting  an  example  to  their  men,  and  neglected  to  requalify. 


Honorable  Mention. 

The  field  and  staff  of  the  Second  Brigade,  the  First  Regiment 
Heavy  Artillery  and  the  First  Corps  Cadets  returned  100  per  cent, 
efficients. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  Infantry  has  made  a  remarkable  improve- 
ment over  last  year,  when  it  reported  125  unqualified  men.  This 
year  it  returns  only  3  unqualified.  Only  4  efficients  failed  to 
requalify.

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Qualification  Bbquirbhents. 

A  new  class,  under  the  title  of  ^^  expert  marksman,"  was  created 

this  year,  the  prescribed  qualification  scores  for  which  were  as 

follows :  — 

2  scores  of  46  at  200  yards. 

2  scores  of  47  at  500  yards. 

2  scores  of  45  at  600  yards. 

An  allowance  was  made  of  two  points  on  each  score  for  carbines ; 
scores  to  consist  of  10  consecutive  shots,  with  a  possible  total  of 
50  points. 

The  requirement  adopted  in  1901,  that  "  requalification  should 
mean  requalifying  in  the  highest  class  previously  attained,"  was 
continued,  and  the  results  have  justified  the  continuance  of  this 
rule. 

Figure  of  Merit. 

Ten  points  were  allowed  for  each  qualification  in  the  new  expert 
class,  and  one  point  for  four  scores  fired  ?rithout  qualification  or 
requalification ;  otherwise,  the  allowance  has  been  on  the  same 
basis  as  last  year.

The  possible  points  (rifle  only)  of  all  these  organizations, 
including  general  and  headquarter  staffs,  were  27,800. 

The  points  actually  made  without  extra  allowance  for  expert 
qualifications  were  16,360,  —  58.85  per  cent.,  a  gain  over  1901  of 
3.76  per  cent. 

Adding  900  points  earned  by  the  expert  qualifications  gives  a 
total  of  17,260  points  earned  (as  against  15,215  earned  in  1901), 
or  62.08  per  cent.,  —  a  gain  over  1901  of  6.99  per  cent. 


Monet  and  Monet  Allowances. 

The  scale  of  compensation  adopted  in  1901  was  continued,  with 
the  addition  of  $3.50  for  each  qualification  as  expert  marksman. 

Money  allowance  for  revolver  qualification  or  requalification  was 
the  same  as  last  year. 

In  addition  to  these  allowances,  sharpshooters  failing  to  requalify, 
but  having  made  the  prescribed  score  at  two  distances,  were  allowed 
$1.50.  First-class  marksmen  failing  to  requalify,  but  having  made 
the  prescribed  score  at  either  distance,  were  allowed  $1. 

Provision  was  also  made  for  enlisted  men  who  left  on  account 
of  expiration  of  term  of  service,  money  allowance  in  this  case  being 
made  according  to  the  class  which  they  had  attained.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  money  allowance  has  been  $1,161.50  more 
than  in  1901,  — an  increase  of  $2,722.50  over  1900;  bat  this 
increased  expenditure  has  been  amply  justified  by  the  results. 
The  new  expert  class  has  stimulated  great  activity  in  rifle  work, 
but  of  necessity  has  increased  the  expense  very  materially. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  extremely  satisfactory,  but  it  is 
evident  that  more  money  will  be  required  in  order  to  maintain  the 
present  high  standard. 

Decorations  and  Trophies. 

The  usual  military  engravings  with  inscription  plates  have  been 
issued  to  the  winning  teams  in  the  corps  competitions,  also  medals 
and  cups  to  individual  prize  winners.  There  were  7,789  decora- 
tions issued,  —  581  more  than  in  1901. 

Revolver  Practice. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  officers  and  156  enlisted  men,  424 
in  all,  have  qualified  with  the  revolver,  as  against  828  in  1901, — 
a  gain  of  96. 

Every  officer  should  own  a  revolver,  and  be  able  to  make  quali- 
fying scores  with  it. 

Enlisted  men,  who  are  entitled  to  be  armed  with  these  weapons, 
should  be  supplied  with  them  at  the  State's  expense.  At  present, 
896  officers  and  men  own  their  revolvers.  .

The  State  General  CoMPErrrioNS. 

The  State  general  rifle  coiBpetitioD  was  held  at  Walnut  Hill, 
Wobum,  Wednesday,  October  1 ;  and  the  carbine  competition  at 
the  same  place,  Wednesday,  October  8.  The  weather  conditions 
for  the  rifle  competition  were  the  worst  possible ;  the  rain  fell  in 
torrents,  and  many  of  the  men  were  drenched  to  the  skin.  The 
weather  was  very  favorable  for  the  carbine  competition,  with  the 
exception  of  a  puffy  wind. 

For  the  first  time  the  200-yard  range  was  eliminated  from  a 
State  general  rifle  competition,  and  the  match  was  shot  at  500  and 
600  yards. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that,  in  spite  of  the  new  conditions 
under  which  this  match  was  shot,  and  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather,  304  more  points  were  made  than  last  year  at  500  yards, 
and  544  more  than  in  1899.     Every  organization  shows  an  increase. 

The  Walnut  Hill  range  is  poorly  equipped  for  a  competition  of 
this  size  over  long  ranges,  and  the  best  results  can  never  be  attained 
until  a  range  is  provided  having  suitable  accommodation  for  the 
large  number  of  men  who  participate.

The  First  Regiment  Heavy  Artillery  was  second,  with  a  score 
of  1,237  points. 

The  First  Regiment  Heavy  Artillery,  the  Second,  Sixth  and 
Eighth  Regiments  of  Infantry,  and  the  First  Corps  Cadets,  made 
over  80  per  cent,  of  the  possible  score  at  the  two  ranges. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  score  is  within  6  points  of  this  percentage. 

In  the  cavalry  competition,  the  guidon  trophy  was  won  by 
Troop  D  of  Boston,  with  a  score  of  685  out  of  a  possible  1,000 
points,  at  200  and  500  yards. 

Troop  A  was  second,  with  a  score  of  679.

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Interstate  Competition. 

For  the  first  time  siDce  1889,  a  rifle  team,  representing  the  entire 
infantry  arm,  participated  in  the  inteijstate  competitions,  which 
were  held  at  Sea  Girt,  N.  J  ,  August  29  to  September  26  inclusive. 

A  special  appropriation  of  $2,000  for  the  purpose  was  made  by 
the  Legislature,  under  chapter  91,  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1902. 

A  team  from  Light  Battery  A  was  given  permission  to  go  to  Sea 
Girt  at  its  own  expense,  to  compete  for  prizes  offered  in  revolver 
competitions. 

The  rifle  team  of  12  and  5  substitutes  were  selected  from  43 
competitors  (nominated  by  the  commanding  officers  of  six  infantry 
regiments,  two  corps  cadets  and  the  Naval  Brigade) ,  after  three 
preliminary  matches  had  been  shot  with  the  Springfield  rifie  and 
three  with  the  United  States  army  service  rifle.

The  Massachusetts  men  had  never  before .  used  the  Erag- 
Jorgensen  rifle ;  and  the  appropriation  which  made  it  possible  for 
the  team  to  be  organized  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  so  late  in 
the  season  as  to  leave  little  time  for  the  practice  necessary  to 
familiarize  them  with  these  rifles. 

The  Sea  Girt  range  was  new  to  all  but  one  or  two  of  the  men, 
and  the  unfamiliar  surroundings  and  conditions  militated  somewhat 
against  the  attainment  of  the  best  results ;  but,  taking  everything 
into  consideration,  the  team  did  commendable  work  and  should  be 
highly  praised,  not  only  for  its  creditable  shooting,  but  also  for 
the  excellent  discipline  maintained  throughout  the  trip. 

I  wish  to  especially  thank  the  officers  of  the  team  for  their 
courtesy  and  able  assistance. 

The  benefit  to  the  militia  in  the  organization  of  this  team  was 
the  great  stimulus  it  gave  to  general  rifle  work.  It  could  not  but 
be  helpful,  and  I  hope  the  State  will  again  be  represented  at  Sea 
Girt  in  1903. 

The  team  from  Battery  A,  Light  Artillery,  won  the  revolver 
match  for  the  third  consecutive  year,  thereby  securing  permanent 
possession  of  the  championship  cup.  This  team  has  a  remarkable 
record :  organized  in  January,  1899,  it  has  defeated  25  military 
teams  and  been  defeated  by  none,  besides  winning  the  cup  three 
years  in  succession.  The  team  has  led  each  year  at  the  25,  50  and 
75  yard  ranges. 

The  other  revolver  teams  entered  were  from  Squadron  A,  New 
York ;  Troop  A,  Maryland  (two  teams)  ;  City  Troop  of  Phila- 
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delphia ;  Essex  Troop,  New  Jersey ;  and  Foarth  Regiment  of  New 
Jersey. 

Battery  A's  score  was  540  out  of  a  possible  750. 

The  weather  conditions  could  hardly  have  been  worse,  as  the 
match  was  shot  in  a  high  wind.

Range  Facilities. 

During  the  year  new  ranges  have  been  constructed  at  Lawrence 
and  Wakefield.     One  is  now  nearing  completion  at  Waltham.- 

The  land  which  was  bought  last  year  by  the  city  of  Boston  has 
not  yet  been  fitted  up  as  a  rifle  range,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  present  city  government  will  make  the  necessary  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  during  1908. 

No  serious  accidents  have  occurred  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  reckless  shooting  by  some  members  of  Company  H, 
Eighth  Regiment,  the  range  at  Marblehead,  used  by  the  Second 
Corps  Cadets  and  Company  H,  Eighth  Regiment,  was  closed  the 
latter  part  of  August,  and  will  not  be  reopened  until  proper  safe- 
guards have  been  erected. 

Appropriations  . 

For  several  years  this  department  has  struggled  to  keep  within 
the  bounds  of  an  appropriation  of  $18,000 ;  but,  with  the  great 
interest  which  has  developed  in  the  last  two  years  in  rifle  and 
revolver  shooting,  making  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  decora- 
tions awarded  and  also  in  money  allowances,  besides  the  fact  that 
pay  and  transportation  for  regimental  and  corps  competitions  are 
charged  against  the  appropriation,  this  sum  is  entirely  inadequate, 
and  consequently  the  expense  of  conducting  the  department  has 
exceeded  the  appropriation  this  year  by  $1,392.24. 

■ 

Recommendations  . 

1.  I  most  emphatically  renew  my  recommendation  of  last  year, 
that  land  be  acquired  by  the  Commonwealth,  having  area  enough 
for  extreme  range  and  skirmish  firing.  There  is  no  range  at 
present  suflQciently  commodious  for  holding  the  State  rifie  com- 
petitions. 
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2.  I  also  renew  my  recommendation  that  regimental  inspectors 
of  rifle  practice  be  given  the  rank  of  captain.  The  inspector  of 
rifle  practice  who  performs  his  full  duty  works  fully  as  hard  as 
a  company  commander,  or  a  regimental  adjutant,  paymaster  or 
quartermaster. 

3.  I  again  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  appropriated 
to  cover  the  expenses  of  a  team  of  representative  marksmen,  who 
shall  participate  in  the  interstate  competitions  at  Sea  Girt,  N.  J., 
in  1908. 

4.  That  the  appropriation  for  the  use  of  this  department  for 
1903  be  $20,000. 

5.  That  the  office  of  major  and  Assistant  Inspector  General  of 
Rifle  Practice  on  the  brigade  staffs  be  abolished,  and  that  there 
be  added  to  the  staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  two  Assistant 
Inspectors  General  of  Rifle  Practice,  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
colonel. 

6.  That  the  Inspector  General  of  Rifle  Practice  and  his  assist- 
ants be  given  authority  to  attend,  with  pay  and  transportation, 
regimental  competitions,  and  to  visit  companies  at  their  home 
stations  at  the  discretion  of  the  chief  of  the  rifle  department. 

7.  That  all  enlisted  men,  required  by  law  to  be  armed  with 
revolvers,  shall  be  immediately  equipped  with  them  at  the  expense 
of  the  State. 

The  appendix  to  this  report  contains  the  records  and  statistics 
of  the  work  of  this  department  for  the  year.  I  again  wish  to 
commend  Sergt.  George  R.  Russell,  N.C.S.,  First  Regiment  Heavy 
Artillery,  for  his  efficient  work  in  compiling  these  records.

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REPORT  ON  JOINT  MAN(EDVRES  AT  FORT  RILEY. 


,  Boston,  Dec.  1,  1902. 

To  the  AdjtUarU  OenercU  of  MassachtLseUs, 

Sir:— By  Special  Orders,  No.  108,  A.  G.  O.,  Sept.  11,  1902, 
in  response  to  the  invitation  of  the  War  Department,  the  under- 
signed were  detailed  to  observe  and  report  upon  the  joint  ma- 
noeuvres held  Sept.  29  to  Oct.  8,  1902,  at  Fort  Riley,  Kan. 

In  pursuance  of  these  orders,  we  left  Boston  on  Thursday, 
September  25,  arriving  at  Camp  Root,  Fort  Riley,  on  Saturday, 
September  27,  and  reported  to  Maj.  Gen.  John  C.  Bates, U.  S.  A., 
commanding  the  manoeuvre  division.  We  were  assigned  tents, 
furnished  with  mounts,  and  every  facility  afforded  us,  together 
with  the  representatives  of  twenty-four  other  States  and  Territories, 
for  witnessing  the  operations.  The  usual  method  was  to  go  out 
as  an  observation  party  under  the  guidance  of  a  regular  officer, 
but,  as  was  frequently  the  case,  visiting  officers  were  invited,  by 
umpires  to  accompany  them,  thus  affording  opportunity  for  closer 
inspection  of  detachments  of  troops. 

Fort  Riley  and  Cobiposition  of  the  Man(euvre  Division. 

The  Fort  Riley  reservation  lies  in  the  Smoky  Hill  region,  and 
covers  an  area  of  about  thirty-five  square  mUes.  It  is  crossed 
from  north-east  to  south-west  by  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad,  and 
within  rts  bounds  the  Republican  and  Smoky  Hill  rivers  converge 
into  the  Kansas  River.  The  reservation  has  within  its  limits  the 
unroofed  but  well-preserved  walls  of  the  first  capitol  of  Kansas, 
and  a  monument  marking  the  (presumed  former)  geographical 
centre  of  the  United  States.  The  Fort  Riley  post  is  of  modem 
construction,  with  all  its  numerous  officers'  quarters,  barracks, 
stables,  immense  riding  hall  and  beautiful  chapel  built  of  cream- 
colored  stone,  mostly  rough-hewn.  Occupying  but  a  small  portion 
of  the  reservation,  its  well-shaded  drives  and  avenues,  bordered 
by  well-kept  lawns,  afford  a  striking  contrast  to  the  surrounding 
country.  The  terrain  is  admirably  suited  to  the  purpose  for  which 
the  troops  were  assembled,  except  possibly  for  the  fact  that  the 
hills  are  bare,  the  natural  timber  growth  being  wholly  confined  to 
the  river  and  creek  bottoms.    The  great  height  of  the  grass, 
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however,  in  some  parts  of  the  reservation  fully  six  feet,  and  the 
broken  country,  enabled  troops  to  secure  a  good  degree  of  shelter. 
The  manoeuvre  division  was  organized  as  follows :  First  Bat- 
talion of  Engineers ;  headquarters,  band.  First  and  Second  squad- 
rons. Fourth  Cavalry;  Third  Squadron,  Eighth  Cavalry;  Sixth, 
Seventh,  Nineteenth,  Twentieth  and  Twenty-eighth  batteries. 
Field  Artillery ;  headquarters,  band,  and  twelve  companies  Sixth 
U.  S.  Infantry ;  headquarters,  band,  and  twelve  companies  Twenty- 
second  U.  S.  Infantry ;  headquarters,  band,  and  Eighteenth  U.  S. 
*  Infantry,  excepting  Company  L ;  detachment  Signal  Corps ;  de- 
tachment Hospital  Corps ;  two  Regiments  of  Infantry  and  two 
batteries  of  Field  artillery,  Kansas  National  Guard ;  Provisional 
Battalion,  Colorado  National  Guard.  The  total  number  of  troops 
assembled  was  between  six  and  seven  thousand. 

The  Exercises  and  Problems. 

The  problems  had  been  carefully  prepared  by  a  board  of  ofUcers, 
of  which  Col.  Arthur  L.  Wagner,  Assistant  Adjutant  General, 
U.  S.  A.,  was  the  chairman,  and  consisted  of  the  following: 
*^  contact  of  opposing  forces  of  all  arms  ; "  ^^  attack  and  defence 
of  a  convoy;"  ^^  outpost  exercise,  involving  attack  on  outpost 
position ;"  ^^  advance  and  rear  guard,  with  simulation  of  attack ;  " 
^^  attack  and  defence  of  a  position. " 

In  addition  to  these,  there  were  regimental  and  brigade  drills  of 
the  National  Guard  troops. 

The  schedule  of  exercises  was  seriously  interfered  with  by  the 
inclemency  of  the  weather,  a  heavy  rain  storm  raging  during 
several  days,  which  made  it  impracticable  to  order  the  troops  into 
the  open. 

There  were  talks  on  entrenchments,  commissary,  quartermaster 
and  medical  departments,  and  an  especially  notable  lecture  by 
Colonel  Wagner,  on  '*  Strategy."  The  different  types  of  field 
entrenchments  were  constructed  by  the  Battalion  of  Engineers, 
which  organization  also  constructed  a  modern  field  bridge,  and 
threw  a  pontoon  bridge,  four  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length, 
across  the  Kansas  River. 

The  Camp. 

The  camp  was  carefully  laid  out  about  one  mile  from  the  post 
on  well-selected  ground,  an  abundance  of  water  being  furnished 
by  pipes  specially  laid.  Except,  however,  so  far  as  superior 
equipment  made  it  possible,  it  was  felt  that  very  little  advance 
over  the  castramentation  of  our  own  troops  was  to  be  noted.  The 
regulation  allowance  of  wall  tents  was  furnished  for  oflScers,  and 
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conical  wall  tents  for  enlisted  men,  at  the  rate  of,  for  cavalry,  ten 
men  per  tent,  for  field  artillery,  twelve  men  per  tent,  for  infantry, 
twelve  men  per  tent.  The  sinks  were  well  located,  and  dug  to  a 
depth  of  about  ten  feet.  They  were  burned  out  twice  a  day  with 
bay  saturated  with  petroleum,  and  following  the  burning  a  quantity 
of  slack  lime  was  thrown  in. 

Thb  Troops. 

The  hospital  corps  pitched  a  model  field  hospital,  and  throughout 
tbe  manoeuvres  was  very  active,  a  relief  station  being  always 
found  directly  in  the  rear  of  the  reserves  on  the  firing  line,  and, 
some  distance  in  the  rear,  a  dressing  station.  The  field  hospital 
was  maintained  in  the  encampment  proper,  the  base  hospital  being 
in  the  post  of  Fort  Riley.  The  health  of  the  command  was 
excellent  during  the  entire  tour  of  duty,  which,  for  the  regular 
troops,  began  September  20,  after  some  of  the  units  had  marched 
several  hundred  miles  to  the  reservation. 

The  Signal  Corps  had  the  latest  equipment  in  the  line  of 
heliographs,  telephones,  telegraph  instruments,  field  search  light, 
etc.  Use  was  made  in  the  manoeuvres  of  a  non-insulated  wire, 
which  was  rapidly  laid  along  the  ground,  and  made  possible  com- 
munication over  widely  separated  portions  of  the  field. 

The  Engineer  Battalion,  under  command  of  Maj.  Smith  S. 
Leach,  presented  a  well-nigh  complete  organization  in  itself, 
having  out  of  its  four  companies  a  large  mounted  detachment  and 
very  full  equipment.  The  camp  of  this  battalion  was  in  every 
respect  a  model  one. 

It  is  believed  that,  notwithstanding  the  large  number  of  recruits 
and  an  unusual  percentage  of  remounts,  the  smartness  and  efficiency 
of  the  mounted  arms  of  the  service,  with  its  troops  and  batteries 
under  command  of  young  oflQcers,  has  not  been  excelled.  There 
was  no  point  seemingly  on  the  reservation  not  accessible  by  the 
cavalry  and  artillery. 

The  infantry  was  solid  and  substantial,  and  performed  its 
wonted  duty  of  long  marches,  guard,  etc.,  with  most  commend- 
able spirit. 

By  reason  of  the  rainy  weather,  the  suffering  of  the  public 
animals,  wholly  unprotected  from  the  driving  rain,  must  have  been 
considerable. 

The  Manceuvrks. 

The  manoeuvres  began  on  Monday,  September  29,  and  continued 
daily,  with  the  exception  of  such  days  as  the  rain  prevented,  imtil 
Wednesday,  October  8.  It  was  in  these  that  a  great  advance  over 
anything  attempted  by  our  forces,  and  for  that  matter  heretofore 
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by  the  army,  was  seen.  The  manoeuvre  datles  as  far  as  practioable 
were  performed  precisely  as  if  the  assumed  conditions  actually 
existed.  In  the  carrying  out  of  the  exercises  the  following  were 
among  the  general  rules  observed :  — 

The  opposing  forces  were  designated  as  the  ^'  Blue"  and  the 
^'  Brown,"  the  former  wearing  blue  uniform  with  campaign  hats, 
the  latter  wearing  khaki  or  brown  canvas  fatigue  suits.  All 
troops  marched  fully  armed  and  equipped,  and  carried  ten  blank 
revolver  and  twenty  blank  carbine  or  rifle  cartridges,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  from  headquarters.  All  reports,  itineraries  and 
sketches,  the  latter  usually  on  a  scale  of  three  inches  to  the  mile, 
were  submitted  as  prescribed  by  Army  Regulations  for  time  of 
war.  Great  care  was  taken  before  leaving  can^p  to  have  cartridge 
belts  inspected,  and  a  second  inspection  took  place  when  the  units 
arrived  at  the  designated  position  for  the  beginning  of  the  ex- 
ercises. There  was  no  case  of  wounding  by  ball  ammunition  during 
the  manoeuvres,  although  a  large  amount  of  such  ammunition  was 
in  the  possession  of  soldiers  for  the  performance  of  guard  duty, 
etc. 

Commanding  officers  designated  in  general  terms  the  object  of 
the  artillery  fire  and  the  force  to  be  used ;  but  the  exact  position 
and  manner  of  using  the  guns  were  left  to  the  battery  commanders, 
thus  placing  upon  them  the  responsibility  for  the  proper  handling 
of  batteries  and  for  the  violation  of  proper  principles.  The  range 
of  the  fire  of  all  arms  was  indicated  and  made  a  matter  of  record 
by  the  umpires. 

During  the  exercises,  artillery  firing  on  cavalry  displayed  the 
yellow  flag ;  when  firing  on  dismounted  cavalry  or  infantry,  a  white 
flag ;  when  firing  on  the  enemies'  artillery,  a  red  flag. 

The  Umpires. 

There  were  numerous  umpires  accompanying  the  troops,  and 
they  were  easily  distinguishable  by  a  white  band  on  the  left  arm. 
Their  instructions  were  in  brief  these :  — 

That  firing  by  opposing  parties  would  be  discontinued  at  one 
hundred  yards. 

That  they  should  be  early  on  the  scene,  especially  in  cases  of 
cavalry  attack,  as  otherwise  it  might  be  difficult  to  judge.  In 
adjudging  the  result,  the  situation  of  the  enemy,  the  execution  of 
the  attack  and  the  consideration  of  the  respective  strengths  were 
important. 

That  whenever  the  phases  of  the  exercises  required  suspension 
in  the  movement,  the  umpire,  recognizing  the  necessity,  would 
cause  a  trumpeter  to  sound  *'  Cease  firing,"  '*  Halt,"  *'  Attention ; " 
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and  the  signal  Bhould  be  taken  up  by  the  other  trampetera,  and  all 
concerned  shoald  cease  firing,  bait,  and  remain  in  their  positions 
until  the  signal  "  Commence  Firing,"  '*  Forward, "  was  given  ; 
and  that  these  signals  for  suspension  and  resumption  of  move- 
ments would  be  sounded  whether  there  be  any  firing  or  not. 

It  was  further  laid  down  that  umpires,  while  endeavoring  to 
give  correct  decisions,  should  give  them  promptly,  and  that  they 
must  immediately  be  accepted  without  remark,  but,  should  an 
officer  deem  th^m  erroneous  or  unfair,  he  could  appeal  in  writing, 
giving  his  reasons,  after  the  completion  of  the  exercises. 

The  umpires  were  assembled  during  the  afternoon  of  the  day  of 
an  exercise,  and  the  chief  umpires  submitted  written  reports  to 
the  Adjutant  General  before  9  a.m.  on  the  following  day. 

Meetings  of  the  officers  were  held  in  the  large  mess  tent  in  the 
evening,  and  at  these  meetings  reports  of  the  commanders  of  the 
opposing  forces,  reports  of  the  chief  umpires,  and  criticisms  upon 
the  operations,  were  read.  Any  officer  having  filed  a  protest 
against  the  decision  of  an  umpire  was  also  heard  at  this  time,  and 
a  general  discussion,  under  proper  restrictions,  was  permitted. 

Further  Conditions  controlling  the  Fxercises. 

The  great  range  of  the  modern  arms  became  at  once  a  con- 
spicuous feature  of  the  manoeuvres.  It  was  ruled  that  cavalry 
could  not  move  at  a  walk  when  exposed  to  the  fire  of  artillery  at 
less  than  twenty-five  hundred  yards,  and  that  a  column  fired  upon 
by  artillery  at  less  than  that  distance  must  at  once  deploy  or  move 
at  rapid  gait;  that  artillery  cannot  come  into  action  against 
infantry,  or  dismounted  cavalry  Ore,  within  eight  hundred  yards, 
excepting  under  favorable  circumstances,  as,  for  instance,  those 
afforded  by  effectual  cover ;  this,  however,  would  not  prevent  it 
from  accompanying  advancing  lines  under  cover  of  their  fire  to  a 
decisive  attack,  but  it  should  not  be  able*  to  unllmber  at  all  within 
six  hundred  yards  of  the  enemy. 

That  at  ranges  of  one  thousand  yards  artillery  can  hold  out 
against  dismounted  skirmish  fire,  but  should  strong  skirmish  lines 
succeed  in  approaching  to  within  six  hundred  yards  of  the  guns 
without  the  latter  being  sufficiently  protected  by  infantry  or 
dismounted  cavalry  and  proper  cover,  the  artillery  must  retire 
promptly  or  be  adjudged  unfit  to  move ;  and  that  artillery  cannot 
move  into  action  against  artillery  already  in  action  at  less  than 
twelve  hundred  yards,  unless  enabled  so  to  do  by  effectual  infantry 
or  dismounted  cavalry  fire,  or  by  ample  cover. 

That  infantry  or  dismounted  cavalry  when  exposed  to  the  fire 
of  similar  arms  can  appear  in  attack  formation  only  within  leas 
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than  eight  hundred  yards;  and  that  any  flank  movement  made  in 
the  open  without  cover,  when  so  exposed,  must  be  decided  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  troops  thus  moving. 

That  over  a  zone  swept  by  dismounted  fire  at  this  distance 
troops  can  move  backward  and  forward  and  in  attack  formations 
only.  An  uncovered  halt  made  for  any  length  of  time  within  this 
zone  would  necessitate  an  umpire's  decision. 

Whenever  in  the  manoeuvres  an  approach  was  gained  without 
discovery  to  within  less  than  one  hundred  yards,  capture  was  made 
by  giving  the  command  ^^  Halt,"  ^^Surrender,"  and  no  shots  were 
permitted  at  such  short  ranges. 

Results. 

The  exercises  made  evident  the  advantage  of  wearing  a  non- 
conspicuous  uniform  by  the  troops,  and  the  value  of  seeking 
cover,  —  something  not  always  done  when  the  element  of  danger 
is  lacking.  Frequently  the  first  discovery  of  the  enemy  came 
about  by  the  flashing  of  the  sun  upon  a  sword  scabbard  or  waist 
belt,  which  would  seem  to  be  good  cause  for  the  adoption  of  dull 
metal  for  these  and  other  portions  of  the  field  equipment. 

The  lack  of  easy  communication  with  and  control  of  the  two 
wings  of  even  a  single  regiment,  and  that  in  open  country,  early 
became  apparent;  and  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  that  the 
commander  of  an  infantry  regiment  should  have  at  least  eighteen 
mounted  staff  otflcers  and  orderlies  to  carry  orders  to  different 
points  of  the  line.  This  would  also  obviate  the  necessity  of  heavy 
details  from  the  cavalry. 

As  may  be  surmised,  there  was  very  little  of  the  ^^  sham  battle  " 
in  the  exercises,  no  actual  collision  of  opposing  forces,  frequent 
suspension  of  hostilities,  and  in  parts  of  the  theatre  of  operations 
no  enemy  seen  and  no  ammunition  expended.  The  careful  prepara- 
tion, generally  ample  teifrain,  intelligent  orders,  fire  control,  sufiS- 
cient  umpires  clothed  with  proper  authority,  reports  of  the 
operations  and  the  able  criticisms  thereon,  —  all  contributed  to 
place  the  work  upon  the  highest  plane  of  excellence.  It  is 
believed  that  in  the  model  thus  furnished,  for  the  State  forces  at 
least,  the  greatest  value  of  this  year's  work  is  to  be  found. 

Should  legislation  enable  our  State  troops  to  participate  with 
the  army  in  manoeuvres  of  this  sort,  it  could  not  fail  to  be  of  great 
benefit  to  both  organizations. 

Not  the  least  enjoyable  and  profitable  experience  was  had  in  the 
interchange  of  views  with  the  representatives  of  other  States, 
bringing  more  vividly  to  our  attention  the  present  great  disparity 
in  the  support  accorded   the  different  military  establishments. 
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Oar  own  Cominonwealth  being  rightly  considered  one  of  the  most 
liberal  and  progressive,  its  representatives  were  called  upon  often 
to  give  detailed  information  concerning  the  organization  and 
equipment  of  its  forces. 

Resolutions  adopted  by  Visiting  Officers. 

As  voicing  the  sentiment  of  the  assembled  officers,  the  following 
resolutions  were  adopted  at  the  close  of  the  manoeuvres :  — 

WJierec^,  We,  the  undersigned,  officers  of  the  National  Guard  of  the 
various  States  of  the  Union,  detailed  by  the  government  of  the  respective 
States,  twenty-two  States  and  two  Territories  being  here  represented,  in 
compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  War,  to 
-witness  the  manoeuvres  of  the  Regular  Army  and  National  Guard 
forces,  assembled  in  camp  of  instruction  at  Camp  Root,  Fort  Rile}',  Kan., 
having  observed  the  different  military  problems ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved^  First,  that  we  desire  to  thank  the  Honorable  Secretary  of 
War  for  permitting  us  to  witness  the  manoeuvres,  from  which  we  have 
derived  so  much  benefit. 

Second,  that  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  Maj.  Gen.  John  0. 
Bates,  US  A.,  commander  of  the  manoeuvre  division,  and  his  staff,  for 
their  unfailing  courtesies  to  us  at  all  times,  thus  enabling  us  to  perform 
our  tours  of  duty  most  satisfactorily. 

Third,  that  we  desire  to  thank  Col.  Arthur  L.  Wagner,  Assistant 
Adjutant  General,  U.  S.  A.,  chief  umpire,  for  the  instruction  he  has 
given  us,  for  his  able  discussion  of  the  various  problems,  and  for  his 
most  practical  and  brilliant  lecture  on  military  strategy. 

Fourth,  we  desire  further  to  commend  the  policy  of  the  national 
government,  as  indicated  by  this  camp  of  instruction,  and  for  its  efforts 
to  bring  in  closer  contact  the  Regular  Army  and  National  Guard  force ; 
and  we  trust  that  these  joint  manoeuvres  may  be  continued  annually. 

Fifth,  that  these  resolutions  be  engrossed,  one  copy  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  War,  one  to  Maj.  Gen.  John  C.  Bates, 
U.  S.  A.,  and  one  to  Col.  Arthur  L.  Wagner,  Assistant  Adjutant  General, 
U.  S.  A. 

Personal  Acknowledgments. 

To  General  Bates  and  every  officer  of  his  staff  the  representatives 
from  this  State  are  indebted  for  numberless  acts  of  courtesy ;  and 
they  also  found  the  readiest  and  most  hearty  fulfilment  of  the 
verbal  statement  made  by  the  commanding  officer,  —  that  every 
facility  would  be  given  by  officers  generally  to  enable  us  to  obtain 
information  concerning  the  work  in  hand.  With  the  representa- 
tives from  other  States  and  Territories,  an  earnest  and  enthusiastic 
body  of  officers  of  much  experience  and  long  service,  our  relations 
were  uniformly  most  pleasant.  It  is  deemed  a  high  privilege  to 
have  been  permitted,  with  them,  to  attend  these  initial  manoeuvres.

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  map  of  Fort  Riley  reservation, 
and  Circular  No.  1,  headquarters  manosuvre  division,  containing 
conditions  governing  the  exercises,  and  of  which  extensive  use  has 
been  made  in  preparing  our  report;  also  Circular  No.  2,  instruc- 
tions for  framing  detachment  orders,  compiled  mainly  from  those 
formerly  prepared  at  the  cavalry  and  light  ailillery  school  at  Fort 
Riley,  and  the  problems  in  detail,  together  with  the  report  of  the 
chief  umpire.

TJie  Adjutant  CfenercU,  State  of  Massachusetts, 

Sir:  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  compliance  with 
General  Orders  No.  9,  current  series,  A.  6.  O.,  the  organizations 
making  up  this  brigade,  with  the  exception  of  the  First  Regiment 
Heavy  Artillery,  held  their  annual  encampment  at  South  Framing- 
ham,  June  7  to  14,  inclusive,  the  first  day,  June  7,  being  con- 
sidered as  the  annual  drill.  The  First  Regiment  Heavy  Artillery, 
by  permission  of  the  United  States  government,  performed  its 
tour  of  State  duty  at  Fort  Rodman,  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  and 
Newport,  R.  I. 

The  weather  conditions  at  South  Framingham  were  good,  the 
camp  ground  in  excellent  condition,  the  water  supply  abundant ; 
and  the  health  of  the  brigade,  as  shown  by  the  medical  director's 
report,  was  remarkably  good. 

The  routine  of  duty,  as  prescribed  by  General  Orders  Nos.  2  and 
8  from  these  headquarters,  was  faithfully  carried  out.  Col. 
Embury  P.  Clark,  commanding  the  Second  Regiment  Infantry, 
with  Col.  Charles  K.  Darling,  commanding  the  Sixth  Regiment 
Infantry,  with  the  permission  of  the  brigade  commander  performed 
the  larger  part  of  their  duty  outside  the  reservation,  in  the  open 
country  on  an  extensive  piece  of  rough  land  within  three  miles  of 
the  camp  ground ;  the  work  done  by  them  was  in  extended  order, 
and  of  the  most  practical  character. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  Hon.  Winthrop  Murray  Crane, 
honored  the  camp  by  a  visit  Friday,  June  13,  accompanied  by  his 
stafif,  members  of  the  council  and  other  distinguished  visitors. 
The  day  was  designated  as  a  general  visiting  day,  the  public  gain- 
ing admission  by  means  of  a  special  pass.  A  review  was  tendered 
the  Commander-in-Chief  by  the  brigade  commander,  which  passed 
off  in  an  acceptable  manner,  and  was  witnessed  by  an  immense 
number  of  people. 
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Sunday,  as  usual,  was  considered  as  a  day  of  rest  in  camp; 
drills  were  suspended  and  visitors  excliided ;  an  inspection  was 
liiade  by  the  commanding  officers  of  the  various  sub-divisions  of 
the  brigade,  followed  by  the  usual  religious  services  conducted  by 
the  regimental  chaplains.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  endorse 
officially  the  methods  adopted  by  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  at  this  encampment  for  the  social  and  religious  im- 
provement of  the  men.  -  A  large  tent  was  provided  at  the  associa- 
tion's expense,  which  was  open  at  all  times  from  sunrise  until 
tattoo,  and  every  facility  for  social  intercourse  and  amusement 
furnished  without  expense  to  any  and  all  who  desired  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  privilege.  I  trust  the  custom  may  be  continued 
from  year  to  year,  for  the  good  influence  it  has  on  the  encampment. 

The  rations  provided  by  the  State  were  abundant  in  quantity 
and  excellent  in  quality.  The  system,  inaugurated  three  years 
since,  perfected  as  it  has  been  by  the  Commissary  General,  Gen. 
F.  W.  Wellington,  I  do  not  think  can  be  improved  upon,  and  I 
trust  it  may  be  continued  in  the  future. 

There  was  a  marked  improvement  in  the  personal  appearance 
both  of  officers  and  men  over  the  encampment  of  last  year,  a  much 
greater  uniformity  in  dress  prevailing;  the  instructions  as  laid 
down  by  brigade  orders  as  a  rule  were  carefully  followed. 

Military  courtesy  was  fair  only,  but  an  improvement  over  that 
of  the  last  encampment.  A  very  great  improvement  was  made  in 
the  manner  in  which  guard  duty  was  performed.  The  constant 
supervision  by  Maj.  Fred  B.  Carpenter,  Assistant  Inspector 
General  of  Rifle  Practice,  seconded  by  the  efforts  of  regimental, 
battalion  and  company  officers,  produced  a  most  excellent  effect. 
The  result  was  that  guard  duty  as  a  whole  was  performed  in  a 
more  soldierly  manner  than  I  have  ever  seen  it  at  any  previous 
brigade  encampment. 

The  quarters  of  both  the  officers  and  men  were  not  kept  in  the 
condition  they  should  have  been  ;  they  did  not  present  a  military 
appearance,  too  much  furniture  and  needless  personal  baggage 
being  very  much  in  evidence.

The  Adjutant  Oeneral^  Massachusetts, 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  my  report  on  the 
operations  of  this  command  at  Fort  Rodman,  Mass.,  and  forts 
Adams  and  Greble,  R.  I.,  in  connection  with  the  combined  army 
and  navy  manoeuvres,  Aug.  30  to  Sept.  6, 1902,  inclusive,  in  which 
the  regiment  participiSited  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  of 
Artillery,  and  by  request  of  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  War, 
approved  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Commander-in- 
Chief.  The  tour  was  governed  by  General  Orders,  No.  9,  and 
Special  Orders,  No.  88,  A.  G.  0.,  Massachusetts ;  General  Orders, 
No.  1,  headquarters  Artillery  District  of  Narragansett ;  and 
General  Orders,  Nos.  4  and  5,  regimeutal  headquarters,  —  all  of 
the  current  series.  Copies  of  the  two  last-named  orders  are 
incorporated  with  this  report  as  enclosures.  I  regret  that  the 
limitation  of  space  compels  me  merely  to  summarize  herein  the 
comprehensive  reports  of  majors  Dyar  and  Nutter,  commanding 
respectively  the  detachments  of  the  regiment  stationed  at  forts 
Adams  and  Greble. 

It  gives  me  much  satisfaction  to  report  that  active  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  command  was  shown  by  Secretary  Root;  by 
Assistant  Secretary  Sanger,  who  inspected  and  reviewed  the  bat- 
teries of  the  regiment  stationed  at  Fort  Rodman,  and  visited  Major 
Dyar's  command  at  Fort  Adams ;  by  Major  General  MacArthur, 
commanding  the  Department  of  the  East,  Brigadier  General 
Crozier,  Chief  of  Ordnance,  Colonel  Randolph,  Chief  of  Artillery, 
and  Colonel  Hasbrouck,  commanding  the  Artillery  District  of 
Narragansett,  under  whose  immediate  command  the  regiment 
served  during  the  manoeuvres.  An  official  letter  from  the  last- 
named  officer  is  appended  to  this  report.  The  regiment  is  indebted 
to  all  of  these  gentlemen  for  substantial  encouragement  and 
assistance,  and  their  commendation  of  its  performance  of  the  duty 
assigned  to  it  will  exert  a  marked  influence  on  its  work  in  the 
immediate  future. 

1 .  Preliminary  Training,  —  From  lack  of  early  and  definite  in- 
formation as  to  the  precise  sort  of  duty  to  be  required  from  the 
command,  it  was  found  impossible  to  prescribe,  in  advance  of  the 
manoeuvres,  the  detailed  course  of  training  which  would  have  been 
desirable.  The  order  detaching  the  regiment  for  the  manoeuvres 
was  issued  on  July  24,  and  definite  assignments  to  gun  stations 
and  other  garrison  duties  could  not  be  made  until  August  7. 
Under  these  conditions,  the  work  at  home  stations  necessarily 
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adhered  to  the  lines  laid  down  in  the  year  preceding,  save  that  the 
issue  to  each  battery  of  a  conaprehensive  artillery  library,  with 
other  artillery  equipment  purchased  under  the  appropriation  made 
by  chapter  43,  Resolves  of  1902,  enabled  the  officers  and  non- 
commissioned officers  of  the  several  batteries  to  acquire  a  general 
working  knowledge  of  the  duties  of  the  coast  artillery,  prior  to 
reporting  at  their  respective  posts.  As  a  matter  of  record,  it 
should  be  stated  that  seven  distinct  types  of  gun  —  the  8  and  10 
inch  B.  L.  rifle,  12  inch  B.  L.  mortar,  1,  6  and  15  pounder  R.  F. 
gun  and  .45  gatling  —  were  served  intelligently  and  effectively, 
during  the  manceuvres,  by  the  men  of  this  regiment.  Range 
finders  and  signalmen  also  were  furnished  by  the  command, 
together  with  details  for  post  guards  and  patrols ;  while  the 
exigencies  of  the  service  required  the  performance  of  a  consider- 
able amount  of  infantry  duty,  in  meeting  threatened  or  actual 
attacks  by  landing  parties  from  the  fleet. 

2.  Mobilization.  —  Headquarters,  batteries  A,  B,  C,  D,  G,  H, 
K  and  L,  left  Boston  by  special  troop  train  at  9.30  a.m.,  Satur- 
day, August  30,  being  joined  en  route  by  batteries  £,  F,  I  and  M. 
The  detachment  for  Fort  Rodman  reached  its  post  at  12.15  p.m., 
that  for  Fort  Adams  at  12.45  p.m.,  and  that  for  Fort  Greble  at 
2  P.M.  Though  by  orders  the  baggage  allowance  was  reduced  to 
the  minimum  the  absence  of  any  knapsack  or  pack  for  the  effects 
of  the  enlisted  men  rendered  necessary  the  transportation  of  the 
garrison  lockers  belonging  to  each  battery,  —  a  formidable  bulk  of 
material  in  the  aggregate. 

3.  Strength  Present.  —  The  manoeuvres  were  ordered  for  a  most 
inopportune  time  of  the  year  for  militia  troops,  coming  at  the  close 
of  the  vacation  and  opening  of  the  fall  business  seasons.  In 
spite  of  this  fact,  the  strength  reporting  for  duty  was  unprecedent- 
edly  large,  as  indicated  by  the  appended  return,  in  which  are 
included  7  officers  and  men  detached  for  duty  at  Sea  Girt,  N.  J., 
during  the  period.  Of  the  strength  below  returned,  172  officers 
and  enlisted  men  (20  per  cent.)  were  in  the  regular  or  volunteer 
service  in  1898,  and  thus  were  familiar  with  the  routine  of  an 
artillery  post  under  war  conditions.  To  this  seasoned  nucleus 
should  be  attributed  the  undoubted  efficiency  developed  by  the 
command  during  its  operations.

There  also  were  present  for  duty  with  the  command,  though 
not  included  in  the  preceding  return,  the  following  officers:  At 
Fort  Rodman,  Lieut.  Col.  George  H.  Benyon,  A.  I.  6.,  Mass., 
Oapt.  John  S.  Keenan,  retired  list,  M.  V.  M.,  and  Second  Lieut. 
Charles  H.  Keene,  Ambulance  Corps,  M.  V.  M. ;  at  Fort  Adams, 
First  Lieut.  John  S.  Hart,  assistant  surgeon,  Sixth  Infantry, 
M.  V.  M.  Capt.  William  ,0.  Webber,  engineer  officer.  First 
Brigade,  M.  V.  M.,  was  originally  assigned  to  duty  with  regi- 
mental headquarters  at  Fort  Rodman,  but  on  his  own  request  was 
transferred  to  Fort  H.  G.  Wright,  at  which  post  he  served 
throughout  the  mancBuvres.  His  excellent  report  on  the  opera- 
tions coming  under  his  immediate  observation  has  doubtless  been 
forwarded  to  your  office  through  brigade  headquarters. 

4.  Operations  at  Fort  Rodman.  —  The  detachment  for  duty  at 
this  post  consisted  of  headquarters,  band,  and  batteries  A,  B,  C, 
D,  I  and  K.  On  arrival  at  the  post  I  immediately  assumed 
the  tactical  command,  relieving  First  Lieut.  John  S.  Johnston, 
Artillery  Corps,  U.  S.  A.,  there  stationed  with  a  detachment 
made  up  from  the  seventy-second  and  one  hundred  and  ninth 
companies,  U.   S.   Coast  Artillery.      Lieutenant  Johnston  was 
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assigned  to  duty  as  assistant  ordnance  and  range  officer,  while  the 
men  of  his  command  were  relieved  from  post  guard  duty,  and 
distributed  among  the  men  of  the  militia  batteries,  at  the  several 
emplacements.  Lieutenants  Clark,  U.  S.  N.,  and  Tschappat, 
Ordnance  Department,  U.  S.  A.,  reported  to  me  as  naval  and 
military  umpires  respectively  for  the  post,  and  were  assigned  to 
quarters  with  my  staff. 

Much  had  been  done  towards  placing  the  post  in  a  condition  of 
defence,  and  the  equipment  was  fairly  satisfactory.  There  were 
available  thirteen  guns,  of  all  types  and  calibres,  with  a  reasonable 
ammunition  supply  in  store  in  the  service  magazines.  The  fire 
commander's  station  was  equipped  with  a  Lewis  depression  range 
finder  (type  A),  and  was  in  communication  by  long-distance 
telephone  with  the  district  commander's  headquarters  at  Fort 
Adams.  The  local  communications,  connecting  the  fire  com- 
mander's station  with  the  several  emplacements,  consisted  of  the 
telephone,  telautograph  and  megaphone.  Two  search  lights  (36 
and  80  inch)  had  been  installed,  with  the  controlling  mechanism 
in  the  fire  commander's  station.  Theoretical  channel  obstructions 
bad  been  plotted  by  the  U.  S.  Engineers,  of  which  charts  were 
provided  for  the  information  of  the  post  commander. 

The  augmented  garrison  immediately  entered  upon  the  routine 
duty  prescribed  by  G.  O.,  No.  5,  regimental  headquarters,  to  which 
particular  attention  is  invited.  On  Sunday,  August  31,  the  entire 
day  was  devoted  to  drill  and  other  necessary  preparatory  work ; 
and  such  satisfactory  progress  was  made  that  I  was  enabled  at 
midnight  to  report  by  wire  to  the  district  commander  that  range 
and  signal  stations  had  been  established,  salvo  points  for  night 
firing  had  been  plotted,  and  that  all  guns  were  manned,  loaded 
and  ready  for  immediate  action.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to 
mention  by  name  the  field  officers  and  battery  commanders  whose 
earnest  and  systematic  work  made  possible  this  result,  and  to 
commend  without  reservation  Lieutenant  Colonel  Woodman,  Major 
Quinby  and  captains  Frothingham,  Lombard,  Howes,  Horton, 
Nostrom  and  FuUerton.  During  the  entire  period  of  the  ma- 
noeuvres the  interest  displayed  by  ofi^cers  and  men  alike  was  in 
the  highest  degree  commendable.  For  all  duties  the  garrison  was 
organized  into  three  reliefs,  and  all  guns  and  special  duty  stations 
were  kept  manned  and  ready  both  by  day  and  by  night.  In  spite 
of  the  strain  of  unbroken  watching  and  the  monotony  of  constant 
drill,  it  actually  was  found  that  the  men  left  their  posts  with 
reluctance  on  the  arrival  of  their  reliefs. 

The  range-finding  system  of  the  post  was  under  supervision  of 
First  Lieut.  Wiilard  M.  Foster,  adjutant  of  the  Second  Battalion, 
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by  whom  were  organized  the  battery  details  for  this  most  important 
daty.  He  also  was  stationed  with  the  senior  fire  commander 
during  the  attack  on  the  post,  and  kept  the  several  emplacements 
constantly  supplied  with  the  data  r^uired  for  the  accurate  and 
rapid  service  of  the  guns.  A  home  signal  station,  together  with 
outlying  stations  at  Mishaum  Point  and  Round  Hill,  respectively 
six  and  one-half  and  four  miles  from  the  post,  were  established  by 
Second  Lieut.  Frederick  Spenceley  of  Battery  D.  These  stations 
were  fully  equipped  with  flag,  torch,  heliograph,  acetylene  lamp 
and  rocket  apparatus,  as  well  as  with  telescopes  and  field  glasses, 
and  they  rendered  timely  notice  of  all  hostile  movements.  I  desire 
highly  to  commend  both  of  these  oflQcers  for  untiring  and  most 
efiScient  work. 

Shortly  before  midnight,  on  Tuesday,  September  2,  the  approach 
of  a  hostile  squadron  was  signalled  from  the  outlying  stations. 
No  vessel,  however,  entered  the  electric  light  area  of  the  post  dur- 
ing the  night,  and  the  garrison  was  not  turned  out.  At  daybreak 
on  the  3d  the  squadron  was  indentifled  as  that  of  Rear- Admiral 
Coghlan,  U.  S.  N.,  consisting  of  the  U.  S.  F.  S.  "  Olympia  "  and 
U.  S.  S.  "Brooklyn,"  '' Puritan," **  Montgomery,"  "  Mayflower,"' 
**  Gloucester,"  "  Aileen,"  "  Leyden  "  and  '*  Peoria."  At  7.'33  a.m. 
the  squadron  was  observed  to  be  advancing  to  the  attack,  and 
^^To  arms"  was  immediately  sounded.  At  7.40  a.m.  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Woodman  and  Major  Quinby  reported  their  respective 
fire  commands  as  ready  for  action,  with  full  reliefs  and  supports 
in  position.  The  first  shot  from  the  post  was  fired  at  8.05  a.m.,  at 
a  range  of  8,500  yards,  and  from  this  time  until  12.15  p.m.  when 
^' Cease  fire  "was  sounded,  the  guns  were  served  continuously. 
The  actual  number  of  rounds  fired  by  the  guns  of  the  post  was 
364,  while  the  theoretical  number  credited  under  the  rules  govern- 
ing the  manoeuvres  was  6,182.  The  fire  from  the  squadron  was 
extremely  heavy,  since  its  vessels  mounted  144  guns  of  all  type» 
and  calibres.  The  attack  of  Admiral  Coghlan,  which  was  made 
in  two  columns,  was  ably  planned  and  cleverly  executed.  The 
defence  was  methodically  conducted,  and  followed  absolutely  the 
prearranged  plan  provided  for  in  orders.  An  attempt  at  a  land- 
ing, made  by  the  "  Aileen,"  was  beaten  off  by  the  post  guard,  re- 
inforced by  men  from  the  gun  reliefs  not  actively  engaged,  and  by 
the  gatting  detachment.  During  the  entire  engagement  the  fire  of 
the  post  was  absolutely  under  control.  Each  gun  was  accurately 
laid  for  range  and  direction,  and  the  data  for  each  shot  were 
recorded  in  full  detail.  There  were  no  injuries,  which  speaks  much 
for  the  self-control  of  the  men  and  the  watchfulness  of  their 
ofi9cers,  under  the  stress  of  no  little   excitement.     No  public 
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decision  has-been  rendered  as  to  the  result  of  the  action  by  the 
board  of  arbitration  to  which  were  submitted  the  records  kept 
by  both  the  attack  and  the  defence,  and,  for  perfectly  obvious 
reasons,  it  is  probable  that  the  findings  of  that  board  will  be  kept 
secret. 

Though  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  manoeuvres  contemplated  the 
delivery  of  both  a  day  and  a  night  attack  on  each  artillery  post  in 
the  district  included  in  the  operations,  this  programme  was  not 
adhered  to  at  Fort  Rodman,  doubtless  because  of  the  extra  haz- 
ardous nature  of  the  water  area  commanded  by  its  guns.  The 
injuries  received  by  the  "  Brooklyn  "  during  the  daylight  attack  of 
the  3d  served  as  a  deterrent  on  further  squadron  evolutions  of  this 
post.  The  fort  was  kept  fully  manned  and  keenly  on  the  alert, 
however,  until  the  hour  set  for  the  official  close  of  the  manceuvres, 
noon  of  September  6.  The  only  variation  in  the  routine  of  the 
post,  after  the  attack  above  noted,  occurred  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  5th,  when  the  garrison  was  turned  out  by  the  sounding  of 
*' To  arms,"  and  a  few  rounds  were  fired  from  each  battery,  in 
order  that  Generals  Dalton,  Mathews  and  Whitney,  M.  V.  M., 
then  visiting  the  post,  might  witness  the  operation  of  the  system 
of  defence. 

6.  OpercUiona  at  Fort  Adams.  — The  detachment  of  the  regiment 
assigned  to  Fort  Adams  consisted  of  batteries  G,  H  and  L,  under 
•command  of  Major  Dyar.  Both  he  and  his  battery  commanders  — 
captains  Chick,  Whiting  and  Pratt  —  are  entitled  to  commendation 
for  their  efficient  performance  of  duty  at  this  post.  During  the 
greater  part  of  the  tour  the  detachment  had  but  1  man  absent,  or 
over  99  per  cent,  for  duty. 

The  duty  originally  arranged  for  this  detachment  had  to  be 
modified,  owing  to  the  unexpected  adoption  of  the  rule  permitting 
landing  parties  during  the  mana3uvres.  The  weakness  of  the 
regular  garrison  compelled  the  post  commander,  under  these  condi- 
tions, to  draw  heavily  upon  the  militia  for  infantry  outposts  and 
patrols.  This  duty,  though  unwelcome,  was  cheerfully  and  effi- 
-ciently  performed. 

A  detachment  for  one  10  inch  B.  L.  rifle  was  furnished  by 
Battery  L,  while  batteries  G  and  H  each  were  drawn  upon  for  one 
detachment  for  the  service  of  the  12  inch  B.  L.  mortar.  The 
heavy  draft  upon  the  strength  of  the  batteries  made  it  impossible 
to  supply  these  detachments  with  the  magazine  details  required. 
All  the  signal  work  of  the  post  was  performed  by  details  from  the 
militia,  consisting  of  nine  enlisted  men,  under  si^pervision  of 
lieutenants  Grant,  French  and  Hill.  The  detachment  also  manned 
the  range-finding  station  at  Brcnton's  Point,  with  a  permanent 
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detail  of  1  sergeant  and  3  privates.  The  commaDd  also  was  drawn 
upon  for  outposts  at  Price's  Neck  and  Castle  Hill,  respectively  of 
23  and  12  men  each.  These  oatposts  were  relieved  once  in  twenty- 
four  hours. 

The  detachment  was  very  actively  engaged  at  various  periods 
during  the  manoeuvres.  The  first  call  to  arms  was  sounded  at 
12.22  A.M.,  September  1,  when  the  mortar  batteries  engaged  a 
rebonnoitering  squadron.  A  second  alarm,  which  proved  ground- 
less, was  sounded  at  3.52  a.m.  on  the  same  date.  At  4.20  p.m., 
on  September  4,  a  forced  march  of  three  miles  was  made  to  Price's 
Neck,  to  repel  a  threatened  landing.  During  this  operation  the 
men  were  caught  in  a  drenching  shower,  and  were  wet  to  the  skin. 
On  this  same  evening  the  outposts  at  Price's  Neck  and  Castle  Hill 
were  strongly  re-inforced  by  detachments  respectively  under  the 
command  of  Captain  Whiting  and  Lieutenant  Bouv^.  At  2.50  p.m.  , 
on  the  5th,  Major  Dyar,  with  all  the  available  men  of  his  com- 
mand, including  even  the  gun  and  mortar  detachments,  was  ordered 
again  to  Price's  Neck,  to  oppose  a  landing  by  boat  parties  from 
the  U.  S.  S.  '*  Montgomery  "  and  **  Mayflower."  This  duty  was 
handsomely  performed,  and  it  was  decided  by  the  umpires  on  the 
spot  that  the  attacking  force  was  annihilated.  A  second  but 
groundless  alarm  came  from  this  same  outpost  later  in  the  evening. 
At  9.40  p  M.,  also  on  the  5th,  the  post  was  attacked  in  force  by 
the  heavier  ships  of  Rear  Admiral  Higginson's  squadron,  and  the 
militia  was  actively  engaged.  The  infantry  reserve  from  the 
battalion  was  posted  under  cover  at  the  water's  edge,  and  success- 
fully repulsed  an  attempted  dash  upon  the  post  by  the  steam 
launches  of  the  squadron. 

The  discipline  of  the  command  was  excellent,  and  its  camp  was 
kept  thoroughly  policed.  The  men  cheerfully  met  the  exacting 
demands  made  upon  them,  and  won  the  commendation  of  Colonel 
Hasbronck,  commanding  the  district  and  post. 

6.  Operations  at  Fort  Greble.  —  Major  Nutter,  with  batteries 
E,  F  and  M  of  his  battalion,  was  assigned  to  Fort  Greble,  report- 
ing to  the  district  commander  through  Major  McClellan,  Artillery 
Corps,  U.  S.  A.,  in  command  at  that  post.  His  detachment 
thoroughly  carried  out  the  duties  assigned  to  it,  for  which  I  desire 
to  commend  both  him  and  his  battery  commanders,  —  captains 
Danforth,  Gibbs  and  Puller. 

As  was  the  case  at  Fort  Adams,  the  work  originally  planned  for 
this  detachment  had  to  be  materially  modified,  to  meet  the  unex- 
pected conditions  imposed  by  the  rules  finally  adopted  for  the 
government  of  the  manoeuvres.  The  requirements  of  the  local 
defence  problem  demanded  from  the  detachment  a  minimum  of 
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artillery  work  proper,  while  exacting  far  more  of  infantry  duty 
than  had  been  anticipated. 

A  permanent  detachment  from  Battery  M  was  assigned  to 
service  with  the  directing  gun  of  the  10  inch  B.  L.  rifle  battery, 
while  detachments  from  batteries  £  and  F  manned  one  piece  each 
in  the  12  inch  B.  L.  mortar  pits.  One  corporal  and  2  privates 
from  each  battery,  an  aggregate  detail  of  9  men,  were  assigned 
for  duty  with  the  signal  system  of  the  post,  with  an  outlying 
station  at  Beaver  Tail  Light  and  a  home  station  at  Fort  Greble. 
Lieutenant  Curtin,  regimental  signal  officer,  was  attached  to  the  fire 
commander's  station,  and  also  acted  as  assistant  post  signal  officer. 

On  Sunday,  August  81,  Major  Nutter  was  instructed  by  the 
post  commander  to  organize  the  portion  of  his  detachment  not 
otherwise  assigned,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  interruption  by 
landing  parties.  After  a  careful  study  of  the  post  and  its  water 
approaches,  he  made  his  dispositions  for  meeting  any  one  of  the 
four  probable  attacks,  and  at  each  call  jto  arms  thereafter  his  men 
promptly  and  without  confusion  assembled  at  their  designated 
posts. 

This  post,  contrary  to  common  expectation,  was  not  seriously 
attacked.  As  a  fiank  defence  of  Fort  Adams,  it  was  at  various 
times  engaged  at  long  range  with  the  vessels  of  Admiral  Higgin- 
son's  squadron  during  his  operations  against  that  post,  but  no 
attempt  at  reducing  or  running  past  the  batteries  at  Fort  Greble 
was  made.  The  intermittent  presence  of  the  hostile  fleet,  however, 
kept  the  garrison  constantly  on  the  alert,  and  its  men  were  turned 
out  under  arms  on  over  ten  separate  occasions.  To  the  regret  of 
the  detachment  assigned  to  the  infantry  defence,  no  landing  from 
the  fleet  was  attempted  or  even  threatened. 

The  discipline  of  this  command  was  admirable,  and  but  one 
oase  required  attention  from  the  summary  court.  The  strength 
of  the  detachment  was  notable,  over  99  per  cent,  of  its  enrolment 
being  present  for  duty  during  the  greater  portion  of  the  tour. 
There  being  no  regular  band  at  this  post,  the  regimental  corps  of 
field  musfcians  was  assigned  for  duty  with  this  command. 

7.  In  General.  —  Excluding  the  conditions  prevailing  at  Fort 
Rodman,  the  late  tour  was  not  so  profitable,  from  a  strictly 
artillery  standpoint,  as  that  of  the  year  preceding,  when  the 
establishment  of  a  semi- permanent  camp  of  instruction  for  three 
weeks  made  it  possible  to  secure  uniform  and  progressive  develop- 
ment in  each  of  the  twelve  batteries.  This  was  foreseen,  and 
under  the  conditions  of  the  manoeuvres  it  was  unavoidable.  It  is 
felt  that  the  compensating  advantages  have  more  than  made  good 
this  defect. 
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In  common  with  those  of  the  regular  coast  artillery,  the  officers 
of  this  command  were  enabled  by  their  experiences  daring  the 
manoeuvres  to  read  just  their  ideas  of  relative  naval  and  artillery 
values.  Though  the  majority  of  them  had  war  service  at  artillery 
posts,  they  yet  were  able  to  add  much  to  their  knowledge  of  the 
practical  working  of  range-finding  systems,  search  lights,'and  local 
communications  for  fire  direction  and  control.  This  experience, 
which  should  prove  of  the  utmost  practical  value,  could  have  been 
obtained  in  no  other  way. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  manoeuvres  of  this  nature  may  become 
an  annual  fixture,  and  that  Congress  may  be  led  to  appropriate  the 
comparatively  moderate  sums  required  therefor.  It  is  suggested, 
however,  that  the  problem  for  solution  in  each  year  be  determined 
upon  and  announced  at  a  time  in  advance  of  active  operations 
snfiScient  to  insure  adequate  preparation.  This  especially  applies 
in  the  case  of  militia  participating  in  such  manoeuvres.  Though 
this  command,  during  the  late  operations,  performed  its  assigned 
duties  in  a  manner  which  called  forth  the  commendation  of  the 
regular  officers  of  high  rank  under  whose  observation  it  came,  it 
is  yet  felt  that  its  value  as  a  factor  in  the  general  scheme  of  defence 
might  have  been  materially  increased  had  its  commanding  officer 
been  supplied  with  precise  information  as  to  the  duties  to  be  re- 
quired from  its  several  fractions  at  least  three  —  and,  had  it  been 
practicable,  six  —  months  prior  to  the  tour.  Had  this  been  the 
case,  a  systematic  and  progressive  course  of  special  instruction 
might  have  been  prescribed  for  each  battery,  with  obvious  results 
in  the  direction  of  increased  efficiency. 

The  assignment  of  heavy  drafts  from  the  regiment  to  infantry 
work,  though  much  regretted,  was  unavoidable.  It  is  hoped,  how- 
ever, that  in  future  similar  manoeuwes  this  may  not  be  required. 
The  annual  ordered  tour  affords  this  command  its  only  opportuuity 
for  practical  application  of  its  artillery  knowledge,  and  any  inter- 
ruption with  its  artillery  work  is  to  be  deplored.  It  is  suggested 
that  opportunity  be  given  for  the  employment  of  militia  infantry 
in  coming  manoeuvres.  The  participation  of  this  arm  in  the  vital 
work  of  coast  defence  has  hitherto  failed  to  receive  the  attention 
demanded  by  its  importance. 

In  closing  this  report,  it  affords  me  the  deepest  satisfaction  to 
express  to  you,  sir,  my  full  appreciation  of  your  interest  and 
assistance  in  the  preparatory  work  incident  to  the  late  tour  of  this 
command.

General  Orders,  No.  4. 

I.  Garrison  Duty,  1902.  —  Under  the  provisions  of  General  Orders, 
No.  9,  Special  Orders,  No  88,  apd  Special  Orders,  No.  100,  A.  G.  O., 
Massachusetts,  cuiTcnt  series,  this  command  will  perform  the  eight 
days^  duty  prescribed  by  statute  in  connection  with  the  joint  army  and 
navy  manoeuvres,  Aug.  80  to  Sept.  6,  1902,  inclusive,  taking  station  at 
noon  on  the  first-named  date  at  the  posts  below  specified :  — 

(a)  At  Fort  Rodman,  New  Bedford,  Mass  :  the  colonel  commanding, 
with  the  field,  staff,  and  non-commissioned  staff  officers  not  otherwise 
assigned ;  a  corps  of  24  bandsmen  and  drummers ;  and  batteries  A,  B, 
C,  D,  I  and  K. 

(6)  At  Fort  Adams,  Newport,  R.  I.:  Maj.  P.  A.  Dyar,  with  First 
Lieuts.  J.  B.  Paine  and  C.  L.  Bouv^,  staff;  Sergt.  G.  H.  Russell,  N.  C. 
S. ;  and  batteries  G,  H  and  L.  On  arrival  at  his  station.  Major  Dyar 
will  report  to  Col.  H.  C.  Hasbrouck,  A.  C,  U.  S.  A.,  commanding  post 
and  Artillery  District  of  Narragansett. 

(c)  At  Fort  Greble,  Jamestown,  R.  I. :  Maj.  C.  P.  Nutter,  with  Capt. 
W.  A.  Rolfe  and  First  Lieuts.  J.  A.  Curtin  and  J.  £.  Totten,  staff;  Sergt. 
G.  E.  Potter,  N.  C.  S. ;  a  corps  of  16  bandsmen  and  drummers ;  and 
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batteries  £,  F  and  M.  On  arrival  at  his  station.  Major  Nutter  will  re- 
port through  Maj.  J.  McCIellan,  A.  C,  U.  S.  A.,  commanding  post,  to 
the  commanding  officer,  Artillery  District  of  Narragansett. 

(d)  Capt.  J.  S.  Keenan,  retired  list,  M.  V.  M.,  and  Capt.  W.  O. 
Webber,  engineer  officer,  First  Brigade,  M.  V.  M.,  having  been  assigned 
to  duty  with  the  regiment  during  the  manoeuvres  by  orders  from  A.  G.  O., 
Massachusetts,  will  report  at  Fort  Rodman^  on  the  date  above  noted,  for 
further  orders. 

n.  Transportation,  —  Officers'  personal  baggage  may  be  transpoi-ted 
to  their  several  stations,  on  August  SO,  on  the  troop  trains.  All  other 
battery  baggage  and  camp  equipage  will  be  shipped  by  battery  com- 
manders in  ample  season  to  reach  the  end  of  rail  transportation  by 
Thursday  night,  August  28.  All  property  so  shipped  will  be  plainly 
marked  with  battery  and  regimental  designation,  and  name  of  post  for 
which  destined.  Property  destined  for  forts  Adams  and  Greble  will  be 
consigned  to  Capt.  C.  W.  Holmes,  R.  Q.  M.,  Long  Wharf,  Newport,  R.  I. 
At  New  Bedford,  individual  teaming  arrangements  will  be  made  by 
battery  commanders ;  at  Newport,  freight  will  be  transferred  directly 
from  car  to  boat.  Round-trip  tickets  for  rail  transportation  will  be 
issued  in  bulk  to  battery  commanders,  the  paymaster  taking  receipts 
therefor.  Such  tickets  will  be  valid  only  when  presented  by  officers  or 
men  of  the  regiment  travelling  under  orders  and  in  uniform.  Tickets 
not  used  will  be  turned  in  to  the  paymaster  for  redemption  not  later 
than  Monday,  September  15. 

III.  Rations. —  At  Fort  Rodman,  battery  commanders  will  personally 
attend  to  the  purchase  and  issue  of  commissary  supplies  for  their 
respective  comnoands.  At  forts  Adams  and  Greble,  mtions  will  be 
drawn  from  the  respective  post  commissaries,  payment  therefor  being 
made  on  issue. 

IV.  Camping  Details,  —  The  following  details  will  report  at  the  posts 
designated,  promptly  at  noon,  Friday,  August  29,  for  the  performance 
of  special  duty,  for  which  one  day's  pay  will  be  allowed :  — 

(a)  At  Fort  Rodman :  Lieut.  Col.  C.  B.  Woodman,  First  Lieut.  J.  S. 
Cushing,  Sergt.  R.  B.  Eastman,  N.  C.  S.,  and  from  batteries  A,JB,  C,  D, 
1  and  K  each,  the  quartermaster  sergeant  and  three  privates. 

(6)  At  Long  Wharf,  Newport,  R.  T. :  Capt.  C.  W.  Holmes  and  Sergt. 
W.E.  Oakes,  N.  C.  S. 

(c)  At  Long  Wharf,  Newport,  R.  I.,  to  Capt.  C.  W.  Holmes,  later 
proceeding  to  Fort  Adams :  First  Lieut.  J.  P.  Wiley,  and  from  batteries 
G,  H  and  L  each,  the  quartermaster  sergeant  and  three  privates. 

(d)  At  Long  Wharf,  Newport,  R.  I.,  to  Capt.  C.  W.  Holmes,  later 
proceeding  to  Fort  Greble :  Second  Lieut.  W.  J.  Meek,  and  from  batteries 
E,  F  and  M  each,  the  quartermaster  sergeant  and  three  privates. 

(e)  Capt.  C.  W.  Holmes  and  Sergt.  W.  E.  Oakes  will  remain  at  New- 
port until  after  the  shipment  of  troops  amving  on  August  80,  and  tiien 
will  proceed  to  rejoin  at  Foit  Rodman. 

(/)  Details  on  duty  at  Fort  Rodman  will  provide  their  own  quarters 
and  rations  prior  to  the  arrival  of  their  commands;  details  at  forts 
Adams  and  Greble  will  provide  their  own  quarters,  but  may  mess  with 
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the  regular  troops  at  these  posts  until  their  oWn  commands  arrive,  pay- 
ment being  made  for  rations  so  drawn. 

v.  Field  Officers'*  Courts,  —  Under  the  provisions  of  Special  Orders, 
No.  32,  series  of  1901,  and  Special  Orders,  No.  24,  current  series.  Head- 
quarters, First  Brigade,  M.  Y.  M.,  Lieut.  Col.  C.  B.  Woodman,  Maj.  P. 
A.  Dyar  and  Maj.  O.  P.  Nutter  will  act  as  trial  officers  at  forts  Rodman, 
Adams,  and  Greble  respectively,  for  the  trial  of  enlisted  men  of  this 
command  charged  with  offences  against  discipline. 

VI.  MobilizcUion.  —  The  following  regulations  will  govern  the  assem- 
bly of  the  command  on  Saturday,  August  80 :  uniform  for  officers,  un- 
dress, with  cap,  web  belt  and  revolver,  field  glasses,  no  leggings,  white 
collar,  but  no  gloves ;  for  enlisted  men,  undress,  with  cap,  great  coat  in 
collar  roll,  exposing  chevrons  and  facings,  haversack  and  canteen,  with 
tin  dipper  lashed  to  rear  canteen  strap,  leggings,  and  neither  white 
collars  nor  gloves. 

(a)  The  field  and  staff,  non-commissioned  staff,  band,  drum  corps, 
and  batteries  A,  C,  D,  6,  K  and  L,  will  report  at  the  South  Armory, 
Boston,  at  8.30  a.m  ,  marching  thence  to  the  South  Station,  and  entrain- 
ing in  special  troop  train  leaving  at  9.30  a.m. 

(b)  Battery  B  will  report  at  the  South  Station  at  9.15  a.m.,  immedi- 
ately entraining  in  its  designated  car.  The  saihe  instructions  will 
govern  Battery  II. 

(e)  Battery  E  will  entrain  in  a  special  car  on  the  train  leaving  New 
Bedford  at  9.41  a  M.,  to  be  attached  to  special  troop  train  on  arrival  at 
Myrick^s. 

(/)  Battery  F  will  entrain  on  arrival  of  special  at  Taunton,  ascertain- 
ing probable  time  from  local  railway  agent. 

(g)  Battery  I  will  entrain  on  special  car  on  train  leaving  Brockton  at 
9.43  A.M.,  for  New  Bedford,  via  Fairhaven. 

(h)  Battery  M  will  entrain  on  arrival  of  special  train  at  Fall  River, 
ascertaining  probable  time  from  local  railway  agent. 

Yll.  Uniform  and  Equipment,  —  The  full  regulation  uniform  and 
equipment  will  be  carried  by  officers  and  men  to  their  respective  posts, 
at  which  the  daily  dress  will  be  prescribed  by  post  commanders. 
Battery  commanders  will  see  to  it  that  their  men  are  supplied  with  both 
white  collars  and  gloves,  for  possible  use  in  ceremonies.  The  mess  Idt 
(excepting  dipper)  may  be  left  at  home  stations  by  batteries  using  their 
own  garrison  mess  gear.  The  regulation  garrison  locker  will  be  allowed 
to  each  enlisted  man.  Other  baggage  will  be  kept  at  the  minimum. 
Ample  cleaning  materials  will  be  provided,  and  arms  will  be  kept  thor- 
oughly cleaned  and  serviceable.

General  Orders,  No.  5. 

I.  Duties  and  Stations,^  A6mim8tTSi\ve  and  tactical  assignments,  to 
continue  in  effect  at  this  post  during  the  period  of  the  manoeuvres,  Aug. 
30  to  Sept.  6,  1902,  inclusive,  are  made  as  follows:  — 

(a)  Col.  James  A.  Frye,  commanding  post,  and  senior  fire  com- 
mander ;  Lieut.  Col.  Charles  B.  Woodman,  second  fire  commander,  in 
charge  of  guards,  outposts  and  patrols,  and  post  trial  officer;  Maj. 
George  F.  Quinby,  third  fire  commander  and  post  ordnance  officer; 
Maj.  Howard  S.  Dearing,  post  surgeon ;  Capt.  Horace  B.  Parker,  pay- 
master and  post  exchange  officer;  Capt.  John  S.  Eeenan,  A.  D.  C.  and 
assistant  post  quartermaster ;  Capt.  Roger  Wolcott,  post  adjutant  and 
assistant  range  officer ;  Capt.  C.  Wilder  Holmes,  post  quartermaster ; 
First  Lieut.  John  S.  Johnston,  A.  C,  U.  S.  A.,  assistant  ordnance  and 
range  officer ;  First  Lieut.  Frank  B.  Stevens,  A.  D.  C.  and  assistant  range 
officer ;  First  Lieut.  Willard  M.  Foster,  post  range  officer ;  First  Lieut. 
J.  Steams  Cushing,  post  commissary  and  assistant  signal  officer ;  Second 
Lieut.  Frederick  Speticeley,  post  signal  officer. 

(6)  Battery  D,  Capt.  J.  H.  Frothingham,  to  8  inch  B.  L.  R.,  in  western 
emplacement ;  Battery  B,  Capt.  W.  £.  Lombard,  to  8  inch  B.  L.  R^,  in 
eastern  emplacement ;  Battery  K,  Capt.  F.  S.  Howes,  to  15  pounder  R. 
F.  G.,  in  western  emplacement;  Battery  I,  Capt.  G.  £.  Horton,  to  1 
pounder  R.  F.  G.,  and  gatling;  Battery  C,  Capt.  C.  F.  Nostrom,  to  6 
pounder  R.  F.  G.,  field  mount,  in  gun  pits;  Battery  A,  Capt.  E.  D. 
Fnllerton  to  15  pounder  R.  F.  G.,  in  eastern  emplacement. 

(c)  Lieut.  Col.  C.  B.  Woodman  will  control  the  fire  of  the  8  inch  B. 
L.  R.  and  6  pounder  and  15  pounder  R.  F.  G.,  emplaced  to  the  westward 
of  the  casemated  work ;  Maj.  G.  F.  Quinby  will  control  the  fire  of  the  8 
inch  B.  L.  R.  and  15  pounder  R.  F.  G.,  emplaced  to  the  northward  of  the 
casemated  work,  and,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  will  control  the  fire 
of  the  1  pounder  R.  F.  and  gatling  guns.  Each  of  the  officers  named 
will  be  held  responsible  for  the  condition  of  the  guns  under  his  control, 
for  the  training  of  their  detachments  and  for  the  proper  execution  of 
orders  received  in  action  from  the  senior  fire  commander. 

(d)  The  enlisted  range  details  will  be  assigned  to  stations  and  duties 
by  First  Lieut.  W.  M.  Foster,  who  will  arrange  the  required  roster  for 
reliefs. 

(e)  The  enlisted  signal  details  will  be  reported  through  Second  Lieut. 
F.  Spenceley  to  the  officer  of  the  Signal  Corps,  U.  S.  A.,  assigned  to 
supervision  of  the  signal  system  of  the  post  and  adjacent  territory. 
Should  no  such  officer  be  assigned.  Lieutenant  Spenceley  will  determine 
the  location  of  the  necessary  signal  stations  and  arrange  for  proper 
reliefs  thereat. 

(/)  The  enlisted  men  from  the  detachment  of  regular  artillery  at  the 
post  will  be  assigned  as  follows:  one  non-commissioned  officer  to  the 
western  8  inch  B.  L.  R.,  15  pounder  R.  F.  G.  and  6  pounder  R.  F.  G. 
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emplacements ;  one  non-commissioned  officer  to  the  eastern  8  inch  B.  L. 
R.  and  15  pounder  R.  F.  G.  emplacements ;  two  privates  (ten  in  all)  to 
each  of  the  emplacements  noted ;  the  remainder  as  later  may  be  deter- 
mined. They  will  be  relieved  from  guard  duty,  and,  except  as  below 
noted,  from  regular  stations  at  the  guns.  At  each  drill  call  and  at  the 
call  to  arms  the  non-commissioned  officers  will  report  to  their  respective 
fire  commanders,  and  the  privates  will  report  to  the  battery  officer  in 
charge  at  their  respective  emplacements,  for  assignment  to  duty. 

II.  Manning  Tables.  —  Immediately  on  arrival  at  the  post,  battery 
commanders  will  organize  their  commands  in  such  a  manner  as  to  pro- 
vide three  reliefs  for  each  gun  to  the  service  of  which  they  have  been 
hereinbefore  assigned.  Manning  tables  will  be  prepared  accordingly, 
for  the  inspection  of  their  immediate  fire  conmianders.  The  proper 
strength  for  each  relief  is  as  follows :  8  inch  B.  L.  R.,  3  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  16  privates ;  15  pounder  R.  F.  G.,  1  non-commissioned 
officer,  6  privates ;  6  pounder  R.  F.  G.,  1  non-commissioned  officer,  5 
privates ;  1  pounder  R.  F.'  G.,  1  non-commissioned  officer  or  first-class 
private,  and  two  privates ;  gatling  gun,  calibre  .45,  1  non-commissioned 
officer,  5  privates.  If  the  battery  strength  will  not  permit  the  organiza- 
tion of  three  full  detachments,  reliefs  will  be  organized  with  reduced 
numbers.  Battery  commanders,  in  such  cases,  will  use  their  own  dis- 
cretion, subject  to  the  approval  of  their  immediate  fire  commanders. 
They  will  see  to  it,  however,  that  each  relief  is  of  sufficient  strength  to 
ensure  the  effective  and  rapid  service  of  the  gun  to  which  it  is  assigned. 
Enlisted  men  of  the  regular  artillery  reporting  at  emplacements  for 
drill  or  action  will  be  assigned  to  duties  by  the  battery  officer  or  gun 
commander  in  charge.  Battery  commanders  will  make  their  own  roster 
for  gun  reliefs,  on  the  principle  of  four  hours  on  and  eight  off  duty. 
They  will  see  to  it  that  reliefs  at  the  guns  are  enabled  to  obtain  their 
rations  regularly  and  promptly. 

III.  Manning  the  Works.  —  At  the  call  "  To  arms,"  the  reliefs  on  duty 
at  the  guns  will  prepare  for  action  and  await  orders.  The  reliefis  off 
duty  will  instantly  fall  in  under  arms  in  their  battery  streets,  and  will 
be  marched,  by  day  at  double  time,  by  night  at  quick  time,  to  their 
respective  emplacements,  where  they  will  be  disposed  under  suitable 
cover.  The  guard,  not  on  post,  will  fall  in  under  arms,  for  orders. 
Range  and  signal  details  will  report  individually  and  promptly  at  their 
designated  stations.  The  band,  without  instruments,  will  be  reported 
by  the  drum  major  at  the  post  hospital,  where  stretchers  will  be  issued. 
Fire  commanders,  range  and  signal  officers  will  take  post  at  their  proper 
stations,  the  surgeon  will  take  post  at  the  hospital,  and  staff  officers  not 
assigned  to  specific  duties  in  action  will  report  to  the  senior  fire  com- 
mander at  his  station  in  the  casemated  work.  Chiefs  of  squad  will  see 
to  it  that  men  falling  in  under  this  call  are  properly  clad,  though  uni- 
formity of  dress  will  not  be  essential.  Officers  and  men  alike  will  turn 
out  under  arms,  and  with  small  arms  ammunition. 

rV.  Reports.  —  The  officer  in  command  at  each  emplacement  or  gun 
group  will  be  supplied  with  a  printed  card,  on  which  will  be  entered 
the  necessary  data  to  enable  the  umpires  and  detailed  observers  from 
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the  army  and  navy  to  render  their  decisions  and  reports.  On  this  will 
be  entered,  in  the  case  of  8  inch  guns,  the  date  of  action,  hour  and  minute 
of  firing  each  shot,  target  for  each  shot,  range  and  quadrant  elevation 
for  each  shot,  kind  of  projectile  fired  at  each  shot,  and  —  in  night  firing 
only  —  the  direction  in  azimuth  for  each  shot.  In  the  case  of  rapid-fire 
guns,  the  hour  and  minute,  target,  range  and  kind  of  projectile  will  be 
noted.  In  the  case  of  machine  guns,  the  range,  target  and  time  of  com- 
mencing and  ceasing  fire  will  be  noted.  In  salvo  firing,  the  hour  and 
minute  of  the  fire  and  the  salvo  point  will  be  noted,  together  with  the 
above  items.  In  firing  the  8  inch  guns,  Case  II.  will  be  employed  by 
day  and  Case  III.  by  night.  In  firing  other  guns,  Case  I.  will  be  em- 
ployed under  all  conditions. 

v.  Landing  Parties.  —  Attempts  at  landing  will  be  beaten  off  by  the 
guard,  re-einforced  by  infantry  details  from  the  reliefs  not  actively  em- 
ployed at  the  guns.  In  the  case  of  a  determined  attack  by  overwhelm- 
ing force,  the  entire  garrison  will  assemble  in  the  casemated  work,  as  a 
keep,  where  the  attack  will  be  met  by  infantry  and  machine-gun  fire. 
Reliefs  leaving  their  guns  under  this  contingency  will  put  them  out  of 
action  by  removing  and  taking  with  them  some  essential  part  of  the 
breech  mechanism. 

VI.  Passes.  —  Officers  and  men  alike  will  be  required  to  remain  at  the 
post  during  the  period  of  the  manoeuvres,  unless  excused  for  the  most 
urgent  reasons.  Under  the  conditions,  it  will  be  impossible  to  admit 
the  public  to  the  reservation  on  general  pass.  Such  passes  as  are 
absolutely  required  will  be  issued  by  the  post  adjutant,  after  approval 
by  the  post  commander.    Passes  will  be  required  for  at  orderly  hours 

.  only. 

VII.  In  General.  —  Beginning  at  midnight,  Sunday,  Aug.  31,  1902,  all 
guns,  range  and  signal  stations  will  be  manned  by  their  first  reliefs. 
They  will  be  kept  constantly  manned  thereafter  by  their  successive 
reliefs  until  noon,  Sept.  6,  1902.  Tentage  will  be  provided  for  the 
shelter  of  all  reliefs,  and  by  night  the  entire  strength  of  reliefs  will  not 
be  required  to  keep  awake.  The  officer  in  charge,  or  gun  commander, 
will  see  to  it,  however,  that  a  proper  watch  is  kept  at  his  station.  All 
reliefs  will  report  at  their  stations  under  arms,  depositing  their  rifles 
and  web  bolts  in  some  secure  place  on  arrival.  Reliefs  will  not  remove 
their  uniforms  while  at  their  stations.    Reliefs  for  the  guns  will  report 

'  in  the  canva.s  fatigue  suit,  with  campaign  hat ;  reliefs  for  range  and 

signal  stations  will  report  in  the  blue  undress  uniform,  with  campaign 

hat.    Officers  may  wear  undress  or  khaki  on  duty  at  the  guns  or^  other 

stations.    If  practicable,  evening  parade  will   be  held  daily.    From 

parade  to  tattoo,  officers  and  men  off  duty  will  wear  the  undress  uniform, 

with  fatigue  cap.    Chevrons  may  be  worn  by  non-commissioned  officers 

on  the  blue  shirt.     When  blue  shirts  are  worn,  suspenders  will  not  be 

exposed.

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  pursuant  to  General 
Ordei-s,  No.  9,  A.  G.  O.,  current  series,  dated  April  30,  1902,  the 
Second  Brigade,  M.  Y.  M.,  encamped  in  the  town  of  Lakevilie 
from  July  12  to  19,  1902,  inclusive. 

As  early  in  the  winter  several  regimental  and  battalion  com* 
manders  had  expressed  a  wish  for  separate  service  camps  for  their 
organizations  the  coming  season,  I  deemed  it  wise  to  have  a  service 
camp  for  the  whole  brigade,  placing  the  regiments  far  enough 
apait  to  practically  give  them  separate  camps,  and  yet  have  the 
brigade  intact. 

To  find  a  suitable  location  near  Boston,  estimate  the  cost  of 
transportation  and  other  expenses,  was  the  duty  assigned  to 
Captain  Story,  the  brigade  quartermaster ;  and  his  report,  read  at 
a  staff  meeting  in  February,  was  very  complete. 

The  site  selected  (and  I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  no 
suggestion  of  a  better  one  has  been  made  since)  was  that  of  the 
old  Joe  Hooker  Camp,  at  Lakevilie,  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Assa- 
wams^tt.  Four  adjoining  fields  were  rented  in  behalf  of  the 
State,  and  contracts  made  for  transportation  both  by  rail  and 
wagon  train. 

A  contract  was  also  made  for  furnishing  water  from  driven 
wells,  but  as  the  contractor  withdrew  at  the  last  moment,  it  was 
necessary  to  supply  water  from  Middleborough  (three  miles  away) 
in  street- watering  wagons. 

All  camp  equipage  and  considerable  company  property  was 
received  by  the  brigade  quartermaster  at  the  arsenal  at  South 
Framingham,  and  returned  to  that  place  after  the  camp. 

The  camp  was  designated  and  known  as  "  Camp  at  Lakevilie." 

All  organizations  except  the  cavalry  and  artillery  reported  at 
noon,  July  12,  marching  from  Middleborough.  The  cavalry 
arrived  at  3.15  p.m.,  having  marched  over  the  road.  They  left 
Boston  the  previous  morning,  and  bivouacked  at  Brockton  that 
night.  The  artillery  arrived  at  5.45  p.m.,  after  a  similar  march. 
Both  of  these  organizations  left  camp  Thursday  morning  on  their 
return,  and  detailed  reports  from  both  commanders  have  been 
forwarded. 

Each  organization  had  plenty  of  room,  and  the  commanders 
were  allowed  to  pitch  their  camp  and  arrange  their  quarters  as 
they  might  see  fit  within  the  site  assigned  them. 

The  brigade  was  reviewed  on  Wednesday  by  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief,  and  on  Tuesday  by  the 
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brigade  commander.  Aside  from  this,  all  the  time  for  drill  and 
instruction  was  left  to  the  commanders  of  organizations  to  do  with 
as  they  might  think  best.  It  was  used  mostly  in  extended  order, 
advance  aud  rear  guard  and  outpost  work.  All  the  organizations 
did  more  or  less  work  on  the  road  outside  of  camp. 

The  excellent  commissary  arrangements  were  similar  to  those 
of  last  year  at  South  Framingham,  and  were  carried  out  by 
the  brigade  commissary,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissary 
General. 

I  desire  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  immense  amount  of 
work  done  by  the  quartermaster's  department  of  the  brigade, 
which  it  has  never  before  been  called  upon  to  do,  and  enclose 
herewith  the  report  of  Capt.  O.  H.  Story,  brigade  quartermaster. 

Great  Interest  in  the  camp^as  shown  by  the  citizens  in  that 
part  of  the  State,  and  it  was  estimated  that  over  twenty  thousand 
people  visited  the  camp  on  Sunday  and  Wednesday. 

Previous  to  July  there  was  a  wide  difiference  of  opinion  in  the 
brigade  as  to  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  such  a  camp,  but 
since  our  return  it  seems  to  be  almost  unanimously  conceded  that 
it  was  a  great  success. 

The  tour  of  duty  while  not  by  any  means  perfect,  yet  shows 
that  a  brigade  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  can  take  its 
camp  equipage  at  the  arsenal  door  and  go  into  the  field  for  a  tour 
of  camp  duty  the  same  as  it  would  be  called  on  to  do  in  case  of 
actual  war ;  and  I  think  the  instruction  and  experience  obtained 
has  more  than  repaid  the  State  for  the  slight  expense  of  this  camp 
over  one  at  South  Framingham.

Sir: — In  accordance  with  Special  Orders,  No.  88^  current 
series,  A.  G.  O.,  and  General  Orders,  No.  9,  headquarters.  Naval 
Brigade,  M.  V.  M.,  the  Naval  Brigade,  N.  V.  M.,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  detail  for  signal  stations,  performed  its  annual  tour  of 
duty  on  the  ships  of  the  squadron  under  command  of  Rear  Admiral 
Francis  J.  IJigginson,  commander-in-chief  U.  S.  naval  force,  on 
North  Atlantic  station,  and  embarked  at  Newport  on  the  tugs 
*'Nina"  and  "Leyden"  for  transport  to  the  fleet  at  Menimsha 
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Bight,.  Martha's  Vineyard,  Saturday,  August  30.  The  detail  for 
signal  stations  took  station  on  Martha's  Vineyard  Saturday  after- 
noon, where  they  encamped  until  the  following  Saturday.  I  am 
glad  to  report  that  the  brigade  reported  the  strongest  in  numbers 
of  any  tour  of  duty.  Arrangements  for  transportation  were  com- 
plete and  carried  out  in  detail. 

Mess  chests  containing  proper  mess  gear  for  the  enlisted  men 
were  provided  at  the  expense  of  the  brigade,  and  were  complete 
in  every  way. 

By  previous  arrangement,  billets  for  the  enlisted  men  of  the 
Naval  Brigade  had  been  furnished  each  ship  where  detail  was 
made,  and  a  few  minutes  after  the  officers  and  men  reported  on 
board  ship  they  had  received  their  assignments  and  had  been 
allotted  their  stations  aboard  ship. 

On  Sunday,  September  7,  in  the  morning,  the  brigade  was 
transported  from  the  fleet  at  Block  Island  on  the  tugs  ^'  Nioa" 
and  '*  Leyden  "  to  Newport,  where  they  were  entrained  to  their 
home  stations. 

The  enlisted  men  of  the  organization,  becoming  part  of  each 
ship's  company,  were  called  upon  to  do  regular  ship's  duty  on  that 
particular  ship,  the  officers  doing  duty  with  the  regular  officers. 
The  Naval  Brigade,  being  aboard  the  ships  of  the  fleet  at  the  time 
of  the  array  and  navy  manoeuvres,  did  not,  of  course,  receive  the 
instruction  and  drill  that  might  hav.e  been  given  them  if  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  regular  establishment  had  not  been  leading  such  a 
strenuous  existence  both  during  the  time  of  the  manoeuvres  aud  in 
preparation.  The  experience  gained  by  the  officers  and  men  was 
of  course  advantageous,  but  if  more  time  could. have  been  devoted 
to  drill,  etc.,  the  results  would  have  been  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  this  organization.  It  was  demonstrated,  however,  that  the 
officers  and  a  large  percentage  of  the  men  were  able  to  take  their 
position  on  board  regular  ships  and  carry  on  the  work  of  their 
grades.  It  is  only  necessary  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  the  navy  is 
short  of  men  for  the  engine  room.  In  one  company  alone  seven 
of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  brigade  did  duty  in  the  engine  room, 
and  took  entire  charge  in  their  watch.  The  Engineer  Division 
proved  themselves  a  very  efficient  corps.  The  men  in  the  different 
companies  as  assigned  with  the  regular  crew  were  prompt  in 
answering  the  calls  and  in  most  cases  were  efficient  in  their  duties. 
The  commander-in-chief  and  the  commanding  officers  of  the  dif- 
ferent ships  were  altogether  too  busy  at  the  time  to  take  particular 
notice  of  the  work  of  the  Naval  Brigade  as  stationed  on  each  ship, 
but  from  all  records  nothing  but  commendation  is  heard  of  their 
services.      In   fact,   a  number  of    enlisted    men  of  the   Naval 
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Brigade  were  solicited  to  eulist  in  the  regalar  service,  and  would 
have  been  given  ratings  if  they  had  complied.  The  efficient  and 
commendable  work  of  the  detail  of  officers  before  the  tour  of  duty 
in  their  special  work^along  shore  resulted  for  the  advantage  of  the 
navy,  and  the  work  of  this  board  of  officers  was  commented  on 
most  highly  by  the  commanding  officers  of  the  fleet.  The  follow- 
ing letter,  from  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  North  Atlantic 
squadron,  is  the  only  official  report  made  on  the  services  of  this 

organization :  —

Sir  :  -^  1.  Referring  to  a  letter  from  Capt.  G.  R.  H.  BuffintoD,  M.  Y .  M.^ 
commanding  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Naval  Brigade,  in  regard  to  the 
services  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  brigade  under  his  command 
while  on  board  the  vessels  of  the  North  Atlantic  fleet  during  the  late 
manoeuvres :  — 

2.  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Naval 
Brigade  did  not  come  under  my  personal  supervision  during  the  time, 
except  in  isolated  cases,  such  as  Lieutenant  Borden,  who  acted  as 
assistant  navigator  on  board  the  flagship,  and  performed  these  duties 
most  efficiently  and  satisfactorily.  The  reports  from  the  commanding 
officers  of  the  duties  performed  by  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Naval 
Brigade  have  shown  that  they  were  ready  and  willing  to  adjust  them- 
selves to  the  conditions  on  board  ship,  which  was  most  praiseworthy ; 
also,  that  they  did  the  work  assigned  to  them  with  great  zeal.  A  com- 
pany of  the  brigade,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Goodridge,  was 
landed  and  occupied  a  signal  station  at  Gay  Head,  which  duty  was 
performed  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

3.  It  seemed  to  me  that  the  organization  of  the  Massachusetts  Naval 
Brigade  was  very  complete.  The  details  and  station  billets,  sent  to  the 
ships  before  the  brigade  came  on  board,  made  it  possible  to  station  the 
men,  so  that  there  was  an  absence  of  all  confusion  when  they  arrived, 
which  was  very  creditable  to  all  concerned.

Gen^eral  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  command,  in 
obedience  to  orders  from  these  headquarters,  left  its  armory  in 
Boston  at  5.15  o'clock  p.m.  on  Friday,  July  11,  and  marched  to  the 
South  Station,  where  it  took  a  special  train  for  Hingham,  accom- 
panied by  Lieut.  Col.  Henry  L.  Williams,  Assistant  Inspector 
General,  and  went  into  camp  immediately  after  its  arrival. 

At  midnight,  the  day  for  annual  drill,  July  12,  commenced,  and 
on  the  following  midnight,  July  13,  the  tour  of  camp  duty  for 
seven  days  commenced,  in  accordance  with  law  and  orders  from 
headquarters  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  tour  was  practically  the  counterpart  of  the  duty  performed 
last  year  as  a  camp  of  instruction,  with  the  exception  that,  instead 
of  sending  each  company  out  of  camp  for  outpost  duty  and  bivouac 
for  one  night  on  the  hill  behind  the  camp,  the  whole  battalion,  in 
charge  of  Maj.  Thomas  Talbot,  left  camp  at  9.43  o'clock  on  the 
morning  of  Wednesday,  July  16,  in  light  order,  with  shelter  tents 
and  blankets  and  one  day's  ration,  and  marched  about  four  miles 
to  South  Hingham.  Going  into  camp  upon  rough  ground,  the  use 
of  which  was  kindly  offered  by  Maj.  Henry  G.  Jordan,  the  bat- 
talion exemplified  during  the  afternoon  an  attack  upon  a  position. 
This  operation  consumed  the  time  from  2.45  to  6.15  o'clock  p.m., 
and  was  very  instructive. 

Company  C,  Capt.  John  A.  Blanchard,  left  the  temporary  camp 
in  advance  of  the  main  body,  and  took  position  as  the  enemy  on  a 
hill.  The  attacking  force,  under  Major  Talbot,  consisting  of 
Company  A,  Capt.  F.  L.  Joy,  Company  D,  Capt.  C.  H.  Rollins, 
and  Company  B,  Capt.  F.  £.  Cabot,  advanced  a  mile  or  more  in 
extended  order  with  scouts  until  the  enemy  was  located ;  he  was 
then  attacked.     Blank  ammunition  was  used. 

Major  Talbot  made  a  report  upon  this  operation,  with  which  he 
forwarded  to  these  headquarters  reports  from  each  captain.  He 
maintained  an  advance  and  rear  guard  on  his  march  to  South 
Hingham  after  he  had  passed  the  thickly  settled  portion  of 
Hingham,  and  maintained  outposts  while  in  his  temporary  camp. 
Meals  were  cooked  by  men  detailed  in  each  company,  the  captains 
being  required  to  draw  rations  in  due  form. 

The  battalion  returned  to  camp  in  Hingham  at  10.12  a.m.,  on 
Thursday,  July  17.  Adjutant  Stearns,  Dr.  Cheever,  assistant 
surgeon,  and  Lieutenant  Hayes,  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice,  went 
with  the  battalion  on  this  tour.     I  visited  the  battalion  in  the 
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afternoon,  accompanied  by  Lieutenant  Rowan,  quartermaster. 
The  entire  operation  entitles  Major  Talbot  and  the  officers  and 
men  under  his  command  to  much  credit.  A  proper  guard  was 
maintained  at  the  camp  at  Hingham  during  the  absence  of  the 
battalion,  under  charge  of  Lieutenant  Bremer,  Paymaster,  acting 
as  officer  of  the  day. 

On  Saturday,  July  12,  a  bridge  across  Broad  Cove  in  rear  of 
the  camp  was  constructed,  similar  to  those  of  the  past  two  years 
designed  by  Major  Robeson.  Captain  Cabot  had  charge  of  the 
work.     The  bridge  was  dismantled  on  Friday,  Jiily  18. 

The  weather  was  very  favorable.  No  drill  was  omitted.  One 
evening  parade  was  prevented  by  rain,  and  one  inspection  and 
muster,  including  escort  to  the  color ;  otherwise,  the  escort  to  the 
color  was  executed  daily,  as  a  prelude  to  inspection  and  muster. 

The  routine  of  the  camp  was  conscientiously  performed  by  all, 
and  the  discipline  was,  in  my  opinion,  excellent. 

His  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief,  accompanied  by  several 
members  of  his  staff,  reviewed  the  corps  on  Tuesday,  July  15. 

It  was  a  matter  of  regret  to  the  corps  that  Adjutant  General 
Dalton,  although  he  visited  the  camp  several  times,  was  unable,  by 
reason  of  duty  elsewhere,  to  pass  any  night  in  camp  with  it. 

The  corps  left  camp  on  Saturday  morning,  July  19  at  10.15 
o'clock,  and  reached  its  armory  in  Boston  at  12.30  o'clock. 

Rain  on  that  morning  in  camp  rendered  the  striking  of  tents 
impracticable.  They  were  left  standing,  after  being  cleared  of 
contents,  to  be  struck  later,  in  dry  weather. 

A  table  of  attendance  is  appended,  and  the  report  of  the  sur- 
geon is  enclosed  herewith.  The  average  attendance  for  the  tour 
was  about  94  per  cent.

Sir  t  —  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the 
annual  encampment  of  this  command  at  East  Boxford,  Mass., 
from  July  19  to  July  26,  1903,  inclusive,  in  compliance  with 
General  Orders,  No.  7,  current  series,  A.  G.  O. 

The  annual  drill  took  place  on  July  19,  1902. 

His  honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor  visited  camp  on  July  24, 
1902,  and  reviewed  the  corps. 

The  troops,  as  is  our  custom,  were  conveyed  to  and  from  Box- 
ford  by  special  train. 

Camp  was  pitched  before  dinner,  and  immediately  thereafter 
the  routine  work,  in  accordance  with  standing  orders,  their  head- 
quarters, was  commenced,  and  continued,  with  slight  interruptions, 
throughout  the  tour  of  duty. 

The  weather  was  rainy  or  threatening  every  day.     The  canvas 
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aniform  was  worn  a  greater  part  of  the  time,  and  andress  guard 
mounting  was  performed  nearly  every  day. 

The  surgeon's  report,  herewith  enclosed,  shows  that,  notwith- 
atanding  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  there  was  no  sickness  in 
camp. 

The  drills  and  ceremonies,  except  two  which  were  omitted  on 
account  of  the  weather,  were  intelligently  and  faithfully  performed,* 
and  in  the  meantime  the  rifle  range  was  constantly  in  use,  and 
many  men  were  qualified. 

The  discipline  was  fair,  and  the  military  courtesy,  attention  to 
duty  and  personal  appearance  was  good. 

The  rationing  of  the  troops  was,  as  usual,  good  and  very  satis- 
factory. 

Col.  E.  J.  Gihon  was  present  during  this  camp,  and  his  service 
was  appreciated ,  and  the  corps  profited  by  his  personal  experience 
in  the  military  and  volunteer  service.

REPORT. 


State   Aid  Department. 

Disbursements  of  State  and  military  aid  by  the  353  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  under  chapters  374  and  372, 
Acts  of  1899,  and  for  the  burial  of  indigent  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines,  their  wives,  widows  and  dependent  mothers,  were 
made  as  follows  :  —

These  figures  show  an  expenditure  in  1901  over  1900  of 
$19,368.55,  of  which  sum  about  $16,000  was  caused  by  increase 
of  disbursements  to  State  aid  cases,  and  little  more  than  $3,000 
in  consequence  of  increased  number  of  burials.

A  slight  decrease  in  the  number  aided  in  1900. 

Military  aid  was  extended  to  853  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the 
civil  war,  and  to  87  of  the  war  with  Spain,  at  an  expense  to 
the  State  of  $52,101.81,  — a  decrease  of  $320.67  from  the 
previous  year.  It  is  probable  that  expenditures  of  military 
aid  will  gradually  decrease,  by  reason  of  deaths  and  the  receipt 
of  pensions  by  the  veterans. 

The  services  of  Surgeon-General  Robert  A.  Blood,  who  was 
in  attendance  two  days  of  each  week  to  examine  applicants  for 
military  aid,  were  of  great  assistance  to  the  commissioners  in 
helping  to  determine  the  nature  and  extent  of  disabilities 
claimed  and  the  amount  of  aid  to  be  granted. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  steadily  increased,  as  was 
natural  in  view  of  the  increased  number  of  applicants  and  the 
greater  number  of  deaths,  but  no  addition  was  made  to  the 
clerical  force  or  to  the  number  of  agents. 

Four  agents,  three  male  and  one  female,  have  been  con- 
stantly employed  investigating  the  condition,  needs,  etc.,  of 
recipients  of  State  and  military  aid,  visiting  cities  and  towns 
to  correct  errors  in  methods  of  disbursing  aid,  and  instructing 
burial  agents  in  their  duties  connected  with  the  burial  of  soldiers 
and  their  dependents. 

Over  6,000  individual  examinations  and  consultations  were 
made  by  the  agents  along  these  lines. 

The  law  of  April  21,  chapter  356,  Acts  of  1898,  charged 
the  Commissioners  of  State  Aid  with  the  duty  of  investigating 
and  deciding  cases  of  appeal  of  applicants  for  soldiers'  relief 
from  the  action  of  the  municipal  authorities,  where  they  failed 
to  furnish  such  relief. 

Much  additional  work  was  involved  in  consideration  of  these 
appeals,   getting   at  the   bottom  of  the   trouble  and   making 
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equitable  decisions.  It  may  be <  said,  however,  that  the  deci- 
sions of  the  Board,  after  due  consideration  of  the  merits  of 
each  case,  have  been  generally  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

Burial  Expenses  of  IndigeTit  Soldiers  and  their  Wives ^  Widoivs 

and  Mothers. 

The  expense  to  the  State  in  1901  for  the  burial  of  631 
soldiers,  123  widows,  36  wives  and  9  mothers,  making  a  total 
of  799  persons,  was  $27,870.65, — an  increase  of  106  cases 
and  $3,738.30  in  expense  over  1900.  Average  expense  per 
burial,  $34.88. 

By  the  provisions  of  chapter  292,  Acts  of  1902,  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines  of  the  war  with  Spain,  and  their  wives, 
widows  and  dependent  mothers,  were  made  eligible  to  receive 
the  benefits  of  the  burial  law  the  same  as  veterans  of  the  civil 
war.  A  statement  of  the  number  and  expense  of  such  cases 
will  be  found  in  the  annual  report  for  1902.

Pension  Department. 

The  legislative  act,  chapter  192  of  the  Acts  of  1902,  abol- 
ished the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  State  Aid  and  the  office 
of  State  Pension  Agent,  and  directed  the  appointment  by  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  a  commissioner  and  deputy  commis- 
sioner of  State  Ai^  ^nd  Pensions,  tV\e  commissioner  to  have 
the  powers  and  di^      ueretofore  confeTred  and  imposed  upon 

the  Board  of  Cot^  ^^    -/iners  o!  St^**^  ^^^  ^^^  ^^  ^^^®  ^®^' 
sion  Agent.  ^/^^ 
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The  Governor  having  appointed  Charles  W.  Hastings  com- 
missioner, and  Joseph  B.  Parsons  deputy  commissioner,  the 
appointees  at  once  qualified  and  entered  upon  their  duties 
under  the  new  law  on  July  1,  1902,  Colonel  Parsons  continu- 
ing in  charge,  as  formerly,  of  the  pension  and  claim  business 
of  the  department. 

A  personal  interview  with  the  United  States  Commissioner 
of  Pensions  by  Deputy  Commissioner  Parsons,  and  the  filing 
of  certificates  of  appointment,  etc.,  at  once  placed  the  ofiice  in 
line  of  recognition,  and  the  commissioner  takes  pleasure  in 
acknowledging  the  courtesies  extended  to  Colonel  Parsons,  and 
through  him  to  the  Commonwealth,  by  the  officials  of  the  Pen- 
sion Bureau  at  Washington. 

The  merging  of  the  pension  agency  with  the  department  of 
State  aid,  making  one  homogeneous  department  devoted  to  the 
interests  of  veteran  soldiers,  sailors  and  their  dependents,  was 
an  eminently  practical  measure,  tending  to  facilitate  and  econo- 
mize the  work  of  adjusting  pension  and  other  claims  against  the 
federal  government. 

With  the  exception  of  one  clerk  in  the  pension  agency,  who 
was  retired  when  the  offices  were  united,  the  clerical  force  of 
the  department  remains  unchanged. 

In  readjusting  the  clerical  service,  more  work  and  greater 
responsibility  were  placed  upon  one  or  two  of  the  clerks,  and  I 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  annual  salary  of  the  female 
clerk  responsible  for  the  auditing  of  the  returns  of  payments 
by  cities  and  towns  be  raised  from  $840  to  $1,000. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  advisability  of  amending  chapter 
35,  Revised  Laws,  so  that  the  claims  for  pensions,  back  pay, 
etc.,  of  soldiers  and  dependents,  filed  in  this  office,  shall  not 
be  considered  public  documents  to  which  any  citizen  is  entitled 
to  have  access. 

The  claimants  for  pensions  through  the  State  pension  agency 
have  a  right  to  expect  that  their  interests  shall,  at  lea^t,  be  as 
safely  guarded  as  they  would  be  in  the  hands  of  a  private 
claim  agent.  The  names  and  addresses  of  applicants  for  pen- 
sions, together  with  the  declarations,  certificates  and  affidavits 
accompanying  them,  are  for  the  information  of  the  commis- 
sioner to  use  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  in  expediting  claims 
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against  the  United  States  government,  and,  being  in  the  nature 
of  confidential  communications,  should  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  general  public  only  upon  consent  of  the  claimant 
and  the  commissioner.
